Reported  to  Have  Secured  Valuable 
Concessions  From  China. 

London.  Sept.  22!— A  dispatch  to  the 
Globe  from  Hong  Kong,  published  thin 
afternoon,  purports  to  give  details  of 
the  secrel  convention  signed  at  Pekin 
on  March  27.  It  appears  that  Hsu- 
Ying-K'ououi.  of  the  Chinese  foreign 
office,  thereby  concluded  an  agreement 
with  St.  Petersburg  by  which  China 
ceded  Port  Arthur  and  Ta-llen-wan, 
stipulating  that  only  Russian  and 
Chinese  warships  enter  or  dock  at  Port 
Arthur. 

Russia,  it  also, appears,  gets  the  ex- 
clusive use  of  the  inner  harbor  of  Ta- 
lien-wan,  the  sole  administration  of  the 
north  of  Ta-lien-wan  is  designated  as 
ceded  territories  and  a  tract  of  land 
a  buffer  belt.

VERY  MILD  TYPE. 


A  Case  of  Yellow   Fever    Just    De- 
veloped at  Jackson. 

Jackson.  Miss.,  Sopt.  22.— The  board 
of  health  officials  stated  this  morning 
that  one  case  of  yellow  fever  had  ap- 
peared in  the  detention  camp  located 
at  Old  Mary  Homes  college,  about  two 
miles  northwest  of  the  city.  The  pa- 
tient is  a  white  woman  named  Clara 
Betz,  who  lived  just  across  the  street 
from  the  building  where  the  man  Kil- 
gore  died.  She  has  been  isolated  and 
under  f-lose  surveillance  for  forty-eight 
hours  and  the  cuse  is  diagnosed  a.^  a 
very  mild  one.  The  deteotinn  camp 
now  contains  thirty  peoftle  who  have 
been  exposed  aijd  they  are  surrounded 
by  six  guards.  The  cordon  was 
tloubled  at  ome  after  the  announ  e- 
nitnt  of  the  lat«st  case  and  there  is  little 
danger  of  a  spread.

A  Part    of   the    Fourteenth 
Regiment  Arrived  at  Chi- 
cago This  Morning. 

Chicago,  Sept.  22.^<^ompany  F  of  the 
Fourteenth  Minnesota  volunteers  ar- 
rived from  Camp  Poland  today  and  are 
now  sidetracked  at  the  Union  depot.  It 
will  be  1  o'clock  before  they  can  leave 
for  home.  Through  the  kindness  of 
Manager  E.  Lensberg  of  the  Val  Blatz 
Brewing  company  the  troops  were 
served  with  refreshments  on  the  traim 
It  was  a  treat  for  the  boys,  who  say 
they  have  not  had  sjuch  a  feast  since 
leaving   home   in   the  spring. 

The  other  .section  containing  about  1200 
men,  arrived  over  the  Big  Four  road 
from  Knoxville.  Tenn.  The  three  trains 
in  which  the  boys  were  loade<l  were 
switched  over  to  the  Chicago  &  North- 
western tracks  at  once,  but  the  first  sec- 
tion did  not  leave  for  the  North  until 
iibout  I  p.  m..  the  soldiers  in  the  mean- 
time being  given  an  opportunity  to  wan- 
der arotmd  tf»wn.  The  other  two  sec- 
tions followed  at  intervals  of  about  half 
and  hour.  The  tir.«i  section  will  not 
reach  St.  Paul  until  about  3  a.  m.  to- 
morrow. The  men  were  apparently  all 
in  good  shape. 

Indianapolis.  Sept.  22.— The  Four- 
teenth Minnesota  volunteers  passing 
through  this  city  last  night  had  a  con- 
flict with  the  local  railroad  officials  in 
regard  to  an  extra  sleeper.  As  the 
coach  could  not  be  obtained  It  was  de- 
cided to  lay  over  until  tomorrow 
noon.

l\  IHE  HURRICANE. 


Does  Not  Ask  That  His  Regiment  Be 
Mustered  Out. 

Washington,  Sept.  22— Col.  William 
J.  Bryan,  Third  Nebraska,  today  was 
at  the  war  department  and  occasioned 
as  much  interest  among  the  employes 
as  a  returned  Santiago  ^ero.  Col. 
Bryan  was  accompanied  by  Governor 
Ht>lcomb  and  Representative  Stark  of 
Nebraska.  They  went  first  to  the  ad- 
jutant general's  office,  where  Col. 
Bryan  registered,  stating  that  he  ex- 
pected to  return  to  his  station  today. 
In  Gen.  Corbin's  office  he  shook  hands 
with  the  general  and  introduced  the 
gentlemen  accompanying  him.  The 
call  was  formal  and  brief.  The  party 
was  then  introduced  to  Acting  Secre- 
tary Meiklejohn.  but  remained  there 
only  a  few  minutes,  returning  to  the 
adjutan-t  general's  office. 

Gen.  Corbin  inquired  as  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  camp  at  Jacksonville  and 
asked  if  the  soldiers  wanted  to  come 
home.  Col.  Bryan  said  that  he  had 
rot  made  a  poll,  but  his  judgment  as  to 
their  .sentiment  was  that  they  did  wish 
to  be  mustered  out. 

Col.  Bryan  went  from  the  adjutant 
general'-s  office  to  army  headouarters 
and  called  on  Gen.  Miles.  Neither  to 
the  acting  secretary  of  war  nor  to  the 
adjutant  general  did  Col.  Bryan  or 
Governor  Holcomb  make  any  request 
as  to  mustering  out  the  Third  Neb- 
raska regiment,  or  allude  to  the  desires 
of  Col.  Bryan  in  reference  to  that  sub- 
ject. 

After  leaving  the  war  department  the 
party  went  to  the  White  House,  where 
they  were  immediately  ushered  into 
the  president's  room.  The  party  were 
cordially  received  by  President  McKin- 
ley  and  remained  in  conference  with 
him  for  more  than  an  iiour.  They  rlid 
not  prefer  a  request  for  the  mustering 
out  of  the  regiment  as  a  whole,  but

But  Friends  of  Capt.   Worden   Claim 
He  Was  ill  Treated. 

Denver,  Sept.  22.— Capt.  Charles  A. 
Worden  of  Company  E.  Seventh  United 
States  infantry,  who  died  yesterday  from 
the  effects  of  malarial  fever  contracted 
in  the  campaign  before  Santiago,  was 
buried  t'Klay  at  Fairmount  cemetery  with 
military  honors. 

Friends  of  the  late  Capt.  Worden  be- 
lieve that  he  would  have  recovered  had  he 
received  proper  care  during  his  ten  days' 
detention  in  quar.intine  at  Tampa,  Fla., 
after  his  arrival  from  Santiago,  but  they 
mdignantly  deny  the  published  report 
that  he.  made  a  dying  statement  to  th!> 
effect  that  the  government  had  allowed 
him  to  starve  to  death.  Thev  sav  that 
he  uttered  no  word  of  complaint  and  died 
as  he  fought  at  El  Caney.  like  a  true  sol- 
dier. 


The  Steamer  Eastern  Prince  Arrives 
In  New  York. 

New  York.  Sept.  22.— The  Prince  line 
steamer  Eastern  Prince,  which  arrived 
today  from  Brazilian  ports,  ■ncountered 
the  hurricane  which  devastated  St.  Vin- 
cent and   other  West  India  islands     on 

Sept.  10.  The  Eastern  Prince  was  off 
iiarhadoes.  The  hurricar>e  blew  witii 
terrific  fury  for  nearly  three  daj  s,  its 
ci  nter  passing  south  of  Barbadoes  and 
moving  northwest  by  west.  The  hurri- 
cane at  St.  Lucia,  although  quite  severe, 
did  not  cause  any  great  amount  of  dam- 
age or  loss  of  life.  One  or  two  land- 
slides took  place,  several  houses  were 
blown  down  and  a  few  i»ersons  were  re- 
ported killed. 


NO  GROLND  FOR  ALARM. 


WILL  ASSIST  HIS  BROTHER. 
Denver.  Sept.  22.— Rev.  Robert  Mc- 
Intyre,  of  Chicago,  a  brother  of  Rev.  J. 
P.  .Mclntyre.  the  chaplain  of  the  Ore- 
gon,  who  must  answer  to  a  naval  court- 
martial  next  Monday  for  alleged  criti- 
cisms on  the  conduct  of  the  American 
naval  officers  during  the  engagement 
off  the  harbor  of  Santiago,  has  arrived 
in  Denver.  He  has  come  to  aid  his 
brother  in  the  labor  incidental  to  the 
presentation  of  his  case  before  the 
naval  court.  Capt.  Laucheimer  of  the 
marine  corps,  who  has  been  detailed  as 
judge  advocate  of  this  trial,  has  also 
arrived  in  tne  city,  and  began  looking 
up  his  witnesses. 


A  Mexican  Doctor  Says  Yellow  Fever 
is  Not  Bad. 

Fort  Worth,  Tex..  Sept.  22.— Dr.  Amon 
Harkoll,  of  San  Lucius  Potosl.  Mcx.. 
passed  through  here  today  en  route  East. 
He  says  reports  of  yellow   fever  in  Tam- 

pico  have  been  very  much  exaggerated  by 
refugees  from  that  city.  The  health  au- 
thorities have  Just  concluded  a  searching 
Investigation  at  Tam^lco  and  found  that 
while  tnere  have  been  a  few  deaths  from 
yi  liow  fever  there  are  no  grounds  for 
alarm.  The  malady  's  very  mild  and  is 
confined  to  the  lower  classes,  who  pay 
but  little  attention  to  personal  cleardlncss. 
ile  stated  that  tourists  need  have  no  fear 
in  visiting  Mexico,  as  the  yellow  fever  to 
h-:  found  in  thut  country  is  confined  to 
th"  coast  towns  and  fur  removed  from  the 
I>rinclpal  inland  cities. 


England  and  Russia   Making 
Strong  Fight  For  Suprem- 
acy In  China. 

Vartcouver,  B.  C,  Sept.  22.— A  serious 
mutinous  conspiracy  has  occurred  on  the 
German  ship  Christine,  lying  in  Kobe 
harboi-.  Assistance  was  sent  from  the 
Gefion,  and  the  accused  were  eventually 
brought  before  the  German  acting  con- 
sul, and  will  have  to  be  sent  to  the 
vessel's  port  of  entry,  Bremen,  to  be 
tried  for  the  offense.  The  prisoners 
ccmsist  of  four  Dutchmen,  one  English- 
inan  and  one  German. 

The  Belgian  contract  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Luhan  railway  has  been 
ratified. 

There  are  rumors  of  I^ritish  and  Jap- 
anese concessions  on  the  island  of  Nan- 
tai,  at  Foo  Chow.  One  of  the  members 
of  the  crew  of  her  majesty's  ship  Linnet 
has  been  making  a  .survey  in  the  neigh- 
Itorhood,  it  is  thought,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  Sir  Claude  MacDonald. 
News  comts  from  New  Chwang  that  the 
Russians  have  been  acquiring  largo 
tracts  of  land  in  the  vicinity  to  make 
capital  out  of  the  proposed  British  rail- 
way enterprise  in  that  region,  as  it 
seems  that  the  land  on  the  prclJ»osed 
routt  of  the  Russian  railway  has  l>een 
purchased  by  the  British,  who  demand- 
ed  exorbitant  prices  for  the  same.  Rus- 
sians, by  way  of  checkmating  their  ri- 
vals, have  commenced  building  in  the 
north  of  New  Chwang  without  the  for- 
mality of  purchasing  or  leasing  the  land 
from  its  owners,  practically  gral)bing 
lots  thty  required,  arguing  that  as  th.'y 
had  only  built  on  the  land  its  owners 
could  not  help  t)iemselves  and  could  be 
amenable  to  any  terms  fiffered  by  the 
Russians.  liy  these  means  they  would 
hold  the  whii»  hand  over  tfje  railway  in 
Kastern  China,  which  is  to  rur»  from 
I^ekin  to  Port  Arthur,  via  Kirin,  Loukin 
.ind  Naiching,  with  a  branch  from  Port 
Arthur  to  New  Chwang. 


Chicago,  Sept.  22.— Archbishop  Ireland 
has  given  the  first  defmite  information 
regarding  the  policy  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  church  in  Cuba,  Porto  Rico  and 
the  Philippines.  It  includes  approval  of 
the  administration  plan  of  leaving  the 
church  question  out  of  peace  discussions, 
and  announces  that  the  church  in  the 
islands  will  conform  to  new  conditions. 

He  says:  "When  the  dominion  of  thc- 
Unlted  States  is  fully  established  the 
church  will  come  under  the  .same  laws 
that  will  govern  this  country  and  be 
separated  tfrom  the  state  the  same  as 
it  now  is  in  America." 

Whether  the  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction 
of  Cardinal  Gibbons  shall  he  extended 
to  cover  at  least  a  part  of  America's 
new  possessions  i.s,  according  to  Arch- 
bishop Ireland,  still  a  matter  for  the 
holy  father  to  decide,  and  at  present  no 
American  prelate  knows  what  will  l)e. 
The  archbishop  declared  that  the  pres- 
ent person^ncl  of  the  clergy  in  the  islands 
would  be  undisturbed.  He  has  l)een  at- 
tending the  opening  exercises  of  Notre 
Dame  university,  and  learned  upon  his 
arrival  in  Chicago  that  talk  of  an  ec- 
clesiastical commission  had  been  pub- 
lished. 

"There  will  be  no  such  commission  from 
America  to  investigate  the  church  in 
Cuba,  Porto  liico  or  the  Philippines."  he 
said.  "Any  statement  that  there  will  ba 
is  false  and  unfair  to  the  clergy  in  our 
new  possessions.  The  Spanish  priests 
will  not  be  required  to  retire,  for  the 
reason  that  they  better  than  anyone 
else  know  what  is  needed  under  the  new 
conditions,  and  can  bring  about  a 
change  much  more  easily  than  any 
commission  that  might  l)e  appointed. 
Tne  clergy  in  the  islands  is  made  up  of 
nun  of  intelligence  and  tact.  They  will 
attend  to  their  own  work  end  do  it  wvll. 
.None  of  our  priests  or  bishops  could 
speak  the  language  of  the  people,  and 
would  be  at  a  loss  to  do  ?s  much  as  the 
men  now  at  the  head  of  the  church. 
You  may  say  that  the  priests  of  Cuba, 
Porto  Rico  and  the  Philippines  will  1;3 
in  accord  with  American  ideas  and  pro- 
gression, and  they  will  l)e  left  to  bring 
aliout  the  necessary  change  in  their  own 
way,  and  it  will  be  the  best  way."

The  temporary      organization  of      the 
Republican  state    convention    was    put 
into   action    at    noon    today,    under    the 
auspices  cf  the  old  state  central  com- 
mittee.   The  committee   has  heretofore 
been  considered  to  be  anti-Pingree,  liut 
any  antipathy  to  Governor  Pingree  did 
not  appear  upon   the  surface,   although 
indisposition  to  mention     the    governor 
or  s:ate  taxation  issues  was  somewhat 
manifest.    Governor     Pingree's    friends 
claim  that  he  won  a  victory  in  the  con- 
gressional   district    conventions,    which 
precede  the  state  conventions,  t.he  elec- 
tion of  members  of  the  new  slate  cen- 
tral committee  resulting  in  th.'  selection 
of  13  Pingree  to  11  anti-Pingree     men. 
The  latter,  however,  claim  that  the  true 
standing  of  the  committee  is  about  the 
reverse  of      these      figures.     The      light 
guard  armory      contained      the      usual 
patriotic      convention    decorations    and 
pictures  of  distinguished  Republicans. 

A  contest  between  the  so-called  Shel- 
don and  Stephenson  sets  of  delegates

law  which  is  opposed  to  thefr  religious 
pnnciplts.  With  this  condition  of  alfair.s 
alleged  to  be  existing,  the  state  presby- 
ttry  of  Utah  recently  met  at  Manti  and 
adoptid    a    remarkable    address    to    the 
1  resliyterlan  church      uf      the      I'nited 
States.     It  is  in  the  form  of  a  st  itement 
on  •  The  Present  Situation  in  Utah."  The 
presbytery   says   it    iy   pui>liRh.d   in    re- 
.-^ponse  to  a   general  d-mand   for  infor- 
mation from  individuals      imd      presby- 
teries alike.     It  says  by  w.h*  «)f  preface- 
"That  which  affects  the  !*tional  weal 
or  hinders  Christianity      in      Its  benign 
and  elevating  mission       must      concern 
earnest  and    thoughtful    lovers    of    hu- 
manity and  create  a  demand  for  facts 
Hence,   in  answer   to   the   d«sire  of  our 
-iO  presbyteries      and      more  than    7000 
ministers  and  sessions,  our  all  l)ut  1.000,- 
OlK)  communicants  and  our  milli.ms     i\t 
adherents,  the  presliytery  of  Utah  .sub- 
mits thtse      stitcments.      ii»    support  of 
wnich  there  is  abundant  evidence: 

"First— The  Mormon  church  has  re- 
turned to  pfiiitics.  The  old  habit  has  r--- 
asserted  itself.  The  church  has  re- 
sumed sway.  It  has  decided  to  govern 
toe  people  in  this  as  in  all  matier.s. 
Adherents  of  the  creed  are  expected  to 
'take  counsel'  as  of  yore.  The  mani- 
festo by  which  this  was  broUf^ht  about 
was  issued  on  April  6.  I8y6.  and  was 
adopted  by  the  church  soon  after,  thus 
becoming  a  'scripture.'  an  inspired  doc- 
ument, as  binding  on  consciences  as  the 
decalogue.  This  manifesto  gives  the 
[iriesthood  the  right  to  say  who  of  its 
members  m.ay  nspire  to  political  office 
and  who  may  not,  thus  making  it  clear 
to  the  voter  who  is  to  be  elected  and 
who  defeated.  And  since  unquestioning 
obedience  is  a  cardinal  virtue  and  dis- 
obedience a  mortal  sin,  the  'vjice  of 
God'  carries  the  election. 

"Second— In  addition  to  political    con- 
trol, 'the  church"  has  detrrmined  to  take 
control  of  the  state  schools.     In  most  of 
the  towns  and  villages  of  the  common- 
wealth only  Mormons      are      elected  to 
serve  as  trustees  and  teachers     in     the 
public  schools.    Non-Mormon.s    at    cer- 
tain points  have  been  notified  that,  since 
tliey  cannot  teach  what  parents     wish 
their  children   to  know   (Mormon     doc- 
trine), there  is  no  room  for  them,     and 
they  must  seek  employment  elsewhere. 
"Third— Another  pha.se  of  the  present 
day  Utah  is  that  the  people  are  being 
urged  to      'live      their      religion.'    This 
would  seem  a  desirabl?  thing  to  do.  Un- 
fortunately, however,  this    phra.se    his 
an  application  here  other  than  that  un- 
derstood by    people  unacquainted    with 
the  'mysteries      of      Mirmonism.*    One 
lives  his  religion'  in  Utah  who  his  en- 
t-red   the   'celestial  order  of  marriage' 
and  cohabits  with  all  his  wives.  Of  such 
cas«s   more  than  2000  have  come  to  our 
notice,  and   this  living  has  resulted     in 
the  birth  of  more  than      1000      children 
since  statehood      was      granted,  Jan.  4. 
1896. 

"Fourth— That  this  situation  may  be 
perpetuated  and  this  peculiar  institution 
flourish,  that  ubiquitous  thing  known  as 
•churciy  inlluenc<!' .so  affects  men  th  it 
those  who  could  testify  to  this  lawless- 
ness are  silent.  Juries  refuse  to  find  in* 
dictments.  aixl  officers  make  no  arrests. 
Hence  religious  adultery  goes  unpun- 
ished and  the  kingdom  grows  apace. 
From  the  heads  of  the  church  down, 
polygamy  nourishes. 

"Fifth— If  a  person  has  the  temerity 
to  call  public  attention  to  this  state  of 
affairs,  he  is  roundly  denounced  as  'the 
enemy  of  the  people.'  and  soon  becomes 
aware  of  the  unfortunate  blunder  he 
has  made.  Waiit  of  employment,  wan- 
ing business,  or  a  sultry  state  of  the  at- 
mosphere, either  or  all  thfse  three  in- 
struct him  of  his  error  in  his  u.se  of  free 
speech  and  apprise  him  that  a  change 
of  locality  will  be  convenient.  Hence, 
people  and  nf  wspapers  that  hope  to  do 
business  here  and  enjoy  our  salubrious 
climate  find  it  advantageous  to  dLscusg 
otlier  than  the  present  situation  in 
Utah. 

"Sixth— Moreover,  the  present  condi- 
tion in  I'tah  is  upt  confined  to  the 
state.  There  is  an  outreaching.  Mor- 
monism  is  going  into  other  states.  The 
'heralds'  of  Joseph  Smiths  'everlasting 
gospel.'  restored  to  mankind  in  1830, 
are  abroad.  The  church  claims  to 
have  2000  of  these  mLssionary  men- 
dicants, who  'travel  without  jiur.se  or 
s<rip.'  and  who  live  off  the  bounty  of 
the  people  to  whom  they  go  in  the  field. 
ThU  is  a  great  saving  to  the  church,  it 
diminishes  self-denial  and  gives  those 
in  authority  a  better  chance.  Still  It 
must  be  said.  In  behalf  of  'the  church.' 
that  where  an  elder  cannot  maintain 
himself  In  the  strugle  for  existence 
where  he  labors,  he  may  lean  back 
upon  or  draw  from  the  'home  fund  '  or 
his  relatives  may  aid  him,  or  a  dance 


may  be  given  in  his  behalf  in  the  home 
church  or  ward  from  which  he  has 
gone  out. 

"Seventh — One  thing  more.  The  mis- 
sionaries   carry    a    veiled    gospel.    They 
do  not  say  all  they  have  to  say  In  the 
first   sermon,    nor   in   any  field  sermon. 
They  do  not  even  give  the  people  m  at, 
much  less  strong  meat.  They  feed  milk. 
It  is  safer,  better  adapted  to  weak  and 
sensitive  stomachs.      Faith,  repentance, 
baptism  by  immersion  for  the  forgive- 
ness of  sins  by  one  having  authority, 
and  imposition  of  hands  are  the  stock 
doctrines  commended  by  Joseph  Smith 
and  his  successors  to  be  taught   to  the 
world,   while  the  Adam-god   immediate 
revelation,    infallibility    of    the    priest- 
hood, divinity  of  the  Book  of  Mormon, 
celestial  order  of  marriage.  God  as      a 
polygamist.    Christ     the     husband       of 
three    wives,    salvation    on    the    ground 
of  merit,    redemption   for  the  dead   by 
vicarious   baptism,    the  duty   of   tithes, 
implicit  oljedience  to  the  priesthood   in 
all  things,  personal  or  blood  atonement 
for  the  pardon  of  the  unpardonable  sin 
and    such    like    doctrines    they    reserve 
until  the  digestion  of  the  new  conv^-rt 
is    improved    and    he    can    take    strong 
meat."  " 

The   unanimous  adoption   of   this   re- 
markable arraignment  of  the  Mormon 
church    by    the    Presbyterians   of    Utah 
has   opened   up  a   flood   of   criminati(m 
and  recrimination.      The  organs  of  ihe 
Mormon  church  at  once  entered  a  gen- 
eral denial  to  all  the  charges  made    but 
more  specific  and  ofTicia!   action   is  de- 
manded by  those  who,  while  not  openly 
arrayed    with    the    i>resbytery.    are    in 
sympathy   with    its   position.       A   high 
official  of  the  Mormon  church  is  quoted 
as  having  said  recently  that  at  the  tim.> 
.statehood    wa.«    obtained    there    was    a 
definite  tacit  understanding  among  all 
the   people  of   the   state.    Mormons  and 
Gentiles   alike,    to    the  effect   that    men 
who  lived  in  polygamy  before  the  mani- 
festo of  1890  was  promulgated   were  at 
liberty  to  resume  the  old  relations  with 
the   incoming  state.       In   proof  of   this 
forbidding    polygamy,    in    the   constitu- 
tional   convention    placed    the    binding 
(lau.se  of  the  Edmunds-Tucker  law,  that 
forbiding   polygamy,    in    the       con.stitu- 
tion  ;ind  left  out   that  covering  unl.iw- 
ful   cohabitation,    the  constitution    thu-^ 
being  silent  on  the  subject  of  cohabita- 
tion  while  it.  prohibits  polygamy.       As 
furth.-r    proof    ho    i-ited    tho    fact    thit 
there  has  not  been  a  solitary  conviction 
for  cohabitation  under  the  government 
of  the  state,    though   he  admitted    that 
many  such  cases  existed  in  I'^tah. 

To  this  statement  the  opponents  rf 
the  church  enter  denial.  Thev  say 
there  was  no  understanding,  tacit  oV 
otherwise,  on  the  subject  of  polygamy 
There  was  .nn  implied  undeistandiiig 
that  the  word  "polygamy"  covered  the 
whole  ca.se.  and  it  was  conceded  that 
men  thus  involved  ought  fo  provide  un- 
restrained, for  the  women  involved  with 
them,  and  their  children,  but  beyond 
this  the  understanding  did  not  go. 

In  the  meantime  the  church  continues 
to  grow  and  prosper  In  pre|)aratifm  for 
the  mevitable  struggle  which  this  time 
will    be    more    religious    than    political 
Mormons   are   admitted    to    have   abso- 
uto   political   control    in    I'tah.       They 
hold  the  balance  of  power  in  Idaho  and 
are  sufflcie.uiy  strong  in  Wyoming  and 
Arizona    to    bend    political    parties    to 
their  will.      They  have  sufficient  votes 
in  parts  of  Colorado  to  make  and  un- 
make   politicians.       The   Mormons   are 
as    the   Presbyterian    manifesto       says" 
alert  and  aggressive.      They  have  mis- 
sionaries   in    all    parts    of    the       world 
Diinging  men  and  women  Into  the  fold 
and  almost  daily  convert.^  are  arrivintr 
from  remote  sections  of  the  earth.  How 
long  the  struggle  now  opening  will  last 
and  what  will  be  the  outcome  are  mat- 
ters of  conjecture.      That  It  will  retard 
the  growth  of  Utah  all  lovers  of  thai 
commonwealth  fear,  but  if  it  brings  to 
an   end  the   bitter  -onti-oversy       w-hich 
has   been  simply  sleeping  for  the   past 
few  years,  it  will  be  worth  the  coat.

Reports  of  Cruelty  to   Priests    Im- 
prisoned By  Philippine  Insurgents. 

Washington,  'Sept.  22.— Monsignor 
Martinelli.  the  apostolic  delegate  in 
Washington,  has  received  a  cablegram 
from  Cardinal  Rampolla.  secretary  of 
the  Vatican,  informing  him  that  the 
bishop  of  New  Segovia,  Philippine 
island.s.  and  several  Catholic  priests 
had  been  arrested  by  the  insurgents  and 
were  imprisoned  and  being  brutally 
treated  by  their  captors.  Cardinal  Ram- 
polla directed  Monsignor  JIartinelli  to 
lay  the  case  before  the  war  department 
with  a  reque.st  that  some  action,  if 
poi^sible,  be  taken  to  protect  the  pris- 
oners from  harm. 

Monsignor  Martinelli  presented  the 
facts.  a.s  communicatod  to  him  to  Act- 
ing Secretary  of  War  Meiklejohn  and 
urged  that  the  department  communi- 
cate with  Gen.  Otis,  in  command  of 
the  American  forces  at  Manilla,  with  a 
view  to  affording  i-«lief  to  the  captured 
priests. 

in  compliance  with  the  request.  Sec- 
retary Meiklejohn  directed  that  Gen. 
Otis  b?  informed  of  the  .situation  of  the 
priest.s  and  asked  to  protect  them  from 
bad  treatment,  if  they  were  within  his 
jurisdiction.  Adjt.  Gen.  Corbin  sent  the 
following  cablegram   to  Gen.   Otis-

CANNOT  HWE  THE  LANDS. 

Legislative  Commission  Reports  on 
a  Railroad  Land  Grant. 

St.  Paul.  Sept.  22.— The  commission 
appointed  under  the  act  of  the  last  leg- 
islature to  pass  upon  the  claims  of  the 
Little  Falls  &  Dakota  Railroad  com- 
pany has  just  rendered  a  decision  sus- 
taining the  contention  that  the  road 
was  not  entitled  to  the  lands  it  had  filed 
as  a  part  of  its  grant  for  building  a 
line  from  Little  Falls  to  the  western 
boundary  of  the  state,  for  the  company 
terminated  the  road  at  Morris,  instead 
of  at  the  western  boundary,  according 
to  contracts.  The  auditor  refused  to 
deed  any  lands  to  the  companv  and  at 
his  suggestion  the  last  legislature  ap- 
pointed a  commission  consisting  of  At- 
torney (ieneral  Childs.  W.  P.  Warner. 
of  St.  Paul,  and  ftx-Judge  Belden.  of 
Minneapolis,  who  filed  their  decision 
with  the  auditor  yesterday.  This  action 
saves  to  the  state  106.368  acres  of  good 
land  valued  at  not  less  than  $500,000  in 
round  nuinber.s.

on  the  China. 

San  Francisco,  Sept.  22.— Among  the 
pas.sengers  of  the  China  were  Privates' 
Jenkins,  Thomas.  Brown  and  Nyles  n 
Battery  O,  Third  artillery;  McCann, 
Eighteenth  infantry;  Russell  and  White- 
head. Fourteenth  infantry,  and  L'l- 
bri'ht  of  the  Montana  volunteer.-*.  I'i- 
bricht  returned  (fri  account  of  disability 
while  all  the  other  men  came  back  be- 
cause of  expiration  of  their  terms  of 
service. 

.Among  the  passengers  were  Philip 
Agonrillo  and  Joseph  Lopez,  who  are 
going  to  Washington  as  representatives 
of  A.guinald  ).  Agonclllo  did  not  come 
direct  from  Manilla,  but  .'iarted  from 
Jlong  Kong,  where  4ie  has  been  for 
some  time.

"The  wedding  ring  is  mad.^  of  gold  of 
the  purest  nuality,  signifying  how  no- 
bl°  and  durable  ts  our  affection."  writes 
Frank  H.  Vizctelly  of  "The  Romance 
of  the  Finger  Ring."  In  tho  Woman';; 
llomr:'  Companion.  "Next,  in  form  the 
ring  Is  round,  a  symbol  of  eternity,  imjily- 
Ing  that  our  regard  shall  bo  without  end. 
Wh>  's  this  goden  circlet  worn  on  the 
thi.M  linger  of  tho  loft  hand?  Becau.'-e 
among  the  ancients  It  was  thought  that 
th'Tr  was  a  vein  in  that  linger  that  came 
directly  from  the  heart,  'and  the  .-.usioni 
has  survived  the  ages  anrt  come  down  to 
u.s  from  remote  antliiulty.  But  there  are

It 
was  cruel  to  them,  and  it  was  criminal 
negligence  not  to  have  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  litter-bearers  and  stretchers.  The 
reason  these  men  were  not  on  hand    is 
because  every  available  man  for  the  doe- 
tor  or  nurse  had  l>een  taken  away  from 
their  commands  and  placed  in  the    di- 
vision hospital.    I  am  not  in  favor    of 
abolishing  the  division  hospital,  but  am 
in  favor  of  Ixjth  division  and  regimental 
hosj.itals.    Ktep  the  men  in  camp    and 
send  them  to  division  hospitals     when 
their  symptoms  are      fully      developed. 
Then  get  trained  nurses  and  run  the  di- 
vision hospital." 

In  view  of  the  revelations  made  in 
the  conversation  quoted  above,  it  is  as- 
tonishing that  more  of  the  men  In  camp 
at  Chickamauga  did  not  contract  disease 
and  die.

We  are  the  most  iso- 
lated people  in  the  world.  The  earth  Is- 
sell,  which  Is  separated  from  its  nearest 
planetary  neighbors  by  millions  of  miles 
withoiit  telephone  connection,  is  in  no 
more  deplorable  a  plight. 

We  were  discovered  by  a  sailor  from 
Northern  Italy,  who  afterward  became  a 
Spaniard.  All  sorts  of  foreigners  explored 
our  great  river  courses  and  settled  along 
our  shores— English  In  New  England  and 
bouth  Dutch  in  New  York,  French  in 
Louisiana.  Spaniards  in  Florida  and  Cali- 
fornia. They  isolated  us  wor.se  than  bc- 
lore.  And  tslnce  then  all  these  divers 
races  and  peoples  have  poured  Into  the 
country  so  that  texlay  we  are  70,000,000  of 
persons,  representing  all  the  races  of  the 
earth.  Every  one  of  the  70,000,000,  we  sup- 
I'ose,  has  relatives  in  Europe,  Asia  or 
Africa.  There  are  more  Germans  in  Chi- 
eaf.'o  than  in  most  German  cities,  more 
insh  in  Boston  than  in  many  an  Irish 
county,  and  more  Italians  in  New  Y'ork 
,}}^.^  several  Italian  provinces.  And 
still  they  come. 

We  are  an  isolated  land.  We  always 
have  been  Our  language  is  borrowed 
from  Lngland,  our  religion  comes  from 
Judea.  Our  laws  come  from  over  the 
se-i.  Our  most  boasted  Institutions,  even 
are  fore»ign.  They  had  trial  bv  jurv,  free- 
dom of  the  press  and  parliam"entarv  gov- 
ernment In  England  somewhat  earlier 
than  we  did  and  religious  toleration  was 
known  in  Holland  before  It  became  popu- 
lar in  Massachu.setts  and  Connecticut 
Even  our  greatest  poets  never  saw  Am- 
erica. Shakespeare  had  scarcely  heard 
of  it. 

Our  isolation  today  is  something  terri- 
ble \\  e  import  preachers,  actors  and  foot- 
ball from  England,  we  get  idavs  and  pro- 
fessors from  France  and  Germany,  we 
fetch  musicians  from  Vienna,  Leipsic  and 
Poland,  we  get  architecture,  painting 
sculpture  and  the  decorative  arts  from 
everywhere.  Whenever  an  Englishman 
or  a  Frenchman  be'comes  famous  he 
rushes  to  poor,  isolated  America  on  the 
next  steamer  to  read  from  his  own  works 
or  deliver  himself  in  a  course  of  lectures. 
Ue  get  our  novels  from  the  four  winds 
that  blow  and  the  average  circulation  of 
most  masterpieces  of  literature  is  great- 
or  in  America  than  in  the  land  of  their 
birth.  We  know  more  about  home  ruli- 
than  Ireland,  more  about  Dreyfus  than 
!•  ranee',  more  about  the  emperor  than 
Germany,  more  about  the  Armenians  than 
the  sultan,  and  more  about  his  peacock 
fe;jthers  than  Li  Hung  Chang.  There  is 
no  country  that  knows  so  much  about 
every  other  coimlry  as  the  United  States 
of  America,  yet  our  isolation  Is  dreadful 
to  contemplate. 

We  presume  that  our  isolation  is  also 
responsible  for  our  being  the  richest, 
strongest  and  best  advertised  of  nations 
an<<  for  the  Ill-concealed  jealousy  with 
which  Europe  regards  us.  It  is  always 
so  with  these  isolated  countries— foreign 
I  powers  are  sure  to  envy  and  fear  them. 
Look  at  China!  our  compani<m  in  solitude. 
Is  not  China  envied  and  fe-ared? 

Nothing  eould  be  more  painful  than  to 
be  shut  oIT  from  the  rest  of  the  world. 
Shame  on  the  "Little  Americans'"  This 
isolation  must  end!

■was  rotteness  In  the  management  of  the 
departments  of  the  quartermaster    and 
surgeon  general.    Looking  at  Secretary 
Alger,  he  said: 

"Sir.  your  chief  cook  and  bottle- 
washer  down  at  Chickamauga— I  refer 
to  Dr.  H-idenk'per— was  nothing  but 
the  very  rankest  sort  of  a  veterinary 
surgeon,  and  did  not  know  tfie  word 
disinfectant.  I  issued  order  after  order 
for  materials  ami  medicir>cs.  and  could 
not  get  them.  I  failed  utterly  to  get 
•what  I  wanted.  I  .sent  requisition  after 
requisition,  and  none  of  them  was  hon- 
ored. Finally  I  sent  a  request  more 
pointed,  and  received  the  reply  that 
such  stuff  was  not  needed." 

Ced.  Leonard  of  the  Twelfth  New  York 
•who.  with  other  colonels  was  present, 
corroborated  Gert.  Sanger's  statements 
as  to  Dr.  Heidenkoper.  and  then  Gen. 
'Wiley  began  to  talk.    He  declared: 

"The  neglect  to  furnish  supplies, 
gentlemen,  was  criminal.  While  in 
Chickamauga  I  was  in  command  of  the 
division  over  which  (ien.  Sanger  is  now, 
and  while  holding  that  command  I  fre- 
quently made  requisitions  which  were 
not  honored.  An  imperative  order  had 
been  sent  to  us  to  have  all  water  boiled. 
•Now,  you  can't  boil  water,  Mr.  Secre- 
tary, without  b.Dilers,  and  I  made  a 
requisition  on  Quartermaster  General 
Lee  for  water  boilers.  No  attention  was 
paid  to  thi.s.  and  I  repeatedly  urged  him 
to  send  boilers,  saying  that  men  were 
taking  typhoid  fever  by  not  having 
boiled  water  to  drink.  Failing  to  get 
any  reply  to  my  repeated  telegrams,  I 
sent  him  a  "sassy"  mes.sage,  and  I  re- 
ceived a  very  prompt  reply,  which  read: 
•The  war  department  does  not  furnish 
•boilers.* 

"Failing  to  get  boilers  from  the  war 
department,  I  bought  them  myself:  but 
much  valuable  time  had  been  lost,  the 
seeds  of  disease  had  Ijeen  sown,  and,  Mr. 
Secretary,  you  have  seen  the  results  of 
this  criminal  negligence  in  the  large 
death  reports  which  have  been  sent  out 
from  every  camp  in  this  broad  land. 
These  men  in  the  quartermaster's  de- 
partment cannot  stand  off  and  say  it 
was  somebody  else's  fault.  It  was  the 
fault  of  Quartermaster  Lee.  and  it  was 
the  fault  of  Quartermaster  Ludington, 
who  is  standing  right  there."

It  would  seem  that  with  countless  es- 
tates and  interests  in  nearly  all  the  iron 
mines  throughout  America,  in  which 
country  Mr.  Carnegie  has  made  his 
home  for  many  years,  that  "he  ought  lo 
be  satisfied  with  merely  the  lease  of  a 
castle  in  Scotland,  but  nothing  short 
of  possession  would  satisfy  him,  and 
the  payment  of  $1,000,000  has  accom- 
plished the  armor     plate  king's  desire. 

By  birth  Mr.  Carnegie  is  a  Scotch- 
man, but  he  has  lived  in  America  for 
so  many  ye^ars  and  is  so  prominently 
associated  wJth  the  iron  industries  of 
the  country  that  he  is  looked  upon  as 
an  American,  and  there  are  few  people 
who  know  differently.  Probably  his 
most    well-known    possession    in       the 


United  States  is  Carnegie  hall,  which 
is  one  of  the  largest  and  handsomest 
structures  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

The  new  home  which  he  has  pur- 
chased in  Scotland  is  called  Skilio  castle 
and  is  situated  in  Sutherlandshire.  It 
is  an  ancient  pile  and  there  cluster 
around  it  some  of  the  finest  old  Scot- 
tish traditions.  For  over  a  century 
the  peasantry  around  about  have  looked 
upon  whoever  has  owned  Skibo  castle 
with  a  reverence  reminiscent  of  baron- 
ial days,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  this 
reverence  is  included  with  Mr.  Carne- 
gie's $1,000,000  purchase.  While  In 
Scotland  Mr.  Carne^gie  wears  the  native 
costume,  and  In  spite  of  the  change 
which  seems  so  sudden  to  his  American 
friends  he  makes  a  very  passable  laird.

D.  H.  Bacon,  president  of  the  Minne- 
sota Iron  company,  is  In  Duluth  today. 
He  yesterday  opened  bids  for  doing 
500.000  yards  of  stripping  work  near 
No.  3  shaft  at  the  Fayal  mine,  and  found 
that  the  figures  of  Drake  &  Stratton 
were  the  lowest.  The  contract  will  ac- 
cordingly be  let  to  this  firm  and  work 
will  begin  at  once.  E.  B.  Hawkins, 
manager  for  Drake  &  Stratton,  has 
gone  to  Chicago  to  purchase  an  out- 
fit. 

This  large  amount  of  stripping  is  to 
be  dotie  that  a  big  body  of  Fayal  ore 
lying  near  the  surface  can  be  mined 
by  the  milling  process.  Twenty  feet  of 
earth  covers  the  ore,  and  Mr.  Bacon 
said  It  was  hoped  500.000  tons  of  it  would 
be  taken  out  next  fea.'-on  in  addition  to 
that  mined  from  the  regular  under- 
ground shafts.  The  intention  is  to 
.1,'reatly  increase  the  output  of  the  Fayai 
next  year,  but  the  amount  mined  will 
depend  largely  on  the  ability  of  the 
company  to  secure  men.  Men  are  very 
Fcarce  now,  and  many  more  could  be 
used  to  excellent  advantage.  Mondoy 
night,  for  instance,  only  eighty-three 
men  went  down  in  No.  1  shaft,  when  a 
full  crew  consists  of  2.')0.  Laborers  who 
went  West  to  work  in  the  harvest  fields 
are  beginning  to  return,  but  few  of 
them  have  found  their  way  to  the  mines 
although  the  crews  on  the  railroad 
are  beginning  to  fill   up. 

A  Herald  reporter  asked  Mr.  Bacon 
this  morning  if  there  were  any  develop- 
ments in  the  organization  of  the  Fed- 
eral Steel  company.  He  said  that  noth- 
ing further  could  be  done  until  two- 
third?  of  the  stock  of  all  of  the  com- 
panies Included  in  the  consolidati<m 
had  been  sent  in  to  be  exchanged  lor 
stock  in  the  Federal  Steel  company.  He 
paid  he  felt  morally  certain  that  the 
requisite  number  of  stockh  )lders  would 
respond  to  the  call  and  would,  in  fact, 
be  Surprised  if  nearly  a'\  of  the  stock 
hi  the  several  companies  was  not  turned 
in. 


CHECK  WAS  NO  GOOD 


Man  Named  Potter  Works  the 

Spalding  Hotel    Tor  a 

Small  Sum. 

If  anybody  has  seen  A.  Potter,  r.iil- 
n>ad  magnate,  with  his  pockets  full  of 
railroad  passes  and  his  heart  full  of 
guile,  that  person  would  confer  a  favor 
on  Manager  Clayton,  of  the  Spalding 
hotel  who  wants  to  see  Mr,  Potter 
about  a  check  for  $10  with  Mr.  Potter's 
."•ignature  at  the  end  and  bearing  across 
its  face  th<'  startling  legend  "'No  funds." 
And  there  are  others.  Superintendent 
Blanchard.  of  the  Northern  Pacific  rail- 
way feels  less  confidence  in  human  na- 
ture than  he  did  before  Mr.  Potter  went 
against  him.  Mr.  Blant  harl  was  easy 
for  Mr.  Potter  being  dazzled  by  the 
names  of  high  guys  in  railroadom  that 
were  flashed  before  him  in  letters  borne 
by  Mr.  Potter.  Mr.  Potter  caught  Mr. 
Blanchard  "gcdng  and  omiing."  as  the 
saying  is,  working  the  lamb-like  Mr. 
Blanchard  for  a  pass  to  Ashland  and 
then  coming  back  at  him  and  getting 
a  pass  to  Staples.  While  waiting  for 
his  transportation  to  Staples  to  be 
made  out.  Mr.  Potter  borrowed  $2  from 
one  of  the  clerks  in  the  office. 

Mr.  Potter  arinved  in  town  Sept.  9 
and  registered  at  the  Spalding.  He  was 
well  dressed  and  a  few  remarks  he 
dropped  alwut  his  connection  with  an 
Eastern  railroad  and  his  being  on  a  trip 
to  the  West  on  important  business  aug- 
mented the  good  impression  that  his 
appearance  made.  Perhaps  he  was  a 
high  Baltimore  &  Ohio  mogul  who  had 
came  in  to  meet  "Jim."  Hence  it  was 
his  check  for  $10  on  a  New  York  bank 
was  cashed  without  demur.  'Mr.  Potter 
I>aid  his  bill  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
check  and  left  for  Ashland,  stating  that 
he  would  be  back  in  a  few  days. 

On  Tuesday  last  the  check  was  re- 
turned discredited.  Remembering  that 
Mr.  Potter  had  said  that  he  was  going 
to  Ashland.  Manager  Clayton  moseyed 
•  lown  to  the  Northern  Pacific  office.  He 
learned  then  that  Mr.  Potter  had  re- 
turned, obtained  transportation  to 
.Staples  and  had  just  gone  to  the  depot 
to  check  his  trunk.  Mr.  Clayton TSTde 
a  short  cut  by  the  alley  to  the  («'pot. 
He  did  not  find  Mr.  Potter,  but  he 
found  that  gentleman's  baggage.  It 
consisted  of  a  bundle  done  up  in  a 
newspaper. 

Mr.  Potter,  he  learned,  had  bought  a 
ticket  to  Superior.  The  Northern  Paci- 
fic train  was  watched  at  Superior  by 
the  police,  but  Mr.  Potter  had  not  ap- 
peared  up  to   this  morning. 

It  has  been  learned  that  iMr.  Potter 
tried  to  get  a  $60  check  cashed  at  the 
West  Superior  hotel  TuMiday,  but,  it  is 
claimed,  he  failed.

The  <!ompany  would  furnish 
the  cases  and  stock  and  give  the  deal- 
er* half  the  profits.  The  only  thing 
the  company  asked  was  that  the  dealer 
buy  a  bulletin  board  costing  $1  from  it. 
Mr.  Blanchard  holds  a  receipt  for  $1, 
signed  "A.  E.  Potter."  The  signature 
reseml>les  that  of  the  railroad  magnate 
who  stopped  at  the  Spalding.  The  St. 
Paul  News  company  repudiates  Pot- 
ter.

Here  we  have  all  well-worn  theories 
upset.  Experiments  carried  out  on  the 
rifle  range  showed  that  the  BrHlsh 
national  color  possesses  even  distinct 
merits.  The  idea  was  this  time  to 
ascertain  which  color  grave  the  worst 
mark  for  the  rifle.  Twenty  men,  all 
good  shots  were  used  for  the  purpoo 
of  the  expsriment.

Strange   Habitation   of  a  Family  In 
Jefferson  City. 

On    the   southern   exten.=ion   of   Fair- 
view  boulevard  within  a  few  rods      of 
the  southern  limits  of  the  city  of  Jef- 
ferson, the  capital  city  of  the  state  of 
Missouri,  stands  an  old  magazine  which 
,  was  used  by  the  rebels  in  the  civil  war 
as  a  storage  house  for  powder,  relates 
a  press  dispatch.       For  years»  it       v%a3 
vacant,  but  finally  a  local  powder  agent 
at  JetTersun  City,  for  E.  C.  Meacham  & 
Co..   of  St.    Louis,  occupied   it   with  ex- 
plosives. Later  it  was  vacated,  and  re- 
mained unoccupied  for  five  or  six  years, 
until  last  June.       From   that   time  and 
at  present,  within  this  crude  structure, 
made  of  rock  and  of  the  minimum  sizo 
for  the  purpose  which  it  was  used    and 
also  very  limited  in  its  dimensions  as 
a  common   hut,    without  a  single   win- 
dow  of  any   kind,    with  only   slabs   for 
a  lloor,  and  nothing  but  an  old  ragged 
blanket    to    cover    the    door,    dwells    a 
family  of  human  beings,  with  but  little 
more   aspiration   and   evidence   of   real 
humanity    than    the    inanimate    things 
which  formerly  occupied  it.  This  fam- 
ily IS  composed  of  Jake  Hurt,   his  wife 
and  her  two  sons.      Hurt  and  his  wife 
have  each  l)een  married  twice.  He  was 
her  brother-in-law,   his  first  wife  hav- 
ing been   his  second  wife's  sister. 

The  woman's  first  husband  was  David 
Jones,  a  farmer  owning  a  farm  on  the 
Osage  river,  twenty  miles  south  of  Jef- 
ferson City.  Selling  his  farm  he  start- 
ed with  his  family  to  Texas,  to  run  a 
stock  ranch,  but  died  in  Arkansas,  from 
typhoid  fever  while  on  their  way,  leav- 
ing this  woman  and  four  boys,  who  re- 
turned here  about  sixteen  years  ago. 

Tne  mother,  as  those  who  claim  to 
know,  say,  and  as  she  says  herself,  was 
left  in  reasonably  good  circumstances 
t)y  Jones,  but  is  now  a  believer  in 
witchcraft,  ghosts  and  other  delusions 
and  15  one  of  the  most  superstitious 
characters  in  the  place.  Her  hair,  as 
the  arranges  it,  presents  a  very  pe- 
culiar and  mysterious  aspect.  There 
are  long  locks  tinged  with  the  frosts 
of  about  half  a  century,  while  just  be- 
side them  other  locks  are  clipped  close 
and  .still  other  patches  are  of  various 
lengths,  all  running  in  streaks  across 
her  scalp,  from   front   to  back. 

She  claims  that  enough  Indian  blood 
circulates  through  her  body  to  entitle 
her  to  a  claim  in  one  of  the  reserva- 
tions, and  says  she  will  go  in  search 
or  her  share  in  the  near  future  She 
claims  to  be  a  fortune  teller  with  cards 
and  a  mind  reader,  particularly  priding 
herself  on  the  latter. 

Her  present  condition  she  credits 
largely  to  her  present  hu.sband.  Jako 
Hurt,  who  is  a  Switzer-German  bv 
birth  and  a  shoe  cobbler  by  trade,  but 
an  Idler,  fisher  and  hunter  by  prefer- 
ence. His  wife  died  about  the  time 
this  woman  returned  to  Missouri  from 
Arkansas,  and  they  were  married.

Lexington,   Ky..  Sept.  22.— A  promin- 
ent gentleman  cljse  to  the  national  ad- 
ministration as  well  as  the  oflicers  here 
at    Camp    Hamilton,    says    the   present 
tour   of     ini?pection    of     the     Southern 
camps  by  Secretary  Alger,  Quartermas- 
ter Gen.   Ludington  and  Surgeon   Gen.

At  the  c inference  here  last  evening  of 
Secretary  Alger  and  Gen.  Breckinridge, 
the  commander  of  Camp  Hamilton,  and 
other  oflicers.

Gen.  Waites  then  purchased  the  boil- 
ers himself,  but  the  seeds  of  typhoid  had 
been  sown,  and  the  daily  report  showed 
the  list  of  deaths  and  of  cases  in  the 
hospitals.  Pointing  to  Quartermaster 
Ludington.  Gen.  Waites  said;  "Those 
men  cannot  say  it  was  somebody  else's 
fault.  It  was  the  fault  of  Quarter- 
master Lee  and  it  was  the  fault  of 
Quartermaster  Ludington,  who  is  stand- 
ing right  there." 

Ludington  made  no  reply  to  Waites, 
as  Sternberg  had  done  to  Sanger.

FROM  FOREIGN  LANDS. 

It  is  understood  the  Dreyfus  revision 
(i)mmisslon  will  come  to  a  decision  by 
Monday  next,  when  M.  Sarrien  will  com- 
municate its  finding  to  a  cabfnet  council, 
which  will  be  presided  over  by  President 
Faure. 

Gen.  Aiigusti,  the  former  captain  gen- 
eral of  the  Philippine  Islands,  has  arrived 
at  Victor,  capital  of  the  Spanish  province 
of  Alvi.t.  about  thirty  miles  south  of  Bll- 
boa.  It  is  said  that  he  looks  ill  and  is  re- 
ticent concerning  the  recent  happenings 
at  Manilla.  The  general,  however,  ad- 
mitted that  he  contemplated  surrender- 
ing l>efore  the  capitulation  actuallv  took 
piace.  He  also  praised  the  army  eloquent- 
ly, and  expressed  the  hope  that  the  su- 
preme court  would  pass  judgment  on  his 
conduct. 

The  queen  regent  of  Spain  has  signed 
the  decree  suspending  Admiral  ontejo 
and  granting  pardon  to  convicts  who 
fought  as  volunteers  in  the  war  with  the 
United  States. 

It  Is  understood  the  Japanese  govern- 
ment has  decided  to  negotiate  for  a  for- 
eign loan  of  $50,000,000. 

El  Ticmpo  says  Chili  has  given  Argen* 
tina  five  days  in  whicli  to  accept  unre- 
stricted arbitration  of  the  boundary  dis- 
pute between  the  two  countries.

A  Cleveland  Man  Claims  Gen.  Otis  Is 
Responsible  For  Deaths. 

Cleveland,  Sept.  22.— C.  W.  Metcalfe, 
living  at  No.  50  Linwood  street,  this 
city,  whose  son,  Burton  Metcalfe,  died 
recently  in  San  Francisco  of  typhoid 
pneumonia,  contracted  while  at  Camp 
Merritt  as  a  member  of  the  United 
States  regulars,  will  take  steps  to  have 
cnarges  preferred  against  Gen.  Otis, 
now  with  the  American  forces  in  the 
Philippines. 

Mr.  Metcalfe  said  today:  "I  am  a 
member  of  an  organization  made  up  of 
people  all  over  the  country  who  have 
lost  rel'atives  or  friends  who  had  enlist- 
ed in  the  regular  army  for  service  in  the 
Philippine-'?.  These  men  died  through 
exposure  on  that  pestilential  spot 
known  as  Clamp  Merritt.  Each  member 
of  this  organization  will  bring  pressure 
to  bear  on  his  congressman  to  have 
charges  preferred  against  Gen.  Otis, 
who  located  the  camp  where  it  was.  The 
organization  is  a  large  and  influential 
one.  and  I  believe  It  will  be  able  to  ac- 
complish the  object  for  which  it  was 
formed." 

Mr.  Metcalfe  recently  returned  from 
San  Francisco,  where  he  went  to  bring 
home  the  remains  of  his  son.  He  states 
that  he  inve-^'tigated  the  conditions  at 
Camp  Merritt,  and  that  a  more  un- 
heal thful  snot  for  a  camp  could  not 
have  been  found  on  the  Pacific  coast.

He  weighs  his 
w.-rds  carefully,  with  the  r' suit  that 
what  he  says  is  full  of  mei^ning.  To 
The  H  raid  he  :  il'ced  freely. 

"Duluth  now  has  a  direct  line  to  the 
West."  said  he.  "It  his  been  slow  in 
coming,  but  it  is  here,  and  it  is  a  good 
«ine.  The  easy  grades  of  the  prairies  of 
Dakota  have  been  brought  right  into 
Duluth.  The  highest  grade  on  the  en- 
tire line  is  but  four-tenths  of  1  per  cent 
to  the  mile  or  twenty  feet.  This  is  le.ss 
than  that  of  any  other  road  coming  into 
Duluth.  all  the  others  ranging  from  i>5 
to        95-100        ep        cent.  Tlie        low 

gradf  s  are  just  as  important  to  the 
railroad  traffic  as  the  deep  water  in  the 
canals  has  been  to  the  lake  traffic. 

"I  believe  that  the  road  will  prove  of 
the  greatest  benefit  lo  Duluth.  It  will 
develop  an  empire  in  Northern  Minne- 
sota that  has  as  yet  been  practically 
untouched.  Between  Duluth  and  Foss- 
ton there  is  a  large  area  of  splendid 
country  in  which  new  towns  will  be 
Iniilt  that  will  do  their  trading  here.  It 
lontains  the  largest  body  of  pine  timber 
yft«.s landing  north  of  the  f>hio  river  and 
east  of  the  rocky  mountains.  It  se»ms 
to  me  that  it  should  in  the  near  future 
increase  the  population  of  Duluth  not 
Jess   than   L5,000. 

"We  expert  that  the  road  will  result 
in  bringing  a  largely  increa.s^d  tonnage 
to  Duluth.  This  incerase  will  be  great- 
est in  wheat  and  lumber.  Lumber 
from  the  far  West,  large  timber,  will 
come  here  in  increased  quantities  for 
shipment  to  the  E^ast.  Duluth  is  now 
for  the  first  time  placed  on  a  direct  line 
with  the  Pacific  coast  and  all  interven- 
ing territory.  The  trade  of  Duluth's 
TTierchants  with  the  West  will  increase 
and  the  field  of  their  activity  will  be 
widened.  You  will  have  through  passen- 
ger trains  to  the  coast  and  will  be  on 
the  main  line  of  travel  between  the 
East  and  West. 

"I  came  to  Duluth  thi<^  afternoon 
over  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  road  with 
Mr.  Plough,  thereby  killing  two  bird.s 
with  one  stone,  making  the  Journey  and 
having  an  opportunity  to  talk  over 
railroad  matters.     It  is  the  first  tim^  I 


tired  to  avail  themselves  of  any  pri- 
vikg.  s  last  night.  They  generally 
sought  sleep  as  .soon  as  possible.  Bright 
and  tarly  this  morning,  however,  they 
were  up  and  out,  and  they  spread  over 
the  city  in  every  direction  seeking 
whatever  diversion  they  could  find.  They 
^^eparated  mostly  into  small  family  and 
friendly  parties,  and  after  hearing  from 
the  willing  citizens  the  l)est  ways  to 
amuse  themselves  they  set  out  to  follow 
them,  as  there  was  nothing  oflicial  to 
see  this  morning.

The  mayor  said  this  mDrning  that  he 
did  not  care  whether  the  resignations 
were  In  writing  or  not.  They  had  re- 
signed, ajid  their  resignations  had  been 
accepted,  according  to  the  agreement 
that  they  were  to  be  accepted  imme- 
diately  after  election.     The  mayor  .said 

that    he    intended    to    adhere    to    that 
agreement. 

"I  do  not,"  said  he.  "change  my  mind 
as  often  as  .=»me  people." 

The  mayor  wrote  each  of  the  gentle- 
men named  a  letter  yesterday  after- 
noon to  the  effect  that  their  resigna- 
tions had  been  accepted,  to  take  effect 
at  once.  They  probably  received  thcyo 
mlssivco  today. 

"At  the  time  of  the  c(mference  be- 
tween th^  conmii.=si(mcrs  and  myself  at 
which  it  was  decided  that  Mr.  Van  Ber- 
gen should  be  asked  to  renew  his  resign 
nation,"  said  the  mayor,  "President 
Leiand  and  Mr.  Upham  Insisted  on  re- 
signing  at  once.  It  was  finally  a.greed 
that  I  should  accept  their  resignations 
the  day  after  the  charter  election.  Mr. 
Upham  came  into  my  office  afterward."^ 
and  asked  me  to  accept  his  resignatior\ 
then,  but  I  told  him  that  I  would  ad- 
here to  the  agreement  to  accept  it  after 
election. 

"It  is  nonsense  for  President  Leiand 
to  claim  that  the  board  has  not  accept- 
ed Mr.  Van  Bergen'.'^  resignation.  The 
asking  for  his  resignation  was  an  ac- 
ceptance of  it.  How  would  it  sound  fo> 
a  man  to  demand  the  resignation  of 
an  employe  and  then  say  that  he  had 
not  accepted  it?" 

As  the  mayor  .«aid  this  he  made  a 
balancing,  shifting  motion  with  hi.> 
hand!?,  as  if  to  illustrate  what  sort  of  a 
procedure  he  t'nought  that  would  be. 

In  conclusion,  the  mayor  said  that  no 
matter  what  Mr.  Van  Bergen  might  d;>. 
he  could  not  satisfy  the  people,  and  that 
he  did  not  propose  to  be  made  a  party 
to  anything  that  looked  like  a  schem? 
to  hoodwink  the  people  and  keep  Mr. 
Van  Bergen  in. 

Mr.  Leiand  today  refused  to  say  any- 
thing in  reference  to  the  matter.  He 
would  not  say  anything  as  to  what  his 
position  ii',  but  it  is  understood  that  he 
intends  to  stand  pat  and  let  the  mayor 
force  matters. 

Mr.  Upham  says,  as  he  did  yesterday, 
that  he  t»as  not  resigned  and  is  not 
going  to.

Growers   to  Ship  All 

Grain  to  Duluth. 

To  the  Wheat  Growers  of  Minnesota: 
You  are  kicking  aaglnst  the  state  in- 
spection "grades,"  that  is.  against 
grading  No.  1  choice  wheat  No.  2,  which 
means  4  cents  per  bushel  less,  where 
there  is  no  open  sample  market. 

When  you  get  fully  organized  for  self- 
defense  against  the  sellers  of  wheat 
for  future  deliveries,  which  are  simply 
a  bluff  to  depress  the  price  of  actual, 
wheat  on  track  in  terminal  yards  the 
bluffers  will  not  dare  to  offer  No.  1  De- 
cember wheat  at  8  cents  per  bushel  less 
than  the  price  paid  for  wheat  on  track, 
as  was  done  last  week  at  Minneapolis 
chamber  of  commerce. 

Present  conditions  warrant  a  price  of 
85  cents  per  bushel  for  standard  mill- 
ing wheat  at  Duluth,  hut  the  owners 
of  so-called  line  elevators  have  deter- 
mined that  55  to  65  cents  shall  be  the 
price  at  Minneapolis  that  the  wheat 
from  independent  shippers  shall  be 
taken  a't.  and.  of  course,  British  im- 
porters of  w-heat  and  millers  in  the 
Eastern  states  do  no  offer  more  than 
they  have  to  do  to  get  the  wheat.  Min- 
neapolis evening  papers  last  Monday 
gave  the  report  that  500  cars  were  taken 
by  millers  that  day  and  that  outsiders 
had  to  pay  a  half  cent  premium  to  get 
any  wheat.  Such  reports,  however^ 
may  not  give  the  prices  at  which  the 
line  elevators  sell  their  wheat  to  the 
millers,  which  is  said  to  be  3  cents  above 
quotations  and  skin  grades  at  that.  Let 
us  have  light  on  the  subject  through 
an  open  market  established  at  the  head 
of  Lake  Superior  and  the  buyers  of  the 
world  will  meet  the  wheat  growers  in 
such  market,  which  will  minimize  the 
grip  that  the  line  elevator  owners  now 
have  on  the  wheat  growers.  For  de- 
tails of  warfare  apply  to  Eric  Olson,  or- 
ganizer of.

Says  Mean    Things   to   the 

Mayor  Tor  Having  Rented 

the  Armory. 

Chairman  Cook  of  the  Republican 
county  committee  is  sad.

Reasons  He  Went  to  Wash- 
ington Are  Explained  By 
Gov.  Holcomb. 


Washington.  Sept.  23.— Col.  Bryan,  of 
the  Third  Nebraska,  with  Governor 
Holcomb  and  Representative  Stark 
were  again  at  the  war  department  to- 
day and  called  on  Gen.  Corbin.  Col. 
Bryan  submitted  a  few  mt)re  papers  re- 
questing the  discharge  of  members  of 

his  regiment.  It  is  stated  at  the  depart- 
ment that  all  the  applications  for  dis- 
charge submitted  by  Col.  Bryan  yes- 
terday and  today  will  have  to  pass 
through  the  regular  military  channels 
and  the  final  determination  will  be  the 
recomendation  of  the  corps  commander, 
who  is  Maj.  Gen.  Fitzhugh  Lee. 

The  party  later  had  another  inter- 
view with  President  McKinley.  At  its 
close  Governor  Holcomb  issued  a  state- 
ment as  to  the  request  which  they  had 
submitted   as   follows: 

"We   do   not    confine   our   representa- 
tions to  the  Third  regiment,  but  made 
it  embrace  all    the   Nebraska  troops  in 
the  field.       Nel>raska  raised  three  regi- 
ments for  the  war.      Of  these  the  First 
is    in    Manilla    .the    Second    is    on    fur- 
lough and  the  Third,  wliich  is  the  regi- 
ment  commanded  by  Col.   Bryan,   is  in 
Florida.    Leaving   the   Second   regiment 
out  of  consideration   we   have  26.52  sol- 
diers   in    the    field.       This    exceeds   our 
quota   by   about   700   men.   on   the    liasis 
of  an  army  of  100.000.  and  we  have  asked 
that  the  Nebraska  force  be  reduced  so 
as  to  liring  it  down  to  something  near 
the   correct   proportion.   Our  companies 
are  all  of  the  maximum  strength  of  106 
men   and    we    have   suggested    to       the 
president    the   advisability   of   reducing 
them    to    the    minimum    of    eighty-six 
men.      This  would  made  a  reduction  of 
600  men  In  'the  two  regiments  and  bring 
the    Nebraska    repre.=entation    in        the 
army  almost  to  its  proper  place.      This 
arrangement    would    permit    the   weed- 
ing  out    of   men    whose   circumstances 
are  such  a  sto  appeal  for  relief.  There 
are  many  of  these  and   the  list   is  not 
confined  to  sick  men.  There  are  many 
of  our  soldiers  who  left  lucrative  po.~i- 
tions   to   go   to  the   war  and   who   have 
families  dependent  upon  them  and  for 
whom  we  are  seeking  to  secure  relief." 
Governor  Holcomb  added     that       the 
request  was  made  on  behalf  of  the  en- 
listed men  only  and  not  in  the  interest 
of  the  officers.       "They  have  the    priv- 
ilege of  resigning  if  they  desire  to  get 
out    of    the    service."    he    said.    In    this 
connection    the    governor    stated      that 
nothing   had    been   said   concerning   the 
attitude  of  Col.   Bryan   personally,   and 
he   could    not   say    whether   the   colonel 
would  seek  to  resigm  or  to  secure  a  fur- 
lough.

Note  Says  Spanish  Evacua- 
tion of  Cuba  Must  Begin 
Immediately. 


Washington,  Sei>t.  23.— A  very  per- 
emptory message  of  instruction  has 
been  sent  to  the  Cuban  military  com- 
mission and  by  them  made  the  basis 
of  a  note  to  the  Spanish  commissioners. 
The  authorities  in  Washington  will  not 
make  public  the  terms  of  the  note,  but 
its  general  tenor  is  that  the  United 
States  will  not  be  satisfied  with  any 
further  delay  in  the  evacuation  of  Cuoa. 
It  is  to  the  effect  that  the  terms  of  the 
protocol  called  for  the  immediate 
evacuation  of  Cuba  and  that  Spanish 
sovereignty  must  be  relinquished.  The 
American  commissioners  have  been  in- 
formed that  the  evacuation  of  Cuba 
cannot  be  delayed. 


WOODFORD  RESIGNS. 

He  Would  Not  Be  Sent  Back  to  Spain 
Anyway. 

Washington,    Sept.   23.— Following   the 
custom   in    the  case  of  a  minister  who 
has   been  obliged   to  leave  his  post   by 
the  breaking  out  of  ha<-tilities,  Stewart 
L.  Woodford  has  tiled  his  resignation  as 
mini.ster  to  Spain.     It  is  believed  that  it 
will    be   six    months    before    the    Un'-ted 
States  has  occasion  to  send  a  mini^iter  to 
Madrid    again,    and    if    Mr.    Woodford's 
resignation      remains    so    long    unacted 
upon,  his  services  will  be  merely  nom-

Aguinaldos      appeal  is    based    on  the 
following  action  of  the  chiefs: 

"The  undersigned  chiefs  of  the  com- 
rnunities  which  comprise  the  provinces 
in   which  the  revolutionary  government 
IS  established.  ele<.tcd  as  representatives 
of  the  people,  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  the  decrees  of  June  IS  and  23,     and 
having  been  confirmed  by  the  president 
and  taken  the  oath  of. office,  have  met 
in  general  a-ssemi^ly  and  solemnly  pro- 
claimed Philippine    independence."  With 
this  proclamation  do  make  the  follow- 
ing   declaration:     With    an    improvised 
and  unprepared  army,  the  revo:ut:onists 
have  shown  great   bravery,  giving  ex- 
amples of   brilliant    feats  of  arms",   and 
exercised    a    self-control    that    finds    no 
parallel.    After    practically  terminating 
the  war  they  did  not  give  way  to  ex- 
cesses or  ill  treat  the  enemy.     On     the 
contrary,  they  conducted  themselves  as 
becomes   a    noble   and   humanr    people, 
put  aside   their  arms  and  returned     to 
their  regular  occupations.     Tht.se    facts 
clearly   prove   that    the   FiMpinus     were 
not  designed  for  slavery,  but  possess  a 
perfect  idea  of  order  and  jus:ii:e.    They 
shun  savage  life  ar^d  love   the  arm   of 
peace.     Furthermore,    surprising    as    it 
may  seem,  tht  Filipinos  art-  giving  prjfof 
of  their  ability  to  makg  laws  in  har- 
Imony  with  the  march     of     time.     They 
know  how  to  respect  and  obey  the  law 
—an  indication      that      their      national 
habits  are  inclined  to  progress.       They 
are  not  ambitious  for  power,  honor,  or 
riches:   th.  y  are  solely  influenced  by    a 
jomt  desire  for  liberty  and  self-govern- 
jnent.     They  are  Inspired  by  the  highest 
patriotism  and  honor,  and  in  the  cause 
of  liberty  did  no:  hesitate  to  sacrifice 
both  life  and    fortune.    This    admirable 
characteristic  proves   clearly   the  neces- 
sity of  giving   them    liberty  and   inde- 
pendence.    Not  only  do  they  desire     it, 
but    they   stand   ready   to   defend    their 
liberty  until  death. 

"The  Fi!ipir.^»s  are  convinced  that 
liberty  will  result  in  the  progress  and 
perfection  of  the  people,  and  will  enable 
the  country  to  contribute  to  the  prog- 
ress of  humanity.  To  accomplish  this 
end  the  Filipinos  figh:  to  the  death,  and 
will  not  recede  from  any  obstacle  that 
may  oppo.se  their  progress,  and  we  are 
firmly  convinced  we  will  obtain  Justice 
in  the  end.  Neither  »he  unjust  im- 
prisonments, t.he  tortures.  a.><.sassina- 
tions  and  other  acts  of  tyranny  commit- 
ted by  the  Spaniards  on  the  peaceful, 
inoffensive  Filipinos  cau.se  them  to  de- 
viate from  the  humane  paths  which 
thty  have  chosen.  The  Spaniards  con- 
aider  themselves  absolved  from  all  ob- 
ligations to  us.  because  foreign  powers 
refused  to  aci<nowledgo  our  belliger- 
ency. The  Spaniards  did  not  consider  edu- 
cation, natlqjial  honor  and  humanity 
are  above  laws  written  and  unwritten. 
iVo,  the  Filipinos  will  never  retaliate  in 
like  manrier  upon  the  Spaniards,  and 
they  only  seek  independence  with 
hr)nor,  liberty,  just  laws  and  a  desire 
that  their  name  shall  be  coupled  with 
'humanitarian  sentiments. 

"In  virtue  of  the  above  statement,  the 
undersigned,  expressing  the  desire  of 
their  committee,  hereby  solemnly  pro- 
claim before  the  whole  world  the  in- 
dependence of  the  Philippines.  They 
acknowledge  Emilo  Aguinaldo  as  presi- 
dent of  the  revolutionary  government, 
and  they  hereby  request  the  .said  presi-

London.  Sopt.  23. — Aecording  to  spe- 
cial dispatches  received  from  Pekin. 
nu'rnl>ors  of  the  European  community 
there  believe  the  life  of  the  emperor  of 
China  is  in  danger.  It  is  added  that  the 
dowager  empress  desires  to  place 
Prince  Kung's  grand.son  on  the  throne. 
The  emperor,  it  is  added,  rcallZv-s  the 
strength  of  the  conspiracy  against  him 
and  has  ordered  the  guards  at  the  pal- 
ace to  be  strengthened. 

The  Daily  Mail'.s  Pekin  correspond- 
ent says: 

"The  dowager  empress  Is  greatly  in- 
censed over  Ku.ssia's  passivity  over  Li 
Hung  Chang's  degradation  and  Sir 
Claude  McDonald's  attitude  since  LI 
Hung  Chang's  fall.  She  has  granted 
to  M.  PavloiT.  the  Russian  charge 
d'affaires,  several  lengthy  audiences. 
Probably  Li  Hung  Chang  will  return  to 
power,   but  not   to  office. 

"The  wildest  rumors  are  afloat.  It 
is  reported  that  llie  emperor  has  b-^d 
altercations  with  the  tsung  li  yamen 
and  the  dowagd'  empress." 

Pekin.  Sept.  23.— It  is  difficult  to  ob- 
tain reliable  information  at  the  palace 
In  regard  to  the  proceedings,  but  the 
recent  reformatoi-y  edicts  probably 
cau>-ed  the  change.  While  the  emper- 
or was  subservient  and  a  mere  figure 
head  .the  dowager  empress  pe^rmitted 
him  to  remain  in  peace,  but  so  soon  as 
he  attempted  to  act  on  his  own 
initiative  his  practical  deposition  was 
the  result.  His  principal  adviser, 
Kang  Turner,  the  Cantonese  reformer, 
fled  in  spite  of  the  vigorous  attempts 
made  to  arrest  him,  and  it  is  said  he  is 
now  on  his  way  to  Shanghai.  The  effect 
of  the  change  must  be  great.  In  all 
probability.  Li  Hung  Chang  will  be  re- 
instated in  power  and  Russian  influence 
will  increase.  The  hopes  of  reform  so 
ardently  cherished  by  the  intelligent 
facti«ms  of  the  Chinese  are  now  im- 
possible of  fulfillment. 

The  suddenness  of  the  coup  is  said  to 
be  due  to  the  desire  of  the  dowager  em- 
press to  prevent  the  mission  of  the 
Marquis  Ito  from  being  successful.  The 
Japanese  statesman  recently  came  to 
Pekin  with  the  object  of  trying  to  bring 
about  an  alliance,  offensive  and  de- 
fensive,   between  Japan  and    China. 

The  new  order  of  things  will  undoubt- 
edly prejudice  British  Interests  in 
China. 

It  is  reported  that  the  new  edict  will 
give  the  full  reason  for  the  chamge. 
The  wording  of  the  present  edict  is 
not  yet  obtainable,  but  it  is  in  effect 
that  the  emikeror  requcf^led  the  dow- 
ager empress  to  as.=ume  power,  and 
that  'n  is  the  third  time  the  request  has 
been    made. 

The  Marquis  Ito,  in  an  interview  be- 
fore the  edict  was  issued,  .said  the  em- 
peror received  him  yesterday  in  the 
most  cordial  manner  and  said  he  hoped 
to  have  the  ailvant.jge  of  the  advice  of 
the  marquis  In  the  reform*  ho  intended 
■to  undertake.  The  marquis,  even  then, 
feared  that  the  oflitials  would  nullify 
the  reforms,  although  he  believed  the 
emperor  was  acting  in  good  faith.

New  York,  Sept.  23.— The  market  was 
heavy  through  this  morning,  responding 
to  the  depr<*6sed  conditions  <if  the  Lon- 
don market.

A  NAliriC^L  MASCOT. 


He  Is  a  Good  Monkey,   But   Doesn't 
Like  the  Goat. 

On  the  gunboat  Newport,  anchored  ofT 
Tonipkinsvilie  on  Tuesday  night,  two 
sleepers  on  the  deck  caught  the  New 
York  Tribune  reporter's  eye,  and 
pre.sented  a  fascinating  picture  of  do- 
mestic 'hlis.a.  Th  two  were  side  by 
side,  ne.stllng  cozily  together,  with 
their  arms  clasped  about  each  other's 
neck  in  an  affectionate  embrace.  The 
sleepers  were  Cusack.  the  monkey, 
mascot  plenipotentiary  of  the  Newport, 
and  Sandy,  a  tar.  who  has  charge  of 
the  pets.  Cusack  was  picked  up  in 
Nicaragua  by  a  sailor  on  shore  leave. 
He  is  of  the  ring-tailed  species,  brown 
in  color  anil  large. 

The  men  on  the  Newport  interrupted 
their  stories  of  the  Cuban  blockade  to 
tell  their  visitor  that  "Cusack  was  the 
cleverest  monkey  alive,  and  that  money 
could  not  buy  him  from  them. 

Cusack's  story  is  interesting,  be- 
cause it  is  exceptional.  He  does  not  in 
the  least  resemble  the  monkey's  usual 
prototype,  thos  mall  boy.  He  has  no 
bad  habits.  Cusack  is  as  steady-going 
as  the  oldest  tar  aboard,  and  being  of 
an  industrious  turn  of  mind,  he  is  hap- 
py wlfbn  he  ^ets  a  l>odkln  and  is  per- 
mitted to  assist  Jack  in  mending  the 
sails.  He  sews  like  a  woman,  and  all 
the  .time  keeps  up  a  chattering  like  an 
old  dame  at  a  sewing  circle.  No  one  has 
been  able  to  translate  Cusack's  lan- 
guage, but  It  Is  generally  thought  that 
his  remarks  relate  to  the  goat  on  board 
the  Newport,  and  are  not  compliment- 
ary in  their  character. 

The  goat  is  the  monkey's  pet  aver- 
sion. If  it  were  not  for  her  his  cup  of 
happiness  would  be  full;  as  it  is,  there 
is  a  fly  in  Cusack's  milk. 

Until  the  goat  came  Cusack  was  sole 
master  of  the  situation,  but  he  now 
feels  that  he  has  a  rival  in  the  affec- 
tions of  the  Jackies.  When  Nannie  first 
game  on  board  Cusack  tried  to  make 
her  sick  of  her  surroundings,  and  every 
time  the  goat  appeared  on  deck  the 
monkey  would  Jump  on  her  back  and 
ride  aiound  the  ship,  the  goat  vainly 
trying  to  shake  him  off.  At  other 
times  Cusack  would  overturn  a  pail  of 
water  into  the  goat's  food,  and  for  this 
he  was  .severely  punished. 

Poor  Cusack  felt  the  disgrace  keenly, 
and  after  that  he  'vould  often  go  and 
sit  on  the  binnacle  looking  mournfully 
at  the  sky  and  water.  One  afternoon, 
while  the  Newport  was  with  tHe  block- 
ading squadron  off  Havana,  there  was 
a  splash  and  the  monkey  was  seen  In 
the  water.

The  Ger- 
mans will  attempt  to  better  conditions 
there  by  raising  the  duties  on  Amer- 
ican wheels,  but  the  Americans  are  pre- 
paring to  load  up  the  market  before  the 
new  duties  are  given  effect,  and  an- 
other season  of  disaster  is  evidently 
ahead  for  the  home  factories.

Quebec,   Sept.  23.— The  people  of  the 
United  States  are  evidently   beginning 
to  awaken  to  the  great  importance  of 
the  results  which  may  come  from   the 
work   of   the   international    joint     high 
commission  now  in  session  in  this  city.

CHRISTMAS  GIFTS  FOR  SOLDIER.S. 

A  Chicago  lady,  who  has  a  son      at 
Manilla  with  the  army  of  Gen.  Otis,  has 
offered  a  suggestion  which  the  war  de- 
partment  will   adopt   to   brighten     and 
cheer  up  the  soldier  boys  on  the  other 
side   of   the   earth.       She   asked    if   th«> 
government    woud    assist    in    forward- 
ing   Christmas    packages    to    Manilla. 
The  idea  had  not  been  considered      by 
the  officials,  but  they  at  once  promised 
that    co-operation    should    be        given. 
"While   the    department    has    no    means 
of   determining   at    present    when       the 
volunteer  soldiers  in  the  Philippines  will 
be  brought  home  for  mustering  out.  it 
seems  certain  that  it  will  not  be  before 
Christmas.      They  will  be  retained  un- 
til the  Philippine  question  is  settled  or 
until  health  conditions  make  it  neces- 
sary   to   withdraw   them   and       replace 
the'm  with  fresh  troops.      Under  these 
conditions  the  war  department  will  un- 
dertake  to   transport   Christmas  pack- 
ages to  the  soldiers  free. 

It  is  announced  that  the  department 
has  decided  to  furnish  the  desired  fa- 
cilities for  conveying  to  the  men  such 
packages  as  may  be  furnished  by  their 
relatives  and  friends.  It  is  proposed 
to  send  a  vessel  from  San  Francisco  in 
the  early  part  of  November  in  ample 
time  to  reach  Manilla  before  Christmas. 
This  vessel  will  carry  packages  free  of 
charge.  A  limit  will  be  placed  on  the 
size  and  weight  of  the  packages  and 
notice  will  be  given  when  arrange- 
ments are  completed.  Packages  are  to 
be  consigned  to  an  officer  of  the  quar- 
termaster's department  at  San  Fran- 
cisco, who  will  attend  to  the  shipment 
between  that  city  and  Manilla.  The 
overland  freight  to  San  Francisco  must 
be  prepaid.

ing to  send  giod,  broad  men  to  con- 
gre.s*!.  I  need  mention  no  names.  Y^u 
know  what  is  in  my  mind." 

J.  W.  Wheeler,  of  Crookston.  spoke 
briefly  and  pointedly.  He  said  that  the 
Ked  River  valley  is  great  enough  t  > 
warrant  the  construction  of  a  direct  line 
t  >  the  markets  of  the  world,  even  at  a 
great  cost.  There  is  a  friendly  feeling 
there  for  the  twin  cities  at  the  head  of 
the  lakes.  He  gave  Mr.  Hill  the  credit 
largely  for  the  growth  and  priyperity 
of  Crookston.  for  his  genius  had  de- 
veloped the  latent  resources  of  the  coun- 
try. Concludin.g.  he  said  that  there  was 
prosperity  in  CrtH)kston:  he  saw  evi- 
dences of  it  here,  and  he  hDped  that  the 
union  of  the  two  towns  would  enhance 
the  projaperity  of  each. 

Hon.  J.  H.  Kasseud.  of  Orand  Forks, 
was  intrnluced  by  Chairman  Graves  as 
a   rer)resentatlve  of   North   Dakota. 

"That  we  are  all  interested  in  the 
completion  of  this  road  goes  without 
saying.  In  our  county  alone  is  raided 
5,0W.t)OO  bushels  »f  grain.  I  am  told  that 
the  freight  reduction  through  the  build- 
ing of  this  road  will  be  about  2  cents  a 
bushel.  That  means  a  saving  of  $100.0W) 
to  us  every  year.  If  all  North  Dakota 
ould  be  tributary  to  the  Great  Northern 
system  It  would  .vave  ten  times  that 
much.  That  is  why  we  are  Interested  in 
this  short  cut."  He  expressed  the  belief 
that  it  would  build  a  great  city  here. 

The  scene  when  Chairman  Graves  had 
introduced  James  J.  Hill  and  the  great 
railroad  general  advanced  to  the  front 
of  the  sta.ge  wa.«  affecting  and  pleasing. 
Itound  after  round  of  applause  and  peel 
after  peel  of  cheers  greeted  him,  and  his 
eyes  grew  a  trifie  misty  as  he  oowed 
right  and  left  in  response  to  the  most 
hearty  ovation  that  war  given  him. 
When  the  applause  die<l  away  he  began, 
and  :n  a  low  but  distinct  and  clearly 
audible  voice  he  said: 

Mr.  I'hairman.  LadUs  and  Gentlemen: 
It  was  twenty-eight  y^nrs  ago  last  month 
since  I  first  visited  lyiiiuth  and  it  was 
the  occasion  of  the  opening  celtbration 
of  a  railroafl.  The  old  Lake  Superior  & 
Mississippi  road,  now  the  St.  Paul  & 
I'liluth  was  opened  about  Aug.  1  twenty- 
eight  years  ago.  Today  through  the  kind- 
ness if  the  president  of  that  roiul  I  tame 
to  Duluth  on  that  s.ime  railway.  I  should 
hanlly  say  that  same  railroad  because  it 
has  been  relwatc-«l  .-md  practicall.v  rebuilt. 
It  took  the  greater  i)art  of  th^  entire  day 
on  that  first  trip  but  today  it  took  only 
four   hours   and   a    half  and    we   had    time 


to  spare.  Duluth  justly  remembers  Us 
lirst  railway  and  I  hope  will  always  re- 
garii  it  as  the  pioneer  road  to  the  head 
oi    the   lakes. 

"The  work  I  have  had  in  hand  the  p:  I 
twenty  years  and  is  nearing  completion 
has  kept  me  v^ry  busy.  We  took  hold  of 
the  old  St.  Paul  &  Pacific.  4<X)  miles  long, 
two  strtaks  of  rust  across  the  countr.y 
with  th,'  ditches  between  the  rails.  Pos- 
sibly If  1  had  knttwn  what  was  before 
me  I  would  have  put  the  burden  on  other 
snoulders.  P.ut  we  have  made  the  btst 
light  we  could  and  have  reasonabLv  suc- 
jctded  to  the  extent  of  saying  that  the 
work  is  now  nearly  over.  The  last  and 
most  important  link  will  be  open  for 
daily   us,-  in  a  few  days. 

"It  is  a  long  time,  looking  back,  since 
I  hrst  saw  the  Red  Kiver  valle>.  I  re- 
member well  bow  it  impressed  me.  Wher- 
ever wagon  wheels  had  broken  the  soil 
the  pass  was  a  foot  higher  than  that 
whicii  surrounded  it.  As  latd  as  twenty 
y^.irs  ago.  when  we  completed  the  old 
St.  Paul  Ai  Pacific  road  from  Crooksteon 
to  St.  Vine  nt  men  said  there  was  no 
use  wa.stiiiK  money  In  that  country.  They 
faid  the  land  was  not  worth  3  cents  an 
acre,  that  it  was  sour  and  wet  and  no 
good.  Some  of  my  a.>*sociates  thought  at 
times  that  I  was  too  hopeful.  When  in 
iSiii  1  first  visited  the  Ked  River  valley 
I  could  not  help  believing  that  the  day 
would  come  when  It  wouUi  be  one  of  the 
most  prosperous  portions  of  the  country. 
It  only  wanted  peoiile  and  transxiortatif)n. 
My  time  has  been  mainly  occupied  in  try- 
ing to  give  it  loolh.  (Applause.)  I  must 
aiwa.>s  confess  a  stfong  liking  to  the 
velley  as  I  ride  over  it.  When  I  see  the 
valley  as  I  ride  over  u.  When  I  see  the 
grain  I  consider  the  scenery  not  unworthy 
of  it  and  I  am  proud  to  r-ay  that  I  have 
bad    at    least    a    j>art    in    building    it    up. 

"We  might  have  bui:t  this  road  earlier 
and  for  less  money  but  we  have  louilt  It 
now  and  1  think  I  may  safely  say  that  it 
is  the  only  road  lta\^ing  the  head  of  I..ake 
Superior  which  has  a  maximum  grade  of 
twenty-one  feet  to  the  mile. 

"A  railroad  must  depend  on  the 
products  of  the  country  through  which  it 
passes.  The  railroad  frtoni  here  to  the 
RmI  River  valley  must  depend  on  the 
commodities  produced  on  the  line  from 
here  lo  the  Pacific  coast.  Many  of  these 
products  cannot  pay  high  rates  for  trans- 
portation. To  exact  high  rates  would  de- 
stroy tile  l)usiness  anu  production  of  the 
soil.  It  may  surprise  you  out  it  is  true 
that  the  rate  of  twenty  >cars  ago  applied 
to  the  business  moved  by  the  Great 
Northern  railroad  during  the  pant  twelve 
nifinths  would  give  it  iilore  than  $:;8.00<i.- 
MHl  more  than  It  rcelved.  The-  reduction 
has  been  mor^^  than  138,000.000  in  freight 
alone.  The  gentleman 'from  Grand  Foriis 
has  .said  that  his  county  will  save  $100,000 
in  freights  each  year  on  the  wheat  raised 
in  bis  county.  If  that  reduction  could  be 
gre.iti  r  no  man  would  rejoice  more  than 
i.  1  am  .ilways  g:«d  to  advance  the  in- 
ter, sts  of  the  country  served  b.v  our  lines, 
if  the  people  on  our  lines  are  not  pros- 
perous we  are  poor  with  them.  I  am  al- 
ways ready  to  help  tluni  in  anything  that 
seems  wise  and  permanent. 

"Possibly  you  think  we  get  a  great  deal 
out  of  it.  Let  me  ten  you  what  we  do 
K  t.  The  annual  dividend  on  Great  North- 
ern ratlwa>  stock  amounts  to  $1. .500.000. 
The  annual  taxes  amount  to  $740,000.  one- 
half  of  the  rt  venue.  A  saving  of  1  cent 
in  transportation  on  u  ton  of  freight  go- 
ing ten  miles  would  give  us  $2,000,000.  You 
will  see  that  it  Is  nece.^sary  to  have  some 
profit.  We  nope  the  reduction  of  rates  is 
not  at  an  end.  I  am  ambitious  and  be- 
lie\e  we  can  do  this  and  as  the  business 
increases  rates  will  deci-ease  in  the  same 
proi>ortion  as  the  tons  increase.  We  are 
In  this  position.  .Ou--  railroad  is  nearly 
completed.  It  is  no  longer  much  trouble 
to  get  our  dividend;  oui-  tup  of  ambition 
is  almost  full.  If  we  see  a  chance  to 
bubiT  ."tW  miles  of  road  that  will  pay  20 
per  cent,  we  can't  increase  our  dividend. 
We  would  only  have  that  much  more 
tare.  And  so  I  quite  often  have  to  tell 
little  communities  that  it  would  only  add 
to  our  c.tre  to  extend  to  them  and  would 
give  us  no  profit. 

"1  am  glad  to  tell  you  something  which 
may  be  new  to  you.  The  Great  Northern 
s -rves  the  people  alon^  its  lines  at  lower 
average  rates  than  any  railroad  running 
out  of  Chicago.  Trausportation  to  the 
country  at  large  is  like. the  circulation  of 
the  blood  to  th<j  body.  If  a  country  has 
not  good  means  of  transportation  it  will 
be  like  a  living  body  without  circulation, 
liractically  gone.  My  aim  is  to  build  and 
maintain  railroads  that  can  work  at  low 
prices  and  pay  their  l)ills.  I  have  been 
able  to  build  a  road  during  the  past  six 
or  eislit  years,  an  era  of  financial  depres- 
sion, without  any  great  sacritice  or  finan- 
cial distrtss.  1  now  feel  that  we  are  prac- 
tically out  of  the  woods.  The  time  of  ex- 
periment is  past.  What  the  future  mav 
bring  deimids  on  the  i)eople  along  the 
line  and  the  company.  We  always  desire 
to  ilo  our  fuir  share  to  Increase  "the  gen- 
eral prosperity  and  will  always  meet  our 
jieopie,    half    way. 

"You  have  here  at  the  head  of  the  lakes 
what  everyone  recognizes  as  natural  pos- 
sibilities unsurpasse<l  on  the  continent  or 
in  the  world.  (Applause.)  When  I  look 
back  twenty-eight  years  I  see  a  little  row 
of  houses  along  this  street,  the  main 
building  a  white  wooden  hotel  and  the 
pine  forests  close  to  the  houses.  When  I 
look  back  and  see  what  Duluth  has  ac- 
complished it  gives  me  and  it  must  give 
you  great  hope  for  the  future.  With 
cheat)  lake  transportation— and  lake 
transjwrtatlon  is  the  cheapest  in  the 
world,  the  seas  have  nothing  like  it- 
there  is  no  reason  why  you  can't  bring 
coal  here  and  ccke  it  on  the  ground  and 
use  the  coke  and  gas  to  smelt  ores  .ind 
make  .vour  own  steel.  (Applause.)  That 
is  nothing  In  the  way  of  accomplishment 
compared  to  what  you  have  already  done. 
Many  people  think  the  government  will 
do  everything  for  them.  We  want  a  ship 
e.anal  to  the  sea.  Some  want  it  through 
New  York.  Money  would  build  it  there, 
but  money  would  not  give  the  water  to 
fill  It.  The  only  feasible  route  is  down 
the  St.  Lawreiice  river.  If  that  canal 
runs  In  sight  of  the  spires  of  Notre  Dame 
at  Montreal  and  then  turns  at  the  La 
<'hlen  rapids  and  runs  south  througli 
Lake  Champlaln  to  New  York,  the  thing 
I  want  to  know  is  who  is  going  to  pay 
the  freight  from  Montreal  to  New  York 
when  ocean   boats  touch  at  Montreal. 

"While  we  are  talking  on  canals  let  me 
.«ay  that  our  recent  war  shows  that  we 
have  a  great  deal  of  use  for  a  canal 
across   the  Isthmus.     It   is  necessary   in 


war  time  and  time  of  peace  if  we  had 
any  ships.  The  country  will  be  called  on 
to  appropriate  $100,000,000  and  spend  $200,- 
WW,Wf  tfi  Build  it.  Who  will  use  It?  This 
country  has  no  ships  atid  no  iflMch^nt 
marine.  We  will  build  it  to  put  Eurdpfi 
on  a  better  footing  with  Asia  and  the  Pa- 
cific trade.  We  should  have  the  canal, 
but  we  should  tirst  have  ships.  Let  me 
say  to  you  that  we  have  good  soil,  good 
climate  and  the  greatest  resources  of  any 
nation.  We  have  cheaper  transportation 
than  any  other  country.  Land  transpor- 
tation in  the  I'nited  States  costs  less  than 
one-half  what  it  does  in  any  European 
country.  We  can  raise  agricultural  prod- 
ucts of  every  description.  We  have  the 
greatest  iron  ore  d^poaitx  In  the  world. 
We  have  all  over  this  country  great  toal 
fields.  What  we  watit  to  Prtploy  people 
all  the  time  is  a  market.  You  can  rttl!»e 
wheat  and  we  can  transport  it,  but  who 
makes  the  price.  Not  me  or  you,  but  the 
people  who  buy  it.  This  nation  sells 
three-fourths  of  its  products  to  one  na- 
tion. Other  nations  discriminate  against 
us.  In  Great  Britain  tllree-'fourths  of  the 
people  eat  bread  raised  in  otn^t^  ertiitltrlps. 
They  make  the  prices  except  with  a  godd- 
natured  young  man  in  Chicago  undertakes 
to  do  it.  (Laughter.)  But  those  things 
always  settle  themselves  and  it  is  tliey 
who  make  the  lorices. 

"If  we  are  to  have  additional  markets 
we  must  find  additional  people  to  use  our 
jiroducts.  Who  can  find  new  markets 
for  us'.'  The  nation  alone  can  do  it.  No 
i;ower  but  congress  can  do  it.  Go  back 
thirty  years  and  search  the  records  of 
congress  and  if  you  find  three  sentences 
relating  to  extending  our  commercial  re- 
lations you  can  find  more  than  I.  What 
we  must  do  is  to  extend  our  markets  bo 
we  can  get  what  belongs  to  us  and  what 
everv  nation  contends  for.  You  cannot 
lind  an  intelligent  act  of  congress  any- 
where which  was  designed  lo  do  \h}^. 
Hlaihe,  It  is  trUe.  made  reciprocity  agree- 
ments with  South  American  republics, 
but  what  do  vou  find  of  that'/  Cuba  saved 
as  much  dulv  annually  as  would  pay  tor 
all  the  products  she  bought  from  the 
I'nited  States  in  any  ten  or  twelve  years. 
They  got  the  best  of  it. 

"Today  our  own  traffic  manager  has 
engaged  all  the  vessel  tonnage  he  can  get 
on  the  Pacific  coast  up  to  Feb.  1  for  cot- 
ton. Today  we  refused  five  large  steam- 
er loads  because  we  could  not  get  boats. 
If  we  could  get  that  it  would  help  you, 
because  the  more  traffic  we  have  the  less 
vour  rates  will  be.  Why  could  we  not 
"carry  that  cotton?  Because  there  are  no 
ships,  not  even  foreign  ships.  Why  not 
go  out  as  a  nation  and  get  what  belongs 
to  us?  Whv  not  be  trading  people  among 
trading  people?  The  American  people 
will  not  con.sent  to  be  closed  out  of  tiie 
commerce  of  the  world.  No  individual 
enterprise  can  overcome  these  conditions, 
congress  alone  tan  do  it.  This  is  of  more 
serious  consetpience.  than  all  the  public 
building  appropriations  and  pec-ulations 
that  congress  can  act  on. 

"1  believe  if  we  could  lake  the  wheat 
crop  rait-ed  on  the  Pacilie  slope  and  send 
it  to  Ai-ia  instead  of  Europe,  where  it 
comes  into  competition  with  our  Eastern 
wheat,  it  would  advance  the  price  of 
everv  bushel  from  10  to  20  cents.  It  Is  not 
difficult  to  do.  it  American  ship  owners 
w.  re  put  on  a  parity  with  shiy  .oWners 
of  other  nations  it  would  be  done.  It 
seems  to  be  tne  fashion,  no  matter  what 
the  cause,  to  obstruct  and  annoy  every 
large  system  of  transportation  on  the 
land  or  "sea  in  the  United  StateB.  A  few- 
days  ago  one  company  alone  asked  us  to 
agree  that  we  shi;uld  forever  abandon  any 
claim  to  be  permitted  to  carry  American 
products  except  at  tlie  rates  charged  by 
a  ioreljjn  railroad  built  by  government 
money.  But  we  didn't.  People  do  Ihem- 
setvt  s  no  .go(id  but  do  a  great  harm  by 
holding  the  view  that  evryone  is  against 
them.  We  are  all  to  ^row  and  prosper 
together  or  be  poor  together.  When  you 
learn  that  >'OU  learn  something  that  will 
save  vou   much   trouble. 

"No  man  in  the  Ni/ithwest  has  tried 
more  than  f  to  help  every  community.  I 
claim  no  merit  for  iloing  this  beyond  the 
beliff  that  I  thought  1  was  best  serving 
our  own  interests.  I  was  selfish  from  the 
beginning.  1  hoi)e  every  man  will  help  us 
and  1  am  glad  to  hear  what  every  man 
has  to  .say.  It  will  be  but  a  few  years 
when  others  will  lake  our  places. 

"I  have  the  satisfaction  of  operating  a 
road  in  the  interests  of  the  owners  and 
the  jjubiic.  We  have  a  road  of  .5000  miles. 
You  have  had  much  of  watered  slock 
and  inflateii  stock.  Well,  we  have  the 
lowest  capitalized  road  of  that  length  in 
ethcouniry.  The  average  capital  of 
roads  in  Minnesota  is  JIS.OOO  to  the  mile. 
The  Great  Northern  is  under  $30,000.  If 
you  take  the  Great  Northern  out  the 
average   is   over  $53,000. 

"I  will  close  by  saying  that  in  future 
as  long  as  I  have  the  direction  of  aff.airs 
of  our  company  I  -will  try  to  handle  it  so 
as  to  give  good  results  and  if  today  you 
wjll  compare  the  rates  on  transportation 
charged  on  our  road  with  tho.se  in  Iowa 
where  the  population  to  the  square  mile 
is  six  times  greater  you  will  find  our 
rates  from  1.5  to  20  per  cent  lower."  In 
.vpcKing  of  the  lesser  value  of  North  Da- 
kota lands  as  comp.ai^ed  with  Iowa  he 
said:  "Don't  cry  your  own  goods  down. 
Don't   belittle   your  own   property." 

When  the  speaker  took  his  seat  there 
was  another  ovation,  and  Chairman 
Graves  proposed  three  cheers  for  Jame? 
J.  Hill  and  the  Great  Northern.  They 
were  given  with  a  will.  Hon.  Charles  A. 
Towne  was'  not  down  on  the  progi'am 
for  a  speech,  but  at  this  point  there 
were  repeated  calls  for  him,  and  in  re- 
sponse to  them  he  made  his  way  to  the 
front  of  the  stage  and  made  a  clear, 
comprehensive  and  pointed  speech.  As 
the  hour  was  late  he  did  not  speak  at 
any  len.gth. 

"It  would  be  a  good  deal  like  trying 
to  add  a  new  color  to  the  rose."  he  said, 
"to  attempt  to  fay  anything  on  the 
transportation  question,  when  its 
greatest  master  in  the  world  has  just 
spoken.  But  I  believe  that  I  voice  the 
sentiment  of  the  people  of  Duluth 
when  I  .=ay  that  the  new  line  will  add 
incalculably  to  the  wealth  and  pros- 
perity of  this  .'^ection.  Our  guest,  if  I 
am  not  mistaken,  is  not  here  as  a  phil- 
anthropist, but  as  a  l)usiness  man.  a 
gigantic  business  man.  While  perhaps 
it  is  true  that  without  James  J.  Hill 
this  line  of  road  would  not  have  been 
built,  it  is  also  true  that  without  Du^ 
luth  on  the  one  side  and  the  Red  River 
valley  on  the  other  not  even  the  genius 
of  James  J.  Hill  would  have  built  it. 
Duluth,  situated  almost  in  a  barren 
region,  is  a  city  of  great  future,  though 
the  strategy  of  the  situation  is  about  all 
there  is  in  it.  I  hope  to  see  the  ships  of 
all  nations  riding  in  safety  and"  pros- 
perity at  the  docks  and  wh'arves  of  the 
harbor  of  Duluth.  I  believe  that  time 
will  make  Duluth  the  greatest  city  in 
the  world.  She  stands  in  a  position 
where  she  reaches  out  both  ways  for 
the  commerce  of  the  world.  I  believe 
in  the  policy  of  building  up  the  mer- 
chant marine,  so  intelligently  discussed 
by  Mr.  Hill." 

Mr.  Towne  was  greeted  with  hearty 
applause  when  he  rose  to  address  th" 
audience  and  during  the  cours-e  of  his 
talk.

tiful.  and  not  only  did  it  please  the  visit- 
ors, but  thousands  of  Duluth  people, 
who  viewed  it  from  various  points  of 
vantage,  agreed  that  there  has  never 
been  a  display  in  Duluth  equal  to  it,  and 
few  of  the  larger  cities  have  given  dis- 
plays to  excel  it.  The  fireworks  were 
furnished  by  the  board  of  trade,  and 
that  organization  did  itself  proud.  The 
display  was  elaborate  and  well  chosen, 
and  the  works  were  set  off  with  little 
or  no  difficulty  and  with  almost  no  mis- 
haps, such  as  frequently  interfere  with 
the  success  of  such  displays.  The  Paris- 
Morton  company  of  Minneapolis,  had 
the  contract  for  the  exhibition  and  the 
board  of  trade  is  more  than  satisfied 
with  their  work. 

There  was  an  immense  crowd  to  see 
the  display.  All  along  London  road 
for  blocks  on  both  sides  of  the  stands 
that  had  been  ei-ected  for  the  purpose  of 
setting  oCf  the  fireworks,  the  street  was 
filled,  and  it  was  almost  impossible  to 
get  along  on  the  sidewalk  on  the  lake 
side.  The  fronts  of  many  of  the  houses 
in  that  vicinity  were  decorated  pro- 
fusely, particularly  the  residence  of  B. 
F.  Myers,  where  many  Chinese  lanterns 
lent  beauty  to  the  scene.  James  J. 
Hill  saw  the  display  from  the  veranda 
of  Mr.  Myers'  residence,  going  out  on 
the  private  street  car  St.  Louis  and 
returning  to  the  Spalding  on  the  same 
car. 

The  fireworks  were  more  or  less  vis- 
ible for  many  blocks,  and  besides  the 
crowds  that  thronged  around  the  imme- 
diate vicinity  of  the  platforms,  porches 
and  upper  windows  in  every  direction 
held  hundreds  of  people  watching  the 
display.  The  most  favored  position 
was  in  the  naval  flotilla  that  lay  just 
off  the  beach  below  the  platforms,  and 
tho.se  who  were  lucky  enough  to  get 
places  on  some  of  the  boats  taking  part 
in  the  naval  parade  saw  the  display  lo 
excellent  advantage. 

The  display  was  composed  of  a  large 
variety  of  nev.  and  beautiful  pieces,  in- 
cluding several  set  pieces  of  great 
beauty.  There  was  a  picture  of  an  en- 
gine with  the  legend  "Success  to  Foss- 
ton  Branch,"  there  was  a  picture  of 
the  Board"  of  Trade  building  with  the 
legend  "Success  to  the  Northwest," 
there  was  a  shock  of  wheat  that  blazed 
to  the  delight  of  the  farmers  from  the 
Red  River  valley,  there  was  a  picture  of 
James  J.  Hill  surrounded  by  a  wreath 
i)f  fire  and  rockets,  and  every  piece  was 
a   thorough   success. 

The  smaller  pieces  were  all  good. 
There  were  rockets  of  great  power  and 
beauty.  Bombs  bursting  high  in  the  air 
threw  out  ma.gnificent  sprays  of  colored 
fire,  still  others  left  floating  in  the  air 
from  small  parachutes  strings  of  fire 
that  changed  color  several  times  and 
held  their  glory  several  minutes.

A.  C.  Clausen,  state  grain  inspector, 
this  morning  took  between  thirty  and 
forty  farmers  and  cftuntty  grain  buyers 
down  to  the  Northern  Pacific  tracks  to 
look  into  the  methods  of  inspection  in 
vogue  In  Duluth.

1  hey  said  that  they  would  have  placed 
a  lower  grade  on  some  of  the  cars 

Quite  a  number  of  the  visitors 'from 
the  Red  River  valley  yesterdav  visited 
the  Great  Northern  tracks  In  We^t  Su- 
perior and  inspected  wheat  in  cars  Mr 
Clausen  said  this  afternoon  that  he  be- 
leved  the  personal  investigaUon  mad« 
ny  the  farmers  and  country  grain  buy- 
ers would  go  a  long  way  toward  allay- 
ing the  dissatisfaction  thatt  has  been 
expressed  at  the  grading  of  this  years 
crop.  Many  of  the  farmers  had  formed 
wrong  ideas  in  regard  to  inspection 
here  and  their  experience  of  yesterdav 
and  today  has  enabled  them  to  gain  a 
thorough  understanding  of  the  rules 
that  govern  the  action  of  state  in- 
spectors. 

Mr.  Clausen  said  he  expected  a  good 
attendance  of  commission  men,  farmers 
andciuntry  buyers  at  the  investigation 
of  the  inspection  system  to  be  held  by 
the  state  board  of  railroad  and  ware- 
house commis5-ioners  in  St.  Paul  next 
Wednesday.  He  does  not  expect,  how- 
ever, that  any  -)f  the  Duluth  firms  will 
be  there  and  reiterate  the  charges  made 
thr.iugh  the  newspapers  in  regard  to 
unfairness  in  the  establishing  oi 
grades. 

A  Herald  man  talked  with  a  number 
of  the  farmers:  who  were  on  the  board 
of  trade  afterward,  and  found  them  all 
to  be  well  satisfied  that  the  inspection 
is  fair. 

J.  B.  Merrill,  of  Fisher,  said:  'Thcr-i 
is  njthing  wrong,  in  my  opinion.  Every- 
thing is  all  right.  I  would  like  to  have 
seen  the  farmer.s  inspect  the  cars  first 
and  then  seen  how  the  inspectors'  grad- 
ing compared  with  their's.  I  think  the 
farmers'  would  have  been  lower." 

M.  Edison,  a  large  farmer  at  Larl- 
more,  ?aid:  "The  inspection  is  good  and 
I  can  Pee  nathing  wrong  with  it.  I  am 
quite  sure  that  if  the  farmers  who  went 
:lown  there  today  had  inspected  those 
cars  the  farmers  back  in  the  country 
would  have  received  less  money  for 
their    wheat." 

_J.  Grodahl  and  F.  Lucke,  of  McCanna, 
both  corroborated  the  statements  of  Mr. 
Edison. 

J.  H.  Ferris,  of  Grand  Fork^',  said: 
"The  inspection  is  all  right.  The  inspec- 
tors are  iwssibly  a  little  severe  on  wheat 
that  is  off  color,  but  on  t/ie  whDle  I  was 
entirely  satisfied." 

Everyone  who  wa?  approached  talked 
along  this  ?ame  line.  Not  one  was  found 
who  was  dissatisfied.

Chicago  Tug  Was  Burned  and 

the  Crew  Had  a  Narrow 

Escape. 

Chicago,  Sept.  23.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)—Fire  broke  out  in  the  boiler  room 
of  the  tug  Ira  O.  Smith  while  the  tug 
was  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Lake  View  crib 
and,  but  for  the  presence  of  mind  of  Capt. 
James  Crawford,  he  and  his  crew  might 
have  i>erlshed  in  the  explosion  which  fol- 
lowed. The  tug  was  burned  almost  lo  the 
water's  edge,  and  sank  in  twentv  feet  of 
water  near  the  outer  breakwater  at  the 
entrance  of  the  river  harbor.  The  escape' 
of  Capt.  Crawford  and  the  two  men  who 
composed  the  crew  was  effected  just  in 
time,  as  a  few  minutes  after  they  aban- 
doned the  vessel,  the  6-inch  steam  pip© 
exploded  and  the  boat  was  soon  a  mass 
of  Hames.

The  water  supply  at  some  of 
the  camps  has  undoubtedly  been  pol- 
luted by  improper  drainage  and  sani- 
tary system  and  much  sickness  was 
caused  by  it."

Argentina  Will    Not    Submit  All  to 
Arbitration. 

Santoago,  Chile,  Sept.  23.— An  agree- 
ment was  signed  today  Ijetween  the  rep- 
resentatives of  Chile  and  Argentina,  by 
which  the  boundary  .south  of  latitude 
26.52.45  is  submitted  to  arbi'tration. 

Negotiations  are  still  progressing  in 
regard  to  the  boundary  north  of  26.52.45, 
and  as  Chile  insis'ts  that  this  also  Oe 
arbitrated,  while  Argentina  declines  to 
submit  ,the  whole  boundary  'to  arbi- 
tration, the  danger  is  not  yet  past. 

IT  WAS  OVERDRAWN. 

Account  of  the  Attempt  to   Poison 
Aguinaldo. 

Manilla,  Sept.  23.— A  careful  invesi.!- 
gatian  of  the  attempt  to  poison  Aguin 
aldo  shows  that  the  cook  is  not  dead, 
as  reported,  and  that  ns  priests  are  im- 
plicated,  as  alleged  by  the  insurgents. 
Paterno,  the  president  of  the  Philippine 
national  assembly,  oxaggerateil  the 
facts  in  the  case.  Several  Spanish 
cazaderos  were  allowed  to  remain  in  th.- 
city  at  Malolos,  and  two  of  them 
•were  empljyed  by  Agulnaldo's  house- 
hold. One  of  tliese  put  a  packet  ol 
oxalate  of  potash  powder  into  the  soup, 
but  the  cook  detected  it  iinmediately 
and  nobady  was  Injured.  A  packet  was 
alro  found  in  the  cazadero's  pocket. 
There  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  he 
had  any  accomplice. 

The  Filipino  government  proposes  to 
send  a  long  dispatch  to  President  Mc- 
Kinley  protesting  against  certain 
alleged  Spanish  misstatements  as  beihg 
calculated  to  "undermine  the  friend- 
ship between  the  Filipinos  and  the 
Americans,"  but  Instead  of  so  doing, 
they  simply  sent  a  dispatch  tendering  to 
the  American  government  and  the 
American  people^  through  President  Mc- 
Kinley,  an  expression  of  high  esteem 
and  unity  of  sentiment  towards  the 
championship  and  protectors  of  op- 
pressed people  and  exponents  of  liberty 
and  independence. 

On  Thursday  the  Filipinos  intend  to 
have  a  grand  festival  at  Malolos,  in  cel- 
ebration of  their  independence. 

The  Filipino  national  assembly  has  de- 
cided to  request  the  Americans,  first,  to 
recognize  the  independence  of  the  islands; 
Fccond.  to  establish  a  protectorat?  over 
their  external  affairs  and  to  induce  the 
powers  to  i*cognizc  their  Independence 
anu".  third,  to  appoint  a  joint  commission 
of  Americans  and  Filipinos  fer  the  ar- 
rangement of  details  to  "reciprocate*  the 
Americans'  services."

In  a  Faint. 

She  was  telling  about  the  terrible 
ourglar  |tare  she  had  had  the  night  be- 
fore, and  really  she  was  quite  white 
from  sleeplessness  and  terror,  says  the 
New  York  Sun.

I  would  have  given 
worlds  to  hear  the  sound  of  a  vjice  1 
knew,  but  I  wouldn't  have  waked  Mabel 
for  the  world  (Mabel  wa^  her  daughter). 
I  knew  she  would  have  gone  into  a  tit 
and  torn  her  hair  at  the  mere  thought 
ot  burglars.  So,  without  turning  my 
head,  I  rolled  my  eyes  around  in  the 
direction  of  the  shutter  and  watched. 

"I  had  lain  there,  trying  to  hold  my 
breath,  for  a  minute,  perhaps,  though 
it  seemed  like  seven  ages,  when  ■  the 
shutter  cautiously  opened  again.

Brownsville,  Pa..  Sept.  23.— Fifty-four 
men  were  entombed  in  the  Umpire  mine 
of  the  Snowden  &  (lould  rompany,  one. 
fourth  of  a  mile  below  Brownsville,  by 
an  explosion  of  gas  at  8  o'clock  this 
morning.  Two  dead  bodies  have  ix» 
far  been  take.n  out.  The  dead  are: 
James  Hall.  , 

John  Bennett. 

Searching  parties  are  making  frantic 
efforts  to  reach  the  entombed  miners, 
but  their  progress  is  slow  and  there  is 
great  danger  of  another  explosiin. 
which  might  bury  them  also  under  tons 
of  rock  and  earth. 

Immediately  following  the  explosion 
of  gas  there  was  a  second  explosion  of 
fire  damp.  There  were  140  men  in  the 
mine  at  the  time  of  the  explosion. 
Work  had  been  begun  for  the  day  a 
short  time  previous.  f>f  these  fifty-eight 
were  in  entries  N'os.  9  and  10. 

Four  men.  Jacjl>s,  Davis.  Whetzel. 
Walker  and  a  H^n^^rian  were  near  the 
mouth  of  the  entries.  The  others  were 
far  in.  When  the  explosion  came  these 
four  men  made  a  rush  for  the  "lain 
heading,  which  they  succeeded  in  reach- 
ing, though  all  were  more  or  less  in. 
jured.  They  finally  crawled  out  t>  the 
open  air.  Of  the  fifty-eight  men  in 
entires  9  and  10  these  four  are  the  only 
ones  who  are  known  to  l)e  alive.  They 
say  there  l?  no  possible  chance  for  the 
escape  of  the  fifty-faur  who  worked 
with   them. 

Intelligence  of  the  disaster  soon  spread 
and  crowds  gathered  around  the  mouth 
of  the  mine.  Terril)le  scenes  of  grief 
and  horror  were  presented.  Wives  and 
children  of  the  ent imbed  men  'ere 
frantic  with  grief,  and  their  shrieks'  and 
wails  were  frightful  to  hear.  Notwith- 
standinfi:  the  great  danger,  the  rescuing 
I)arties  are  working  bravely,  but  their 
efforts  have  so  far  been  fruitless. 

At    1    o'clock    this    afternoon    live    more 
bodies  were  recovered  and   It   was   feared 
that    none  of   thosi-  still   fntomb^d    would 
i)e  takin  out  ullv".  The  names  of  the  five 
ft>und    were:

ALGER  EXPLAINS  AGAIN. 

Says  the  Public  Doesn't   Realize  the 
Trouble  He  Had. 

Chattanooga,  Sept.  23.— Before  leaving 
Chattanooga.  Secretary  Alger  said  to  an 
Associated  Pnss  reporter:  "The  press 
has  f)een  disposed  to  exaggerate  the 
condition  of  some  of  the  camps,  and 
things  ."lave  lieen  charged  against  the 
war  department  which  were  untrue  and 
unwarranted.  'I  want  the  facts,  and  all 
the  facts,  to  come  out.  and  I  have  noth- 
ing i*  withhold  from  the  public. 

•The  great  trouble  has  been  that  the 
people  hav?  not  appreciated  the  im- 
mense problem  of  forming  an  army  of 
250,0<JO  volunteers  without  notice,  ar>d 
w  ithout  the  necessary  equipment.  The 
Si)anish  war  came  upon  us  almost  like 
a  bolt  from  a  clear  sky.  and  it  found 
I  very  branch  of  the  war  department  un- 
prepared for  the  task  of  equipping  and 
handling  such  a  vast  number  of  un- 
trained men. 

"For  a  time  there  was  difficulty  in 
furnishing  supplies  and  equipment  for 
the  troops,  but  that  was  to  be  expected. 
The  department  had  only  a  limited 
supply  of  tents,  and  it  has  had  practi- 
cally no  wagons  and  ambulances  to 
start  with.  There  were  1001  details  to 
look  after  and  a  fairly  disposed  public 
will  undtrsiand  the  disadvantage  under 
wiiich  the  war  department  worked  for 
many  wee««.  As  fast  as  possible  eqi^p- 
menc  and  supplies  were  sent  to  the  sev- 
eral camps,  and  if  there  has  been  lack 
of  medicines  and  necessaries  of  life  the 
fault  lies  with  the  commanding  officers 
of  the  camps. 

"There  may  have  been  some  incompe- 
tent officers,  generals  and  colonels  in 
charge  of  some  of  the  camps,  and  if 
such  is  found  to  be  the  case  they  will 
5be  held  to  account  ir.r  their  misdeeds. 

"If  there  are  any  commanding  officers 
who  are  now  incompeten;,  or  who  fail 
to  put  their  camps  in  first  class  condi- 
tion, and  keep  them  that  way,  I  proiK)s; 
that  they  shall  be  replaced  by  men  who 
are  competent,  and  who  will  see  that 
perfect  sanitary  conditions  are  esta'o- 
Jlshed  and  maintained." 


TWENTY-SEVEN  ESCAPE. 

Back    track     and     Reach 
Open  Air. 

Brownsville.  I'a.,  Sept.  IW.  1:30  p.  m. 
—Twenty-seven  of  the  entomb.:d  miners 
have  just  returned  to  town,  hiving 
escaped  by  traversing  a  mile  and  a  half 
of  underground  passages,  coming  out  at 
an  opening  near  Linn  station,  on  the 
Redstone  branch  of  the  Pennsylvania 
railroad.  This  point  is  four  miles  fr.rn 
the  opening  of  the  min«,  on  the  Monon- 
gahela  river. 

Another  body,  that  of  Robert  Davis, 
has  been  recovered,  making  eight  dead. 
Nineteen  miners  are  still  unaccounted 
for. 

John  Baker  and  his  son  George,  who 
escaped  the  ba:'k  way,  are  terribly 
burned  aU)Ut  the  face,  but  will  likely 
recover.  Nearly  all  who  .scaped  are  in- 
jured or  burned,  either  slightly  or  seri- 
ously. The  dead  are  unrecogni2al)le,  be- 
ing l>urr>ed  and  mutilated.  An  impro- 
vised morgue  was  arranged  at  the  en- 
trance to  the  mine,  and  the  coroner  was 
sent  for  and  the  bodies  will  i)e  removed 
ti  the  undertaking  establishments  of 
Brownsville,  where  the  inejuest  will  i»e 
held. 

The  explosion  is  said  to  have  l)een 
caused  l>y  the  loosening  of  a  large  block 
of  coal,  which  opened  a  pocket  of  gas. 

The  entry  where  the  explosion  oc- 
curred is  liK-ated  about  a  mile  and  a  half 
from  the  pit  mouth.  The  mine  is  an  old 
one  and  pretty  well  worked  out.  Th.; 
men  wore  open  lamps,  such  as  are  used 
in  all  the  mining  plants  on  the  river. 

A  crowd  of  hundreds  are  surging 
around  the  mine  entrance  imploring 
rews  of  their  loved  ones  away  back  two 
-miles  and  a  half  in  the  bowels  of  th" 
earth.  The  hillside  is  black  with  peo- 
ple, and  the  excitement  is  the  greatest 
ever  witnessed  in  this  section. 

Old  miners  who  are  present  say  there 
is  not  one  chance  in  a  hundred  of  find- 
ing the  missing  men  alive.

NEW  JERSEY  REPIBLICANS. 


F.  W.  Voorhees  Nominated  for  Gov- 
ernor By  Acclamation. 

Trenton.  N.  J.,  Sept.  23.— The  Repub- 
lican state  convention  nominated  Foster 
M.  Voorhees  as  its  candidate  for  gj\- 
ernor.  Mr  Voorhees  Is  at  present  a 
senator  from  Union  county,  and  in  his 
capacity  as  president  of  the  senate  has 
been  a'ting  as  governor  since  Governor 
John  C.  Griggs  was  chosen  attorney 
general. 

There  wa.^  only  one  session  of  the 
convention,  lasting  about  twohiurs,  and 
the  gathering  was  the  most  harmonious 
affair  of  the  sort  ever  gotten  together 
in  New  Jersey.  Attorney  General 
Griggs  presided. 

Mr.  Vfx>rhees  was  nominated  by  ac- 
clamation, and  a-<?  the  governor  is  the 
only  state  officer  elected  by  the  people, 
the  work  of  the  convention  was  soon 
performed.  The  platform  adopted  is 
devoted  mainly  to  state  issues.  A  para- 
graph expressing  faith  In  the  ability  of 
the  Republican  national  administration 
to  deal  with  incompetency  in  the  army 
was,  on  motion  of  State  Chairman 
Murphy,  stricken  out.  Mr.  Murphy,  who 
had  presented  his  resignation  some 
days  ago,  was  prevailed  upon  to  reon- 
slder  his  withdrawal  and  continue  at 
the  head  of  the  state  committee.

Washington.  .Sept.  23.— The  Chinese 
minister,  Wu  Ting  Fang,  today  received 
a  cable  dispatch  from  the  Chinese  for- 
eign office  at  Pekin  giving  the  text  of 
the  edict  issued  by  the  emperor  yester- 
da.v.  in  which,  owing  to  the  critical  con- 
dition of  Chinese  affairs,  he  call?  back 
to  power  the  empress  dowager  and  com- 
mits to  her  hands  the  direction  of  the 
vast  affairs  of  the  empire.  The  edict, 
freely  translated  from  the  dpher  cable, 
is  as  follows: 

Now  that  China  L^  disturbed,  and  there 
is  need  that  all  business  shall  be  well 
done,  we.  the  emperor,  agitated  from 
morning  to  evening  for  the  welfare  of 
all  affairs  and  fearful  lest  errors  may 
occur,  observing  from  the  beginning  of 
the  rwgn  of  Tung  Ching  that  the  em- 
press dowager  had  twice  given  Instruc- 
tion.'^ to  the  emperor,  each  time  with 
signal  ability  and  success,  so  we  no.v, 
considering  the  important  interests  of 
the  empire,  have  begged  the  empress 
dowager  to  give  to  the  emperor  the  ben- 
efit of  her  ripe  experience  and  her  in- 
struction. The  dowager  empres.«!  being 
pleased  to  accede  to  this  request,  there- 
fore it  is  to  the  good  rr)rtune  of  the 
whole  empire  that  this  auspicious  event 
is  brought  about.  From  today  the  em- 
press  dowager  conduct.^  the  business  in 
the  imperial  apartments,  and  on  the 
eighth  day  of  the  present  month 
(Chinese  calendar,  meaning  today  Eng- 
li-sh  calendar)  we  will  take  all  Iho 
princes  and  ministers  to  perform  the 
ceremony  in  the  Chin  Chung  palace.  Let 
the  yamen  (foreign  office)  prepare  that 
the'  ceremony  may  be  performed  with 
fitting  honors. 

The  Chinese  minister  was  seen  at  the 
legation    today   and    talked    freely   con« 
cerning  the  edict.    He  said  there  was  no 
secrecy    about    U.    nothing    to    indicate 
that  it  was  a  triumiih  of  one  foreign  ele. 
ment  over  another,  and  that  its  essen- 
tial   purpose   was   to  strengthen    China 
herself  at  a   time  when  serious  foreign 
problems  were  presenttd.     It  was  quite 
natural,  he  said,  that  the  dowager  em- 
press should  be  called  to  the  aid  of  the 
emperor,    owing    to    dynastic    reasons. 
The  present  dowager  has  survived  three 
dynasties,  beginning  with  that  of  Em- 
peror Hfien  Fung.    She  was  the  second 
wife  of   the   emperor   and    bore   a    son, 
Tung  Ch^a,    who,   on    the   death   of   hi.s 
lather,     became    emperor.      The    latter 
was   an    infant   ruler   and    the   mother, 
then  and  now  dowager  empres.-^,  directed 
f>r  him  the  vast  affairs  of  the  empire. 
On  his  death  without  issue  the  dowajjer 
elected  her  nephew.  Kwang  Hsu,  to  be- 
e-ome  the  emperor,  and  his  reign  is-  now 
in  progress.     He   was  a  child  when  he 
took  the  throne  twenty-fe)ur  years  ago, 
and  up  to  nine  years  ago  the  dowag  m- 
directed   affairs    for   him.    acting   mucli 
as   the  queen   regent   of  Spain  acts   for 
the   boy  king.     It  is   th's  dowa.ger  em- 
press who  is  now  recalled  to  active  as- 
sistance   of      the    emperor.       This,    the 
Chinese  minister  pe'ints  out.  is  a  natural 
move  tovvaid  the  strengthening  of   the 
hands  of  the  emperor,  giving  him  that 
same   aid    which    the   dowager  empres;« 
gave    while    the    emperor   and    his    pre- 
decessor were  Infant  rulers. 

Concerning  the  report  that  the  em- 
press' return  to  power  was  a  coup  de 
etat  favorable  to  Russia,  the  minister 
says  he  does  not  consider  the  move  fav- 
orable to  any  power  as  against  any 
other.  Its  effect,  he  .says,  would  be 
towards  strict  impartiality  in  China's 
treatment  of  Russia,  Great  Britain, 
Germany,  France,  the  United  State:=. 
Japan  and  the  world  at  large.  During 
the  former  regency  of  the  empress  she 
had  shown  marked  friendship  for  the 
English,  so  that  in  the  opinion  of  the 
minister  It  was  unfair  to  presume  she 
had  English   prejudices. 

As  to  its  effect  upon  Li  Hung  Chang, 
the  minister  said  the  dowager  empre.s.^ 
had  long  admired  the  rugged  ability  of 
the  old  statesman.  But  he  did  not  think 
this  would  result  in  the  return  of  Li  to 
the  foreign  office,  from  which  post  he 
was  recently  relieved  owing,  it  was  un- 
destoood,  to  foreign  infiuences.  It  is 
probaV)le,  the  minister  beliews,  that 
Prince  Li  will  continue  in  his  nominal 
post  as  imperial  .secretary. 

When  asked  if  China  had  the  strength 
to  resist  dismemberment  by  foreign 
peiwers.  Mr.  Wu  Ting  Fang  said: 

'I  am  confident  China  will  remain  in- 
tact, and  I  am  glad  to  note  that  your 
late  minister  to  China,  Mr.  Denby,  has 
the  same  opinion.  China  has  the  native 
resources,  wealth  and  population  to 
make  her  strong  within  herself.  It 
should  not  be  overlooked  that  some  of 
the  foreign  influences,  such  as  conces- 
sions for  railways,  etc.,  will  benefit  and 
develop  China  far  more  than  they  can 
benefit  any  foreign  country.  These  nil- 
ways  will  tap  the  rich  interior  of  China, 
give  highways  for  the  products  rww  con- 
rtryed  to  the  Interior  and  carry  them  to 
outside  markets." 

The  minister  speaks  with  special  sat- 
isfaction of  a  concession  which  he 
signed  a  short  time  ago  by  which  an 
American  syndicate  will  build  a  rail- 
road from  Hankow  to  Canton,  a  dis- 
tance of  800  miles.  It  is  understood  that 
among  the  names  of  those  interested  In 
this  conccsslori  are  the  Rockefellers, 
VaiKierbllts.  Morgans,  Brlce,  and  ex- 
Mayor  Hugh  Grant  eif  New  York.  The 
minister  signed  the  concession  just  be- 
fore the  Spanish  war  broke  out,  and  this 
led  to  some  delay  in  beginning  work  on 
the  road.  Now,  however,  he  is  informed 
that  the  American  eiigineers  are  about 
to  start  for  their  surveys  of  the  line, 
and  the  construction  will  be  pushed 
from  this  time  forward.

STOPPED  IHE  TRAIN. 

Railway  Men   Thought   He   Must   Be 
a  Big  Gun. 

Because  Mr.  X— a--  he  appears  in  thi:> 
account— took  unusual  methods  to  gei  a 
Pennsylvania  railroad  express  to  stop  at 
Rahway  recently  tj  let  him  and  hi^ 
wife  oft,  and  because  Mr.  X  was  so  su  •- 
ces^ful,  railway  men  here  thought  W- 
must  be  a  big  man  of  the  company  or 
else  a  prominent  politician,  .says  a  liah- 
way  special  to  the  New  York  Pre.s^ 
But  Mr.  X  is  neither. 

-Mr.  and  Mrs.  X  had  l)een  e^ut  in  In- 
dianapolis  and  were  returning  on  thr 
•day  express.-  After  the  train  hau 
raised  Lewistown  Junction,  187  mil'>a 
east  of  Pittsburg,  and  the  conductor 
was  passing  through  the  car  in  which 
Mr.  X  and  wife  were  seated.  .Mr.  X  said- 
"Conductor,  does  this  train  stop  at  Ral^' 
way,  N.  J.?"  "No,  sir,"  said  the  on. 
ductor,  "not  unk-.-:s  there  is  an  accident 
I  don't  believe  it  would  stop  for  the: 
president  of  the  United  States." 

"Well,  then."  said  Mr.  X,  "I'm  going 
to  see  if  she  can't  be  stopped  there  to-- 
night for  me."  The  conductor  laughed 
and  at  Harrisburg,  the  end  of  his  run 
got  off,  as  did  also  Mr.  X,  who  sent  a 
telegram  to  the  then  superintendent  ni 
the  Pennsylvania  railroad.  This  is  what 
it  said:  "Wife  and  myself  are  on  No.  S 
Came  from  Indianapolis.  Want  to  get 
off  at  Rahway,  N.  J." 

Neither  man  ever  saw  the  other.  He 
knew  the  superintendent  by  name  only 
When  the  train  left  Philadelphia  the- 
conductor  came  in.  X  said:  "Conductor, 
does  this  tiain  stop  at  Rahway.'' 

"Are  you  with  Mr.  X.'"  was  the  query 
in  reply. 
"I  am,"  said  X. 

"Yes,  it  doei'  tonight,  on  special  order, 
to  let  you  off."  said  th?  conductor. 

X  thanked  him.  After  leaving  Tron- 
tjn  the  train  moved  lively  to  get  to 
Rahway  to  make  time  for  the  stop. 

That  night,  when  No.  8  stopped  at 
Rahway,  employes  at  the  station  anel 
citizens  thought  she  had  a  "hot'r>ox," 
as  she  usually  went  through  at  a  60-. 
mile  rate.  The  porter  on  the  cars  wa^ 
courteou.s,  as  he  plac-ed  the  footstool 
on  the  platform  for  X  and  his  wife  to 
alight  irom  the  car.  He  evidently 
thought  X  was  a  woll-knjwn  railroad 
man  whom  he  resembles,  and  he  wa.'s. 
neither  looking  for  nor  did  he  get  a  tip. 
Citizens  and  depot  employes  wondered 
how  X  stopped  the  train  that  night, 
and  X  himielf  wonders  how  the  superin- 
tendent himself  ordered  the  stopping  of 
the  train  for  him. 


Win'  IS  THE  SKY  BLUE. 

Did  it  ever  strike  you  to  Ineiulre  whv 
the  cloudless  depths  of  skv  above  us  are 
se»  delicately  -blue'.'  asks  the  Boston  Her- 
ald. It  Itsni  that  the  gas  we-  eall  air  Is  in 
Uself  blue.  So  far  as  we  kneiw,  it  is  quite 
transparent  and  absolutely  colorless.  No; 
the  blue  comes  from  retieeted  light. 

-Mr  is  never  pure;  you  couldn't  live  In  it 
if  it  were.  Countless  millions  of  tiny  par- 
ticles, chiefly  of  water,  are  alwav.s  sus- 
peneled  in  it.  and  these  arrest  the  free 
passage  of  light.  Each  particle  has  a 
double  reflection— one  iniernal,  the  other 
external- and  so  the  reflected  rays  suffer 
the  ufeual  result  of  what  i.s  called  "inier- 
terence,"  and  show  color. 

Vou    ^'111    notice    that    the    sky    appears 
much  bluer  if  you  look  straight  up  than 
if   you    look   across    toward    the    horizon 
The  reason  is  that,   in   the  first  instance 
you  are  naturally  looking  through  a  much 
thinner  layer  of  air  than  in  the  second. 

If  there  were  no  air.  and  eon.sequently 
no  watery  vapor,  and  nothing  to  inter- 
fere with  the  free  passage  of  light,  even 
at  midday,  the  sky  above  would  look  per- 
fectly black,  and  all  the  stars  plainer 
than  they  do  now  at  midnight. 


When  Omdurman  ftll  before  the  victor- 
ious arms  of  Sir  Herbert  Kitcheners  aii- 
glo-Egyptlan  forces,  the  greatest  strong- 
hold of  the  mahdi's  short-lived  empire 
and  the  sovereignty  of  the  Khalifa  Ab- 
dullah became  simply  memories  and  verv 
unpleasant  memories  at  that,  says  the 
St.  Louis  Republic.  The  history  of  that 
same  empire  and  the  fanatic  life  Is  a  tale 
that  bears  repetition. 

In  1.S82  Raeuf  Pasha  was  sent  to  the 
Soudan  as  tjie  representative  of  the  khe- 
dive  of  Egypt,  to  strengthen  the  hand 
of  the  monarch  in  this  far  away  domm- 
ion.  News  was  beginning  to  arrive  inei 
of  a  certain  dervish  wandering  in  the 
Soudan  who  was  drawing  all  the  natives 
lo  him,  and  especially  those  -\rabs  who 
lived  by  the  slave  trade,  which  Gessi 
l^asha  of  the  Egyptian  arm\-  had  been 
extirpating.  This  dervish,  Mohammt^ 
Ahmad  by  name,  could  turn,  it  was  said, 
all  hostile  bull^-ts  into  water,  and  had.  in 
truth,  onee  and  again  defeated  Egyptiaji 
troops  sent  to  arrest  him.  Then,  becom- 
ing bolder,  the  pretender  openly  ealleti 
himself  the  mahdi,  a  name  derived  from 
a  word  in  the  opening  chapter  of  the 
koran,  or  Mohammedan  bible.  He  short- 
ly afterwards  started  to  lay  siege  to  El 
Obeid. 

A  Kordofan  Arab  of  the  desert  tvpe. 
the  appearance  of  "Kl  Mahdi  "  wa.s 
strangely  fascinating.  He  was  a  man  of 
strong  cons-titution.  very  dark  complex- 
ion and  his  face  always  wore  a  i>leasant 
smile,  to  which  he  had  by  long  practice 
ac(  ustomed  himself.  I'nder  this  smile 
gle'amed  a  set  of  singularly  white  te'eth. 
and  between  the  two  upper  mieldie  ones 
was  a  V-shaped  space  whieh  in  the  Sou- 
dan is  considered  a  sign  of  good  lue-k. 
his  mode  of  conversation  also  had  by 
training  become  exceptionally  i>leasani 
and  sweet.  As  a  messenger  of  God  he 
preieiifled  to  be  in  direct  communieaiioii 
with  the  Diety.  All  orders  which  he  gave 
were  suppo.sed  to  have  come  to  him  l>v 
inspiration,  and  it  became  therefore  a 
sin  to  refuse  tn  obey  them.  Disobedience 
to  the  mahdis  orders  was  tantamount, 
in  a  word,  to  resistance  to  the  will  of 
(3e)d,  and  therefure  was  ininishable  bv 
eie-ath.  He  e-alled  himself  .Malidi  Khalit  il 
Kr  Kasul  ("the  sue-cessor  of  the  prophet") 
Willie  his  adherent  called  him  Savld  ("the 
master")  and  Sayid  Na  El  Mahdi  ("our 
master,  the  leader"). 

This  troublesome  and  extranrdinarv 
jtenson,  with  no  weapons  or  militarv 
.science  lo  speak  of.  but  plentv  <jf  fero- 
cious followers,  prineipallv  of  the  Bag- 
gara  race,  marc.ied  through  the  towns 
and  vill.iges  of  Kordofan.  and  with  :ii».<n>ii 
men  beseiged  El  (Jbeld  and  took  tlii>  town 
after  one  repulse,  cruelly  murdering  its 
native  defenders,  whose  last  days  had 
lieon  sust;iined  upon  tree  gum  and  the 
food  laid  up  in  the  iiesis  of  white  ants. 
Tha:  comnnst  increased  the  name  an  1 
fame  of  the  nialidi.  who  settled  d(jwn  like 
a  king  at  I-:i  Obeid.  while  preparing  for  ;t 
turther  advance  to  Khartoum.  Bv  this 
time  he  had  inflamed  with  his  preaching 
and  suoess  the  whole  Soudanese  countrv. 
exeept  that  corner  where  the  citv  ut 
Khartoum  sits  upon  the  .iunction  oif  the 
White  .and  Blue  Nile.  Before  he  coui  1 
master  the  entire  position  he  had  to  con- 
front the  expedition  under  Hicks  Pash  e, 
.sent  by  rhc  Egyptian  government  to  ar- 
rest his  march.  Everybody  knows  the 
miserable  issue.  The  mahdi  cut  that  force 
to  pieces,  so  that  hardly  a  man  escaped 
and  by  this  victory  gained  almost  the 
entire  Soudan  and  opened  the  way  to  the 
conquest  of  Khartoum.  Darfur  fell: 
Slatin  Bey  surrendered,  and  after  l^e 
terrible  butehcring  of  Birket,  the  mah.ii 
was  looked  upon  as  divine.  The  Arabs 
declare-fl  they  had  seen  the  angels  of  Go  1 
lighting  on  his  side,  and  the  water  in 
which  ho  washe'd  himself  was  sold  in  the 
bazar  as  a  precious  antidote  against  all 
sorts  of  dip-ease. 

At.  the  beginning  of  1SS4  Gordon  arrived 
at  Khartoum  a  solitary  and  helpless  man. 
sent  out  to  perform  an  impossibilitv. 
Mom  his  palace  In  the  cltv  the  lonely 
dre-amer  oft- red  the  mahdi  all  the  West- 
ern Soudan  as  his  own  territorv.  with  the 
ncognized  rank  of  sultan.  In  b!tter  reitlv 
the  mahdi  sent  him  back  a  eomplte  sn 
of  dervish  garments.  Then  the  v!ctorious 
fanatic  and  pious  slave  dealer  set  etut  foi 
Khartoum,  where  the  hapless  people,  de- 
ceived by  the  hop-  of  English  help,  had 
lingered    to   see    Gordon.

Unique  Distinction  of  a  Pennsylvania 
Pine  Tree. 

This  town  boasts  of  a  novelty  in  th* 
■way  of  a  flagpole  which  cannot  be: 
duplicated  by  any  other  town  in  the 
United  States,  and  all  because  of  the 
enthusiasm  of  a  Swede  who  has  enjoyed 
the  air  of  free  America  only  long  enough 
to  take  out  his  first  naturalization  pa^ 
per."-,  says  a  Pigeon,  Pa.,  special  tj  the 
Washington  Times. 

The  people  of  the  town  wanted  to  raise 
a  flagpole,  and  It  was  suggested  by  this 
young  man  that  a  tall  pine  tree  standin?: 
on  the  hilltop  800  feet  above  the  level 
of  the  town  be  made  into  a  flagpole  just 
where  it  stood,  and  that  he  would  voU 
unteer  to  nail  the  flag  to  it.?  top  and 
strip  the  tree  of  its  branches.  The  sug- 
gestion was  accepted,  and  on  a  given 
day  the  people  flocked  to  the  town,  lOOO 
in  number,  to  witness  the  novel  flag- 
raising.  According  to  the  previousl.v 
arranged  program,  the  Swede  was  In 
in  his  position  at  the  side  of  "the  lone 
pine  tree,  standing  at  the  tjp  of  the 
steep  bluff,  hundreds  of  feet  above  the- 
town  and  beyond  the  sound  of  humai> 
voice. 

At  2  o'clock  the  signal  to  begin  was 
"wigwiagged"  to  him  and  he  "wig., 
wagged"  l)ack  "all  right.  "  and  began, 
climbing  the  tree,  which  r.ise  with  a 
l>eautlful  straight  trunk  for  l.*>0  feet. 
With  the  aid  of  climbers  it  was  easy 
work  to  reach  the  le»wer  branche.'--,  when 
he  became  hidden  from  the  view  of  the 
erowd  so  far  below  him.  In  aliout  ten 
minutes  the  people  saw  the  topmost 
branches  of  the  tree  begin  to  fall  and 
the  bare  trunk  to  apj>ear.  With  the  aid 
of  a  field  glass  the  work  of  the  man  In 
the  treetop  was  closely  watched  as  he* 
stripped  the  branches  away,  sawed  off 
the  top,  capping  it  with  a  gilt  ball,  then 
quickly  nailed  the  large  flag  under- 
neath. It  floated  on  the  breeze,  and 
the  band  below  started  to  play  "The.- 
Star  Spangled  Banner,"  which  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  singing  of  "America"  by 
that  large  gathering  of  people  so  that 
both  music  and  song  reache^d  the  tar,s 
(»f  the  Swede  far  up  the  mountainside. 
And  that  is  the  way  Pigeon  came  to 
have  a  flag  waving  9r>0  feet  above  the 
level  of  her  streets-.

2<if).0(X)  swarmed  at  the  heels  of  the  mahdi 
into  Omdurman  and  the  oytskirts  ot 
Khartoum.  This  was  in  October.  ISM. 

'i  he  low  Nile  left  a  part  of  the  ramparts 
brok  n  and  indef  nsible.  The  vast  mass 
of  assailing  dervishes  made  thereby  their 
rush,  in  two  bands,  just  before  the  Brit- 
ish relieving  force-  eame  In  sight  of  the 
white  walls  and  green  palm  groves  of 
the  city.  How  Gordem  died  at  his  hope- 
less  post   is   thus   related: 

"One  party  dashed  along  the  parapet, 
breaking  down  all  resistance  and  slaugh- 
terng  the  soldiers  in  all  directions,  the 
other  party  made  for  the  town.  The  in- 
habitants, aroused  from  their  sleeu  bv 
the  f?houts  of  thj"  Arabs,  and  the  din  eit 
rifle  shots.  hurrle^J  out.  Like  a  pe-nt  up 
stream  suddenly  rekaj^ed,  more  than  .".0.- 
UOO  wild  dervishes,  with  hideous  yelis. 
rushed  upon  the  40.000  inhabitants  of 
Khartoum,  besides  the  r>(KK»  soldlens— all 
that  were  Uft  of  the  900")  at  the  com- 
mcne-ement  of  the  siege. 

"The  surging  ma.ss  threw  itself  on  the 
I);ilac  •.  ovcrlloweel  into  the  lovelv  garden 
and  burst  through  the  de>ars"  in  w:ld 
search  for  their  prey,  tjut  Gordon  went 
aliine  to  meet  them.  As  they  rushed  up 
the  stairs  he  c-ame  toward  tnem  ami  trieo 
to  spak  to  them;  but  the-y  could  not  or 
would  not  listen,  and  the  first  Arao 
plunged  his  huge  spear  Into  his  bodv.  He 
fell  forward  on  his  face  and  was  dragged 
down  the  stairs,  many  stabbing  him  with 
the:r  spears,  and  his  head  was  cut  off  and 
sent  to  the  mahdi. 

"On  Gordon's  head  being  brought  to  the 
mahdi  he  appeared  to  have  been  much 
displeased  at  his  death,  not  because  he 
l-^lt  pity  for  him,  but  he  believed  that 
Gordon  might  join  his  army.  Gordons 
head  was  hung  on  a  tree  In  Omdurman 
and  the  wild  multitude  rejoiced  in  heap- 
ing  eurses    on   it   and   insulting  it." 

This  undoubted  triumph  intoxicated  his 
followers  with  faith  but  demoralized  the 
mahdi.  He  took  to  unbridled  luxurv.  and 
died  of  its  consequences  June  22,  1885.  Th^ 
desert  a.'scetic  whose  bed  had  been  a  mat 
of  straw  expired  upon  Persian  carpets  in 
a  I  .splejidor  and  state  of  a  great  East- 
ern prince,  having  founded  in  his  brief 
career  an  empire  built  on  the  basis  of 
slavery  and  reckless  bloodshed.  Before 
death  he  himself  nominated  Abdullah 
as  his  successor,  who  thus  inherit  :d  a  do- 
minion stretching  from  the  Bahr-Kl- 
Ghazal  to  Egypt,  and  from  Darfur  to  the 
Re»d  sea. 

The  new  tyrant  began  with  verv  great 
ideas.  He  proclaimed  that  he  would  con- 
quer all  Egypt,  as  well  as  Abyssinia.  Put- 
ting all  laws  on  one  side  be  made  him- 
self absolute  master  over  life  and  death 
In  the  Soudan,  and  even  the  valor  of 
King  John  and  his  Abyssinlans  could  not 
stand  against  the  ardor  of  the  dervishes. 
\yitli  the  death  of  the  original  mahdi 
there  befell  a  split  in  their  ranks,  but 
they  were  united  enough  nevertheless  to 
go  down  the  Nile  as  far  as  Korosko  and 
to  send  insulting  letters  to  Queen  Victo- 
ria, to  the  sultan  of  Turkey  and  to  the 
khedlve.  At  this  time  it  was  Gen.  Gren- 
fel,  who  in  the  cause  e»f  Egypt,  stoppeel 
the  invasion  of  that  country.  The  battle 
e.f  Toski.  Aug.  3.  IHSH,  avenged  the  cruel 
late  of  Hicks  Pasha:  but  for  several 
jears  Osraan  Dlgna  harrassed  and  be- 
.--leged  Suakin.  while  El  Teb  and  Tamal 
were  fought  In  vain,  and  al  that  fair  anel 
fertile  region  south  of  Berber  was  aban- 
doned to  the  tyranny  of  the  Baggaras 
under  the  second  mahdi.  With  the  adhe- 
sion of  the  numerous  and  warlike  tribes 
of  the  Beggara,  the  khalifa  Abdullah  kept 
down  al  other  local  races  under  his  own 
lierce  will,  as  well  as  keeping  alive  ih » 
.«pell  of  the  name  of  the  flrst  mahdi,  with- 
in whose  tomb  .he  was  often  wont  to  lock 
himself  up.  .spending  the  darkness  in 
pretended  communion  with   his   master. 

In  some  distr'cts  half  the  people  ar» 
dead,  in  others  the  loss  of  life  Is  even 
greater.  Whole  tribes  have  been  blotted 
out,  and  In  their  .places  roam  the  wild 
beasts,  spreading  and  Increasing  In  tierce- 
Hcss  and  in  numbers  until  they  bid  fair

F.  C.  Ford,  a  gentloman  who  has  been 
engaged  for  a  couple  of  weeks  in  getting 
up  a  labor  directory  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Trades  assembly,  has  left  town, 
and  the  circumstances  attending  his  de- 
parture, and  others  that  have  come  to 
light,  are  such  as  to  lead  the  committee 
<if  the  assembly,  in  co-operation  with 
which  he  has  been  working,  to  suspect 
that  he  does  not  imend  to  return.  The 
sum  that  it  will  cost  the  assembly  to 
lirotect  those  with  whom  Mr.  Ford  has 
had  dealings  in  connection  with  the  di- 
rectory, in  case  that  gentleman  does  not 
return,  is  estimated  at  from  $65  to  $150. 
That  he  will  return  the  committee,  so  a 
member  stated  this  morning,  does  not 
much  believe. 

Mr.  Ford  departed  yesterday  noon  for 
St.  Paul  \slthoui  even  so  much  as  bid- 
ding the  committee  adieu,  although  he 
had  an  engagement  to  meet  with  it  last 
evening.  He  paid  his  bill  at  the  St. 
Louis  hotel,  where  he  has  been  stop- 
ping, after  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to 
induce  the  hotel  people  to  let  it  stand 
until  he  returned  which,  he  said,  would 
be  in  two  or  three  daj's. 

Although  he  stated  at  the  hotel  that 
ho  had  bet-n  called  away  on  business 
that  would  not  detain  beyond  three  days 
at  the  outside,  it  is  noted  as  a  signih- 
cai>t  fact  that  he  took  his  trunk  and  all 
his   lielongings. 

It  is  said  that  Mr.  Ford  had  spent  his 
money  pretty  liberally  while  here,  and 
thv  committee,  a  member  stated  this 
morning,  had  made  up  its  mind  that  if 
h>j  continued  at  his  rapid  pace  he  would 
not  have  much  money  with  which  to  get 
out  the  directory.  The  cammiltee  had 
discussed  the  matter  and  decided  to 
make  a  new  deal  with  Mr.  Ford,  under 
w  hiih  he  was  to  confine  himself  to 
.solic  iting.  and  somebody  else  was  to  do 
the-  collecting.  A  meeting  between  the 
committee  and  Mr.  Ford  had  been  ap- 
pointed lor  last  evtning.  Mr.  Ford,  how- 
ever, not  having  been  informed  of  the 
change  of  plan. 

The  non-appearance  of  Mr.  Ford  at 
the  cimference  produced  a  painful  im- 
p;ession  on  the  committee,  and  the  odor 
of  a  rodent  stole  upon  their  nostrils. 
After  learning  that  Mr.  Ford  had  de- 
parted with  his  baggage,  the  committee 
consulted  the  county  attorney,  and  were 
aelvised  that  under  the  circumstances 
that  nothing  could  be  done  at  present. 

Mr.  Ford  was  introduced  to  the  Trades 
assembly  at  its  last  meeting.  Sept.  9,  by 
a  delegate  to  the  assembly  as  an  old 
friend  of  his.  Mr.  Ford  explained  iiJs 
plan,  and  after  considerable  discussion, 
the  assembly  resolved  by  a  narrow  ma« 
jeirity  to  allDw  Mr,  Ford  to  proceed  to 
get  up  a  directory  under  its  auspice?. 

A  member  of  the  committee  stated 
this  morning  that  the  assembly  will 
either  publish  the  directory  or  refund 
the  money  that  Mr.  Ford  has  collected. 
The  committee  had  required  Mr.  Ford 
t  >  give  a  bond  of  $.^flO  and  he,  so  a  mem- 
ber of  the  committee  sa'el  today,  ap- 
plied the  next  day  for  one  from  a  guar- 
anty company.  Dwing  t)  the  fact  that 
Mr.  Ford  had  been  vouched  for  by  a 
member  of  the  as.-embly  and  wa?  here 
under  expense.  t!ie  committee  had  aN 
lowed  him  to  g>  ahead  on  the  directory 
before  the  bond  arrived. 

It  transpires  that  Mr.  Ford  was  a 
partner  of  F.  A.  Thomas,  the  genii'- 
man  with  whom  the  News  Tribune  had 
a  deal  for  a  special  editi(jn  not  long 
since,  and  who  left  town  very  quietly, 
leaving  the  morning  paper  in  tlie  lurch. 
It  has  al«J  come  out,  U  is  said,  that 
Mr.  Ford  has  at  times  in  the  past  been 
engaged  in  advertising  schemes  under 
the   name  of  Gooding. 


Criminal  Cases  of  the  Present 

Term  Are  AH  Out  of 

the  Way. 

Judge  Moer  passed  sentence  this 
morning  in  district  court  on  three  crim- 
inals, who  pleaded  guilty  at  this  term 
of  court  to  indictments  against  them. 
In  all  three  cases  rather  stiff  sentences 
were  administered,  the  cases  seeming 
to  warrant  such  sentences. 

William  Bardine.  a  colored  man,  who 
was  indicted  for  grand  larceny  in  the 
second  degree  and  who  pleaded  guilty 
to  the  charge,  was  sentenced  to  five 
years  at  hard  labor  in  the  state  peniten- 
tiary at  Stillwater.  The  severity  of 
this  sentenc»e  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  prisoner  had  spent  two  terms  in 
prison  on  similar  charges,  once  in  Still- 
water and  again  in  the  Illinois  state 
prison  at  Joliet.  Judge  Moer  in  pass- 
ing sentence  said  that  it  would  be  a 
good  thing  for  the  prisoner  to  be  kept 
out  of  temptation  to  commit  larceny 
for  awhile. 

George  Baker  and  Frank  May  Pickle 
pleaded  guilty  some  time  ago  to  a 
charge  of  robbery  in  the  second  degree, 
and  this  morning  they  were  sentenced 
to  three  years  each  at  hard  labor  in  the 
state  pentitentiary  at  Stillwater.  The 
prisoners  will  be  taken  down  to  the 
penitentiary  as  soon  as  their  commi't- 
ments  are  made  out. 

This  winds  up  the  criminal  business 
of  this  term  of  court. 

The  three  branches  of  district  court 
this  morning  were  all  engaged  upem 
cases  taken  up  yesterday,  all  three 
cases  proving  to  be  more  than  ordinar- 
ily tenacious.  In  Judge  Ensign's  room 
the  case  of  Freeman  Keene  et  al  against 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  was 
on  before  a  jury.  In  Judge  Moer's 
room  the  case  of  William  White  against 
Joseph  Watson  was  still  on  trial  and 
Judge  Cant  was  hearing  the  case  of 
Fred  O.  Harris  against  S.   Levy.

BLOWN  TO 

SPUNTERS 

Missouri  Pacific  Train  Held 

Up  By  Robbers  Near 

Kansas  City. 

Safes  Blown  Open  By  Dyna- 
mite and  the  Valuable 
Contents  Taken. 


Kansas  City.  Sept.  24. — A  party  of 
seven  masked  men  held  up  the  west- 
hound  Missouri  Pacific  passenger  train 
at  a  p<)lnt  in  the  woods  between  Leeds 
and  Dawson,  seven  miles  from  Kansas 
City,  at  9:40  o'clock  last  night.  To  pre- 
vent Interference  they  first  smashed 
the  telegraph  instruments  at  the  belt 
line  station,  the  Junction  of  the  belt 
line  and  the  "  'Frisco"  line  near  the 
scene  nf  the  hold-up.  and  marched  the 
operator,  D.  M.  Hisey,  before  them  to  a 
i.oint  half  a  mile  east. 

While  two  men  covered  his  eyes,  the 
others  llagged  the  train  as  it  ap- 
proached, (luickly  coverod  Engineer  Slo- 
cum  and  Fireman  Weston  and  com- 
pelled them  to  dismount  and,  detach- 
in.g  the  engine  and  Pacific  express  car, 
ran  them  down  the  track  a  mile  and  a 
lialf  toward   Dawson. 

The  passengej-s  were  unmolested,  but 
the  j'orter  who  attempted  to  interfere 
was  quickly  i'ent  to  cover  by  a  shot 
directed  by  f)ne  of  the  robbers.  At  a 
desolate  spot  up  the  road  the  baggage 
ear  was  quickly  broken  into.  great 
quantities  of  dynamite  placed  upon  the 
through  safe  and  the  local  safe  placed 
en  top  of  it.  So  much  explosive  was 
used  that  the  car  was  literally  blown 
to  splinters  and  the  safes  thrown  away 
to  one  side  of  th?  track.  This  morning 
nothing  but  fragments  of  the  local  safe 
could  be  found  and  the  througti  box  was 
a  wreck.  The  top  wa^  blown  off.  The 
explosion,  which  was  of  such  force  as 
to  have  been  heard  distinctly  in  Kan- 
sas City,  undoubtedly  destroyed  any 
valuables  that  the  .safes  may  have  con- 
tained. That  the  robbers  themselves 
were  not  blown  to  atoms  seems  strange, 
s>  terrific  was  the  blast. 

The  expres.'*  officials  examined  their 
one  remaining  strong  box  and  refused 
»•►  make  a  statement  of  their  loss.  Hay- 
ing simply  that  it  was  "small."  Super- 
intendent Moore  of  the  express  com- 
pany insists  that  the  ti-ain  carried  but 
little  treasure. 

A  small  army  of  detectives  was  at  the 
scene  early  this  morning,  but  up  to  8 
.T.  m.  no  tangible  c-Iev,-  to  the  robbers 
has  been  seiured.  The  belief  that  they 
were  old  hand.<«  at  the  business  and  are 
by  this  time  =afp  fro;n  capture  is  gen- 
eral. Fying  debris  from  the  shattered 
express  car  carried  down  the  telegraph 
wires  along  the  Frisco  track,  which 
parallels  the  Missouri  Pacific  at  the 
point  of  robbery  and  completed  stop- 
page of  telegraphic  communicatlim  he- 
tun  at  the  belt  line  station.  It  was 
tlierefore  some  time  before  the  news  of 
the  robbery  became  known  and  still 
bmger  before  the  wrecking  crew  could 
be  gotten  out,  and  a  new  engine  had  to 
be  secured  as  that  the  roadmen  u=ed 
h.ul  been  "killed."  It  was  3:30  this 
morning  before  the  wrecked  baggage 
and  express  matter,  strewn  in  all  di- 
rections, was  gathere<l  together,  the 
train  made  up  and  the  trip  South  con- 
tinued. 

The  express  matter,  in  many  in- 
stances, totally  destroyed,  was  taken  to 
O.'^wattomie.   Kan. 

Much  excitement  prevailed  among 
the  passengers  during  their  long  wait  in 
the  detached  cars,  though  but  little  fir- 
ing was  indulged  in  by  the  robbers. 

A  special  train  left  the  city  for  the 
scene  of  the  robbery  about  1  o'clock 
this  morning,  carrying  .several  railroad 
and  express  officials.  Operator  D.  M. 
Hisey  the  first  man  encountered  at  the 
junction  telegraph  office,  told  his  story 
of  the  robbery. 

"It  was  just  before  Missouri  Pacific 
No.  5  was  due."  said  Hisey,  "when  two 
men,  a  tall  and  a  short  one,  came  into 
the  telegraph  office.  The  short  one, 
wearing  a  black  mask,  shoved  the 
Winchester  to  my  stomach  and  ordered 
me  to  hold  my  hands  up.  The  tall  man 
had  a  cloth  tied  over  the  lower  part  of 
his  face  and  displayed  a  big  red  nose 
and  a  pair  of  vicious  black  eyes.  He 
carried  a  pair  of  pliers  with  which  he 
cut  a  few  wires,,  then  tried  to  smash 
t'le  switctiboard  with  his  revolver.  T'e 
damage  did  not  amount  to  much. 

"Then  the  trfiin  crossed  the  trestle 
near  by  and  stopped  as  is  usual.  The 
rhort  man  shoved  me  ahead  of  him  at 
the  muzzle  of  his  Winchester  down  the 
track  to  the  train.  Around  the  engine 
were,  perhaps,  five  men.  wearing 
masks.  They  had  the  engineer  and 
fireman  down  from  the  engine.  The  en- 
gineer and  fireman  and  myaelf  were 
ordered  to  uncouple  the  engine  and 
baggage  car  from  the  rest  of  the  train. 
We  complied  promptly.  We  were  then 
ordered  to  get  on  the  train  and  stay 
there  under  pain  of  death.  The  porter 
of  the  train  came  upon  the  scene,  but 
a  shot  from  one  of  the  robbers  caused 
him  to  make  a  huiTled  retreat.  In  a 
few  minutes  more  the  robbers  had  piled 
on  to  the  engine  and  started  d.nvn  the 
road.  About  twenty  minutes  later  we 
heard  a  terrible  explosion  and  soon  Ex- 
press Messenger  E.  L.  Hills  came 
back  and  said  the  express  car  had  been 
blown  up.  He  had  not  stayed  to  get  the 
details*.  I  immediately  repaired  my  in- 
struments and  gave  the  alarm." 

Express  Messenger  Hills  told  an  inter- 
esting story  of  his  experience  with  the 
robbers.  "I  wa."  working  away."  said 
he.  "when  I  felt  that  my  car  was  start- 
ing  without    the   rest  of   the   train.

The  British-Venezuelan  Boun- 
dary Controversy  to  Be 
Settled  Soon. 

Washington,  Sept.  24. — The  approach- 
ing meeting  at  Paris  of  the  British- 
Venezuela  court  of  arbitration,  of  which 
C;:ief  Justice  Fuller  and  Justice  Brewer 
arf  arbitrators  in  behalf  of  the  republic, 
has  been  hiirdly  second  in  importance  to 
the  meeting  at  Paris  of  the  peace  com- 
mission, owing  to  the  crisis  which  the 
Venezuelan  question  raised  between  the 
I'nited  States  and  Great  Britain  during 
the  Cleveland    ad.ministration,    and  the 

extent  to  -vhich  the  Monroe  doctrine  is 
involved. 

The  present  plans  are  for  the  court  to 
hold  a  prelininary  session  in  January, 
at  which  time  Justice  Brewer  will  go  to 
P.uis.  But  Chief  Justice  Fuller  is  not 
likely  to  go  to  the  first  meeting,  as  the 
United  States  supreme  court  will  be 
very  busy  atiout  that  time,  and  two 
■n^embers  of  the  bench  cannot  be  spared 
at  the  same  time.  Justice  Brewer  prob- 
ably will  arrange  for  a  postponement 
until  May,  at  which  time  both  he  and 
the  chief  jUstice  will  be  free  to  attend  to 
the  arbitration. 

The  case  and  counter  cases  between 
Great  Britain  and  Venezuela  have  been 
completed.  Minister  Andrade  of  Ven- 
ezuela recently  submitted  to  the  British 
embassy  here  the  counter  case  of  the 
republic,  and  simultaneously  with  this 
the  British  counter  case  was  handed  to 
Dr.  Rojas,  the  Venezuelan  agent  in 
Paris.  The  papers  make  one  of  the  most 
•voluminous  international  controversies 
ever  brought  to  arbitration.  The  Brit- 
ish case  and  counter  case  fill  eleven 
large  volumes,  one  atlas  and  a  number 
of  detached  maps,  while  the  Venezuelan 
ease  fill  six  volumes  and  three  .atlases. 
Thus  the  court  will  have  before  it  a 
record  comprising  seventc'cn  volumes, 
four  atlases  and  .some  additional  maps. 

With  the  record  all  made  up,  it  re- 
m.ains  only  for  the  counsel  for  both 
parties  to  submit  their  briefs.  The  Ven- 
ezuelan brief  will  be  prepared  by  ex- 
President  Harrison,  ex-Secretary  Tracy 
and  Mr.  Malet-Provost.  The  British 
brief  will  be  prepared  by  the  foremost 
lawyers  of  England,  including  Sir 
Ilichard  Webster.  It  is  expected  that 
Mr.  Harrison  and  Gen.  Tracy  will  be 
present  and  make  oral  arguments  when 
the  court  assembles  in  May.  Thus  the 
personnel  of  the  advocates,  ss  well  as 
ibe  arbitrators,  will  give  unusual  im- 
portance to  the  hearing.  The  British 
arbitrators  are  headed  by  Baron  Her- 
schel,  former  lord  chancellor  of  Eng- 
land and.  like  Chief  Justice  Fuller,  the 
official  head  of  the  judiciary.  Associated 
with  him  is  Sir  Richard  Collins.  The 
fifth  arbitrator,  who  occupies  the  atti- 
tude of  an  umpire,  i^the  noted  Russian 
jurist  and  international  law  writer, 
(Maertens.  The  latter  is  acting  for  the 
arbitrators. 


TROOP  SHIPS  RETURN. 
Philadelphia,  Sept.  24.— President  C. 
A.  Griscom  of  the  International  Navi- 
gation company  received  a  telegram  to- 
day announcing  that  the  American  line 
steamship  Indiana  sailed  from  Manilla 
for  San  Francisco  on  Sept.  1,  the  Ohio 
on  Sept.  3,  and  the  Pennsylvania  on 
Sept.  9.

Washington.  Sept.  21.— The  commission 
to  investigate  the  conduct  of  the  war  de- 
partment during  the  recent  contllct  with 
Spain  held  Is  initial  meeting  In  the  of- 
fice of  President  McKlnley  at  the  White 
House  today.  There  were  eight  members 
present  and  It  was  annouacetl  that  the 
services  of  the  ninth  wore  counted  upon, 
though  his  name  was  not  made  public. 
The  eight  who  were  present  were:  Maj. 
Gen.  Granville  M.  Dodge,  of  Iowa;  Col.

Howell,  of  e^eorgla;  Maj.  Gen.  J.  M.  Wil- 
son, chief  of  engineers  of  the  Ignited 
States  army;  Hon.  Charles  Denby,  of 
Indiana,  late  minister  to  China;  ex-Gov- 
ernor Urban  A.  Woodbury,  of  Vermont; 
ex-Governor  James  A.  Beaver,  of  Penn- 
sylvania, and  Maj.  Gen.  H.  McD.  McCook 
of  the  army  (retired). 

The  appearance  of  Governor  Beaver  as 
a  member  of  the  commission  was  a  sur- 
prise, as  his  selection  was  not  known  un- 
til he  ai)pcared  at  the  White  House  at 
the  beginning  of  the  session. 

The  commission  spent  an  hour  and  a 
half  with  the  president  and  then  pro- 
ceede'd  to  the  room  assigned  it  at  the 
war  department  for  the  purpo.se  of  or- 
ganizing and  beginning  work.  The  pro- 
ceedings with  the  president  consisted 
in  the  main  of  a  general  exchange  of 
views  as  to  the  scope  of  the  commis- 
sion's investigation,  in  Whie-'h  the  presi- 
dent participated  quite  freely.  He  told 
the  members  that  the  organization  of 
the  commission  had  been  undertaken  at 
the  request  of  Secretary  Alger  and 
read  a  letter  from  the  secretary  in 
which  he  made  the  request.  The 
j]re?ident  expressed  his  own  views  in 
writing  and  read  it  V>efore  proceeding 
to  a  verbal  discussion.  In  this  state- 
ment he  said  complaints  "had  been  di- 
rected especially  at  the  surgeon  gen- 
erals, quartermaster  generals  and  the 
commiasaa-y  generals'  departments  of 
the  army  and  he  suggested  that  the 
conduct  of  these  departments  should 
receive  especial  consideration  at  the 
hands  of  the  commission.  To  this  spe- 
cific request  he  added  that  it  was  his 
desire  that  the  entire  military  organiz- 
ation should,  if  it  appeared  necessary, 
be  made  the  subject  of  inquiry,  saying 
that  he  wished  the  commission  to  go  to 
the  bottom  of  the  subject  in  all  cases 
and  proceed  with  its  work  without  fear 
or  favor. 

"If,"  he  sail  in  the  informal  discus- 
sion that  occurred,  "the  commission 
should  have  difficulty  in  securing  the 
attendance  of  witnesses  or  In  obtain- 
ing access  to  papers  thoug'ht  to  be  es- 
sential to  the  prosecution  of  its  laI>ors. 
I  hope  the  matter  will  be  broug'ht  to 
my  attention,  when  I  will  do  all  in  my 
power  to  overcome  the  difficulty.  I 
want  the  commission  to  have  a  clear 
field  and  I  will  do  all  that  it  is  pos- 
sible for  me  to  do  to  see  that  it  has." 

The  suggestion  was  also  made  to  the 
commission  that  the  first  effort  should 
be  to  secure  general  information  in  re- 
gard to  the  organization  of  the  army 
and  the  time  in  which  the  work  was 
performed. 

The  president  offered  the  name  of 
Maj.  Mills  of  the  army  for  the  position 
of  secretary  of  the  commLssion. 

Secretary  Alger's  request,  as  made  in 
the  letter  read  by  the  president.  a.=ks 
for  a  complete  inquiry  into  the  conduct 
of  the  war  especially  on  the  lines  of 
charges  published  in  the  newspapers. 
He  said  these  charges  had  assumetl 
such  magnitude  that  he  did  not  feel 
satisfied  to  have  the  department  rest 
under  them  and  that  he  desired  an  in- 
vestigation by  men  eminent  in  military 
and  civil  life. 

Dr.  Phineas  S.  Conner,  of  Cincinnati, 
was  announced  as  the  nint"h  member  of 
the  committee.  He  was  not  at  the 
meetings  today,  but  no  doubt  he  has 
expressed  a  decision  that  he  would 
set  ve. 

After  the  close  of  the  conference  at 
the  White  House  the  i>resident  ex- 
pressed his  satlsfacti(m  with  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  commLssfon.  adding  that 
he  hopefi  their  investigation  would  be 
thoroug'h  and  their  report  fair  and  im- 
partial. 

The  commission  organized  by  elect- 
ing Granville  M.  Dodge  chairman  and 
Richard  Weightman  secretary.  Maj. 
Mills  to  be  military  recorder.  The  com- 
mission adjourned  abouit  1:30  to  meet 
at  TO  o'clock  Monday. 

The  session  was  devoted  to  method  of 
procedure,  nothing  definite  being 
reached.  It  was  said  that  probably  the 
investigation,  so  far  as  examination  of 
witnesses  is  concerned,  would  be  open, 
but  other  proceedings  in  executive  ses- 
sion. 


A  SAVAGE  FIRE. 


Building  Occupied  by  the  Michigan 
Electric  Company  Suffers. 

Detroit.  Sept.  24.— A  savage  fire  broke 
out  in  the  heart  of  the  Woodward  ave- 
nue business  district  at  12:30  today  In  the 
4-story  building  occupied  by  the  Michigan 
Electric  company,  dealers  In  electric  sup- 
plies and  phonographs  and  other  electri- 
cal instruments.  The  blaze,  which  start- 
ed In  the  basement  from  some  unknown 
cause,  darted  up  the  elevator  shaft  at 
the  rear  end  of  the- building  with  start- 
ling rapidity,  setting  the  contents  on 
every  floor  afire,  and  seriously  threaten- 
ing adjoining  buildings.  It  was  confined 
to  the  electric  establishment,  however, 
after  a  half  hour's  thorough  drenching. 
The  lo.ss  on  the  building  and  contents 
will  probably  reach  $30,000.

Fourteenth  Regiment  Listen 
ed  to  a  Number  of  Speech- 
es at  St.  Paul. 


JOLLIED  BY  CLOIGH 


Capt.  Teare  Expressed  Re- 
gret That  Duluth  Is  Not 
Mustering-Out  Place. 


St.    Paul,    Sept.   24.— After   the   Four- 
teenth reg'iment  had  been  given  all  they 
could  eat  at  the  Auditorium  yesterday, 
there  were  some  speeches.       Governor 
Cloug'h  had  no  sooner  gotten  on  to  his 
feet,   after   being   introduced    by   Presi- 
dent  Hamlin   of   the   Commercial   club 
than  the  men  gave  three  cheers  and  a 
tiger.        He    said    with    much    sincerity 
in  his  voice,  that  he  was  glad  to  wel- 
come the  Fourteenth  regiment  back  to 
Minnesota.    Mixed    with   that   joy     was 
regret   that   Col.   Van   Duzee.   the  com- 
manding officer  of   the   regiment,    was 
unable  to  be  present.  At  the  mention  of 
their  colonel's  name   the  men       again 
broke   out    into   vociferous       cheering. 
When  the  governor  told  them  that  their 
colonel    was    gaining    in    stiength    and 
would  be  out  In  a  few  days  the  enthu- 
siasm of  the  soldiers  was  boundless. 

"I  am  very  corry  he  cannot  be  here," 
went  on  the  governor,  after  being  in- 
terrupted by  cries  of  '"so  are  we." 
"Bu:  you  have  with  you  your  lieuten- 
ant colonel,  and  I  want  to  say  right 
here  that  I  do  not  bellew  there  is  a 
better  man  in  the  service.

Quebec.  Sept.    24.— (Special      to      The 
Herald.)— In  speaking  of  the  protest  be- 
fore the  joint  commission  against  a  re- 
duction of  the  tariff  on  Canadian  lum- 
ber, W.  C.  McCIuiv.  of  Duluth,  who    Is 
here  representing  the  lumbermen,  said: 
"1  regret  that      the      tariff      riuestion 
should  be  agitated  again  just  as  we  aro 
•emerging      from  a      great      depression 
through  which    our      industry      passed 
prior  to  the  en.ictment  of  the  present 
tariff.    This  agitation  will,  of  Itself,  if 
continued  much  longer,  soon  be  felt  not 
only    by    the    lumber    industry    but    by 
many  others.    This  agitation    will    lead 
to  a  curtailment  of  consumption     and 
production,  and  in  all  the  various  stages 
of  stagnation  labor  will  be  the  greatest 
sufferer.     Up  to  this  time  lumber  prices 
have  not  appreciably  advanced,  but  the 
dtnnand  has  been  good  and  the  volume 
of  business  has  constantly  increased. 

"The  wages  of  our  employes  have  ma- 
terially advanced  since  the  passage  of 
the  Dlngley  law,  and  lumbermen  have 
been  able  to  realize  upon  their  products 
and  meet  their  obligations.  I  consider 
the  competition  with  Canadian  lumber- 
men by  far  the  most  serious  menace  to 
tht  future  prosperity  of  our  industry. 
Canadian  lumbermen  have  a  lietter  mar- 
ket in  Great  Britain  for  their  high  grade 
lumber  than  they  have  in  the  Ignited 
States.  Their  medium  and  low  grade 
cannot  be  shipped  there  to  a  profit. 
Their  desire  in  securing  n  reduction  of 
the  lumU'r  duty  is  to  utilize  the  Ameri- 
can market  as  a  dumping  ground  for 
their  low  grade  and  refuse  lumber. 

"We  have  a  surplus  of  this  kind  of 
lumbir,  and  every  foot  of  the  Canadian 
produt  t  that  is  added  to  our  surplus  de- 
moralizes prices  and  depresses  the  mar- 
ket. 

"Canadian  lum'oermen  have  many  im- 
portant advantages  over  us.  They  can 
curtail  their  cut  of  the  coarser  grades 
by  having  the  coar.se  timber  in  the 
woods.  Under  the  Canadian  system  of 
buying  timber  they  do  not  pay  crown, 
dues  on  that  which  they  do  not  cut. 
With  us,  we  must  cut  all  the  timber  on 
the  land  or  stand  a  largely  increased 
cost  of  stumjxige. 

"The  difference  in  wagts  in  Canada 
and  the  United  States  is  from  45  to  70 
per  cent.  The  Canadian  lumberman  is 
also  prai-iically  exempt  from  taxation. 
He  pa.\s  thp  government  $3  per  square 
mlU.  We  pay  taxes  on  the  full  value  of 
our  property.  In  some  cases  in  Minne- 
sota this  tax  amounts  to  $1000  on  a  40- 
acre  tract  of  timber.  They  can  also 
reach  the  Eastern  mariiet  at  a  much 
lower  freight  rate  than  we  can. 

"Once  for  all.  we  say  that  competition 
on  lumber  is  strong  tnough  among  our 
own  people  in  our  own  country  with- 
out injecting  this  unequal  competition 
with  Canada.  I  do  not  believe  the 
American  people  desire  to  see  this  great 
industry,  which  directly  and  indirectly 
supports  a  larger  population  in  our  coun- 
try than  the  entire  population  of  Can- 
ada, again  crippled  and  brought  to  the 
deplorable  condition  it  was  in  prior  to 
the  enactment  of  the  Dingley  law,  l>y 
taking  from  us  the  least  nroteoUon  that 
any  Industry  in  the  United  States  en- 
joys. To  do  so,  in  the  judgment  of  those 
who  have  had  experience  under  the  $1 
rate,  and  under  free  Canadian  lumber, 
means  absolute  ruin.  The  situation  is 
all  the  more  alarming  ijecause  the  re- 
duction, if  made,  will  amount  to  a  con- 
tract between  nations  not  sul>ject  to 
modification  or  repeal  by  the  represen- 
tatlvrs  of  the  American  people,  and 
however  disastrous  it  may  be,  the 
American  lumbermen,  in  that  case, 
would  have  to  grin  and  bear  it." 


POrto  Rkans  Address  a  Message  to 
the  President. 

Washington,  Sept.  24.— Maj.  Gen.  Wil- 
son, who  recently  returned  from  Porto 
Rico,  was  at  the  war  departjnent  yes- 
terday afternoon.  He  submitted  a  very 
exhaustive  report  upon  the  conditions 
in  Porto  Rico,  the  facts  and  figures  of 
which  were  prepared  by  Capt.  Gardi- 
ner of  hia  staff.  The  report  deals  with 
the  polltlc-al  condition  of  the  Island  and 
the  possibilities  of  a  successful  change 
from  Spanish  to  American  rule.  It  abso 
deals  with  the  educational  privileges 
and  financial  condition  of  the  people, 
the  latter  with  a  special  reference  to 
•taxation  and  revenue  and  discuss  the 
autonomist  government  which  the  Sa- 
gaMa  ministry  established.  The  report 
will  ve  ealuable  in  the  matter  of  de- 
termining what  form  of  government  is 
best  for  Porto  Rico. 

'Maj.  Gen.  Wilson  also  called  upon 
President  McKlnlejy  today,  accom- 
panied by  Capt.  Gardiner  and  In  addi- 
tion to  the  report  this  officer  presented 
an  address  to  the  president  signed  by 
many  of  the  leading  Porto  Rlcans.  In 
this  address  the  signers  express  their 
pleasure  over  the  prospect  of  becoming 
citraens  of  the  United  States  and  an- 
nounce their  hope  that  the  Porto  Rlcan 
people  some  day  may  become  worthy  to 
organize  a  state  of  the  Union. 

Capt.  Gardiner's  report  deals  with 
revenue  and  expenditure,  presenting  an 
exposition  of  the  school  question  and 
als<j  elaborates  upon  the  ^ela'tion  of 
the  church  to  the  government.  Upon 
this  latter  point  he  states  that  while  a 
largo  majority  of  the  Porto  Rlcans  are 
Catholics  by  profession  they  are  not 
especially  zealous  as  religionists.  He 
places  the  number  of  priests  at  240  and 
the  annual  cost  to  the  public  treasury 
of  their  support  at  about  $120,000  in 
American  money.

He  couldn't  help  it.  he 
couldn't  get  away  from  il.  and  she  was 
making  the  mosj  of  her  time.  She 
wasn't  wasting  any  time  in  gesture,  she 
was  just  firing  a  steady  stream  at  him. 
and  every  shot  proliatily  hulled  him.  At 
the  end  of  three-quarters  of  an  hour  she 
was  still  at  it.  He  had  slid  a  little 
farther  down  the  post,  his  feet  sticking 
a  little  farthtr  and  a  little  wider  apart, 
wilting,  plainly,  liut  still  game.  She  had 
moved  up  a  little  closer  and  concen- 
trated her  fire.  The  tndurance  of  the 
observer  was  ex'nausted  and  he  did  not 
wait  to  see  the  end.  It  could  be  easily 
guessed   anyhow. 

One  sight  of  the  old  dock  was  a 
gentleman  along  in  years  who  used  to 
visit  it  every  day.  rain  or  shine,  from 
early  spring  until  late  fall.

Serious  Charges  Against  Hal- 
land,  Candidate  for  State 
Superintendent. 

NORTH   DAKOTA. 

Fargo— The  scandal  with  which  the 
name  of  J.  G.  Halland,  Republican  can- 
didate for  superintendent  of  public  in- 
struction, has  for  several  months  been 
connected,  is  now  to  have  an  airing. 
Since  the  last  days  of  June  the  story  has 
been  tossed  back  and  forth  over  the  stale 
in  a  whisper.  The  newspapers  have  dark- 
ly hinted  that  something  was  wrong,  and 
that  the  W.  C.  T.  l^.  of  North  Dakota 
was  going  to  make  things  hot  for  Hal- 
lard,  but  nobody  has  until  now  come  out 
in  the  open  and  told  the  story  in  detail. 
Yesterday  morning  the  first  copy  of  a 
pamphlet  laying  the  charges  bare  was 
received  in  Fargo  addressed  to  Thomas 
Klein  agel.  chairman  of  the  Democratic 
state  committee.  It  is  said  that  4(MH)0 
copies  have  been  printed  for  geiural  dis- 
tribution The  pamphlet  contains  about 
a  dozen  pages,  and  opens  with  an  appeal 
by  the  W.  C.  T.  V.  for  the  defeat  of  Hal- 
land.  Then  follow  the  reasons  in  the 
form  of  half  a  dozen  affidavits  by  citizens 
of  Hlllsboro.  All  of  the  affidavits  save 
one  relate  to  an  occurrence  said  to  have 
taken  place  on  the  evening  of  June  27  la.st. 
Halland.  on  that  evening,  say  the  affida- 
vits, went  by  way  of  the  alley  down  into 
th;^  woodshed  of  a  certain  home  in  Hllls- 
boro. The  lady  of  the  house  entered  the 
W'jodshed  at  about  the  same  time,  from 
the  yard  door,  and  the  two  were  in  there 
together,  with  doors  closed,  Spr  fifteen 
minutes.  A  crowd  gathered  at  each  end 
of  the  alley  to  see  the  fun,  so  well  adver- 
tised was  the  affair,  and  when  Halland 
came  out  of  the  woodshed  he  had  to  run 
the  gauntlet  of  a  hundred  men  and  boys 
before  he  could  get  away.  The  last  affi- 
davit is  from  a  woman  living  next  door 
who  says  that  she  h;!s  seen  Halland  and 
this  woman  go  into  the  woodshed  In  ques- 
tion a  dozen  times  between  April  and 
June  iT.  and  that  they  stayed  in  there  at 
limes  as  long  as  an  hour. 

Ex-Cnlted  States  Marshal  Cronan  is 
being  coached  for  the  fusion  nomination 
for  state  senator  in  the  Ninth  district. 
Cass  county.  E.  E.  Cole,  the  Fargo  hotel 
man.  is  ))ut  down  on  the  blackboard  as 
his  running  mate.  If  the  Pops  would  con- 
sent to  it.  the  combination  would  be  a 
strong  one. 

This  vear  has  been  the  severest  on  rec- 
ord on  the  hail  insurance  companies  in 
this  state.  Up  to  within  a  short  time  be- 
fore harvest  the  indications  were  that  the 
rettirns  would  be  different,  but  the  later 
storms  created  great  havoc,  with  the  re- 
snll  that  the  loss  in  acres  is  about  double 
that  of  any  former  year.  The  comv)anies 
scored  but  a  very  small  increase  in  their 
general  business  this  season,  which 
makes  the  general  result  very  unsatisfac- 
torv. 

Mayor  Johnson  of  Fargo  overcame  all 
or-oosllion  and  received  the  Republican 
nomination  for  the  state  senate  to  fill  out 
the  unexuired  term  of  United  States  Mar- 
shal  Haggart.

German 
agents  have  made  a  report  to  their 
gDvernment  that  it  will  be  impossible 
for  the  United  States  to  land  more  than 
50,000  men  in  the  Philippines  before

with  Aguinaldo  is  to  disarm  the  insur- 
gents.

Adolph  Toepperwein,  the  young  Tex- 
an, who  enjoys  the  distinction  of  being 
the  most  skillful  small  caliber  rifle  shot 
in  the  world,  is  in  New  York,  says  the 
Journal.  Mr.  Toepperwein,  Incident- 
ally visited  Coney  island  recently  and 
with  his  6-shooter.  which  hetwlrls  as 
a  pastime,  he  put  the  shooting  galler- 
ies of  the  Midway  out  of  the  business. 
He  peppered  all  the  small  targets  with 
22-caliber  rifle  bullets  and  in  half  an 
hour  got  himself  barred  from  the 
ranges.  When  he  drops  his  eagle  eye 
over  a  rifle  'barrel  something  gets  hit, 
and  he  has  a  record  of  979  flying  targets 
out  of  a  possible  1000.  This  is  ihe 
world's  record,  and  contains  241  straight 
hit.s.  Toepperwein  now  tells  Journal 
readers  how  to  handle  a  gun.  He  says: 
"Nine  out  of  every  ten  Americans 
are  good  shots.  The  knack  is  born  in 
them.  No  nation  in  the  world  contains 
the  percentage  of  skillful  firearm 
handlers  that  stands  to  the  credit  of 
America. 

"It  has  been  the  source  of  much  won- 
der to  European  countries  that  we  have 
been  able  in  so  short  a  time  to  get  an 
army  of  good  shots  into  the  field  with- 
out previous  practice.  But  a  rifle  comes 
into  the  hands  of  an  American  as  hand- 
ily as  does  a  spear  into  the  clutches  of 
a  Zulu. 

"A  man  who  is  a  good  average  shot 
from  his  own  Instruction  and  natural 
adaptability  can  become  a  skillful 
marksman  i'f  he  will  apply  himself  to  a 
few  simple  rules  that  I  have  found  ad- 
vantageous in  my  work. 

"Take,  for  instance,  a  22-caliber  wea- 
pon, with  a  magazine  capacity  of  fif- 
teen shots.  The  first  thing  to  keep  in 
mind  is  the  fact  that  one  cannot  give 
his  gun  too  much  attention.  .Vbove  all 
things,  clean  it  after  emptying  the 
magazine  ,or  it  will  get  foul,  contract 
a  leaded  barrel  and  might  as  well  be 
throv.n  away. 

"When  beginning  your  marksmanship 
shoot  at  a  bull's  eye  say  twenty  feet 
away,  firing  just  as  soon  as  you  get  the 
sight  imediately  under  the  lower  edge 
of  the  disk.  The  bull's  eye  should  be 
at  least  two  inches  in  diameter  at  first 
Shoot  the  instant  you  get  the  sights  in 
the  proper  position,  always  coming  up 
to  the  object  from  the  bottom  so  that 
you  can  see  where  you  are  holding  the 
gun  all  the  time. 

"In  a  few  days  you  will  find  that  you 
can  hit  the  mark  ten  times  out  of  fif- 
teen. Then  decrease  the  size  of  the  bull's 
eye  and  increase  the  distance  gradual- 
ly until  you  get  it  down  to  half  an  inch 
You  will  be  surprised  to  find  that  you 
can  pump  bullets  into  it  at  a  surpris-

New  York  Sept.  24.— Gen.  W.  R.  Shaf- 
ter.  who  arrived  last  nlg-ht  from  Michi- 
gan, said  in  an  interview: 

"No  one  who  has  not  seen  it  ran  know 
the  effectiveness  of  smokeless  tKvwJer 
Kuns.  Our  batteries  had  black  powder: 
the  Spaniards'  smokek-ss. 

"One  day.  July  10  or  11,  I  was  stand- 
ins  in  the  trenches  trying  to  make  out 
with  my  plas-^es  the  location  of  a 
Spanish  battery.  Our  battery  was  sev- 
eral hundred  yards  to  our  left.  We 
could  hear  the  .-hells  leave  the  Spanish 
Runs  and  pass  over  us.  We  tried  to  lo- 
cate the  Runs  by  following  the  sound, 
i>ut  it  was  impossible.  I..ater  we  found 
that  it  was  more  than  a  mile  away,  he- 
hind  a  fringe  of  bushes  just  thick 
enough  to  hide  the  movements  of  the 
men.  It  astonished  me  and  other  veter- 
ans who  saw  the  work  of  snrrokeless 
powder.'" 

The  '-scandals  of  the  camps"  struck 
Gen.  Shafter  as  the  natural  product  of 
inexperience  among  the  soldiers. 

"Theer  has  been  gross  carelessness 
on  the  part  of  new  men  in;  sanitary 
n>atters."  he  said.  "You  can't  make 
them  understand  the  necessity  of  care. 
They  resent  being  bedeviled  by  their 
officers  for  net  picking  up  cigar  stubs, 
fruit  peelings  and  doing  such  apparent- 
ly trivial  things.  In  the  civil  war  we 
often  started  out  with  1000  men  and  in 
six  months  lost  300  of  them  throug-h 
-sickness.  What  has  befallen  the  new 
men  who  relieved  me  at  Santiago? 
They  had  no  such  conflict  with  incle- 
ment weather  as  we  Had.  They  have 
had  plenty  of  f.xKl  and  complete  tent- 
age,  bu:  they  have  1300  sick  out  of 
GOOO.  So  I  dont  think  we  did  so 
badly." 

"What  do  I  think  of  the  territorial 
expansion?  Well.  I  don't  think  my 
views  are  of  much  importance.  but 
they  are  very  brief.  Hold  on  to  all  we 
get.  We  had  to  work  hard  to  get  u 
and  let's  keep  it.  We  are  rising  into 
the  position  of  a  leader  among  n-ations 
and  we  must  accept  the  responsibilities 
that  come  from  that  leadership." 

Gen.  Shafter  said  he  would  go  at  once 
to  Montauk  Point  to  take  command 
•there.

Havana.  Sept.  24.— After  three  days  of 
suitry  weather,  due  to  the  presence  of 
equinoctial  storms  and  heavy  rain 
storms,  the  island  is  today  enjoying 
clear,  bright  weather,  the  first  real  day 
of  autumn. 

The  bells  In  th^^  cathedr.nl  and  other 
churches  rang  merrily  this  morning,  and 
the  guns  of  the  Spanish  and  foreign 
warships  in  the  bay.  Including  tho.se  of 
the  United  States  transport  Resolute, 
which  brought  the  American  commis- 
sioners, belched  forth  noisy  salutes  of 
the  saint's  day  of  the  princess  of  the 
Asturias. 

The  public  buildings,  consulates  and 
every  ship  in  the  bay  were  gaily  decked 
with  colored  bunting  and  the  govern, 
ment  offices  are  closed,  but  the  news- 
papers  do  not  advertise,  as  they  did  in 
preceding  year^^,  the  official  reception  at 
the  palace,  and  in  all  sides  can  be  hearr". 
the  remark  that  the  salutes  fired  today 
will  be  the  last  fired  in  Cui>a  in  honor  .^f 
a  Spani.«h  princess.  All  the  resident 
Spaniards  are  saying  this  in  tones  ot 
deep  regret  and  in  other  wayf  are  show- 
ing their  affection  for  their  country. 

The  churches  of  the  Paulist  fathers 
and  of  Merced,  well  known  to  Amer- 
ican visitors,  who  are  always  struck 
with  fheir  beautiful  Byzantine  arc^hi- 
tecture  and  gorgeous  interior  decor- 
ations, are  today  clothed  in  all  t?heir 
splendor,  displaying  costly  silk.<,  em- 
broidered with  gem.s,  on  their  altars.

Preparations    For   Paris    Exposition 
Necessitate  Moving    Stalls. 

The  little  second-hand  book  stalls 
known  to  every  visitor  to  Paris,  spaced 
along  the  left  bank  of  the  Seine  are 
being  temporarily  disturbed  to  make 
ro:)m  for  the  great  work  of  preparing 
for  the  exposition.  say>^  the  London 
Sketch,  and  these  first  victims  of  the 
movement  which  between  now  and  IDOO 
is  doame<l  to  stir  up  all  Paris  are  get- 
ting a  great  deal  of  condolence  from 
French  literary  writers.  Humble  are 
theFe  merchants,  but  they  can  boast  of 
having  had  the  patronage  of  the  grand- 
est men  in  modern  French  letters— Vic- 
tor Hugo,  Lamartine.  Duma's.  Genera- 
tions of  students  have  sought  in  the 
modest  stalls  the  only  treasures  they 
cjvettd,  and  from  each  generation  that 
has  passed  on  some,  in  their  turn,  have 
made  l)ooks  which  have  come  back  with 
autographs  in.-cription  t3  the  little 
boxes,  to  be  sold  as  precious  relics  t:> 
the  generation  behind,  till  the  place  had 
become  classic.  Hardly  a  famoui?  writer 
but  has  paid  a  grateful  tribute.  Glad- 
stone said  that  he  found  rummaging  in 
these  boxes  one  of  the  principal  plea- 
sures of  Paris. 

These  booksellers'  have  been  assignee! 
by  the  city  the  stone  coping  on  the 
opposice  side  of  the  river,  and  they 
complain  that  it  is  not  the  same  thing 
at  all.  There  is  over  there  no  conse- 
crating tradition  to  make  them  at  home, 
and,  what  is  worse,  there  are  no  patrons 
Only  business  men  and  clerks  pAss  them 
by.  and  far  from  wanting  to  buy  oid 
books,  they  look  at  the  little  stalls  con- 
temptuously, and  seem  to  wonder  why 
t'hey  are  allowed  to  cumber  the  way. 
Yonder  the  bookseller  could  sell  as 
much  as  12  francs'  worth  a  day.  which 
permitted  him  to  pay  his  yearly  rental 
)f  25  francs  and  hi=>  license  of  20  francs, 
and  .=  till  gain  wherewith  to  live;  but 
over  here  it  may  happen  to  him  not  to 
take  in  3  sous  a  day.  which  is  misery. 
And  to  make  his  cup  overflow,  it  ap' 
pears  that  the  minister  of  fine  arts  has 
criticised  ha."  apparition  on  the  right 
bank,  finding  that  tihe  effect  he  makes 
in  front  of  the  Tuillerles  and  the  Louvre 
Is  not  esthetic.  This  charge  of  not  being 
esthetic  is  the  excess  of  cruelty  to  a 
Frenchman. 
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RELICS  OF  CAPTAIN  COOK.  • 
Tyondor  I.ieader:  Of  all  the  many  valu- 
able additions  that  have  be?n  made  In  re- 
cent years  to  the  museum  of  the  Roval 
Cnited  Service  institution  at  Whitehall, 
there  have  recently  b^en  few  to  whl>;h 
more  Interest  attaches  than  the  collection 
of  relics  of  Cant.  Cook,  the  famous  cir- 
cumnavigator. Those  now  inclm'^  a  por- 
tion of  the  wedding  dress  of  Elizabeth 
Cook,  to  whom  the  captain  was  married 
ix*  Barking  in  1762.  and  who  pas.'^ed  aw;'.y 
in  the  early  years  of  the  present  century 
at  tfie  advanced  age  of  93.  Another  In- 
ter«*»tlng  relic  Is  a  fragment  of  the  actual 
stone  on  which  Cant.  Cook  fell  when  he 
was  killed  at  Karakakooa  bay  In  Hawai), 
n  cutlass  which  he  carried  with  him  on 
his  expeditions,  and  a  club  which  was 
given  bfm  by  the  king  of  Owpyhee. 

Another  interesting  relic  is  a  wicker 
'■ottaKe  chair  which  was  one  of  the  two 
used  by  Bismarck  and  Napoleon  11  in  ar- 
ranging the  terms  of  surrender  at  Sedan.

Scarcely  a  man  or  woman  in  Brooklvn 
mi'  Ciin  tell  you  of  the  story  of  the  Ar- 
buckles.  John  and  James;  how,  begm- 
iimg  as  errand  boy.s  in  small  corner  gro- 
ceries the>  gradually  forded  their  way 
through  a  sea  of  difficulties  until  they 
wt^re  the  acknowledged  masters  of  the 
ci'fffe-roasting  business  in  the  East,  and, 
iiuleed.  the  whole  country.  And  the  great 
oflice  buildings  oi  New  York  and  Brooklyn 
that  bear  their  name  represent  some  of 
the  fruits  of  their  enterprise.  It  Is  not 
with  this  part  of  their  story,  however 
that  this  article  has  to  deal. 

The  year  1S94  found  them  at  the  pinnacle 
of  their  power.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  the  .\rbuckles,  while  holding  a  mon- 
oiMily  of  the  ccffee-roasting  trade  in  thM 
p;irt  of  the  country,  had  alwavs  appealed 
directly  to  the  small  retail  dealer,  and 
throush  him  to  the  consumer.  The  bulk 
of  the  Arbuckle  wealth  had  come  from 
the  "AnRel"  coffee— a  6-pound  package 
of  coffee  and  refined  sugar  mixed,  and 
bearing  the  Arbuckle  stami>— an  angler 
surmounted  by  an  eagle.  Every  tene- 
ment house  child  old  enough  to  run  er- 
rc.nds  for  the  tired  mother  recognizes  the 
Arbuckle  Angel  coffee  at  sight.  From  the 
earliest  times  the  Arbuckle  name  had 
been  synonomous  with  honest  dealing. 
There  was  no  possibility  of  a  mistake  in 
weight,  and  the  little  retail  grocer  or 
chandler  knew  that  a  5-pound  packase 
with  the  Arbuckle  stamp  would  weigii 
five  pounds,  no  more  and  no  less. 

It  was  thus  in  ISM,  and  the  figures  on 
record  show  that  in  that  year  "Angel" 
coffee  had  yielded  the  Arbuckles  a  net 
profit  of  $2oO,OUO.  At  that  time  the  Ar- 
buckles were  supplying  an  average  of 
lol'U  large  bags  of  coffee  per  diem. 

Most,  and  In  fact  about  all,  of  the 
sugar  mixed  with  the  coffee  In  these  5- 
I)ound  packages  had  been  bought  in  bulk 
from  the  Havemeyers.  Neither  house 
will  give  figures  bearing  on  this  point, 
but  It  can  safely  be  estimated  that  the 
purchase  of  the  refined  sugar  by  the  Ar- 
buckles from  the  American  Sugar  Refin- 
ing company,  did  not  fall  short  of  5tW,W)0 
pounds  a  year.  In  virtue  of  a  special  con- 
tract, renewed  year  by  year,  the  Ar- 
buckles received  their  refined  sugar  on 
a  special  reduction  percentage.  It  was 
at  this  time,  however,  following  the  de- 
feat of  Claus  Spreckels,  that  the  Have- 
meyers had  reached  the  zenith  of  their 
power.  Sugar  in  its  raw  state  was  list- 
ed at  3  cents;  the  refined  material  was 
sold  at  4^4.  The  Arbuckles  had  obtained 
their  supplies  at  the  rate  of  4  cents  a 
pound,  or  a  reduction  of  one-fourth  of  u 
cent  from  the  regular  list  price.  And  then 
to  the  general  amazement,  the  price  of 
refined  sugar  rose  to  \\  cents  a 
pound;  and  on  the  morning  of  September 
IS.  is!«),  John  Arbuckle,  looking  over  his 
mail,  came  across  a  curt  notification  to 
the  effect  that  hereafter  the  price  of  re- 
fined sugar  to  Arbuckle  Brothers  &  Co. 
would  be  just  4?4  cents  and  no  less.  The 
letter  was  signed  "H.  O.  Havemeyer." 

This  was  :ne  first  note  of  the  war.  In 
all  probability  It  had  never  occurred  to 
the  suga.'  trust  that  any  corporation 
would  summon  the  courage  to  oppose  it. 
Nelthei  Mr.  Havtnreyer  nor  Mr.  Searles 
tver  for  a  moment  doubted  that  the  Ar- 
buckles would  protest,  entreat— and  sub- 
mit. The  time  was  yet  to  come  when 
.my  one  would  dare  to  say  to  Havemeyer 
—he  of  the  bull  neck  and  obtuse  fore- 
head:    "Thou  Shalt  not!" 

And  Henry  O.  Ilavemeyer  only  real- 
ized that  he  had  a  fight  on  his  hands 
when  he  looked  uj)  from  his  desk  that 
morning  to  see  John  Arbuckle  standing 
before  him,  his  face  a  bilious  green  with 
rage,  his  hands  convulsively  opening  and 
.•shutting. 

"What  does  this  mean?"  burst  in  a 
choke  from  his  lips. 

"Just  what  it  says,"  replied  Have- 
meyer, bending  down  to  fleck  a  speck 
of  dust  off  his  boot. 

"You  know  that  this  price  takes  from 
us  every  cent  of  the  profit  that  we  can 
make  on  our  i>ackage»!  '  yelled  Ar- 
buckle. "You  know  that  this  means 
annihilation!" 

"All  things  happen  In  business,"  re- 
plied Havemeyer.  "It's  business  to  grow 
rich;  it's  bushiess  to  ruin  others  when 
you  think  they  may  ruin  you.  We  hold 
to  our  terms." 

"And  I  hold  to  mine!"  replied  Ar- 
buckle. "Keep  your  prices  and  Til  buy 
up  every  Independent  sugar  refinery  in 
sight " 

("Didn't  know  there  was  any  left," 
murmured  Havemeyer  sotto  voce.) 

"every    sugar    refinery    and    make 

my  own  sugar!  '  cried  Arbuckle.  "I'll  ap- 
peal to  the  consumer!" 

"Do  It  and  we'll  go  Into  the  coffee 
trade,  "  replied  Havemeyer.  "We'll  under, 
.sell  and  force  you  out." 

"So  be  it.     It's   war  between   us— war 


from    this    hour— war   to    the   end!"    And 
with  thAse  words  Arbuckle  went  out. 

There  are  many  brokers  down  In  Wall 
street  who  believe  that  the  rejection  by 
the  Havemeyers  of  a  new  weighing  ma- 
chine, invented  by  Arbuckle  and  Intended 
to  divide  the  sugar  into  2-pound  packages, 
laid  the  foundation  of  his  hatred.  "We 
don't  go  Into  little  retail  dealing,"  said 
the  Havemeyers,  with  a  sneering  em- 
phasis on  the  word  "retail." 

"I'll  show  them  that  this  little  retail 
dealer  Is  able  to  give* them  a  figfht  for 
their  lives."  said  John  Arbuckle. 

He  lost  no  time  in  opening  the  battle. 
His  first  shot  was  fired  when  he  tried  to 
buy  the  I'nited  States  sugar  refinery  at 
("amden,  N.  J.  But  there  the  Have- 
meyers had  anticipated  his  move  and 
checkmated  him.  The  refinery  was  al- 
ready bought.  Arbuckle  cast  around  him. 
looked  over  the  ground,  secured  an  op- 
tion on  the  trade  from  Rio  and  obtained 
ir>0,OCO  bags  of  sugar  by  sailing  vessels 
and  began  to  turn  out  his  5-pound  bags 
of  sugar  and  coffee.  Yet  all  Wall  street 
knew  that  unless  aid  came  and  came 
quickly  he  must  succumb,  and  in  the 
crucial  moment  he  found  It. 

Among  the  stockholders  of  the  Ameri- 
can Sugar  Refining  company  was  Claus 
Doscher,  formerly  president  of  the  Brook- 
lyn sugar  refinery.  Mr.  Doscher  was  one 
of  the  men  who  had  been  merged  into  th» 
trust  at  a  price.  Mr.  Doscher  had  stock 
of  51.000.000  tied  up  in  the  trust.  He  had 
an  independent  fortune  ranging  between 
$7,000,000  and  $8,000,000.  A  clause  in  the 
trust  contract  provided  that  sons  of  Claus 
Doscher  should  be  continued  in  the  man. 
agement  of  the  Brooklyn  house. 

No  one  has  ever  known  precisely  why 
Mr.  Doscher,  with  the  trust's  money  iii 
his  pocltet  and  the  business  quietly  set- 
tled, suddenly  decided  to  start  his  son^ 
in  business  for  themselves.  There  Is  no 
evidence  that  any  whi.sper  had  fioated  to 
him  from  the  chimney-stacks  of  the  Ar- 
buckle coffee  mills  at  the  foot  of  Jav 
street.  Probably  a  sudden  impulse  of 
pater.nal  benevolence  moved  him.  and  un- 
der its  Influence  he  ingeniously  announced 
his  intentions  to  Mr.   Havemever. 

Mr.  Havemeyer  grinned.  When  Mr. 
Havemeyer  grins  he  means  to  kill.  On 
the  following  morning  five  little  envelope-" 
awaited  the  Doscher  sons  as  they  ar- 
rived one  by  one  at  their  departments  in 
the  Brooklyn  factory.  They  were  dis- 
missed. 

It  took  Mr.  Claus  Do.scher  one  week 
to  set  up  a  temporary  refinerv  and  fit  it 
with  new  machinery.  It  took  another  to 
lay  the  plans  for  a  giant  refinery  on  the 
shores  of  Long  Island  sound.  He  had 
three  advantages.  He  knew  the  trade 
secrets  of  the  trust.  He  knew  precisely 
where  the  trust  was  strongest  and  where 
it  was  weakest,  and  he  hit  direct  at  the 
weak  points.  A  week  later  and  he  con- 
cluded a  deal  with  the  Arbuckles,  and  the 
battle  was  now  raging  on  equal  terms. 
Small  wholesale  and  retail  dealers 
through  the  length  and  breadth  of  the 
country,  tired  of  the  opposition  of  the 
tru.st,  flew  to  the  arms  of  the  Arbuckles 
and  readily  snatched  up  their  coffee  at  16 
cents  per  pound. 

It  was  time  for  the  American  Sugar 
refinery  to  strike  a  decisive  blow  or  be 
beaten,  and  in  the  West  they  found  their 
opportunity.  Tlie  Arbuckles  had  fought 
them  in  sugar.  "Well  fight  them  In  cof- 
fee. "   said  Henry  O.   Havemeyer. 

In  Toledo,  Ohio,  are  or  were,  the  Woo'- 
son  spice  mills,  a  concern  that  began 
business  with  ^liiO.OOO  in  paid-up  capital 
and  shares  rated  at  $1000  each.  The  char- 
acter of  the  Woolson  trade  in  the  West; 
corresponded  with  that  of  the  Arbuckle 
concern  in  the  East.  They  appealed  to 
the  small  dealers  and  the  retailers  The 
busines.«;  grew  and  dcveloi>ed  with  a  ra- 
pidity that  dazed  all  beholders,  and  with- 

U'.J?^®  J'*'**'"'"'  "^P  '^^^  ^hare  was  worth 
JlaOO.  And  it  was  at  this  moment  that 
the  Havemeyers  stepped  In  and  bought 
up  the  majority  of  the  stock  at  $11.50  per 
.share,  or  at  a  total  cost  of  $600,000.  Ar- 
buckle was  racing  for  the  lead— too  late 
to  save  the  day.  Only  sixty-one  'shares 
were  left,  and  these  he  .secured,  thus  .se- 
curing a  minority  vote  sufficient  to  pur 
the  V\  oolson  concern  into  the  hands  of  a 
receiver  when  occasion  should  render 
such  a  movement  necessary.  It  may  be 
mentioned  incidentally  that  he  has  twic» 
tried  to  force  out  the  Havemeyers  on 
technicalities  and  twice  been  beaten  in 
tlie  courts. 

And  it  was  now  that  the  middlemen  and 
brokers  in  Wall  street  began  to  part  with 
thvir  diainonds.  give  up  their  yachts  and 
country  houses  and  contemplate  bank- 
ruptcy. Many  literally  reached  that  pass 
'^  .t^'.^°?,'i.**'*;  shortest  posjfibie  way  out 
of  thefr  difficulties,  and  some  of  the  sui- 
cides charitably  ascribed  to  "ill  health  " 
"over  pressure,  •  ••heat."  are  now  ex. 
plained.  Ihe  poor  woman  of  the  tcne- 
merita  sipping  her  cheapened  coffee  and 
r.adi^ig  the  story  of  the  suicide  little 
dreamed  of  the  a.ssociation  of  cause  and 
effect.  I  nder  the  terrific  pressure  of  the 
competition  the  price  of  roast  coff.^e 
steadily  declijied.  half  a  point  at  a  time 
trom  1«  to  15.  to  14.  12,  10,  and  now  K 
ihu.-^  in  two  years  the  market  prlcc'  Is  re- 
duced by  just  one-half.  W^hen  the  10 
point  was  passed  the  last  margin  of  profit 
lor   broker  or  seller   was   kone. 

Steadily  forward  swept  the  juggernaut 
of  the  giant  trust.  Arbuckle  was  the  ene- 
my: he  had  daral  to  defy  them;  he  must 
fie  killed.  Three  months  of  the  fight  saw 
a  loss  of  $250,000  against  the  Arbuckle 
corporation.  Still  the  Woolson  spice  ni'U 
turned  out  3500  bags  of  coffee  per  dleni 
as  against  4000  returned  bv  the  Arbuckle 
house.  At  the  close  of  the  first  vear  the 
Arbuckles  In  profits  had  sacrificed  Si!.000  - 

But  it  takes  a  good  deal  to  kill  off  a 
corporation  w:th  ?21.000,000  reserve  fund 
behind  it  and  »n  output  of  4000  bags  of 
coffee  and  sugar  per  day.  And  'all  this 
lime  the  depre.ssion  in  sugar  was  costing 
ilavemeyer  from  $5000  to  $6000  a  day 
•Nvell  wedge  them  in  advise,"  said  Henry 
O.  Havemeyer,  and  there  followed  the  un- 
loading of  real  estate  noted  at  the  opening 
of  this  story.  And  the  plans  of  the  giant 
coftee  mill  at  North  Sixth  street  w^re 
laid.  Arbuckle  and  Doscher  all  through 
this  t:me  had  not  been  Idle.  At  the  foot 
of  Jay  street,  on  the  corner  facing  that 
occupied  by  the  coffee  mills.  Is  a  new 
sugar  refinery  containing  every  kind  of 
modern  contrivance.  This  refinery  'n- 
cludes  a  machine  which  will  turn  out  a 
3-pound  package  of  "Angel"  coffee  ready 
for  d  livery  to  tthe  consumer.  John  Ar- 
buckle and  his  active  working  partner 
James  K.  Jarvle,  declare  that  they  can 
turn  out  3000  barrels  of  sugar  a  day  or 
about  1,000.000  barrels  a  vear.  "How  'can 
that  affect  the  trust?"  say  the  brokers 
"'lh;y  are  turning  out  28,000  barrels  a 
day. 

"Wait  and  see,"  replied  Arbuckle.  "We 
have  another  card  to  plav  and  at  the 
right  time  we  will  play  It  to  good  pur- 
pose." Aud  yet  as  day  t^y  day  passes  the 
htavy  loss  goes  on,  and  when  Sept.  19 
dawned  the  Arbuckle  Bros,  found  a  loss 
of  $4,000,000  for  two  yeai-s  recorded 
against  them. 

^  ''"'i"  crucial  point  of  the  fight  is  at 
hand.  The  sugar  trust's  coffee  mill  on  cU'- 
side  and  the  coffee  trusts  sugar  mill  on 
the  other  are  almost  finished,  and  within 
two  weeks  will  be  brought  Into  active 
operation.  The  flist  of  these  two  build- 
:ng  has  involvad  a  cost  of  $1,000,000;  the 
second.  $(M0.00o.  So  far  ^the  attack  has 
been  made  by  the  trust.  Only  now  will 
th?  Arbuckles  retaliate,  and  all  the  busl- 
ntss  world   awaits   the  oT^tcome. 

What  will  be  the  end?  Has  the  knell 
of  the  llavimeyers  and  all  their  evil 
works  slunded  at  last?  Or  will  they  again 
rise  omnipotent  to  found  a  double-head- 
ed monopoly  In  two  .staple  articles  of  sub- 
sistence? 

And  in  the  meantime  the  tenement- 
ho'se  wife  wonders  why  a  pound  of  "An- 
ge.  coffee  Is  so  much  cheaper  than  It 
used  to  be.

one  day,  and  carryir>g  his  canoe  as 
usual,  he  fairly  stumbled  over  an  infant 
moose  which  the  mother  had  concealed 
in  the  long  grass  exactly  as  a  "bossy" 
will  do,  and  conceded  that  he  had  found 
a  prize  of  no  small  magnitude.

There  is  always- a  modicum  of  excite- 
ment to  be  had  in  the  woods,  and  if  you 
don"t  get  it  in  the  way  you  are  looking 
for  it,  it  is  pretty  apt  to  arrive  in  an- 
other direction,  as  a  very  well-known 
sportsman  of  one  of  the  Twin  Cities  re- 
cently discovered  for  himself,  says  the 
Minneapolis  Journal.  He  had  been

And  so  it  was  with  Boston. 

I  remember  that  the  first  beans  I  ever 
tasted,  some  one  told  me  that  they  were 
good,  but  they  had  better  beans  in  Bos- 
ton, and  from  that  time  on  I  was  led  to 
believe  that  Boston  excelled  In  every- 
thing, from  beans  to  brains.  Later  in  life, 
however,  through  conversation  with  peo- 
Ijle  from  Chicago  and  other  places,  I 
learned  even  greater  tales  of  innocent 
Hosto.n,  and  finally  believed  that  every 
man,  woman  and  child  that  wore  specs 
came  from  Boston,  and  that  every  woman 
that  was  still  unmarried  at  the  age  of  3o 
belonged  to  Boston,  so  naturally  whai 
could  a  fellow  uo  but  form  an  opinion 
that  wouldn't  be  any  great  "ad."  for  the 
city? 

Now  that  I  have  been  in  Boston  for  a 
week,  I  am  amused  to  think  how  ihey  had 
me  stuffed.  I  expected  to  see  policemen 
wearing  gold  eye-glasses  and  with  hair 
like  Cleo  de  Merode.  fastened  down  over 
their  ears,  and  1  thought  they  read  Latin 
on  their  beats.  Ihe  streets,  I  imagined, 
would  be  lined  with  book  shops  and  wig 
stands  and   spectacle  stores. 

I  thought  the  men  would  all  look  like 
Congressman  Walker,  and  had  an  idea 
the  women  and  old  maids  walked  like 
Tom  Reed.  Therefore  with  but  few  steps 
they  would  overtake  their  prey  (man). 
But  this  was  only  a  vision.  As  In  every 
city  or  towr.  in  the  United  States,  they 
were  compelled  to  label  the  beans  "Bos- 
ton"" baked  beans;  otherwise  you  might 
think  they  came  from  El  Paso,  Tex.  The 
cops  were  v.»e  same  big-foot  coppers  that 
.vou  cant  find  whf>n  there  is  a  drunk 
sleeping  on  your  doorstep,  and  the 
streets  Instead  of  being  filled  with  old 
maids  and  book  stores,  were  alive  with 
business  houses  and  beautiful  girls.  1 
didn"t  see  a  lady  who  looked  old-maiden- 
ish, or  who  even  walked  like  Reed;

"Baston,""  and  that  Old  Orchard  should 
be  "Auld  Archard;"  but  that  can  be  over, 
looked.  As  they  have  .said  it  that  way  so 
long,  to  change  it  now  would  be  cruel. 

But  books  and  unmarried  women  have 
evidently  left  their  mark  on  men.

One  of  the  mo.=  t  daring  exploits  ot 
the  battle  of  San  Juan  was  executed  by 
Lieut.

Trenches 
had  been  dug,  barbed  wires  strung  and 
everything  put  in  the  way  that  could 
possibly  Impede  the  approach  of  our 
troops.  The  dense  underbrush  also 
aflord'.ng  a  hiding  place  for  the  Span- 
iards, and  they  could  cut  down  our  men 
without  being  detected. 

To  prepare  the  way  up  thi.'?  hill  for 
the  advance  of  our  troops  required  not 
only  daring  but  physical  strength  and 
endurance,  and  Lieut.  Trull  was  select- 
ed to  command  the  pioneer  corps  of  the 
First  brigade  of  the  First  division,  com- 


posed  of  picked  men  from  his  regiment 
and  one  or  two  infantries.  He  led  the 
way  shouting,  "Come  on,  pioneerM, 
we've  got  to  take  this  hill,"  and  the.v 
did  take  the  hill  with  the  fiercest  land 
engagement  of  the  war. 

Lieut.  Trull  is  a  JcHcendanl  of  John 
Trull,  who  was  a  passenger  on  the 
famous  Mayflower,  and  of  Ezra  Hyde, 
who  di-stinguished  himself  as  a  member 
of  the  Connecticut  infantry  in  the  revi- 
lutlon.  His  father  is  an  Episcopalian 
rector,  and  his  uncles  are  among  t'l" 
prominent  literary  men  of  the  country. 
The  magnificence  of  Lieut.  Trull's  work 
is  made  many  times  greater  by  the  f:<-t 
that  he  praises  everyone  else  for  gallant 
.service  and  never  speaks  of  himself  as 
havinig  done  anything;  but  truth 
crushed  to  earth  will  ri.«^e  again,  and  tlie 
whole  country  is  showering  congratula- 
tions upon  the  first  man  to  mount  San 
Juan".s  bloody  hill.

But  with  all  the 
stones  of  golf,  old  maids,  brains  and 
baked  beans.  Boston  is  a  peach  without 
specs,  and  It's  too  bad  about  tho.se  girls 
who  some  think  too  old.  There  is  only 
one  thing  I  don  t  understand,  and  that  is 
about  the  statue  of  the  lady,  baby  and 
grapes.  I  only  wonder  they  haven't  a 
Bacchante  on  every  corner,  even  without 
the  bunch  of  grapes.

Over  8000  square  feet  of  the  43,560 
square  feet  lr>  the  bottom  of  the  new 
reservoir  has  been  covered  with  cement, 
and  the  work  is  going  on  at  the  rate  of 
four  panels,  each  meaning  20  by  120  feet, 
per  day. 

The  panels  are  surrounded  by  wedge- 
shaped  lx)ards,  2Vs  inches  wide  a:  the 
top  and  H-lnch  at  the  .bottom,  which 
are  removed  as  soon  as  the  cement  is 
set  and  the  interstices  are  filled  with 
asphalt,  the  elasticity  of  which  prevents 
the  floor  from  buckling  and  breaking 
from  the  expansion  and  .  contraction 
caused  by  changes  in  temperature. 

The  walls  of  the  cesspool  at  the  pump- 
ing station  at  La'Kewood  are  up  to 
grade,  and  the  roof  is  now  going  on.

CASE  FOR  THE  S0CIE1Y. 

A   Little  Girl    Whose    Mother    Neg- 
lects Her. 

Am.ong  the  children  who  applied  fjr 
admission  to  the  Emerson  school  this 
week  was  a  bright-faced  little  girl,  who 
was  clothed  in  a  bag-like  dress  m.ade  of 
bed  ticking.  She  was  in  such  a  filthy 
condition  that  she  was  offensive  to  the 
oeher  scholars  and  the  teacher  wa^ 
compelled  to  send  her  home.  This  £h^ 
did  kindly,  telling  her  to  clean  up  and 
return.  The  girl  was  very  anxious  to 
comply  with  the  teacher's  request,  for 
.•-he  was  eager  to  attend  school,  but  she 
did  not  know  what  "clean  up"  meant. 
She  went  to  the  home  of  a  neighbor  of 
her  mother  and  asked  how  she  could 
"clean  up,  "  and  she  was  told  to  use 
kerosene  oil.  This  she  did,  and  again 
returned  to  school  firm  in  the  belief 
that  she  had  done  all  that  was  required 
of  her,  but  the  odor  of  the  oil  was  so 
i-trong  that  she  was  again  sent  home. 
The  mother,  who  apparently  has  not 
the  slightest  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
the  little  girl,  sent  word  to  the  teacher 
that  she  did  not  care  whether  her 
daughter  attended  school  or  not.  The 
child  was  heartbroken  when  she  learned 
that  she  could  not  go  to  school.  Thi.* 
is  a  case  where  the  Humane  society 
might  exercise  its  kindly  ofnces  to  great 
advantage.

Col.   Roosevelt  Has   His   Say   About 
Political  Disqualification. 

Xew  York,  Sept.  24.— Theodore  Roose- 
velt talked  more  at  det^l  today  about 
the  claim  put  forward  by  the  adherents 
of  Governor  Black  that  he  (Roosevelt) 
is  not  eligible  for  the  governorship  by 

reason  of  an  affidavit  filed  with  the 
commissioners  of  taxes.  "You  may  be 
sure,"  the  colonel  said  to  a  World  re- 
porter, "that  this  talk  cf  my  being  dis- 
qualified is  all  rubbish.  That  paper 
does  not  affect  my  standing  as  a  citizen 
in  the  least.  I  signed  that  paper  only 
to  avoid  paying  double  taxes,  in  Wash- 
ington and  Xew  York,  on  my  personal 
property. 

"When  I  found  I  was  assessed  in  both 
places  I  wrote  to  my  lawyer,  Mr.  Ro<ot. 
asking  him  what  I  should  do.  I  told 
him  I  would  not  lose  my  citizenship  in 
[  Xew  York  for  anything,  and  in  my  let- 
ters I  repeatedly  said  that  I  would  not 
consent  to  do  anything  that  would  af- 
fect my  domicile.  I  shall  ask  Mr.  Root 
to  make  the  letters  public.  They  were 
not  written  for  publication,  and  are  in 
a  decidedly  colloquial  style,  but  I 
would  rather  have  them  made  publjc 
than  be  misunderstood  in  this  matter. 
"\»ell.  my  lawyers  fullv  understood  my 
wishes  in  this  and  they  assure.1  me  that 
the  signing  of  this  paper  would  in  no  way 
affect  my  ciSzenship  in  Xew  York.  Thev 
tell  me  the  same  thing  now.  They  said 
at  the  time  that  th^  constitution  provides 
that  no  roan  shall  lose  hLs  citizenship 
in  any  state  because  toe  is  in  Washing- 
ton attending  Jiis  duties  as  a  public  offi.

Houchton.  Mich..  Sept.  24. — (Jspecia!  to 
The  Herald.* — ^Ntver  l>ei\ire  in  tht»  his- 
tory of  I..ake  Superior  copper  mi  n  ins 
has  there  l>een  a  time  when  so  -many 
men  \\>re  eniployeil,  such  large  profl.s 
earned  and  so  much  qew  work  under 
way.  On  Sept.  1.  1S94.  a  tritle  over  60<)C 
men  were  employed  l>y  the  Houghton 
county  mines.  On  Sept.  1.  1898,  nearly 
10,50«)  men  were  given  employment  by 
the  mines.  On  Sept.  1.  four  years  ago, 
the  market  value  i.f  the  Hjus:aton 
county  mines  was  approximately  $46.- 
OOO.OOo.  while  at  ihe  presen:  time  it  i.s 
almost  exactly  $yt),t>no,OO0.  hr.ving  prac- 
tically douMed  in  l^mv  y-ars.  The  popu- 
lation of  the  copper  district  is  increas- 
ing by  leaps  and  bounds  until  Calumet. 
the  most  populuu.s  town,  now  has  nearly 
40.000  souls,  making  it  the  third  largest 
mining  camp  in  the  world  and  the  sec- 
ond largest  in  the  I'nited  States. 

Surprising  as  are  the  flgurts  of 
Houghton  county  mining  resources, 
they  do  not  tell  the  entire  rale.  Four 
years  ago  there  was  practically  no  cop- 
per being  mined  outside  the  confines  of 
this  one  county,  and  no  now  mining 
work  was  In  progress  or  contempl  ited. 
The  Central  mine,  in  Keweenaw  county, 
was  tht-n  running  in  a  small  way.  and  a 
few  tributors  were  tj;king  out  <>dd  mas- 
ses of  copper  from  some  of  the  old  mines 
of  Ontonagon  county.  This  condition  is 
now  radically  changed.  A  large  am  >unit 
of  new  mining  work  is  under  way  in 
Keweenaw  county,  and  the  Ontonagon 
district  is  also  in  process  of  roJuven.j- 
tion.  The  Belt  mines.  an  important 
irr.aip  at  Rockla.nd.  Ont»,>nagon  county. 
.  li.t.iijed  hands  a  few  weeks  ag<»  for  a 
tiinsideratii>n  t>f  upwards  of  $250.'OiK>.  unii 
me  people  who  Uiught  the  proVerty  will 
allow  it  to  remain  idle  no  longer  than 
necessary.  The  Bolt  group  passed  into 
English  hantis  st>me  twelve  years  ago, 
and  was  mismanaged  In  a  sh<x-king 
manner.  The  British  conrerr  .suc>e/>j- 
fd  in  frittering  away  upwards  of  $1.0<k).- 
<W<J  in  le.ss  than  three  years,  and  quit 
business  with  little  to  show  for  the  ex- 
I>enditure.  There  is  copper  in  the  Beit 
property — a  great  amount  of  copper 
and  operat-d  with  adequate  capital  and 
due  regard  to  economy  the  mine  should 
pay  to  work. 

In  Keweenaw  county  the  Cential  mir>^ 
is  now  closed  down,  or  practically  so. 
there  bting  but  a  dozen  men  cngagsd 
ateut  the  place.  This  leaves  the  c«>unty 
without  a  single  producing  mine,  but 
such  wiil  he  the  case  for  another  week 
only.  The  stamp  mill  oi  the  Arnold 
mine  is  to  start  up  on  Monday,  Oct.  3. 
if  all  goes  well,  and  will  l,egin  pounding 
out  copper  with  a  .«:ingle  hcii  of  the 
three  contained  in  tlie  old  Cc^jper  Falls 
mill,  the  Arnold  and  Copper  Falls  prop- 
erties   having    lieen    conso!5dat:-d    this 


year.  The  Arnold  still  lacks  a  compres- 
sor plant,  which  will  hamper  the  work 
of  stoping  undergn>und.  but  has  a  rock- 
piie  containing  some  ao.WK)  tuns  of 
stamp  rock,  estimated  to  carry  IV*  per 
i-ent  reiined  copper,  which  will  k^ep  one 
head  bu.sy  at  the  mill  until  the  arrival 
and  installation  of  the  i*on4<ressor  plant 
allows  the  use  of  power  drills  under- 
ground. The  old  hoisting  plant,  which 
was  used  to  sink  No.  1  shaft  to  a  depth 
of  ItiJO  feet.  hn3  been  replaced  by  a 
modern  hoist,  winch  will  allow  a  depth 
of  over  half  a  mile  to  be  attained,  and 
the  smaller  plant  is  l)t'ing  transferred  to 
No.  2  shaft,  where  sinking  will  bo  vig- 
orously prosecuted.  The  Arnold  is  pro- 
nounced l>y  all  mining  men  wh(»  have 
visited  it  to  !)e  a  highly  promising  prop- 
erty, and  bids  fair  to  do  much  toward 
reviving  confidence  in  the  Keweenaw 
county  mineral  field. 

Adjoining  the  Arnold  are  the  Hum- 
l>jldt  and  Ashbecl  properties,  on  both 
of  which  mining  work  is  now  bein^ 
prosecuted.  Scarcely  e.nough  work  has 
been  djne  yet  on  the  Ashbed  tj  allow 
fhe  formation  of  an  opinion  a.s  to  it* 
future,  but  the  .showing  at  the  Hum- 
i>oldt  is  certainly  an  exceptionally  riiii 
one,  and  the  property  give.-»  promlsr- 
of  becoming  a  large  and  proti table  cop- 
per producer  within  a  few  years.  The 
Washington  is  another  Keweenaw 
county  mine  where  exploring  work  ia 
now  in  progress,  and  a  good  showing  of 
mineral  ha.^  been  made  with  a  compar.a» 
tively  small  amiunt  i;f  labor.  At  the 
Meadow  mine,  which  has  not  been 
worked  since  a  little  scratching  arou.:d 
wa'i  <lone  in  lSii4-r>.  Messrs.  Grierson,  of 
Calumet,  and  Ryan,  of  Denver,  are  re- 
opening the  old  pits  and  the  copper  is 
already  in  sight."  Messrs.  Paine,  Web- 
')«>r  &  Cj..  the  well-known  brokera^je 
Arm.  now  have  possesion  of  the  old 
Eagb^  Harbor  property,  and  something 
will  probably  be  done  there  within  a 
few  months,  though  the  Winona  will 
be  the  ne.\t  mine  to  be  introduced  to 
the  public  by  thLs  firm,  which 
out  but  one  debutante  at  a  time.  The 
Allouez  is  another  Keweenaw  county 
property  wheie  cvpluring  w  uk  Is  now 
being  carried  on.  The  old  Allouez  mine 
is,  al\%ays  has  been  and  forever  must 
continue  a  Hat  failure,  being  ileveloped 
<»n  a  Ijde  which  is  renowned  for  its 
small  ontent  of  copper  and  the  e.xceed- 
m:.:  refractoriness  of  the  rock  when 
i  treated  in  the  mill.  The  Allouez  com- 
pany is  possessed,  however,  -(f  several 
thousand  acres  of  land  on  the  mineral 
rang",  traversing  which  are  practically 
all  of  the  kniwn  copper  lode.^.  Kxpli)ra- 
tlons  are  now  being  carried  on  in  a  shaft 
sinking  on  the  Osceola  lode,  where  a 
fair  showing  of  copper  is  made. 

There  are  other  explorations  now  being 
carritd  on  in  Kev'.eenaw  county,  but  the 
foregoing  are  the  more  important  ones*. 
The  showing  Is  not  a  bad  one,  c  >m- 
pared   with   the  absolute  stagnation   of 


but  three  years  ago.  It  should  al.so  be 
borne  in  mind  that  a  copper  explora^ 
ti  m  in  the  Lake  Superior  district  is  u 
mu  t;  different  thing  from  a  Colorado  or 
California  goltl  or  sliver  prospect.  Tlie 
lake  properties  referred  to  range  from 
iialf  a  s<iuare  mile  t)  several  miles  in 
area.  The  opening  of  a  copper  mine  rc- 
(luires  several  hundred  thousand  dollars 
and  the  mere  exploring  of  a  prjperty 
takes  more  money  than  is  required  to 
Ijcate  and  develop  a  fair-sized  gold 
mine  in  the  Cripple  Creek  district. 

In  Houghton  county  the  volume  of 
new  work  under  way  is  enormous.  In 
no  other  mining  district  in  the  world 
is  money  being  expended  so  lavishly  as 
here.  Between  July  10  and  31,  a  period 
of  l>ut  three  weeks.  Messrs.  Fra.ser  «fe 
Chalmers,  of  Chicago,  Nordberg,  of 
Milwaukee,  and  K.  P.  Allis  company, 
of  Milwauliee,  ttH»k  orders  for  upwards 
of  $300,000  worth  of  new  machinery 
from  Houghton  county  mines.  The  At- 
lantic mine  has  extended  its  railway 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Baltic  mine, 
and  th"  latter  property,  which  is  devel- 
oping handsomely,  new.-=p.aper  reports 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  will 
betume  a  i)r(Klucer  early  next  year. 
The  Mineral  Itange  railway  has  sev- 
eral hundred  men  at  work  building  .in 
extension  from  the  Franklin  Jimior 
mine  to  Orosse  Polnte,  on  Portage  lake. 
This  line  will  transport  the  rock  of 
both  the  Franklin  Junior  and  Arcadian 
mines  to  their  mills.  Both  companies 
are  building  the  foundations  for  their 
mills  at  Orop.se  Polnte  and  will  have 
equipments  equal  to  the  bes't  in  the 
district.  Both  the  Tamarack-Osceola 
combination  and  the  Calumet  and  Hec- 
la  have  built  new  coal  wharves  and 
sheds  this  season  and  the  former  peo- 
ple have  erected  a  iiew  stamp  mill, 
the  results  of  which  are  already  no- 
ticeable in  a  materially  increa.-ed  out- 
put of  copper.  At  the  Arcadian  the 
progress  made  since  \sx.st  spring  is  little 
short  of  marvelous.  On  June  1  of  this 
year  there  were  sixty  men  employ^-d 
there,  with  two  old  shafts  and  a  score 
of  buildings.  At  present  there  are  IJiiO 
men  worki!\g  there  for  the  Arcadian 
Mining  company  and  at  least  IW  more 
employed  by  the  contractors  who  are 
rushing  up  dwellings  for  the  empbiyes. 
Standard  Oil  money  is  behind  the  Ar- 
cadian and  it  is  on  tap  at  ail  times.  As 
much  has  been  done  in  four  months  at 
the  Ariadian  as  is  usually  accom- 
plished in  a  full  year. 

At  the  Winona  mine,  the  southern- 
most of  the  Houghton  county  prop- 
erties, the  showing  of  copper  is  all  that 
could  be  .asked  and  even  more  than  was 
hoped  for.  The  force  is  being  addetl  to 
steadily  and  v>ork  is  at  last  progress- 
ing in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the 
management.  The  Winona  people 
have  been  handicapped  »)y  the  lack  of 
rail  communication  and  poor  roads, 
but  all  obstacles  have  been  overcome. 
The  property  is  well  thought  of  locally. 

A  local  pool  has  bought  the  Shawmut 
propel  ty  and  will  do  something  there 
soon  In  the  way  of  development.  Little 
is  known  of  it,  except  that  the  land  is 
faverabiy  located  on  the  copper  belt 
HOHACK  J.    STKVENS. 
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Scheme   Which  Worked 
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at  Hancock,  N.  H.,  and  came  to  this 
city  In  ]s.>7,  taking  a  government  claim 
where  the  present  city  is  located.  He 
was  a  large  property  holder  .at  the  time 
of  hi«  death.  He  was  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools  for  twenty  years 
and  later  vice  president  of  the  Bank  of 
West  Sui>erior.  He  leaves  a  widow  and 
six  grown  children.

the  crest  (>f  such  a  wave  of  prosperity 
and  turning  them  to  the  best  advant- 
age. 

■"1  have  spent  much  of  my  life."  said 
one  of  the  men  present,  "following 
booms  of  various  kinds.  In  some  of 
thtni  I  have  come  out  ahead,  and  in 
otiiers  I  have  lost  money,  and  the  aver- 
age woulfl  be  so  low  that  I  ain  afraid  to 
compute  it.  From  my  extended 
ac(iuaintance  with  the  article  I  have  no 
hesitancy  in  stating  as  a  positive  fact 
that  there  is  nothing  worse  for  a  grow- 
ing town  than  a  boom,  not  even  a 
plague  of  yellow  fever  or  cholera,  and 
I  have  s»en  them  too. 

"Hut  that  is  not  what  I  started  out  to 
s.iy.  We  were  speaking  of  the  oppor- 
tunities that  booms  offer,  and  that  re- 
minded me  of  a  man  I  once  knew  that 
wa.s  one  of  the  best  I  ever  saw  at  em- 
bracing such  opportunities  and  squeez- 
ing the  best  there  was  out  of  them.  If 
he  had  not  been  interrupted  I  have  little 
doubt  that  he  would  have  accumulated 
most  of  the  money  in  circulation,  and 
would  have  today  been  lending  out 
money  to  Ilockefeiier  and  others  to 
do  busir!:ess  on. 

•'He  was  a  typical  Western  real  estate 
a;;ci  t  when  I  first  saw  him  in  one  of 
the  Western  towns  that  bfcame  knov.n 
through  a  boom  that  sent  everything 
sky  high,  and  then  let  It  drop  so  hard 
that  nothing  has  been  heard  from  the 
ruins  since.  The  boom  had  not  started 
when  I  got  there,  hut  Smith — I  will  call 
him  that,  because  it  is  not  his  name;  I 
think  he  Is  known  now  as  number  4738, 
(^r  thereabouts.  In  the  Kentucky  state 
penitentiary — Smitli  was  already  on  the 
ground.  He  IiaTl\Hri  olRfe,  and  he  gold 
real  estate.  That  is.  he  wa.'-*  ready  to 
sell  real  estate,  and  he  also  had  a 
tongue  that  was  loose  at  both  ends  and 
that  could  extol  the  wonders  of  the 
town  and  th.>  Innncnsity  of  its  future 
piosperity  in  a  marner  that  was  in- 
credibly voluble  and  plau.sible. 

"He  had  not  sold  tnuch  real  estate 
yet,  but  soon  after  I.  came  the  boom 
started,  and  In  a  very  short  time  Smith 
blossomed  out  in  silk  hat  and  diamonds. 
He  did  not  owit  a  ilollar's  worth  of 
ground,  l>ut  he  was  making  money  like 
a  counterfeiter  handling  lots  on  com- 
mi.-sion.  He  got  along  swl:nmingiy. 
and  his  luck  stemed  to  be  marvelous. 
Mveryci>e  wondcied  how  he  managed  it. 
evtn  with  the  large  number  cf  sales  he 
was  making.  Soon  after  thr>  boom 
reached  its  climax  and  everyone  thought 
it  was  going  to  ktep  up  forever,  it 
i)roke  with  a  loud  report,  and  the  prict 
of  real  estate  fell  to  nothing.  First  n 
road  that  was  expected  ti  come  here 
V.  as  located  at  an  opposition  town. 
Then  a  l)ig  coffin  factcry  that  had 
started  to  build  pulled  out  and  followed 
the  railroad. 

"People  who  h.ad  been  wild  to  buy 
lots  found  that  those  they  already  had 
were  almost  worthless,  and  there  wa?i  a 
wild  .scramble  to  pul  out  from  under. 
Few  of  them  succeeded  In  doing  so.  and 
there  was,  of  course,  lots  of  grumbling 
among  those  who  had  been  caught.  One 
day  one  of  the  Southern  investors  who 
had  put  a  good  deal  of  money  Into  the 
town  arrived  for  the  first  time  and  went 
up  to  see  Smith.  Next  day  Smith  was 
gone,  and  the  invcs'tor  went  up  to  see 
the  county  attorney.  Next  week  the 
grand  jury  .sat  and  It  all  came  out. 
Smith's  methods  of  financiering  were 
exploited  fully  and  the  grand  jury  re- 
turned a  bunch  of  indictments  against 
him  charging  him  with  grand  larceny 
in  the  first  degree  on  numberless 
c<iunts.  Smith  never  returned  to  an- 
swer to  them,  and  I  suppose  they  are 
still  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  dis- 
trict court  at  that  most  abjectly  pros- 
trate boom  town, 

"The  disgruntled  investor  who  had 
stirred  up  the  muss  had  no  objection  to 
talking,  and  he  told  how  he  had  been 
treated  by  Smith.  The  large  number.^ 
of  customers  found  out  how  Smith  had 
served  them  and  some  of  them  told.  One 
deal  where  Smith  caught  his  victim 
both  coming  and  going  will  be  enough 
to  explain  his  system.  The  deal  was 
with  the  Southern  investor,  who  early 
in  the  boom  bought  a  piece  of  property 
through  Smith,  paying  for  it  $20,000. 
Smith  had  bought  the  property,  how- 
ever, for  $17,000,  and  he  had  made,  be- 
side his  commission,  $3000  by  having 
the  seller  make  out  the  deed  naming  a 
consideration  of  $20,000  instead  of 
$17,000. 

A  few  months  later  the  Southern  In- 
vestor sent  an  agent  up  to  see  his 
property  and  the  agent  wrote  back  that 
it  was  located  In  a  swamp  and  could 
only  be  used  for  residence  or  business 
purposes  by  a  colony  of  frogs  or 
snakes.  Without  telling  Smith  that  ho 
knew  of  this,  the  Investor  ordered  him 
to  sell  It  at  once.  Smith  was  willing  and 
he  ssoon  found  an  outside  customer  who 
was  willing  to  pay  $25,000  for  It,  as 
values  had  advanced  In  the  meantime. 
Smith  figured  a  little  while,  and  then 
transferred  the  property  to  a  dummy 
for  $22,000,  and  the  dummy  transferred 
It  to  the  real  purchaser  for  $25,000. 
Aside  from  the  small  sums  he  had  paid 
for  his  accomplices  In  these  two  deals 
Smith  was  $6000  ahead  besides  his  com- 
missions. It  was  Impossible  to  foot  up 
the  number  of  deals  of  this  kind  he  had 
made,  but  it  did  not  take  long  to  make 
it  clear  that  Smith  was  a  thorough 
scoundrel  and  that  he  had  made  money 
by  It. 

"The  last  I  heard  of  him  he  was  sent 
to  the  penitentiary  in  Kentucky  for 
some  petty  crime  and  he  did  not  have 
money  enough  to  employ  an  attorney."

Gen.  Garcia  Arrives  at  San- 
tiago and  Makes  a  Bril- 
liant Speech. 

Santiago,  Sept.  24.— To  the  residents 
of  Santia.go  Thursday  was  the  most  im- 
portant day  since  the  capitulation,  since 
it  was  the  occasion  of  the  first  visit  of 
Gen.  Calixto  Garcia  to 
he  left  there  In  a  bad 
morning  of  July  17. 

At  10  o'clock  In  the  morning  Gen. 
Wood,  with  a  portion  of  Gen.  Lawton's 
staff  and  several  American  officers,  met 
Gen.  Garcia  outside  the  city  limits  and 
escorted  him  int«»lhe  town.  Gen.  Gar- 
cia was  accompanied  by  his  staff  and 
oy  his  son.  Col.  Galixto  Garcia,  by 
many  Cuban  officers,  wlio  have  recently 
come  to  Santiago  and  by  200  Cuban  cav- 
alry. 

The  streets  through  which  the  party 
passed  were  thronged  with  cheering 
people  and  it  was  estimated  that  10.000 
persons  filled  the  plaza  in  front  of  the 
palace,  where  Garcia  dismounted.  He 
was  met  at  the  door  by  Gen.  Lawton 
and  an  informal  reception  by  the  Amer- 
i(  an  officers  was  held  in  the  audien?e 
ri>om.  At  night  another  reception 
was  tendered  Gen.  Garcia  at  the  San 
Carlos  club,  which  was  filled  with 
prominent  Cubans.  American  officers 
and  ladies.  The  plaza  was  brilliantly 
lighted  and  decorated  v^ith  flags  and 
music  was  furnished  bv  the  band  of 
the  Fifth  infantry.  The'  Americans 
wore  dress  uniforms  and  Gen.  Garcia 
and  his  ofllcers  wore  white  uniforms 
and  high   boots. 

In  reply  to  a  speech  of  welcome  de- 
livered by  Senor  Trujillo,  Gen.  Garcia 
said: 

"After  thirty  years  of  desperate, 
deadly  struggle  the  Cuban  people  today 
celebrate  the  success  of  their  efforts. 
It  is  a  day  for  the  remembrance  of  the 
names  and  the  deeds  of  those  heroes 
who  fought  and  died  for  the  fi\-edom 
of  Cuba  from  the  years  of  1868  to  1878 
and  for  the  remembrance  of  the  heraes 
who  fought  in  the  war  of  1881.  which 
was  called  'the  little  war,'  only  because 
of  its  short  dui-ation.  but  great  because 
of  the  principles  defended  and  on  ac- 
count of  tie  men  who  composed  the 
army.  We  honor  the  memory  of  the 
noble  heroes  who  fell  In  the  war  which 
i)egan  in  1595.  over  whose  graves  the 
Stars  and  Stripes  have  fallen.  People 
of  Cuba  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to 
those  heroes  who  fought  for  Cuban  in- 
dependence, v>-hose  efforts  were  not  use- 
less— for  we  have  tiiumphed,  but  not 
so  speedily  or  effective  had  not 
American  people — that  colossus 
power.  wHh  its  peerless  fightcis 
great  navvv  sent  its  f<.(rces  to  aid 
otsn.'  To  this  great -nation — to 
noble  country,  which  has  always  fought 
for  the  rights  of  liberty — wo  owe  the 
achievement  of  our  independence  and 
the  consum.malion  of  our  ideals.  Our 
gratitude  will    long  live   for   America." 

Gen.  Garcia's  speech,  which  was  de- 
Ihvred  with  considerable  expression, 
arous'Hl  much  enthusiasm  among  the 
Cul>ai;s  present. 

Gen.  Garcia  will  remain  in  Santiago 
for  several  days  as  the  guests  of  the 
Cubans  of  this  city.

Every    Line  of  Business   is 
Prosperous  But  the  Tex- 
tile Industries. 

New  York,  Sept.  24.— R.  G.  Dun  «S.- 
Co.'s  weekly  review  of  trade  says: 

Europe  will  have  to  consider  possible 
American  needs  for  money  niucli  more 
imxiously  in  the  future.  Doubtless  there 
has  been  for  many  years  a  fteling  that 
the  new  continent  could  lie  put  off  with 
promises.  But  the  control  of  this  coun- 
try over  money  markets  In  the  old  world 
is  coming  to  be  that  of  a  master. 

Prices  of  wheat  have  risen  sharply, 
about  4  cents  for  the  week,  and  fhe  ex- 
ports of  corn,  though  not  as  large  as 
last  year,  have  bccn  heavy  in  compari- 
.<?on  with  any  other  year.  The  price  is 
slightly  advanced. 

lit  ports  from  different  cities  disclose  a 
wonderful  activity  at  the  chief  centers 
of  Western  trade,  the  dispatches  from 
Chicago,  St.  Paul  and  St.  Louis  being 
CBpecially  significant.  To  Eastern  deal- 
ers it  may  be  hard  to  realize  that  such 
extraordinary  activity  exists  at  th-j 
West,  although  their  own  trade  is  ex- 
cellent. 

The  Iron  and  steel  trade  expands  with 
a  rapidity  which  throws  into  the  shade 
all  expectations,  with  a  steel  famine  in 
Germany  and  Great  Britain  in  the  mar- 
ket for  tin  plates,  and  American  works 
are  crowded  for  months  ahead. 

The  copper  production  in  August  was 
19,508  tons  domestic  against  6909  for- 
eign, and  the  lead  production  as  offi- 
cially reported  has  been  156,173  tons  for 
the  half  year,  again§t  289,598  tons  for  the 
full  year  oil  1897, 

The  textile  industries  are  not  sharing 
the  general  improvement  to  a  full  ex- 
tent, in  part  because  the  heavy  decline 
in  cotton  with  the  large  stocks  of  goods 
accumulating  makes  the  mills  disposed 
to  wait  lor  future  developments,  and  la 
part  because  the  price  of  wool  is  higher 
than  the  mills  are  at  present  disposed  to 
pay. 

Failures  for  the  week  have  been  173  in 
the  UniKil  States,  against  209  last  year, 
and  16  In  Canada,  against  28  last  year. 

Bradstreet's  says:  Favorable  trade 
developments  manifest  themselves 
chiefly  along  the  lines  previously  noted. 
The  advantage  of  a  large  export  demand 
to  the  country's  domestic  interests  is 
illustrated  by  the  improved  tone  and 
prices  of  wheat  and  Hour  this  week, 
growing  out  of  the  better  foreign  buy- 
ing induced  by  less  favorable  Russian, 
crop  reports,  smaller  shipments  from 
that  country  and  apparently  continued 
careful  selling  by  American  producers. 

From  the  West  and  Northwest  advices 
continue  largely  in  the  former  cheerful 
strain.  Some  relaxation  in  activity  is 
perceptible  In  some  lines  at  large  mar- 
kets, but  the  volume  of  trade  as  a  whole 
Is  evidently  equal  to  any  previous  rec- 
ord. At  the  South,  low  priced  cotton 
and  yellow  fever  quarantines  affect 
trade '  ad\"ersely,  improvement  in  one 
section  being  counterUilanced  Iq-  less 
favorable  advices  from  others. 

Improved  foreign  demand  for  Ameri- 
can cereals  Is  shown  in  the  enlarged 
volume  of  shipments  this  week.  Wheat. 
Including  flour,  shipments  aggregate

TWENTIETHCENTURYCLUB 


Objects  and  Aims  of  the  New 

Organization. 


Those  Interested  in  the  organization 
)f  the  Twentieth  Century  club  have 
been  asked  to  state  as  clearly  and 
l)riefly  as  possible  the  objects  and  aims 
of  the  club.  This  seems  especially  neces- 
sary for  those  women  who  are  already 
engaged  in  club  and  class  work,  and  feel 
that  nothing  but  s<jme  great  gain  to  our 
.social  and  intellectual  life  in  Duluth 
would  justify  a  further  expenditure  of 
energy  in  club  life. 

The  club,  as  it  is  now  organized,  wiil 
be  modified  in  many  ways  by  the  needs 
and  wishes  of  the  incoming  members.  It 
is  purposely  left  as  a  mere  skeleton  of  a 
club  until  the  full  membership  .shall  de- 
termine the  direction  in  which  it  can 
best  develop.  The  steps  taken  at  the 
organization  meeting,  on  Sept.  8,  and  at 
the  two  executive  meetings  since,  have 
been: 

First— The  organization  of  a  depart- 
ment club. 

Second— The  election  of  the  following 
ijfflcers:  President,  Mrs.  James  Dow 
Morrison;  first  vice  president,  Mrs. 
Henry  iZ.  Marshall;  second  vice  presi- 
dent. Miss  Mary  \i.  Statham;  honorary 
vice  presidents,  Mrs.  John  Macletid, 
Mrs.  W.  R.  Stone;  recording  secretary, 
Mrs.  Kiiloran:  corresponding  secrtiarv, 
Mrs.  S.  G.  Akin;  treasurer,  Mrs.  W.  J. 
Olcott. 

Third— Eight  departments  were  estab- 
lished, as  follows:  Home,  reform, 
philo.sophy  and  science,  education,  music 
and  art,  literature,  history,  philan- 
thropy. 

Fourth— It  was  decided  to  admit  nil 
clubs  having  a  member,«hip  of  thirtv  or 
under  inro  the  Twentieth  Century  club 
upon  the  payment  of  $3.  those  having 
over  thirty  members  paying  $1  for  each 
additional  ten  members.  These  cluiis 
.■shall  enter  as  units,  but  have-  full  power 
to  vote  as  individuals.  The  reason  for 
this  small  admission  was  that  women 
already  committed  to  club  duties  should 
nut  be  taxed  as  tho.se  having  no  duties. 
V'hose  clubs  shall  form  .sections  in  the 
different  departments,    and     their    club 


life  be  changed  in  no  way  by  joining  the 
new  dub.  As  each  department  will  be 
expected  to  furnish  the  programs  for 
one  of  the  eight  public  meetings  of  the 
club,  they  will  be  called  on  for  that 
amount  of  extra  work.  However,  it  was 
left  with  the  smaller  clubs  to  decide 
whether  best  to  enter  as  a  club  or  as  in- 
dividuals. 

Fiftii— Individual  membership.  Any 
woman  uhose  name  is  properly  present- 
ed to  the  memljcrship  committee  may 
become  a  member  of  the  club  by  paying 
an  annual  due  of  $1.  New  members 
joining  the  club  would  form  new  sec- 
tions on  choosing  their  department  and 
course  of  study,  lilach  new  member 
would  have  to  join  some  one  of  the  de- 
partments, but  this  does  not  necessarily 
entail  v.riting  original  papers,  or  close 
application  to  study. 

Sixth— The  Twentieth  Century  guild. 
It  was  decided  to  form  a  guild  whi.-h 
should  be  an  auxiliary  of  the  Twentieiii 
Century  club,  its  member.^  to  consist 
of  wage-earning  women,  who  by  reason 
of  their  engagements  during  "the  day 
canmt  work  in  the  regular  club.  The 
membership  fee  for  this  club  shall  be 
the  same  as  the  fee  in  the  Twentieth 
Century  club.  If  the  membership  war- 
rant? the  <  xpen-^e,  rooms  will  be  en- 
gaged, classe.-;  arranged  in  any  studies 
the  members  may  elect,  courses  of  free 
lectures  planned  and  a  reading  room  at 
the  service  of  the  members  every  even- 
ing. In  such  a  club  it  i5i  usual  to  jiay 
a  small  fee  for  classes  where  a  teacher 
Is  paid,  for  instance,  vocal  music,  h-.teii- 
ography,  dressmaking,  cutting  and  fit- 
ting, cooking.  French.  German,  while 
course^i  of  lectures  on  literature,  science, 
history,  house  economics  and  kindred 
subjects  would  be  free. 

This  Is  the  merest  sketch  of  wii.at 
such  a  club  would  offer  to  busy  women. 
After  the  club  is  once  well  organized, 
the  plars  for  Its  future  would  be  made 
by  its  members,  and  it  may  be  devel- 
oped into  a  great  force  for  all  that  is 
best  in  our  town.  Any  woman  wh->  is  a 
member  of  the  guild  is  a  member  of  the 
Twentieth  Century  club,  and  can  enter 
any  of  its  departments  for  study.

—Costly  Trimmings  From  Paris— The 

Sleeves  Are  Diminishing* 


SILKS    FOR    BRIDES 


Youns  women  who  study  their  com- 
plexions as  well  as  their  health  know- 
that  exercise  is  essential  to  good  looks 
and  no  kind  of  weather  keeps  them 
from  takki.e:  the  6-mile  daily  walk.  The 
simplest  and  most  inexpensive  outfit  for 
such  an  occasion  consists  of  a  plain 
tweed  skirt,  shirt  waist,  an  Alpine 
trimmed  with  a  band  of  ribbon  and 
two  stiff  wings,  and  a  long  cape  of  thin 
ladies'  cloth  lined  with  figured  Scotch 
plaid.  A  pair  of  thick  soled,  common 
sense  shoes  is  the  last  requisita  of  this 
charming  outfit.

must  skeptical  and  case-hardened  old 
bachelors  and  spinsters  must  be 
brought  to  a  realization  of  the  poet's 
undt  rtsanding  of  human  nature  when 
they  observe  how  in  the  fall  the  young 
woman's  fancy  seriously  turns  to 
thoughts  of  wedding  clothes.

Tor- 
ridity  and  humidity  that  would  make 
the  tropics  ashamed  of  their  cool  cli- 
mate have  not  deterred  people  from 
thinking  of  and  talking  about  what 
they  shall  wear  when  this  recorl-break- 
ing  spell  of  weather  is  only  an  un- 
comfortable memory.  Every  one  is 
more  or  less  interested  in  trousseaux 
or  wedding  garments  of  one  kind  or 
another,  for  the  season  for  autumn 
wedJings  is  almost  at  hand.  While  the 
bride  is  always  the  lentral  ligure  on 
her  wedding  day  and  for  weeks  before- 
hand and  her  trousseau  is  of  paramount 
importance,    there    are    many    wedding 


and     winter      v.ith   unequalled     favor. 

Black  lace  will  be  used  mostly,  and  in- 
stead of  the  Valenciennes  insertion  so 
conspicuous  on  summer  gowns,  bands 
of  l)oaded  passementerie  will  bo  set  In 
the  goods. 

I  saw  displayed  upon  one  of  the 
models  of  a  fa.-^hionable  modiste  a  few 
days  ago  a  waist  of  cuirassier  blue  la- 
die.«j'  cloth  frilled  from  neck  to  belt 
with  tiny  ruflies  of  black  lace.  Across 
the  front  were  three  row«  of  passe- 
menterie insertion  worked  in  very  shiny 
blue  and  black  beads.  The  sleeves  were 
al.so  covered  entirely  with  the  little 
frills  and  there  was  only  the  slightest 
fullness  at  the  shoulders.  The  collar 
was  very  high  and  was  finished  wit'o 
s(iuares  of  dimble  faced  .satin  ribbon 
which  was  black  on  one  .side  and 
curiassier  blue  on  the  other.  The  waist 
had  been  ordered.  I  fearned  afterwards, 
by  a  well  known  .=-o(jety  matron,  and 
was  to  be  woin  with  a  skirt  of  fine 
black  ladies"  cloth  lined  with  pteel  blue 
taffeta.  The  hat  to  be  worn  with  the 
waist  w.iis  of  steel  blue  satin  felt  trim- 
med with  loops  of  satin  ribbon  of  the 
same  color  and  large  black  silk  roses. 
Very  naturally  with  this  suit  the  we  ir- 
er  would  carry  an  umbreNa  of  dark 
blue  or  black  silk,  with  some  sort  of 
fancy  handle. 

This  time  of  year  when  everybody  la 
returning  from  the  country  and  friends 
ar*>  exchanging  visits  as  they  pass 
through  the  different  cities  en  route  to 
their  own  homes,  sight-seeing  parties 
are  the  order  of  the  day.  These  par- 
ties are  so  popular  that  visitors  have 
gowns  made  e.-pecially  for  the  occasion 
and  the  young  woman  who  does  not 
possess  at  least  one  of  these  toilettes 
feels  that  there  is  something  laclclng.

An  elaliorate  wedding  gown  of  irory 
satin  duehesse  was  recently  shown  The 
skirt  is  beautifully  draped  with  a'deep 
flounce  of  old  Brussels  lace,  and  the 
bodice  is  festoontd  with  the  same  ma- 
terial over  a  yoke  of  fine  tucked  chiffon 
trimmed  with  bebe  satin  ribbon.  The 
sleeves  match  the  yoke,  and  tht.  compar- 
tively  short  veil  is  also  of  Brussels  lace. 

No  bride  of  good  taste  ever  appears 
In  H  low-necked  sleeveless  gown,  but 
yokes  and  sleev.s  of  transpiuent  ma- 
terials, sucli  as  rufhid  chiffon  and 
shirreil  tulle,  will  be  in  vogue  tiiis  fall 
and  winter.  Either  material  has  a 
softening  elTect  about  tho  face,  and  is 
far  more  beeomin.s  to  the  majority  of 
Women  than  stiff  satin  or  silk.  Tv^^^ 
lovers"  knots  of  soft  white  ribbon  are 
upod  to  ornament  w.dding  gown.>^. 

Princess?  bridal  gr)\vns  are  considered 
exceedingly  smart  for  th.-.se  who  can 
w^ar  this  style:  but  such  women  are 
few  and  far  hetween.  One  gown  is  made 
of  heavy  gros  grain  .silk,  and  is  fas;- 
ened  at  the  back  v.ithout  any  sign  of 
fulness  below  the  waist  line.  In  fact  the 
8kiit.<  of  all  frocks  grow  tiglUer  and 
tighter  aliout  th'-  hins.  and  are  made  to 
join  In  the  back  withiut  any  visible  ful- 
ness. To  arrive  at  this  much  desired 
effect  the  skirt  must  be  cut  in  three 
pieces,  all  of  equal  dimensions,  narrow- 
at  th-  waist  and  wide  at  the  feet. 

Autumn  brides  have  ailopted  the  semi- 
polonaise,  and  it  looks  very  impressive 
on  a  tall,  stately  figure.  One  gown  ha-; 
a  petticoat  and  train  of  heavy  white 
moire,  with  a  I>roail  satin  stripe,  while 
the  overdress  is  of  plain  satin,  the  points 
being  edged  with  chiffon  ruching  and 
further  decorattd  with  pearl  appUque  In 
a  Moral  design.  The  full  vest  is  of  chif- 
fon and  the  plain,  tight  sleeves  of  satin 
embroidered  in  ptail,  to  match  the 
trimming. 

Bridesmaids'  dresses  change  so  con- 
stantly in  fashion  that  it  can  rarely  be 
said  that  any  one  style  is  tne  thing. 
T  sually  bridesmaids"  gowns  depend 
upon  the  individual  taste  of  the  bride, 
who  decides  this  question.  For  a  time 
rainlK)w  weddings  were  considered  the 
thing,  and  then  each  bridesmaid  wore  a 
different  color;  next  came  the  pure 
white  wedding,  and  then  the  one-toned 
nuptial  ceremony  when  all  of  the  at- 
tendants wore  one  color,  such  as  pink 
or  blue,  or  yellow,  except  perhaps  the 
niaid  of  honor,  who  was  distinguished 
from  the  other  bridesmaids  by  her  dress 
Just  now  it  is  the  proper  thing  to  havt- 
the  bridesmaids  dressed  in  pairs,   each 


finished  tho  insertion  was  put  on  in 
overskirt  fashion  coming  to  a  mere 
point  in  the  front.  Tliese  lace  overskirts 
can  be  purchased  at  almost  any  leading- 
dry  goods  store  for  $1.50  and  upwards^ 
and  after  they  are  taken  off  the  siyrt 
they  can  be  used  for  other  purposes 
The  waist  was  tight  fitting  and  was 
made  of  the  in.«ertion.  The  vest  was  of 
the  voile  and  the  collar  was  of  plain 
olive  green  silk*  laced  in  front  and  fin- 
ished with  a  ruffle  of-ecru  lace.  It  may 
be  added  that  the  toilar  hooked  on  the 
shoBlder  and  the  lacing  was  only  a  dec- 
oration, though  it  looked  like  a  fasten- 
ing. The  sleeves  were  very  small  puffs 
which  reached  only  to  the  elbow,  and 
directly  down  the  center  was  a  frilling 
of  olive  grt»en  satin  ribbon.  A  ruffle  of 
the  .same  lace  used  in  the  collar  finished 
the  sleeves,  and  the  Welt  was  of  white 
kill  with  a  very  plain  silver  buvkle.  The 
.suit  was  lined  throughout  with  olive 
green  cambric,  but  it  had  all  the  ele- 
gance of  a  silk  lined  dress. 

For  the  woman  who  wears  mourning 
there  is  a  variety  of  materials.  A  few 
years  ago  she  was  conJined  to  Hen- 
rietta, cashmere  and  serge,  but  now 
there  are  so  many  new  fabrics  from 
which  she  can  select  a  dress  that,  should 
she  be  compelled  to  wear  black  for  years 
she  could  find  variety  without  returning 
to  the  old  fabrics. 

A  costume  that  I  saw  the  other  day 
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gowns  other  than  her  own  to  be  consid- 
ered. Her  mr)ther  and  grandmother 
must  be  fitly  clothed  for  the  occasoin, 
and  so  must  her  si.-»ters  and  her  cousins 
and  her  aunts,  not  to  mention  her 
guests  at  large.  And  then  there  are 
the  bridesmaids,  whose  apparel  is  next 
in  importance  to  that  of  the  bride 
herself. 

Materials  for  bridal  toiiets.  brides- 
maids' gowns,  and  wedding  reception 
costumes  were  never  before  so  rich  and 
varied  as  they  are  today.  The  time 
was  when  evening  weddings  were 
fashionable,  and  all  the  guests  arrayed 
themselves  in  evening  gowns,  but  the 
high-noon  wedding,  which  is  more 
popular  than  ever,  has  revolutionized 
this  custon«.  and  gives  woman  almost 
unlimited  scope  in  the  matter  of  dress. 
Ivory  satin  duchesse  is  still  the  favor- 
ite material  for  bridal  gowns,  though 
a  rich,  heavy,  white  gros  grain  silk, 
such  as  our  grandmothers  took  their 
marriage  vows  in,  is  bidding  for  favjr. 
White  satin  is  exceedingly  unbecoming 
to  a  plain  w^oman  and  not  at  all  suited 
to  very  young  brides  unless  draped 
with  lace,  chiffon  or  tulle.  Gros  de 
Londres  is  an  old  weave  returned  under 
a  new  name  anrf  is  being  utilized  to 
some  extent,  and  so  .ire  heavy  cordM 
sillcs  in  rep  and  bayadere  effect.  Wed- 
dling  gowns  are  at  either  at  one  extreme 
or  the  other  when  it  comes  to  design- 
very  plain  or  very  elaborate.  It  is  con- 
sidered bad  form  for  a  young  bride  to 
wear  any  but  the  simplest  of  bridal 
robes. 

Lace  frills  and  insertion  are  the  trim- 
mings which  will  reign  through  the  fall 


A  member  of  a  sight-seeing  party 
wore  a  dress  of  heliotrope  brilllantine 
trimmed  profusely  with  frills  of  ribbon 
which  had  a  fancy  edge.  The  yoke  of 
th.'  skirt  was  squared  with  the  ribbon 
frills:  and  the  deep  Spanish  ruffle  was 
headed  with  the  same  decoration.  The 
waist  was  treated  in  the  same  way  as 
the  yoke  of  the  skirt  and  the  front  had 
ju.«t  a  little  fullness.  There  was  a  deep 
pointed  belt  of  dark  parme  .satin  which 
fastened  at  tho  left  side.  The  yoke  of 
the  waist  was  a  mass  of  frills,  each 
headed  with  a  band  of  narrow  parme 
satin  ribbon.  The  collar  of  the  ribbon 
was  finished  with  a  tiny  frill  of  white 
mou=?seline  de  soie.  The  Tam  O'Shan- 
ter-like  hat  had  a  baggy  crown  of  white 
satin,  while  the  brim  was  covered 
with  the  ruffles  of  ribbon  used  on  the 
dress.  Three  deep,  full  parme  plumes 
formed  the  only  decoration  and  stood 
smartly  at  the  left  side. 

The  shaped  Hounce,  devoid  of  fullness 
has  attached  itself  to  almost  every  kind 
of  frock  except  the  wedding  gown  and 
most  likely  it  would  decorate  this  were 
It  not  that  the  train  makes  it  an  im- 
pessibility.  The  skirts  of  wedding 
gowns  are  much  trimmed  in  other  ways, 
however,  and  some  of  the  newest  de- 
signs show  considerable  drapery.  Brus- 
sris,  Honiton  and  duchesse  lace  are  em- 
ployed in  embellishing  them,  and  garni- 
tures and  bands  of  pear!  embroidery,  tho 
like  of  which  has  never  been  seen  before 
are  being  sent  from  Paris  for  this  pur- 
pose. The  pearls  used  in  this  trimming 
are  such  good  imitations  that  they  look 
for  all  the  world  like  Oriental  gems,  and 
are  set  after  the  fashion  of  real  jewels 
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couple  being  in  a  different  color.  Gros 
grain  silk,  which  is  softer  and  wears 
better  than  taffeta,  has  to  a  large  «x- 
tent  superseded  this  material,  and  of 
course  the  delicate  s:)ades  are  the  ones 
usually  selected.  At  noon  and  afternoon 
weddings  the  attendants  do  not  wear 
decollete  gowns,  though  th^-v  not  infre- 
quently appear  in  transparent  yoke  and 
.sleevts.  Whole  gowns  are  made  of  dot- 
ted or  striped  net  over  silk,  and  are 
fashioned  to  look  as  fiufTy  as  ruchin.£;s 
^nd  rullles  ami  puffs  can  make  them. 
Big  picture  hats  or  poke  bonnets  cov- 
ered with  feathers  or  flowers  or  short 
veils  of  tulle  or  lace  are  worn  as  a 
headdress. 

Costumes  designed  for  weddin.?  recep- 
tions, which  are  also  worn  at  pere- 
"lacniuus  aft;  i noon  re.  eptions  of  any 
kind,  and  semi-formal  dinners  given  ia 
puolic  places  are  so  elaborate  in  ma- 
terial and  make  that  they  almost  at- 
tract attention  from  the  gov.n  of  all 
gowns,  the  bridal  goun.  Theie  is  no 
end  to  the  new  silks,  suited  to  stately, 
white-haired  dowagers  and  fresh  youiig 
matrons.  Bayadere  and  Pekin  stripes 
are  among  the  novelties,  and  come  in 
the  richest  combinations  of  black,  white 
and  lilac  for  elderly  people,  and  in  every 
imaginable  dainty  shade  for  the  young. 
One  of  the  most  effective  and  dres.sy 
silks  has  a  raised  figure  in  Pompadour 
effect  on  a  pale  gray  moire  ground. 

While  making  the  tour  of  a  dressmak- 
ing district  the  other  day  in  search  of 
new  early  fall  modes  for  house  and 
street  wear,  my  attention  was  attracted 
by  a  very  charming  costume  of  olive 
gro:n  voile  and  cream  l.ice  insertion. 
The  gown  was  upon  a  wax  figure  which 
leaned  against  a  chair  In  such  a  manner 
that  at  first  sight  one  would  be  positive 
that  a  living  person  stood  there. 

The  skirt  was  a  combination  of  voile 
very  thickly  gathered,  and  lace  inser- 
tion.   After    the    voile    foiuidation  was 


had  a  skirt  of  black  broadcloth  made 
perfectly  plain  and  tight  fitting  over  the 
hips.  It  was  made  on  the  new  one- 
seam  pattern,  and  the  belt  was  finished 
in  such  a  way  that  no  other  band  for<he 
waist  was  needed.  The  waist  was  of 
vblack  and  white  Alsatian  chalHe.  It 
Would  have  been  a  Itussian  blouse  had 
it  not  fitted  so  snugly  to  the  figure. 
Down  the  front  there  were  three  strips 
of  black  ribbon  velvet,  each  two  Inches 
longer  than  the  other.  Between  the 
strijis  there  were  sev.ed  large,  common 
"rice"  buttons  covered  with  velvet.  The 
sleeves  were  tight  fitting  to  the  shoulder 
and  their  only  deeoration  was  two 
simple  bands  of  the  same  material 
which  trimmed  the  waist.  The  collar 
was  made  of  black  velvet;  and.  like  the 
wrists,  was  relieved  by  a  rulfle  of  very 
fine  linen.  The  small,  round  hat  was 
■  tipped  w6ll  to  the  right  side  and  edged 
with  v.hite.  The  crown  was  trimmed 
with  black  and  white  ribbon  and  wings 
of  the  same  color.  Black  and  white  silk 
roses  set  under  the  brim. 

The  coat  for  out  door  wear  and  cy- 
cling this  «eason  will  fit  the  figure  vei-y 
closely  and  will  be  very  long.  It  does 
not  in  any  way  correspond  with  the 
wrap  for  more  forma!  occasions,  which 
has  a  loose  front  to  be  filled  in  with 
tho  foft  chiffon,  voile  and  other  silkv 
inaterials.  There  is  nothing  feminine 
about  it.  and  the  more  "mannish"  it  is 
the  more   fashionable. 

This  smart  wrap  was  copied  from  a 
model  designed  for  a  well-known  Lenox 
hostess.  Lenox,  you  know,  is  that  pop- 
ular resort  where  the  riih  and  fashion- 
able go  to  indulge  in  a  hunt  and  tho 
other  sports  of  autumn.  The  coat  wab« 
of  hunter's  green  broadcloth  and  reached 
almost  to  the  three-quarter  mark,  it 
was  lined  witk  heavy  green  fiannel  and 
fitte<I  SI  close  to  the  figure  that  ther'> 
was  not  a  wrinkle  in  it.  It  hooked  down 
the  front  by  means  of  very  large  hooks 
and  eyes,  although  the  .^^ilk  trimmings 
seemed  to  lie  doing  duty  as  fastening.s. 
There  was  a  pjinted  girdle  of  black 
broadcloth,  finished  on  each  edge  with 
three  rows  of  narrow  silk  braid.  The 
sleeves  were  very  small.  The  cap  to  be 
worn  with  this  coat  was  simply  a 
crown  of  black  felt  caught  in  the  middle 
with  a  green  sUk  button.  A  skirt  of 
dark    green    and    black    diagonal,    and 
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dar"k   tan  leggins  completed  this  smart 
outfit. 

.Black  silk  gowns  will  be  more  worn 
this  fall  than  they  have  been  since  the 
time  when  the  bla.k  silk  gown  was  con- 
sidered the  swellest  of  all.  This  calls 
for  a  return  of  jet.  whic-h  promise? 
to  be  also  much  used  on  gowns  other 
than  black  tilk.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
triinrnings  for  reception  gowns  and 
ollv-r  elaborate  toilets  are  a  match  for 
ftshionable  materials  when  it  comes  to 
magnificence.  Garnitures,  in  blouse 
efi'ects,  handsomely  si^angled  or  em- 
broidered with  dazzling  jewels,  are  em- 
ployed on  both  day  and  evening  gown^', 
aiid  the  bands  of  trimming  to  match  are 
so  exquisitely  wrought  that  they  cost 
almost  as  much  as  if  worked  with  pre- 
cious stones.  White,  black  and  colored 
lace  applique  trimmings  are  used  on 
.=ilk,  satin,  velvet  and  wool  garments, 
those  of  Venetiian  point  being  the  pret- 
tiest. Black  and  steel  and  steel  trim- 
mings are  considered  effective  on  cos- 
tumes of  national  blue.  Revers  will  be 
much  used  even  with  blouse  effects,  and 
are  brought  over  from  Paris  in  every 
size,  shape  and  shade.  Chenille  is  intro- 
duced into  most  of  this  season's  trim- 
mings, adding  greatly  to  their  rlL-h 
effect,  and  it  is  predicted  that  fringes 
will  be  in  general  demand  before  the 
winter  is  far  advanced.  Already  an  un- 
cut fringe  trimming,  combined  with 
4pangled  galloon,  figures  on  some  of  the 
*narte«t   fall  costume.s. 

Tailor-made  gowns  will  be  rendered 
less  severe  by  means  of  braid  and  cloth 
applique  trimming^',  and  some  very 
handsome  garnitures  made  entirely  of 
mohair  or  silk  braid  are  designed  to 
cover  capes  of  cloth,  silk  or  velvet. 
Black  chenille,  with  jet,  or  with  black 
or  colored  spangles,  is  quite  effective  on 
dressy  black  gowns  of  a  wool  and  pilk 
mixture,  and  perhaps  no  color  is  more 
generally  introduced  into  trimmings  of 
all  sorts  f  ir  gowns  of  every  style  than 
national  blue,  which,  strange  to  say, 
in  moft  cases  has  a  decidedly  purple 
cast  about   it. 

Giiace-loving  French  women  declare 
that  the  fad  for  fiouhced  skirts  has  g-one 
too  far,  and  that  they  have  never  ap- 
proved of  the  fashion. 

There  is  infinite  variety  in  the  new 
veiliiigs  for  autumn  wear.  All  take  ths 
direction  of  close-set  small  spots.  The 
most  becoming  have  a  groundwork  of 
gray  or  white  with  black  chenille  dot.-5. 
but  the  newest  design  is  of  black  silk 
net  with  lace  sprays  in  cream  or  white, 
with   a   border  to   match.     The   veilings

At  the  Ti-aJes  assembly  meetingr  last 
evening  the  aUlermen  who  wore  elected 
last  winter  on  the  8-hour  day  platform, 
which  was  adopted  by  all  of  the  parties, 
and  who  opposed  the  8-hour  day  resolu- 
tion recently  introduced  in  the  council. 
Avere  severely  scored  for  their  action.  It 
was  resolve!  to  serve  notice  on  them  to 
rr-member  their  pledge.s  in  future  on 
l>ain  of  a  political  boycott. 

The  matter  was  brought  up  by  Presi- 
dent McEwcn.  who  made  the  statement 
that  there  had  been  a  breach  of  trust 
somewhere.  i»f  all  of  th>>  aldermen 
el.cted  last  winter  on  the  S-hour  day 
platfurm.  but  one  had  adhered  to  his 
pl"dgre  when  the  S-h  >ur  day  resolution 
was  before  the  council,  the  others  vot- 
ing against  it.  The  arguments  that 
wt-re  urgred  a.sfainst  it  in  the  council 
were  such,  he  said,  as  to  convince  him 
that  the  aldermen  are  not  in  favor  of 
an  S-hour  day.  One  of  the  arguments 
advanced  was  that  tlic-  passage  of  the 
resolution  would  force  other  emp!  jyers 
in  the  ci:y  to  an  .S-hour  day.  Tnat  wts 
exactly  what  i)rganizc.d  labor  wanted 
Another  argument  resorted  to  wa.s  that 
the  matter  .should  be  left  to  the  st  ite. 
Organized  lulnyv  saould  remember  thos- 
aldermen.  » 

■•If  we  don't  make  an  issue  ><n  the  S- 
hour  day,  we  had  better  adjourn,  be- 
cause We  should  Ic  doing  no  good."  con- 
tinued President-  AIcEwen.  "Every 
alderman  elected  ila.st  winter  on  :he  S- 
hour  platform  airrl  who  opposed  the  res- 
olution betra.ved  his  constituents  and 
repudiated  his  platform,  and  thev  are 
Oil  worthy  omy  vi  the  deepest  scorn." 
he  concluded. 

Delegate  Kriz  .said  that  it  wa.s  not  '^o 
be  wondered  at  that  the  aldermen  al- 
luded to  had  shown  nj  regard  for  theit 
promises.  -As  long  at  v.e  keep  out  of 
rohtics."  said  he.  "those  fellows  ^ill 
not  fear  us.  When  organized  labor 
g>es  into  politics,  where  it  uu^ht  ti»  go 
we  can  bring  them  t  >  time."  He  moved 
that  a  committee  of  five  be  aopoint^d  tu 
draw  up  resolutions  expre^-.iing  the  sensc- 
of  the  assembly,  and  wait  on  the  al- 
dermen, "and  demand— not  ask.  but  de- 
mand"—that  thvy  keep  faith  with  or- 
jranizel  labjr.  and  notifv  them  that  if 
they  did  not  they  would  be  boycotted 
politically. 

Delegate  Cob!)  wanted  to  know  where 
organized  !al>or  received  any  encourage- 
ment from  experiene  to  go  into 
politics,  and  a  sh-.rt  discussion  between 
th«  two  followed.   . 

Delegate  C.  H.  Appleby  thought  that 
the  rosoluti>>:i  introduced  in  the  council 
went  a  little  t  >o  far.  It  was  ti»o  much 
to  A-ek  to  step  at  once  from  $1..^0  to  $1.^5 
per  day  and  from  a  10  to  an  S-hour  day. 
Delegate  Burwell  took  Mr.  Anplein- 
up  sharply,  asking  the  latt?r"  if  he 
thought  that  a  man  who  wirked,  say, 
eight  hours  a  day  in  the  street  wu.«( 
not  worth  more  than  51.r>0.  and  if  he  wa<? 
a  hog  if  he  asked  f  jr  more. 

President  McEwen  remarked  that 
squandering  of  money  on  all  hands  by 
the  city  went  on  unchallenged,  but  a 
great    big   howl    w- nt    up    if    the    poor 


laboping  men  asked  25  cents  more  per 
day. 

Delegate  H.  Dworschak  .«<aid  that  they 
mi.ght  as  well  get  after  what  thc.v 
uanteil  right  now.  "Tie  a  horse  with  a 
shoe  .=itring  and  there  he  will  stay  until 
he  freezes  to  death."  said  he.  "How 
long  shall  v.e  stay  here  and  freeze.' 
We  cann  >t  hold  men  elected  by  the  old 
parties'.  Let  us  gel  up  a  party  of  our 
own  and  then  we  can  hold  our  men  re- 
sponsible." When  a  man  was  elected 
by  <me  of  the  present  p.arties.  he  was  for 
th.1t  party,  regardless  of  his  promises  to 
oi'ganized  labor. 

Delegate  *Kriz  said  that  he  was  op- 
posed to  asking  anything  at  all.  Organ- 
ized labor  should  demand — that  was  Its 
right. 

I>elegate  Cobb  favored  the  motion, 
but  he  agreed  with  Delegate  Applel>.v 
that  it  was  unwise  to  try  to  take  two 
steps  at  once.  He  believed  that  if  they 
maiie  a  point  of  an  8-hour  day  alone 
they  would  find  that  the  matter  of 
wages  wnuld  adjust  it.self. 

The  motion  was  carried  unanimously 
and  the  follnwing  committee  was  ap- 
IMdnted:  [■:.  Kriz.  C.  I^ytze,  H.  Dwor- 
schak. Mr.  Hly  and  H.  Burwell. 

Delegate  Cobi»  of  the  committee  on 
the  laUir  directory  reported  as  to  the 
depacture  of  F.  C.  Ford,  the  directory 
man,  detailing  the  circumstances  as 
pulilished  in  The  Herald  yesterday. 

On  motion  of  Delegate  Burwell  a 
committee  consisting  of  H.  Burwell.

AMERICAN  IRON  ABROAD. 

An  American  Tells  Our  English  Cousins 
a  Few  Things. 

S.  T.  Wellman.  of  Cleveland,     Ohio, 
who  has  just  returned   from   the   con- 
gress of  Iron  and  Steel  institute,  held 
in  Sweden,  spent  several  weeks  among 
British   manufacturers,   says  the  Lon- 
don Chronicle.      "My  visit  to  England," 
he    said,    on    Ix-ing    interviewed,    "has 
been  for  study  and  recreation  quite  as 
much  as  anythin.g  else,  but  I  have  been 
endeavoring   to   put   into   the  hands  of 
Kn.gllsh   steel   aiul   iron   manufacturers 
machinery  such  as  would  enable  them 
to  produce  these  articles  as  c*eap,     if 
not    cheaper,     than    we    are    doing    in 
America.      This  may  not  seem  a  very 
patriotic  thing  for  an  American  to  un- 
dertake, but  it  is  at  least  unselfish,   is 
it  not?     It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  is 
just  beginning  to  dawn  on  many  Eng- 
lishmen  that  American  steel  and   iron 
products  are  obtaining  a  startling  hold 
as  against  British  goods  made       right 
here  in  Great  liritain.  I  know  within  a 
very  few  days,  for  Instance,  of  no  less 
than  5000  tons  of  American  steel  being 
.sent  to  Harland  &  Wolff.  Not  long  ago 
the   city   of  Glasgow   offered   conrfacts 
for    a    large    quantity    of    water    pipes. 
The  lowest  three  bidders  were  all  Amer- 
icans.     It  chanced  that  there  was      a 
technical   Haw   in   the  bids  which   gav,? 
the  astonished  Scots  a  chance  to  rf»ad- 
vertlse,    and    again    the    lowest    bidder 
w.a.s  an  American,  and  though  the  pipes 
were  of  special  lengths  not  often  used 
in  the  United  States  the  American  won 
the  contract.  I  have  just  received  from 
America  th^  uev.ly  compiled  figures  on 
American  steel  and  iron  exports,  and  I 
can  tell  you  that  in  spite  of  the  war,  in 
spite  of  the  Dingley  tariff,   the  Amer- 
ican exports  have  reached  the  highest 
values  in  their  history,  and  that  prom- 
inent among  them  all  are  manufactured 
goods. 

"I  account  for  it  largely  by  the  fact 
that  our  improved  manufacturing  ma- 
chinery, which  machinery  England  is, 
singularly  enough,  deprived  of  Ijy  the 
fact  that  the  labor  unions  do  not  per- 
mit the  employer  to  avail  himself  of 
them.  In  other  words,  I  manufacture 
an  automatic  machinery-making  apnll- 
ance.  One  American  workman  is  aiile, 
and  does,  operate  six  of  these  machines. 
The  English  labor  union  compels  the 
manufacturer  to  put  a  man  on  each 
machine,  which  naturally  shuts  him  olT 
from  competing  with  the  Americans. 
The  result  you  can  readily  appreciate 
when  I  tell  you  that  for  ten  years 
American  exports  to  Europe  have  gra- 
dually increased,  until  they  have  wiped 
out  the  Import  side  of  the  ledger  and 
left       a      handsome       balance.  The 

rmted  States  sold  $30,000,000  of  iron 
and  steel  products  to  European  con- 
sumers, while  in  1880  we  exported  only 
$12,000,000  and  imported  over  $71,000,000. 
The  exports  of  American  steel  rails  ad- 
vanced from  $2,482,208  in  1897  to  $4,613,- 
376  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  TO, 
1SP8.  In  ten  years  our  exports  of  loco- 
motives increased  in  value  from  $,")00  - 
000  to  $4,000,000  a  year,  and  we  are  mn" 
sending  locomotives  to  Egypt  and 
Japan."

WHEELS  AND 

THEIR  RIDERS 


Gen.  Roy  Stone,  of  Pennsylvania,  who 
is  in  command  of  a  division  of  the 
army  in  Porto  Rico,  is  an  enthusiast 
on  the  subject  of  good  roads.  Prior  to 
the  war  he  was  employe<l  by  the  gov- 
ernment as  an  expert  and  was  actively 
engaged  in  advancing  the  good  roads 
movement.  Part  of  his  duty  in  the 
army  was  to  find  or  liuild  roads  for  the 
transportation  of  supplies,  and  his  ex- 
pert knowledge  was  put  to  good  ac- 
count. The  general's  report  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  roads  in  Porto  Rico  will 
interest  wheelers  of  glol>e-trotting  tend- 
encies, inasmuch  as  the  roads  of  the 
island  are  equal  to  the  best  in  Europe. 
The  great  highway  between  Ponce  and 
San  Juan  is  a  marvel  of  engineering 
skill.  Part  of  it  ascends  a  mountain  to 
a  height  of  5000  feet,  and  is  hewn 
through  solid  rock.  The  surface  is  as 
smooth  as  newly-laid  asphalt  and  a  bi- 
cycle glides  over  it  without  a  jar.  All 
of  which  is  pleasant  to  read  about.  Dis- 
tance lends  enchantment  to  it.'  Still. 
just  as  good  a  road  might  be  built  in 
this  country  for  less  than  the  cost  of 
acquiring  the  Porto  Rican  sample  of 
Spanish  industry.

Edwards  had  rid- 
den 250  consecutive  centuries.  .Al- 
though he  cannot  carry  out  his  original 
intention  to  ride  100  miles  every  day 
for  a  year,  he  says,  he  will,  as  soon  as 
he  is  allowed  to  stai  t.  catch  up  tin- 
lost  centuries,  and,  by  riding  200  miles 
some  days,  still  be  able  to  record  SCSOO 
miles  next  New  Year's  eve.  A  physi- 
cian who  made  a  thorough  examin- 
ation of  Edwards  reports  that  he  is 
suffering  from  a  mild  form  of  tyr>hoid 
fever.  All  talk  of  hypertrophy  u'f  the 
heart  is  nonsen.se.  says  the  doctor,  and, 
according  to  his  idea,  it  is  the  splendid 
physical  condition  of  Edwaids  that  has 
prevented  the  toxin  of  the  fever  from 
aft'ecting  him  more  severely.  Provided 
there  is  no  relapse  and  no  setting  in  tif 
complications.  Edwards  will  be  able  to 
resume  riding  in  a  fev.-  weeks,  says  hit, 
doctor,  who  also  expresses  the  opini  m 
that,  instead  of  being  injured  by  his 
arduous  work  on  the  wheel,  he  has  been 
improved  by  it. 


It  is  noticeable  that  in  general  wo- 
men are  sitting  better  on  their  wheels 
than  they  were.  I'nder  the  guidance  of 
precept  and  the  inHuence  of  example 
there  is  a  much  larger  percentage  rid- 
ing gracefully  and  unlaboriou.=Iy  tlian 
there  was  a  year  ago.  Formerly  there 
was  not  more  than  one  woman  in  ten 
who  sat  over  her  work  and  had  an  ad- 
vantageous poise  on  the  wheel,  while 
now  there  are  five  or  six  in  ten.  Those 
who  do  not  wheel  comfortably  and  who 
find  pedalling  on  a  level  road  laborious 
can  learn  much  if  they  are  reflective  by 
spending  an  hour  or  two  on  the  piazza 
of  some  place  along  a  road  frequented 
by  cyclists.  It  will  be  discovered  that 
there  Is  something  in  common  in  the 
position  of  tho.«e  who  ride  along  seem- 
ingly without  effect  and  by  contrasting 
them  with  those  whose  swaying  bod- 
ies and  tense  expressions  tell  of  hard 
work,  the  subtle  something  will  be 
found.  Riders  should  never  cease  ex- 
perimenting with  thei;*  position  until 
they  reach  a  point  where  they  feel  that 
the  wteel  needs  holding  back  on  a 
good,  level  road,  and  they  cover  mid- 
dle distances  without  feeling  tired  in 
any  particular  set  of  muscles.  The 
"tired-all-over-feeling"  is  the  only  one 
belonging  to  a  long  ride  in  proper  posi- 
tion.

A  great  deal  of  enamel  is  scraped 
from  the  frames  of  wheels  In  the  eft'ort 
to  remove  mud  that  has  dried  and 
caked.  The  use  of  a  wet  cloth  on  the 
mud  to  soften  it  will  obviate  this,  and 
riders  who  care  for  the  appearan'ce  of 
their  mounts  should  never  attempt  to 
scrape  the  mud  off  without  wetting  it. 
Some  advocate  keeping  the  frame 
slightly  covered  with  vaseline.  This 
is  effective  and  practical  for  the  parts 
liable  to  get  the  greatest  .quantity  of 
mud  on  them,  namely,  the  bottom 
bracket,  the  rear  forks  and   the  under 

side  of  the  lower  tube,  but  to  smear  the    mourners  in  that  party, 
entire    frame,    however   lightly,    would 
be   rough    on   clothing   and   hands   and 
would  cause  a  coating  of  dust  to  clinu" 
to  it.

AN  ITALI4N  WEDDING. 


In  the  advance  sheets  of  the  latest 
consular  reports  Consul  General  Pol- 
lard, writing  from  Monterey,  answers 
questions  propounded  by  an  associ- 
ation of  bicycle  manufacturers  in  the 
United  States  as  follows:  "No  bi- 
cycles are  manufactured  in  the  re- 
public of  Mexico.  Several  firms  buy  ail 
the  component  parts  of  machines  and 
put  them  together  afterward,  but  the 
complete  wheel  Is  not  manufactured  In 
Mexico.  All  the  parts  are  procured 
from  the  United  States  and  almost  all 
the  machines  manufactured  In  th? 
United  States  are  represented  in  Mex- 
ico. With  reference  to  the  future  of 
liicycles  in  Mexico,  it  may  be  interest- 
mg  to  state  that  for  the  last  four 
years  the  demand  therefor  has  in- 
creased each  successive  year  more  than 
5  per  cent  over  that  of  the  preceding 
year.  There  is  no  doubt  that  anyone 
having  capital  to  start  a  manufactory 
in  this  republic  would  meet  with  suc- 
cess, and  that  large  gains  would  ensue 
to  the  investors  in  such  an  enterprise. 


One  at    Negaunce,    Mich.,   Creates 
Considerable  Interest. 

The  Italians  of  Ishpeming  who  were 
out  Sunday  celebrating  the  marriage  of 
a  couple  from  th..t  city  attracted  a  great 
deal  of  attention  in  Negaunee,  writes 
the  correspondent  of  the  Miarquette 
Journal. 

As  the  procession  moved  through  the 
steets  the  more  curious  followed  it. 
Some  thought  it  was  a  funeral,  but  a 
glance  at  the  cavalcade  was  enough  to 
ronvince  anyone    that    there    were    no 

The  procession 
was  led  by  six  men  on  horseback.  On 
either  side  of  the  carriage  containing 
the  bride  and  groom  t\^o  other  mounted 
men  rode.  They  were  the  bodyguard  to 
the  bridal  couple.  These  two  m^anifested 
a  more  dignified  appearance  than  any 
of  the  others.  They  sat  erect  in  their 
saddles  and  held  their  whips  at  their 
right  shoulders.  The  procession  did  not 
mjve  very  rapidly,  so  the  riders  had 
every  opportunity  to  maintain  graceful 
attitudes.  And  they  were  evidently  verv 
proud,  apparently  as  full  of  business  as 
though  they  were  holding  a  government 
job. 

Up  on  Case  street,  almost  In  front  of 
the  Methodist  church,  the  procession 
halted,  and  one  of  the  men  mounted 
addressed  those  in  the  party  In  his  na- 
tive tongue.  He  went  through  some  pe- 
culiar maneuvers  with  his  whip  as  he 
sat  erect,  and  every  one  of  the  party 
paid  strict  attention  to  what  he  had  to 
say.  He  talked  for  more  than  ten  min- 
utes, when  the  procession  was  ordered 
to  move  on. 

From  there  the  procession  moved 
toward  the  Cambria  location,  where 
nearly  all  the  Italians  in  Negaunee  re- 
side. It  was  the  pleasure  of  some  of 
the  people  to  be  out  there  when  thf; 
bridal  party  passed  through  the  loca- 
tion.  There  was  a  general  greeting  all 
through  the  street  as  the  Ishpemlng 
"Itals"  passed  along.  The  Italians  liv- 
ing at  the  location  seemed  to  understand 
the  significance  of  the  affair  and  were 
apparently  very  much  pleased  that  thci? 
friends  from  the  Hematite  City  honored 
them  with  a  visit. 

It  is  said  to  be  the  custom  of  the 
Italians  in  Italy  to  celebrate  marriages 
in  this  way  on  the  Sunday  following  the 
ceremony.  The  celebration  here  Sunday 
was  a  reproduction  of  those  held  m 
Italy  when  couples  of  the  better  class 
there  are  united  in  marriage. 

One  feature  of  the  celebration  not 
mentioned  in  yesterday's  notice  of  it 
was  the  time  the  Italians  had  Sunday 
afternoon  and  evening  after  the  parade. 
There  was  a  dance  at  the  home  of  the 
young  couple.  The  bride  was,  of  course, 
the  center  of  attraction.  Every  time  a 
young  man  asked  her  to  dance  she  had 
to  consult  her  hueband  and  get  his  con- 
sent. If  the  husband  told  her  she  could 
not  dance  with  the  gallant  who  gave 
her  the  invitation,  that  settled  it.  He 
had  to  take  a  walk  and  not  look  for  a 
dance  with  the  bride  any  more  that 
evening.  Several  of  the  men  were 
"turned  down"  by  the  husband,  but 
they  did  not  seem  to  lose  heart  on  that 
account,  and  kept  right  on  enjoying 
themselves.

The  Oregon  and  Iowa  to  Sail  For 
Honolulu. 

New  York,  Sept.  26.— A  dispatch  to  the 
World  from  Washington  says:  Instruc- 
tions givcn  by  the  navy  department  to 
Capt.  A.  S.  Barker,  commanding  the 
battleship  Oregon  and  senior  officer  of 
the  squadron  which  is  under  orders  to 
proceed  to  Manilla,  require  him  to  sail 
during  the  present  week  for  Honolulu. 

Reports  ri-ceived  at  the  departmeni 
announce  that  the  Oregon  is  ready  for' 
the  voyage,  and  the  Iowa  will  be  in  con- 
ditlort  to  sail  tomorrow.  The  supply 
ship  Celtic,  the  distilling  ship  Iris,  and 
the  four  colliers  which  will  accompany 
the  battleships,  will  be  ready  durtng  the 
next  few  days. 

For  the  benefit  of  American  commerce 
steps  are  being  taken  by  the  navy  de- 
partment, in  accordance  with  the  rec- 
ommendation of  Commander  R.  B. 
Bradford,  chief  of  the  bureau  of  equip- 
n:ent,  to  make  a  thorough  survey  of  the 
more  important  heritors  of  Cuba  and 
I'orto  Rico.

unorning.  Mrs.  Casperine,  who  lives  on 
Cedar  street,  about  400  feet  froni  the 
l>ridge  where  the  l)undle  was  thrown  off 
into  the  pond,  positively  identified  the 
[-am  as  one  she  saw  being  driven  on  the 
bridge  about  10:30  on  the  Sunday  night 
in  question,  and  she  also  saw  its  return 
a  few  moments  later.

Company  Goes  to  the 

Wall. 


HOBSON'S  NiXT  JOB. 
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Kansas  City,  Sept.  26.— It  was  an- 
nounced this  forenoon  that  Otto  Ban- 
nard,  of  New  York,  treasurer  of  the 
<'ontinental  Trust  company,  of  that  city, 
had  been  appointed  receiver  of  tae  New 
Kngland  Loari  and  Trust  company,  with 
headquarters  in  this  city.  The  firm 
dealt  in  city  and  farm  mortgages  in  the 
^Vest.  Its  capital  is  given  as  $825,000. 
end  its  last  printed  statement  snowed  a 
surplus  of  $100,000. 

The  company  is  said  to  hold  $5.000,0*)0 
in  debentures.  $5,000,000  in  loans,  and  to 
have  $17.5,000  cash  on  hand. 

The  receivership  is  said  to  have  been 
forced  by  the  company's  inability  to 
close  on  loans  made  in  1888  and  1889  on 
Western  boom  town  property,  most  of 
which  is  said  to  tj^  in  Omaha,  and 
which  has  proven  a  loss.  The  extent  of 
these  losses  is  not  known,  but  is  said 
to  be  large.  The  firm  also  carried  loans 
on  Western  farm  property  and,  although 
this  is  said  to  have  proven  profitaole. 
the  losses  on  city  property  is  said  to 
have  dragged  the  assets  to  a  depth 
where  a  receivership  became  necessary. 
J.  S.  Gilbert,  secretary  and  assistant 
manager,  has  had  charge  of  the  local 
headquarters  of  the  company  for  several 
5  ears.  The  company  is  composed  mo.stly 
of  New  York.  Philadelphia  and  Des 
[Moines  men.  The  home  office  of  the 
company  is  at  Des  Moines,  though  the 
Tnain  office  is  New  York.  Besides  the 
ibranch  here  there  are  branches  at  Dal- 
las, Tex.,  and  Oklahoma  City,  Okla. 

John  C.  Hall  is  the  company's  attor- 
ney at  Kansas  City.  "The  cause  of  the 
failure,"  he  said  to  a  reporter,  "was  our 
inability  to  keep  up  our  losses  on  loans 
made  on  Western  city  property  in  ISSS 
and  1889.  The  company  was  organized 
in  1876.  and  did  a  profitable  business  in 
farm  loans  until  1888.  when  it  began 
making  loans  on  property  in  Western 
cities,  most  disastrous  among  them  be- 
ing loans  on  property  in  Omaha  and 
Sioux  City.  Salt  Lake  City  and  Ogden. 
When  the  boom  went  to  pieces  fore- 
closures became  necessary,  and  we 
found  ourselves  so  burdened  witn  de- 
preciated city  property  that  it  has  taken 
more  than  the  profits  of  our  farm  loan 
business  to  keep  up  the  incerest.  taxes 
and  repairs.  If  we  had  had  anoth-^r 
year  or  two  in  which  to  catch  up  we 
could  have  pulled  through  all  right,  ar>d 
•we  may  yet,  if  the  securities  behind  the 
debenture  bonds  don't  fail  us." 

The  company's  securities  were  sold  al- 
most entirely  in  the  East. 


He  Will  Now  Work  on  the  Colon  and 
^  Mercedes. 

Washington,  Sept.  26.— Acting  Secre- 
tary Allen  received  a  cablegram  from 
Capt.  Goodrich  of  'the  Newark,  the 
senior  officer  of  the  station  at  Guanta- 
namo,  confirming  the  press  reports  of 
the  raising  of  the  Spanish  flagship 
Maria  Teresa  last  Saturday.  The  work 
of  wrecking  this  ship  was  directly  in 
charge  of  Constructor  Hobson.  Now 
that  the  Teresa  has  been  raised,  he  has 
been  instructed  to  resume  work  on  the 
Colon  and  begin  operations  towards 
wrecking  the  Mercedes,  which  lies  with- 
in the  mouth  of  Santiago  harbor  close 
to  the  Merrimac  in  smooth  water  and 
well   situated    for  successful    wrecking. 

The  Teresa  will  be  brought  north, 
probably  to  Norfolk,  us  soon  as  she  is 
jn  condition  to  undertake  the  voyage. 
iThe  wreckers  v.ho  have  so  successfully 
kccomplished  their  work  have  earned  a 
large  sum  of  money  under  the  salvage 
law.=.  the  exact  Amount  of  which  will 
probably  be  deA-rmined  by  an  ad- 
miralty court.  J /is  the  present  purpose 
of  the  department  to  place  the  Teresa 
in  commission  as  a  Ignited  States  naval 
vessel  and.  following  the  English  cus- 
tom, her  name  is  likely  to  remain  un- 
changed to  carry  into  the  future 
glory  of  the  American  victory.

Philadelphia.  Sept.  20.— Rev.  Cyrus  L. 
Hrady.  archdea.son  of  the  Pro.>»felant 
lOpisi-opal  diocese  of  Eastern  Pennsyl- 
HraUy,  archdeacon  of  the  Protestant 
vanja  and  chaplain  of  the  First  reglt-nt 
1  vnn.sylvania  volunteers  In  a  sermon  last 
night  rntidsed  the  management  of  tne 
volunteer  camps  which  canio  under  his 
mipervlsion  at  Chickamauga.  where  his 
reKim«'nt  wa.«*  stationed  for  a  long  time. 
He  said  the  medical.  <()mmis.><ary,  <|uar- 
torrnastiT  and  i>rdiiiinec  «le|)artmchts  were 
all  to  blame  and  eontinued  thus: 

"1  personally  .saw  men  left  in  the  bospl- 
t.Tls  in  camps  for  thirty-six  hours  without 
any  me<licai  attendance  whatever,  i  saw 
m.-n  in  those  hospitals  suffering  from 
lev.  r  with  the  rain  beating  down  ui)on 
ibt  ni.  i  saw  men  committed  to  the  care 
of  unskilled  attendaius  when  it  was  ab- 
solutely impossible  for  them  to  receive 
anything  like  the  attention  they  de.served. 
I  saw  men  suffering  from  fever.  Iving 
with  their  mouths  open  and  their  mouths 
lilied    with    riies. 

In  conclusion  the  archdeacon  said:  "1 
wonder  if  I  dare.  t)e.ng  still  in  the  gov- 
ernment serviee.  say  more.  There  is  much 
more  that  might  be  toid  If  it  were  proper 
tor  me  to  tell  it,  but  perhaps  this  will 
suthee.  I  had  not  intended  to  touch  upon 
this  phase  of  our  exptrience  at  all,  out 
when  I  think  that  these  things  have  taken 
p.ace  in  this,  the  ricnest.  greatest  and 
presumably,  the  mo.st  advanced  nation 
on  the  face  of  the  earth,  I  cannot  hold 
my    peace." 

The  reverend  speaker  also  said  that 
the  olHcers  of  the  I<'irst  regiment  had 
done  ever>  thing  po.v-sible  to  alleviate  the 
condllicn   of   the  men. 


High  Grade  Canadian  Lumber 

Will  Be  Admitted  Free 

of  Duty. 

Quebec,  Sept.  26.— The  international 
joint  high  commissioners  are  getting 
very  close  together  in  the  matter  of  ad- 
justing the  question  of  tirade  relations 
between  the  two  countries,  and  in  do- 
ing this  the  great  industrial  interests  of 
the  United  States  are  not  to  suffer.  The 
assurances  of  amemlierof  the  American 
comniission  is  given  that  the  industrial 
system  of  the  United  States  will  not  be 
disturl^ed,  and  that  there  is  not  the 
slightest  reason  for  apprehension  on  the 
part  c;f  Americans  that  any  of  the  great 
industries  are  to  be  sacrificed. 

It  is  practically  settled  now  that  the 
lumber  question  will  l>e  settled  in  a 
i.Tianntr  satisfactory  to  both  Americans 
and  Canadians.  It  is  probable  that  the 
embargo  on  the  export  of  Ontario  logs 
will  be  removed,  and  for  this  concession 
on  the  iwirt  of  the  Canadian  government 
certain  grades  of  Canadian  pine  lumber 
will  be  admitted  at  a  reduced  duty,  or 
free,  into  the  United  States  markets. 
The  grade  to  Ije  admitted  free,  or  at  a 
reduced  rate,  will  probably  be  the  higher 
grade  of  pine  lumber,  of  which  there  is 
not  a  surplus  in  the  United  States  mar- 
ket. 

Arthur  S.  Hardy,  who  has  been  here 
representing  the  lumber  interest  for 
Canada,  and  who  is  also  the  represen- 
tative of  the  lil)eral  government,  left 
Quebec  with  the  practical  understand- 
ing that  the  lumber  question  was 
settkd.  Other  questions,  it  is  under- 
stood, vf'iW  probably  be  settled  on  the 
same  generally  equitable  basis. 

It  is  likely  that  the  conference  will 
adjourn  again  during  the  present  month 
to  meet  for  a  final  session  in  Washing- 
ton the  latter  part  of  November. 

So  far  as  the  agricultural  products  are 
concerned,  it  is  not  likely  that  any  ma- 
terial change  will  be  made  in  present 
duties.  Hay  is  the  only  product  that 
Canadians  are  particularly  dtsirous  to 
get  into  the  United  States,  und  will 
probably  not  make  a  very  strenuous 
effort  for  that. 


Three    Thousand    Cases    of 

Typhoid  In  Dawson  on 

September  6. 


Skaguay,  Alaska,  Sept.  19,  via  Seattle. 
Sept.  26. — Governor  Brady  in  an  inter- 
view has  outlined  a  few  reforms  he 
would  like  to  see  Inaugurated  in  Alaska. 

He  is  in  favor  of  high  license  and 
thinks  that  a  license  of  $1000  must  be 
more  preferable  than  the  present  pro- 
hibitive law,  which  is  not  prohibitive. 

The  governor  believes  that  were  the 
territory  allowed  to  tax  the  wharves, 
the  liquor  traffic  and  impose  a  tax  of  2 
or  3  cents  on  each  case  of  salmon  that 
rhe  government  of  the  territory  could 
be  operated  very  gracefully  from  the 
proceeds.  He  is  opposed  to  the  fee  sys- 
tem of  governmental  officers.  He  thinks 
that  it  all  s'hould  be  on  a  salaried  basis, 
because  the  chance  for  malfeasance  ii 
then  reduced  to  the  minimum.  He 
spoke  about  the  Carter  bill  and  its  pro- 
vision relative  lo  codification  of  the 
laws  of  Alaska  and  expressed  the  fear 
that  unless  active  measures  were  taken 
to  head  off  the  move  that  congress 
mig-ht  adopt  a  general  method  of  gov- 
ernment for  all  her  detached  territory 
Cuba.  Porto  Itico.  Hawaii  and  the 
Philippine!;,  in  \\''hich  event  Alaska 
miuld  be  in  ju.st  about  as  forlorn  a 
position  as  she  is  now.

MOSTLY  CONVALESCENTS. 
New  York.  Sept.  26.— The  transport 
lYucatan.  Capt.  Robertson,  arrived  to- 
day from  Ponce  and  Santiago  with  134 
officers,  privates  and  civilians,  the  latter 
mostly  discharged  lalwrers  and  packers 
Thise  returned  officers  and  men  are 
members  of  different  regiments  and  are 
mostly  convalescents,  sent  home  to  be 
discharged  or  mustered  out.  All  are 
well,  and  as  the  transport  has  been  at 
sea  for  a  period  longer  than  the  incuba- 
tion period  of  yellow  fever,  she  was 
permitted  to  proceed  to  anchorage, 
where  she  will  await  orders  from  the 
quartermaster's  department. 

GOOD  HEALTH  AT  MANILLA. 
Washington.  Sept.  26.— The  war  *- 
partment  has  received  a  dispatch  from 
Gen.  Otis  at  Manilla  reporting  the  con- 
dition of  the  troops  in  the  Philippinea. 
He  says  the  health  of  the  men  gener- 
ally IS  good  and  that  the  percentage  of 
sickness  is  small.

Holjson  in 
the  work  of  saving  the  wrecked  Spanish 
warships  has  succeeded  in  floating  the 
cruiser  Infanta  Maria  Teresa.  The 
cruiser,  after  being  got  afloat,  was  taken 
in  tow  by  the  Potomac  and,  convoyed 
by  the  Cruiser  Newark,  the  Scorpion 
and  the  Alvarado,  proceeded  for  Guan- 
tanamo bay,  where  she  arrived  Sunday 
night.  The  successful  issue  of  the  at- 
tempt to  float  her  was  greeted  with  the 
blowing  of  whistles,  the  firing  of  na- 
tional salutes  and  by  cheers,  in  which 
the  Cubans  joined.  Off  Siboney  the 
barometer  and  the  wind  indicated  the 
approach  of  a  huriicane,  and  the  towing 
power  was  increased. 

The  Newark,  under  Capt.  Goodrich, 
rendered  valuable  assistance  in  the 
work  of  saving  the  Maria  Teresa.  The 
cruiser  is  being  put  in  condition  for  her 
trip  north  by  the  repair  ship  Vulcan. 


THE  TOPEKA  ARRIVES. 

*  >lo  Gold  Found  at  Stewart  River  and 
the  Rush  Subsides. 

Port  Townsend,  Wash.,  Sept.  26.— The 
steamship  Topeka  has  arrived  from 
the  Lynn  canal  with  150  Klondikers,  90 
per  cent  of  whom  have  little  or  no  dust 
to  show  for  their  experience  in  the  land 
of  gold,  and  they  all  express  them- 
selves as  being  glad  to  get  out  alive. 
Tliree  thousand  cases  of  typhoid  fever 
is  the  estimate  placed  on  the  number 
of  sick  in  Dawson  Sept.  6  and  a  large 
number  of  deaths  occur  daily  of  which 
no  record  is  made.  The  cold  weather 
coming  en  soon  will  check  the  fever. 

It  is  estimated  that  about  9000  people 
joined  the  rush  to  Stewart  river.  Near- 
ly every  foot  of  available  ground  has 
been  prospected,  but  no  gold  was 
found.  That  section  has  been  deserted 
by  all  except  a  few  wlio  hope  to  create 
another  excitement  next  season. 

Among  the  Topeka's  passengers  was 
Jo?eph  Ladue,  the  founder  of  Dawson 
City.  He  says  that  many  who  return 
are  men  that,  even  if  the  country  was 
one  .solid  mass  of  gold,  would  not  make 
anything,  consequently  they  give  the 
country  a  bad  name.  He  admits  there 
IS  a  great  deal  of  sickness,  but  say* 
that  Dawson  has  a  hospital  for  all  the 
tramps.  When  any  one  is  taken  sick 
anywhere  along  the  river  he  is  sent  to 
Dawson,  which  gets  the  credit

CONDITIONS  IMPROVING. 
Guantanamo,  Cuba,  Sept.  26.— Two 
deaths  from  yellow  fever,  one  from  pneu- 
monia and  twenty-flve  believed  to  have 
been  caused  uy  malaria,  are  reported  to 
have  oecurreu  since  Aug.  20  among  Col. 
Ray  s  troops  and  the  companies  of  the 
Third  volunteers,  numbering  040.  now 
here.

THE  ROITE  A  FRAUD. 

Terrible  Experiences  of  Prospectors 
on  the  Ashcroft  Route. 

Vancouver,  B.  C,  Sept.  26.— Brindley 
Mills  and  P.  G.  Grant,  two  members  of 
a  Montreal  Klondike  syndicate,  (arrived 
here  today  after  spending  four  months 
in  trying  to  get  through  to  the  gold 
country  over  the  Ashcroft  trail.  At 
Quesnelle  they  met  Sir  Arthur  Curtis, 
an  Englisli  baron,  and  his  party,  and 
also  ran  across  them  at  Mud  river, 
where  Sir  Arthur  mysteriously  disap- 
peared and  was  never  seen  by  a  white 
man  again. 

Mr.  Mills  said  they  joined  in  the 
search  with  Indians  for  the  body  and 
that  they  are  confident  that  the  latter 
net  only  know  all  about  the  man's 
death,  but  whera  the  body  might  be 
found.  They  want  $1000  reward  for 
bringing  it  from  the  woods.  T>he  un- 
fortunate nobleman.  Mills  believes,  met 
with  foul  play. 

Mills  and  his  party  were  lost  four 
days  without  food  100  miles  from  Tele- 
graph creek.  On  one  occasion  they 
took  the  advice  of  a  treacherous  In- 
dian guide  and  went  fifty  miles  out  of 
their  way.  They  describe  the  experi- 
ence as  terrible.  They  declare  emphatic- 
-ally  that  the  route  is  a  fraud  and  that 
hundreds  of  poor  fellows  are  actually 
m  danger  of  starvation  on  it  now  They 
are  stalled  fifty  and  100  miles  apart 
without  provisions  and  without  hope 
Mills  and  Grant  started  out  with  flfty- 
eig-ht  horses  and  left  thirty  dead  on 
the  road.  Their  outfits  were  also  lost 
and  when  they  reached  Telegraph  creek 
they  were  broken  down  in  health  and 
without  money.

Allen  now  has  a  job  on  his  hands.  Tha 
Cleveland  men  called  him  to  Ishpeming 
yesterday  afternoon  to  talk  the  mat- 
ter over.  When  seen  by  the  reporter 
yesterday  Mr.  Allen  said  he  had  not 
yet  got  the  iriside  facts  of  the  deal  be- 
tween Hoar  and  the  buyers,  so  that  he 
did  not  know  what  dispositi>n  would 
be  made  of  the  ore.  Hoar  directed 
him  to  get  a  certain  amount  to  pay  off 
the  men  before  letting  it  go,  and  he 
s-aid  he  was  going  to  do  that  if  possible. 
Several  of  the  men  have  wages  due 
them,  and  they  have  been  waiting  for 
the  money,  expecting  that  Hoar  would 
get  it  for  this  cargo  of  ore  from  the 
Cleveland  parties  and  pay  them.

Esterhazy  of 
having  been  bribed  by  the  so-called 
Dreyfus  syndicate  to  "cover  himself 
with  dishonor  by  confessing  to  a  forgery 
of  which  charge  he  was  twice  acquit- 
ted." ^ 

M.  Rochefort  adds  that  he  paid  Ester- 
hazy 1000  francs  for  copies  of  all  the 
documents  in  the  case,  and  that.  In  ad- 
dition, with  two  other  newspaper  men, 
he  paid  Esterhazy,  who  was  literally 
without  a  centime,  300  francs  monthly 
to  prevent  him  from  dying  of  hunger 
while  waiting  to  obtain  a  pension.  Con- 
tinuing, M.  Rochefort  says: 

"Recently,  without  any  apparent  In- 
centive, Esterhazy  mysteriously  went 
to  London,  abandoning  his  300  fraiK's 
monthly.  Why  this  emigration"?  Who 
paid  for  his  journey?  With  what  money 
has  Esterhazy  paid  for  his  meals?" 

M.  Clemenceau.  in  the  Aurore,  re- 
marks: "France  is  divided  into  two 
camps,  those  who  conceive  that  the  in- 
terests of  the  country  depend  on  the 
concealment  of  facts  by  lies,  and  those 
who  have  a  sufficiently  high  esteem  of 
the  country  to  separate  enthu.slasm 
from  the  aspirations  of  justice  and 
truth." 

The  Libre  Parole  asserts  that  Ester 
hazy  has  telegraphed  to  the  minister  of 
war.  Gen.  Chanoine,  protesting  against 
the  story  published  in  the  Observer  of 
London,  purporting  to  be  a  confession 
/made  by  the  major,  the  substance  of 
which  was  that  he  was  the  author  of 
the  bordereau,  a  document  which  is  said 
to  have  furnished  proof  of  the  guilt  o* 
Dreyfus. 

The  cabinet  ordered  the  minister  of 
justice,  M.  Sarrlen,  to  lay  before  the

Kitchener    Warned 
French  to  Retire. 

Cairo.  Sept.  26.— Gen.  Kitchener,  com- 
manding the  Anglo-Egyptian  expedi- 
tion, has  returned  to  Omdurman,  hav- 
ing established  posts  at  Pashodia  and 
on  the  Sobat  river.  The  troops  did  no 
fighting,  except  with  a  Dervish  steam- 
er on  the  way  south,  which  was  cap- 
tured. 

Suakin,  Sept.  26.— The  only  organized 
remnant  of  the  khalifa's  army  was  de- 
feated and  its  last  stronghold,  Gedariff, 
captured  on  Sept.  22,  after  three  hours 
hard  fighting,  when  an  Egyptian  force 
numbering  1300,  under  command  of  Col. 
Parsons,  routed  3000  Dervishes  of  whom 
500  were  killed.  Three  Egyptian  of- 
ficers were  wounded  and  thirty-seven 
Egyptian  soldiers  killed  and  fifty-nine 
wounded. 

London.  Sept.  26.— The  Daily  Tele- 
graph's Cairo  correspondence  says: 
Gen.  Kitchener  found  the  French  at 
Fashoda.  He  notified  Maj.  Marchand 
th'at  he  had  expre'^s  instructions  that 
the  territory  was  British  and  that  the 
French  must  retire  and  offered  them 
passage  to  Cairo. 

Maj.  Marchand  absolutely  declined 
to  retire  unless  ordered  to  do  so  by  his 
government.  No  fighting  occurred,  but 
Maj.  Marchand  was  given  clearly  to 
understand  that,  the  British  insisted 
upon  their  claims  and  the  rest  has 
been  left  to  be  settled  by  diplomacy  be-

British  flag.  Col.  Jackson  commands 
the  garrison.

The  Sick  Were  Treated  Like 

Slaves,  Brutally  Abused 

and  Neglected. 


The  following  startling  article  is  taken 
from  the  Chicago  Tribune— a  Rtpublican 
newspaper — of  Sept.  21: 

Washington.  D.  C.  Sept.  20.— (Special.) 
— Secrerary  Algers  Cincinnati  inter- 
view,  in  which  he  invited  the  private 
soldiers  to  spcalt  out  without  fear  of 
court  martial,  had  an  immediate  result 
here,  and  several  sufferers  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  troops  now  permit  the 
u.««e  of  their  names  and  ten  stories 
which  would  setm  to  Justify  an  investi- 
gatlon. 

Private  A.  S.  Hooper  of  Company  H. 
engineers,  which  served  in  Porto  Kico. 
spoke  as  follows: 

"The  larger  part  of  our  food  was  de- 
composed. 

"I  was  in  the  kitchen  a  great  ileal  of 
the  time  and  I  saw  a  countless  number 
of  the  cans  opened.  When  the  tin  was 
cut  the  stench  from  within  was  ab- 
solutely unbearable.  It  nauseated  me. 
and  I  could  not  stand  it.  Most  of  the 
stuff  was  thrown  away. 

•Coming  over  to  New  York  on  the 
transport  the  treatment  accorded  us 
was  infamous.  We  lived  on  nothing 
but  coffee  and  hard  tack  all  the  way 
over.  The  rest  of  the  food  they  offered 
us  we  threw  into  the  sea.  The  hospital 
treatment  at  Ponce  was  harrowing. 
Some  of  the  sick  men  were  treated  like 
slaves.  In  a  part  of  the  hospital  one 
day  I  heard  some  poor  fellow  crying  de- 
liriously, when  one  of  the  nurses  went 
up  to  him  and.  with  a  horrible  impreca- 
tion, told  him  to  keep  quiet.

Minneapolis.  Sept.  26.— It  Is  charged 
by  so  good  an  authority  as  the  Missis- 
sippi Valley  Lumberman  that  a  lot  of 
pine  pirates  are  planning  to  rob  the 
Chippewa  Indian  reservations  of  the 
.state  of  between  100.000.000  and  200,000.- 
000  feet  of  the  ttnest  standing  pine  in  the 
world.  The  outrage  Is  to  l>c  enacted 
through  the  provisions  of  what  is  gen- 
erally called  "the  iniquitous  dead  and 
down  timber  act  of  1889." 

In  brief  the  act  of  congress  author- 
ized the  Chippewa  Indians  of  Minne- 
sota, through  their  agents,  to  make  con- 
tracts for  cutting  and  selling  the  dead 
standing  pine  and  the  fallen  pine  on 
their  reservations.     It       wa.-;      urged  in

"  "I  wish  to  I  had  someihing     to 

make  yoU  croak,"  I  heard  this  nurse 
«ay.  Similar  treatment  was  accorded, 
many  of  the  other  sick  men  by  these 
nursts.  I  think  that  the  nurses  were 
^  regular  army  nurses.  They  were  not 
from  the  Ued  Cross,  which,  by  the  way, 
treated  us  humanely. 

"At  other  times  the  nurses  would  steal 
whisky  and  become  intoxicated.  One 
nig.ht  the  doctors  found  the  whole  corps 
of  nurses  under  the  influence  of  liquor. 
It  was  later  discovered  that  they  had 
drunk  ail  the  whisky  which  hsd  l)een 
assigned  to  the  hospital  for  medicinal 
purposes. 

"The  nurses  also  neglected  :he  pa- 
tients in  other  ways.  I  sat  up  with  a 
sick  companion  in  the  hospital  for  two 
days  and  nights,  and  made  some  start- 
ling observations.  Many  of  the  nurses 
did  not  pretend  to  perform  their  duties 
at  night,  and  slept  most  of  the  time, 
regardless  of  the  sufferings  of  the  pa- 
tients. 

•One  night  Sergt.  Best  Nelllgan  of  our 
company  wandered  from  the  hospiral 
ttnt  in  delirium.  I  discovered  Nelllgan 
.«!tanding  in  six  inches  of  rain  water  and 
mud.  clothed  in  nothing  but  his  night- 
gown. The  nurse  who  had  been  as- 
signed to  watch  him  had  fallen  asleep. 
The  nurse  begged  me  not  to  report  him. 
and  I  did  not  do  so.  but  why  I  had  com- 
passion on  the  brute  I  did  not  know." 

Private  John  McElroy  of  Comj^any  B 
served  at  Santiago. 

ILL  TREATED  BY  THEIR  OFFI- 
CERS. 
He  said  in  answer  to  an  inquiry:  "I 
•was  treated  in  Santiago  like  a  dog.  We 
were  treated  inhumanely  by  the  officers 
of  our  command.  When  we  became  sick 
and  had  to  go  to  tht  hospital  the  oftlcers 
would  not  come  near  us.  We  laid  there 
like  dogs.  ancl.  a.s  far  as  the  officers 
were  concerned,  could  lie  there  and  di:- 
like  dogs.  It  was  next  to  Impossible  to 
gtt  excused  from  duty  while  sick. 

"Most  of  the  food  we  got  was  de- 
cayed. Great  quantities  of  fresh  m^at 
were  consigned  for  our  use,  but  the  of- 
ficers filched  it  and  culled  the  best 
Fteaks.  One  day  our  officers  received  a 
3000-pound  piece  of  fresh  beef.  They  cut 
the  most  palatable  portions  of  the  meat 
from  the  bulk  and  then  buried  the  re- 
mainder. From  day  to  day  they  would 
dig  up  and  cut  off  large  quantities  for 
their  use.  Finally  It  became  putrid  and 
they  could  not  stomach  it.  They  turned 
it  over  to  us.  We  had  to  throw  It  away. 
A  part  of  the  time  rhey  served  us  with 
oatmeal.  It  was  not  fit  for  a  hog  to 
e>at. 

"Some  times  we  could  only  get  three 
hardtack  a  day  for  each  man,  and  then 
again  we  would  receive  some  "salt 
horse,"  or  'flatback.'  as  the  boys  called 
It.  salt  meat,  which  could  hardly  be 
swallowed.  They  had  such  delicacies 
for  the  men  who  were  111  as  canned  ox- 
tail soup.  A  quart  can  of  this  would  be 
made  to  serve  thirty  or  thirty-five  men 
and  it  contained  so  much  water  that  it 
was    tasteless." 

Private  George   M.    Galvin.   of   Com- 
pany F,  said:      '"The  men  on  the  trans- 
port were  leeches.  Some  of  the  bovs,  in 
order  to  get  eatable  food  on  the  "boat, 
ate  with  the  engineers.      They  were  ob- 
liged to  recompense  these  men  for  what 
they  ate,  however,  and  those  who  had 
money  gave  rhat  up  wHlingly  for  some- 
thing   to   eat.       Others    traded       relics 
■which  they  had  collected  for  food 
FLEECED  BY  THE   WAITERS. 
"The  waiters  to  the  officers  on  board 
the  ship  charged  us  50  cents  for  a  sand- 
wich;   one    nian    paid    J1.25    for    three 
bottles  of   beer,   and   glngerale   cost   75 
cents  a  bottle.  Several  of  the  boys  were 
■weak  and  sick  coming  over.      Some  one 
proposed  that  they  secure  some  whisky 
They   sought   the   waiters,    who      gave 
them  a  pint  for  $5.  One  man  gave  up  a 
small  gold  cross  which  he  had  for  three 
sandwiches."' 

Private  L.  E.  McLaughlin,  of  Com- 
pany B.  who  served  at  Santiago,  .said: 
"The  hardtack  which  they  gave  us 
was  indigestible  for  the  most  part  We 
would  get  a  box  of  it  in  the  comoany 
and  when  we  opened  It  we  %vould  find 
that  the  first  three  or  four  layers  were 
all  right,  but  below  this  the  stufT  was 
black  and  green.  We  could  not  eat  it 
For  the  first  three  days  at  Santiago  we 
Kot  practically  nothing  to  eat.  Then 
they  began  to  dish  us  out  some  hard- 
tack and  canned  beef. 

•'They  gave  us  a  quantity  of  oatmeal 
also.  It  was  decomposed  and  full  of 
little  bugs,  which  we  called  "weevils.' 
The  weevils.'  brown  in  color,  were  so 
thick  that  they  changed  the  color  of 
the  oatmeal  from  its  natural  shade  to 
a  ng'ht  brown. 

SHUT  HIS  EYES  WHEN  HE  ATE. 
Every  time  I  put  some  of  the  stuff 
into  my  mouth  I  had  to  close  my  eyes 
The  cooks  were  incompetent,   to3    and 
made   life   a   Imrden   to   us " 

Private  W.  J.  Mouth,  of  Company  H 
said: 

"The  canned  roast  beef  which  they 
served  us  at  Porto  Rico  was  half  tal- 
Jow  and  tasted  like  anything  or  noth- 


ing. When  we  went  to  work  on      Fort 
Capron.  on  the  mountain  side,  we  were 
subjected  to  all  sorts  of  hardships      In 
the  flood  of  rain.  Which  was  constantly 
pouring    upon    us." 
George  Vesler.  of  Company  H.  said: 
•I  am  an  old  soldier.       I   served   for 
seven  years  in  the  Prussian  army,  but 
I  never  had  any  such  experience  as  I 
have  had  here.  I  don't  blame  the  war 
department    for   our    treatment,    but    I 
blame    the   contractors.    We    were    half 
starved  all   the  time.   We  had   noth-ng 
but  beans,  spoiled  corned  beef  and  hard 
\^r,  V  "^'"^  "'^^  satisfy  our  appetites. 
VVe   felt   weak   and   gone.    Many   of   us 
used    to   get    up    in    the    middle   of    th^ 
njg'ht    with  an   aching  headache       and 
gnaw  a  piece  of  hardtack   to  stop  our 
hunger.^'  *^ 


OUR  GOODS  THE  BEST. 

Our  Consul  at  Vienna  Makes  a  Good 
Showing. 

United 


Washington.    Sept.    26.— The 
States  consul  at  Vienna,  in  a  report     to 
the  state   department   on   the   trade   of 
Austria-Hungary  for     1897.  ascnbes  the 
general  decrease      in      exports      to  this 
country  to  the  fact  that  the  same  goods 
are  now  manufactured     in     the     United 
States   and    can    be   sold    there    at    the 
same  or  lower  prices  than  the  Austrian 
goods.     The  report  Is  that  American  silk 
is   being  sold   in   Lyons,    the    real     silk 
center  in  Europe,  and  that  French  man- 
ufacturers are  buying  it  in  large  quan- 
tities, especially  that    used    for     lining 
purposes,  to  take  the  place  of  thit  for- 
merly imported  from  Austria  and  Ger- 
many.   There  is  a  falling  off  in  the  de- 
mand  for   pearl   goods   and    glassware, 
due  to  the  popularity  and  superiority  of 
the  .\merican  product.    It  Is  frankly  ad- 
mitted, the  consul  says,  th^t  the  Ameri- 
can  cut    glass    is   finer    and    more    ele- 
gantly cut  than  any  manufactured     in 
Eur.jp.-.     The  American  bicycle,  accord- 
ing to  the  consul,  is  finding  favor  with 
the      whetlmen.      notwithstatKling      Its 
higher  price,  over  those      of      domestic 
make,     lie  thinks  that  if  United  States 
manufacturers  desire      to      get      their 
wheels   into    the   foreign    m.irket.     they 
should    be    sati.^fied    with    a    little    less 
profit  and  try  to  make  easier  terms    for 
their    agents.    The    wheels    sent    from 
America     are      generally  without    mud 
guards,  brakes  and      other      necessities, 
and  the  agent  is  put  tu  the  additional 
expense  and  trouble  of  supplying  them. 
There      is  a  growing      demand      for 
American  canntd  goods,  but  high  prices 
pr-'vail  because  the    goods    go    through 
the  hands  of  middlemen. 

The  consul  at  Antwerp,  Belgium,   re- 
ports that  the  exports  from  that  coun- 
try to  the  Ignited  States  in  1896     were 
valutd   at  $9,437,700,    an    Increase   of     5 
per  cent  ov^r   the   preceding  year,   and 
the  Imports  direct      from      the      United 
States  in  1896  were  valu«d  at  $37,504,800 
an  Increase  of  n  per  cent  ovcr  1895.    An 
Important  increase  in  the  consumption 
of  beer   is   noted,   amounting   to   about 
51  gallons  per  capita.     Figures  are  also 
presented  showing    large    Increases    in 
importations  in     a  numbtr    of    articles 
from    the    ITnited    States    for    the    first 
eight  months  of  the  fiscal  year.  1897,  over 
the  corresponding  period  of  1S96,  notably 
in  starch  and  non-edible  products,  tim- 
ber, rye,  barley,  oats,  corn  and     buck- 
wheat. 

From  the  Ghent  consular  district  a  re- 
port on  the  commerce  of  1896  says  the 
cotton  mills  are  employing  more  and 
more  American  cotton.  The  demand  for 
the  raw  material  is  annually  increasing 
by  reason  of  the  larger  number  of  spin- 
dles set  in  motion.  The  importation  of 
American  hardware  on  the  market 
shows  considerable  increase.  The  intro- 
duction of  American  bicycles  was  alsa 
marked  during  1896.  and  with  present 
quotations  United  States  manufacturers 
will  strongly  compete  with  their  foreign 
rivals.

the  forests.  Lumbermen  who  knov.- 
what  they  aiv  talking  about  .say  that  it 
has  done  none  of  these  thing.s,  •>ut  has 
bten  a  source  of  corruptidn  wnd  outrage 
to  tht  Indians  and  that  It  hus  already 
resulted  In  tne  desiructi'm  of  some  of 
the  best  pine  forests  in  the  state  But 
the  same  authorities  say  that  the  raid 
that  IS  to  be  made  this  winter  will  be 
ihe  iarge.^t  of  all. 

There  are  650,000  acres  of  land  in     the 
Mississippi  reservations.      The    files    of 
the  White  Earth     Indian     offices  show 
that   nearly  20.000  of  these  acres     have 
already  been  filed  utx>n  by  the  Indiana 
for  the  purpose  of  cutting  the  "dead  and 
down  timber"  in    accordance    with  the 
provisions  of  the  congressional  act.  The 
total  amount  of  pin.^  oji  the  rtsorvatlons 
IS  placed  at  I.IOO.OOO.OOO.     Good  authori- 
ties say  that  not  over  5  per  cent  of  it 
or  about  oO.OOO.OOO  feet,  can  honestly  be 
de.scrlhed  as  dead  and  d<)wn.     But  there 
are  filings  already  on  150,000.000  feet  of 
"dead  and  down""  timber. 
Where  will  the  difference  come  from? 
The  experience  of  the  past  with  such 
deals  shows  that    the   pirates— the  men 
who  make   the  contracts   with   the  In- 
dians—will get  100,000,000  feet   of  green 
pine.     For  every  single  foot  of  dead  and 
down  pine  cut,  there  will  be  felled  two 
feet  of  standing      pine.     In      fact,  it  is 
openly  charged  that  thn  pirates     make 
the  contracts  to  get  tRe  green  pine.    The 
Indian  does  not    care   to  preserve     his 
forests,  and   he   doe8n"t  care  about   the 
illegality  of  his  action  in  cutting  green 
pinf.    The    contractors    contract  for    so 
much  pine,  and  they  get  It. 

But  the  schemers  are  not  so  unwise, 
so  it  is  said,  as  to  act  without  a  pre- 
tense of  legality.  Their  scheme  is  to 
have  certaun  sections  surveyed  out  and 
inspected  and  reported  as  dead,  nearly 
dead  or  dying.  These  sections  will 
probably  contain  the  finest  standing 
pine  on  the  reservations.  Of  course  this 
scheme  involves  official  connivance  and 
corruption;  hut  that  is  an  old  story  In 
connection  with  the  pine  forests.  Armed 
with  permits  to  cut  the  entire  tract,  the 
pirates  will  take  the  cream  of  the  for- 
ests in  Minnesota. 

It  Is  said  to  be  a  fact  that  there  Is 
much  less  real  dead  and  down  tlmi)er  on 
the  reservations  than  In  private  timber 
Jands.  lM?cause  the  Indians'  timltr  is 
gt-nerally  around  the  large  lakes  and  Is 
wvell  protected  from  fires. 

The  average  lumberman  Is  not  credit- 
ed   with    any   great    dislre    to   see      the 
splendid  pine  forests  of  Minnesota  per- 
petuated.    That  is  not  his  business.  But 
the  priates  are  robliing  him  as  well    as 
the    Indians   and    the    people   at    larg^ 
This  Is  the  way  they  do  It:     "Dead  ami 
down""  pine,  so-called,  will   be  paid  for 
at  the  rate  of  $1  per  1000  for  Norway 
and  $2  per  lOOO  for  white  pine.       Pine 
stumpage  is  sold  by  the  government    at 
auction  at  a  minimum  rateof  $3  per  1000 
The  very  pine  for- sts  which  the  pirates 
propose  to  attack  this  winter  under  the 
protection  of  the  "dead  and  down""  act 
are  now  being  estimated  by  government 
estimators  at  great  expense  for  the  pur- 
pose of  being  sold  at  a  later  time  in  40- 
acre  tracts,  as  provided  in   the  Nelson 
act  and  in  accordance   with  an  Indian 
treaty.    In  other  word.s,    the    honorable 
lumberman  waits  until  the  govemmfnt 
offers  the  timber  for  .sale  at  auction  and 
bids  $3  or  more   for  it.     The    dishonest 
liumberman  aliuses  the  privileges  given 


to  the  Indians  by  the  dead  and  down 
act.  and  cuts  off  the  best  of  the  green 
pine  m  violation  of  the  law,  and  pays 
not  to  exceed  $2  per  1000  for  it.  How 
<^a"  the  honest  lumberman  compete 
with  the  dishonest?    Besides,  the  Indian 

treaty  with  them  Is  flagrantly  violated 

Moreover.  It  is  claimed   that  the  whole

eral.  but  also  on  the  individual  Indians

1  .^cii  "'■  J"  '^''^  supposedly  Indian 
ogglng  IS  done  by  Indians,those  who  do 
abor  are  lucky  If  they  get  50  cents  on 
the  dollar  on  the  time  checks  they  re- 
ceive from  the  swindlers  for  whom  they 
work,  and  the  money  paid  for  the  log.? 
is.  under  the  rules,  first  devoted  to  pay- 
ing for  supplies  obtained  from  these 
same  swindler!.  The  laborer  gets  what 
Is  left.  And  it  is  charged  that  the^e 
very  swindlers  seem  to  be  fixed  for 
new  contracts  this  winter.  As  for  the 
Indian  contractor,  he  is  only  a  mask 
or  figure-head  for  the  real ;  con  tractor^!. 
He  rarely  receives  anything  for  his 
wjrk.  The  logs  are  bought  from  him 
at  such  a  low  price  that  when  he  comes 
to  get  his  profits  he  is  In  luck  If  he 
doesn't  owe  the  white  man.  The  scalper 
or  pirate  then  sells  these  logs  to  the 
legitimate  manufacturer  at  an  outside 
price. 

Legitimate  loggers  feel  this  competi- 
tion so  severely  that  they  say  that  if  it 
Is  allowed  to  continue  they  will.  In  self- 
protection,  be  compelled  to  enter  into 
the  "dirty  business"  themselves.  As 
the  Mississippi  Valley  Lumberman  puts 
It,  the  result  of  the  whole  deal  is: 
"Con.sequently  no  one  receives  a  penny's 
benefit  except  the  scalper  or  middle- 
man. Not  a  cent  for  the  Indian!  Not 
a  cent  for  the  manufacturer!  Not  a 
cent  for  the  consumer!" 

Summarizing  the  situation,  the  Lum- 
berman  editorially   says: 

"This    bill,    when    its    true    import    la 
once    fully    understood    by    the    public, 
will  create  a  political  scandal   such  as 
this    state    has   never    experienced.      It 
will  fasten  itself  upon  the  officials  con- 
nected    with    it    the    balance    of    their 
lives:    it    will    rob   the   Indians   and    the 
public   treasury:    Is   a    violation   of   our 
treaty    with    the   Indians    for   the    pur- 
chase of  their  timber.     It  is  a  total  dis- 
regaixl  of  the  bill  enacted  for  the  pale  of 
the  pine,  drafted  and  fathered  by  Sen- 
ator  Nelson:    it   gives    the    unprincipled 
employer    an    opportunit.v    to    rob    the 
poor  laborer  of  his  earnings:    the   rul- 
ings and  Instructions  of  the  department 
being  that  supplies  must  be  taken  care 
of  before  the  labor  bills  are  paid.     For 
these  reason.'T  and  others  which  we  do 
not  now  feel  called  upon  to  enumerate, 
we   have   felt    impelled    to    finally   give 
expre.«slon    on    this    subject,    and    with 
this    we  leave   the   matter   to   the   con- 
sideration of  our  readers.    None  of  them 
can  charge  ur-  with  negl».wt  In  our  duty 
to  inform   them  of  the  important   mat- 
ters   of     the   day     in      the     lumbering 
world."

As  a  result,  the  state  will 
probably  get  a  lot  of  worthless,  cut- 
over  t'ectlons  instead  of  timbered  sec- 
tions that  would  yield  immense  sums 
of  mon-ey  for  the  benefit  of  the  schools 
of   the  state.

Captain  of  the  Olga   and  Five  Others 

Die  of  Scurvy. 

Philadelphia,   Sept.   26.— The  Oerman 

bark   Olga  arrived    at  the       Delaware 

breakwater  last  night  from  Samarang, 

Java,  laden  with  sugar.      She  brought 

to  la  close  a  voyage  of  strange  fatal- 

Itie.o,  having  only  a  few  of  the  original 

officers  on   board.   Capt.    Dreyer,       her 

commander,  and  five  others  having  died 

of  that  dread  disease,  scurvy,  whloh  so 

often  breaks  out  on  board  vessels  from 

the  far  Bast.       The   Olga   sailed  from 

Sourabaya  on  April  3.  When  about  two 

months  out  from  port  the  disease  first 

made  its  appearance,   and  one   by  one 

the  men  were  overtaken,  until  the  ship's 

company  was  reduced  to  four  men  able 

to  be  about.  Capt,  Dreyer  was  among 

the  first  to  be  stricken.  He  lasted  only 

a    few    days,    suffering    great    agony. 

Then  the  mate  took  charge,  and  he,  too 

was  stricken  down,   leaving  in   tiharge 

of  the  vessel  men  with  little  knowledge 

of  navigation.

HAWAII  AXU  .STATEHOOD. 

Already  there  is  talk  in  some  quarters 
In  favor  of  a  state  government    for    the 
Hawaiian  islands,  and  Senator  Morgan, 
who  is  serving  as  a  me.mher  of  the  com- 
mission which  is  determining  the  form 
of  government      best      suiud      for  the 
islands,  is  said  to  have  expressed  him- 
self very  decidedly  in    favor    of    state- 
hood.   Tne    commission,    however,    will 
not  recommend  statehood,  but    will  for- 
mulate a  ttrritorial  form  of  government 
similar  in  most  respects  to  that  in  force 
in  the  other  territories. 

Most  people  will    endorse    this    latter 
plan.    As  the  Denver  News  says,  state- 
hood for  Hawaii  as  well  as  for  the  other 
new   territorial  possessions  can  be  de- 
layed for  some  years.    Under  the  forms 
of  a  territory  they  can  be  governed  in 
an  acceptable  manner  for  at  least  a  de- 
cade, and  until  the  inhabitants  have  had 
time  to  familiarize      themselves      with 
American    laws,    customs    and    institu- 
tions.   Many  changes  in    social,    indus- 
trial and  legal  forms  are  certain  to  en- 
sue as  the  result  of  annexation  to    the 
United  States.    There  will  be  an  influx 
of  -\merican  capital  and  population,  all 
of  which  will  tend  to  Americanize     the 
islands.    When  they  are    Americanized, 
it  wili  be  time  enough      to      talk  about 
statehood.    In  the  meantime,  by  liberal 
allowances  for    public    schools,     by  the 
establishment  of      ocean      cables      and 
steamship  lines,  and  postal  service,  and 
all   the   benefits  of  a  wise  and   consid- 
erate administration  of  justice  and  the 
laws,  the  federal  government  can  do  its 
share  in  the  work  of     attaching     these 
islands  to  the  people  and  institutions  of 
the  United  States. 

The  question  of  their  admission  as  a 
state  will  come  up  in  time.  There  has 
been  but  one  valid  objection  urged  to 
the  annexation  of  these  islands,  and 
that  was  the  fact  that  they  were  not 
contiguous  territory.  But  tjje  conuner- 
cial,  military  and  naval  considerations 
involved  in  their  annexation  overcame 
this  single  objection.  We  needed 
Hawaii  because  it  was  not 
contiguous  territory,  and  the  same  is 
true  of  Porto  Rico.  The  News  is  un- 
doubtedly correct  in  saying  that  when 
the  question  of  admission  as  states 
comes  to  the  front  this  matter  of  non- 
contiguity  will  be  of  much  more  im- 
portance. 


Dr.  Huidekoper,  to  put  it  plainly,  is  a 
"horse  doctor."  As  the  Chicago 
Chronicle  says,  he  may  be  a  ver>'  good 
hor.se  docto'r.  If  he  had  been  appointed 
chief  veterinarian  at  Chickamauga 
no  doubt  he  would  have  fulfilled  the 
duties  of  the  situation  with  entire  .sat- 
isfaction. But  he  was  not  given  charge 
of  brute  animals:  he  was  intrusted  with 
the  care  of  men— of  the  27,000  men  com- 
posing  the  First  army  corps.  He  who 
had  been  accustomed  to  treating— per- 
haps with  distinguished  success— case«s 
of  botts,  glanders,  heaves  and  spavin 
in  horses,  mange  and  distemper  In 
dogs  and  pip  in  chickens— this  man  was 
invested  with  medical  supenision  over 
thousands  of  American  volunteers. 

Every  one  knows  the  medical  history 
of  the  camp  at  Chickamauga.  Ma- 
laria, typhoid  fever,  dysentery,  ran 
riot.  It  was  worse,  if  possible,  than 
Camp  Wikoff.  because  it  lasted  longer. 
The  horse  doctor,  accustomed  to  the  at- 
mosphere  of  the  stables,  could  see  noth- 
ing objectionable  in  the  filth  that  piled 
up  on  every  side.  He  was,  of  course, 
•skepiical  concerning  tWe  advantages 
of  modem  medical  methods  and  skill- 
ful nursing.  He  could

Cass,  Aitkin  and  Carlton 
counties  with  a  view  of  determining 
whether  or  not  the  decline  in  values 
that  has  been  going  on  has  been  justi- 
fied.

It  is  said, 
however,  that  a  strong  effort  will  be 
made  to  have  them  raised.

Settlers   Taking     Up     Land 

Rapidly  In  the  Upper 

Peninsula. 

Marciuette— The  extent  to  which  settlers 
are  still  taking  up  state  lands  la  the 
northern  part  of  the  state  is  but  little  ap- 
preciated. It  will  no  doubt  surprise  many 
to  learn  that  during  the  last  fiscal  year 
about  6.'>,000  acres  were  disposed  of.  The 
report  of  Commissioner  French  shows 
that  eighty  acres  of  swamp  land  was 
licensed  to  settlers  In  Delta  county.  There 
are  still  12">3.»7  acres  of  state  swamp  land 
to  be  had.  There  were  l!»t>3.13  acres  of 
state  tax  homestead  lands  licensed  to 
homesteaders  during  the  past  year.  The 
fact  that  61,107.03  acres  of  tax  land  were 
taken  by  homesteaders  duri.ag  the  vear 
in  the  nortnern  part  of  the  state  "will 
give  the  public  a  good  Idea  of  the  wide- 
si)read  effect  of  the  supreme  court's  de- 
cision making  questionable  the  state's 
tiUe  to  a  majority  of  these  lands,  and  will 
also  serve  to  demonstrate  the  necessltv 
for  prompt  and  intelligent  action  bv  the 
next  legislature  If  the  rights  of  the  home- 
steaders who  took  up  these  lands  in  good 
faith  are  to  be  protected.  The  state  still 
has  nearly  300.000  acres  of  these  tax 
homestead  lands  on  Its  hands,  but  until 
needed  legislation  is  enacted  only  such 
parcels  as  the  state  has  undi.«puted  title 
to  can  be  disposed  of,  and  the  settlement 
of  those  sections  of  the  state  in  which 
these  lands  are  located  will  be  delayed 
until  laws  protecting  the  settlers  are  en- 
acted.

But   Soldiers  of  the  Late  War  Will 
Be  Cared  For. 

Milwaukee,  Sept.  26.— Soldiers  of  the 
Siianish-Amorican  war  when  so  disabled 
that  they  cannot  care  for  themselves, 
will  be  admitted  to  the  national  sol- 
diers' homes.  Senator  John  L.  Mitchell 
says  that  while  the  law  provides  that 
the  national  homes  are  for  disabled  sol- 
diers of  the  civil  war.  some  discretion 
is  given  the  board  of  managers  of  t'ne 
homes  in  a  clause  which  permits  such 
cjther  soldiers  to  be  cared  for  as  in  the 
judgment  of  the  managers  is  deemed 
right.  Under  this  ruling,  Seiiator 
Mitchell  says  that  members  of  the 
regular  army  have  been  cared  for  at 
the  homes  until  they  could  -be  trans- 
ferred to  their  homes  at  Washington, 
and  he  says  it  is  his  judgment  that 
needy  and  disabled  soldiers  of  this  war 
will  be  cared  for  at  the  homes  if  they 
apply  and  room  can  be  found  for  them. 

"It  may  be  stretching  the  law  a 
little,"  said  the  senator,  "but  it  is  in 
the  interest  of  humanity."

Some  of  the  Officers  Agreed 

to  Insult  the  Duluth 

People. 

The  Minneapolis  Tribune  yesterday 
contained  an  interesting  budget  of  gos- 
sip from  the  camp  of  the  Fourteenth 
regiment,  which  included  the  following: 

"When  the  men  and  officers  of  <.he 
Fourteenth  Minnesota  shall  have  been 
mustered  out.  and  I'ncle  Sam  shall 
claim  them  as  servants  no  more,  there 
will  be  many  stories  told  in  Minnesota 
sui  h  as  have  been  told  in  other  states 
where  soldiers  have  returned  and  le- 
entered  civil  life,  about  camp  life  at 
Chickamauga,  in  which  the  names  of 
many  officers  will  be  mentioned  in  any 
but  a  complimentary  way.  There  are 
officers  in  the  Fourteenth  regiment  who 
could  tell  stories  of  a  sensational  char- 
acter if  they  would,  but  when  they 
speak  with  you  they  ask  you  to  wait 
until  their  uniforms  are  laid  away  and 
their  brass  insignia  of  rank  is  held  only 
as  a  memento  of  the  war  with  Spain. 
And  then  there  are  men  of  the  Four- 
teenth regiment  who  claim  to  'have  it 
in.'  and  'justly  so,'  for  some  of  these 
self-same  officers.  There  are  only  a 
few  of  the  officers,  however,  who  are 
unpopular.  The  great  majority  of 
them  are  highly  respected  by  the  mc«-, 
and  when  all  are  civilians  again  many 
lasting  friendships  will  have  been 
formed  which  are  not  apparent  now  be- 
cause of  the  difference  in  rank.  Men 
and  officers  are  guarded  in  what  they 
say  about  their  superiors.  It  is  not 
because  of  any  fear  that  may  possess 
them,  but  because  they  have  learned 
in  tliree  months'  service  what  ithe 
duties  of  a  soldier  are.  an  dthey  know 
that  it  would  be  a  serious  breach  of 
i^iscipline  should  they  say  what  some 
of  them,  perhaps,  would  like  to  say. 
But  there  are  stories  to  be  told,  an-1 
some  day  their  friends  may  hear  them 
"It  IS  a  good  thing  for  the  citizens  of 
Duluth  and  for  the  officers  and  men  of 
the  Fourteenth  regiment  was  not  sent 
to  the  Zenith  City  for  muster  out.  It 
would  have  been  a  frost  such  as  even 
Duluth  has  seldom  experienced.  The 
officers  claim  that  thev  were  treated 
anything  but  fairly  by  the  people  at  the 
head  of  the  lakes  in  connection  with  the 
petitions  sent  in  by  the  men  asking  to 
t>e  mustered  out,  and  which  finally  cul- 
minated in  a  meeting  at  the  West  hotel, 
in  this  city.  A  compact  had  been 
formed  as  soon-  as  it  was  learned  that 
the  regiment  was  to  be  ordered  to  Du- 
luth, in  which  nearly  every  officer  of  the 
regiment  joined,  and  it  was  agreed  then 
and  there  that  should  the  regiment  go  to 
Duiuth  for  muster  out  those  who  were 
parties  to  the  agreement  should  abso- 
lutely refuse  to  accept  of  any  hospitali- 
ties which  the  people  there  might  offer. 
They  were  fully  determined  to  adhere 
to  this,  and  undoubtedly  would  have 
done  so.  The  Duluth  officers  were  as 
much  incensed  as  were  the  officers  from 
other  towns,  and  it  is  fortunate,  there- 
fore that  a  change  in  the  destination 
was  made. 

"On  the  other  hand,  it  is  quite  likely 
that  the  officers  of  the  regiment,  more 
particularly  the  officers  of  the  Duluth 
companies,  would  not  have  found  the 
people  at  the  head  of  the  lakes  falling 
over  one  another  to  grab  them  by  the 
hand.  Not  at  least  if  a  Duluth  man  who 
was  at  Camp  Van  Duzee  yesterday  tells 
the  truth.  'We  would  have  liked  very 
much,'  said  he.  "to  have  had  the  regi- 
ment come  to  Duluth  and  would  have 
tendered  it  as  warm  and  as  hearty  a 
reception  as  that  of  the  St.  Paul  people. 
But  it  would  have  been  the  men  and  not 
the  officers  to  whom  we  would  have  paid 
the  greater  part  of  our  attention.  The 
best  young  men  of  Duluth,  the  sons  of 
our  most  prominent  citizens  are  in  the 
Fourteenth.  When  they  found  the  last 
chance  of  a  fight  gone,  they  wanted  to 
come  home,  and  we  were  anxious  to 
have  them  come.  As  soon  as  a  move 
was  made,  however,  the  officers,  or 
some  of  them  at  least,  promptly  did 
what  they  could  to  check  it.  and  the 
men.  to  an  extent,  were  prevented  from 
expressing  their  feelings  in  the  matter. 
It  is  not  unnatural,  therefore,  that  the 
parents  and  friends  of  these  young  men. 
who  left  good  positions  and  enlisted  for 
a  few  dollars  per  month,  should  have 
become  indignant.  There  are  some  of 
the  officers  of  Duluth  companies  who 
will  feel  very  much  like  changing  their 
residence  after  being  mustered  out.'  "

On  the  seventh  day  of  succoth.  called 
Hosanna  Rabba.  "the  great  ho^^anna. " 
all  visitors  to  the  synagogues  of  the 
orthodox  will  be  presented  with  a  hand- 
ful of  wilbw  boughs.  With  these  they 
will  strew  the  floors  of  their  places  of 
worship,  in  imitation  of  the  priests  of 
the    ancient    Hebrews. 

With  the  observance  of  the  feast  of 
the  eighth  day  and  the  last  one.  called 
"The  Rejoicing  of  the  Law.  '  the  fes- 
tival will  come  to  a  close.  On  the 
former  of  these  an  allegorical  prayer 
for  rain  will  be  offered,  this  being  a 
survival  of  the  days  of  the  Babylonian 
exile,  and  the  sojourn  in  the  Holy  Land. 
It  is  supposed  to  Insure  a  winter  that 
will  work  no  Injury  to  the  vegetation 
of  the  land. 

"The  Rejoicing  of  the  Law"  derives 
its  name  from  the  fact  that  among  con. 
servatlve  Jewish  congregations  the 
flfty-two  portions  into  which  the  Pen- 
tateuch is  divided  are  completed,  and 
the  first  chapter  of  Genesis  is  recom- 
menced on  that  day.  The  process  of  fin- 
iyhing  recommencing  has  gone  on  un- 
interruptedly  for  many  centuries,  and 
is  marked  by  the  observance  Df  num- 
erous quaint  customs.

Will  Claim    Success  of  Logging  on 
Indian  Reservation. 

Washington.  Sept.  26.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Commissioner  Hermann  of 
the  general  land  office  expects  to  have  his 
annual  report  ready  for  presentation  to 
Secretary  Bliss  in  about  two  weeks.  He 
will  deal  somewhat  lengthily  with  log- 
ging operations  on  the  Indian  reserva- 
tions in  Minnesota,  and  will  point  out 
the  signal  success  of  his  plan.s.  Accord- 
ing to  reports  received  at  the  land  office 
the  Indians  were  able  to  support  them- 
selves during  the  winter,  and  were  kept 
employed  during  the  time  they  would 
otherwise  have  been  idle.

Manilla.  Sept.  25.-The  Filipino  con- 
gress is  engaged  in  the  consideration 
of  the  question  of  raising  funds  to  de- 
fray expenses  of  the  maintenance  of 
the  army  pending  a  decision  by  the 
Paris  conference.  Hitherto  the  army 
of  the  Filipinos  has  been  chiefly  sup- 
ported by  public  subscription,  but  now 
the  native  government  contemplates 
the  imposition  of  various  taxes.  The 
inhabitants  of  the  northern  provinces, 
however,  especially  of  Pampang  and 
Ilocis.  flatly  refuse  to  pay  land  or  poll 
taxes  because  it  was  the  popular  im- 
pression that  the  revolutionists  would 
abolish  taxation  en-tirely. 

The  natives  of  Pampang  and  Pan- 
gasinan,  the  two  richest  agricultural 
provinces  of  the  i.sland,  and  those  of 
Ilocis  and  Zambales.  Which  are  the 
sturdiest  mountaineers,  distrust  the 
Tagals  and  Insist  upon  the  establish- 
ment of  an  American  protectorate. 

Saturday  the  assembly  debated  the 
question  of  a  land  tax.  A  majority  of 
the  'members  were  oppo.sed  to  the  main- 
tenance of  a  burden  equally  distributed 
and  unduly  favoring  the  Tagals  and  de- 
manded that  a  statement  of  expendi- 
tures be  submitted  before  the  matter 
was  decided.  The  statement  was  not 
forthcoming  and  the  question  was 
shelved. 

Aguinaldo  realizes  the  difflciUty  of 
reconciling  the  conflicting  interests 
but  hopes  that  the  nations  will  allow  the 
Filipinos  a  fair  chance  to  show  that 
they  are  capable  of  self-government. 
He  desires  the  A.»soclated  Press  to  -n- 
form  the  world  that  "there  is  conclu- 
sive evidence  that  many  Spaniards  and 
priests  are  intriguing  with  a  faction  of 
the  natives  to  foment  disturbances  so 
that  Americans  will  believe  the  whole 
population  to  be  irreconcilable." 

He  asserts  that  the  intriguers  pay 
money  and  provide  uniforms  to  per- 
sons who  impersonate  rebel  ofl=icers  and 
enter  the  town,  and  he  accuses  Eugene 
Blanco  of  being  the  paid  agent  of  theJe 
intriguers.

This  they  can  do  liy 
capturing  a  town,  but  the  Cubans  have 
pledged  the.-nselves  noi  to  violate  the 
armistice,  and  they,  therefore,  appeal  1 1 
the  I'nited  States  in  order  to  avoid  a 
conflict.

While  Mr.  McKinley  apparently  is 
still  disponed  to  stand  by  the  secre» 
tary.  appeals  are  openly  made  by  men 
as  pr  >minent  in  party  councils  as  thes 
war  secretary  for  his  official  behead- 
ing. 

Even  the  Red  Cross  society,  that 
great  charity  organization  which  did 
noble  work  in  aiding  soldiers  on  the 
Iwittleflelds  at  Santiago,  in  the  horr  )r- 
ship.s  and  the  fever  camps,  adds  its 
quota  to  the  list  of  indictments  against 
the   war   department. 

"While  American  soldiers  were  starv- 
ing in  the  camps  and  trenches  of  Cuba, 
witli  nothing  but  ratioa?  of  hardtack 
and  salt  pork  for  nourishment  for  sick, 
wounded  and  well,  army  transports, 
just  off  the  coast,  were  casting  theii- 
cargoes  of  fresh  provisions  into  tho 
sea,  solely  l)ecause  the  men  In  charge 
jf  them  were  afraid  to  land  the  supplies 
through  the  surf  in  small  boats,  and 
because  the  supplies  would  have  spoiled 
if  they  had  not  been  thrown  over- 
board. 

"Some  of  the  transports  lay  off  the 
oast  for  ten  days,  waiting  for  a  chance 
to  land  supplies,  before  their  cargoes 
were  committed  to  the  ocean." 

This  is  the  statement  of  a  prominent 
officer  of  the  Red  Cross  society,  whj 
recently  returned  from  Cuba  and  who 
Is  now  in  Washington.  He  told  thi.^ 
story : 

"We  were  lying  off  the  coast  of  Cul)a 
near  Siboney  when,  on  the  second  day 
of  the  battle,  we  were  told  that  the 
American  troops  were  in  need  of  hos- 
pital  and   foKl  supplies. 

"We  had  gone  to  Culja  to  relif've  the 
starving  reconcentrados  among  the 
Cubans,  not  to  act  as  a  commissary  ad- 
junct to  the  United  States  army.  But 
when  we  were  informed  that  the  Ameri- 
can soldiers  were  in  need  of  the  ma- 
terials that  we  had  on  board  we  sent 
supplies  ashore  in  small  boats  through 
the  boiling  surf. 

"At  the  same  time  we  wondered  why 
the  same  sort  of  supplies  were  not  sent 
ashore  from  ihe  transports  lying  at 
anchor  all  about  us.  We  learned  after- 
ward that  the  commanders  of  the  trans- 
ports had  been  informed  that  lighters 
would  be  found  waiting  to  discharge 
their  cargoes,  and  that,  in  the  aljsence 
of  lighters,  they  were  unwilling  to  take 
any  chances. 

"Red  taps  was  never  responsible  for 
more  scandalous  conditions  thari  exist- 
ed off  Siboney  during  the  fighting  from 
El  Caney  to  San  Juan.  At  least  half  a 
dozen  transports,  on  which  was  an 
♦ibundance  of  food  and  medical  supplies 
for  the  army  were  lying  at  anchor  near 
the  shore.  The  commar>dcrs  of  the 
transports  refused  to  land  supplies 
without  the  assistance  of  the  lighters 
that  they  had  been  told  would  be  in 
readiness.  As  there  were  no  lighters  no 
attempt  to  make  a  landing  was  made, 
although  soldiers  were  sent  ashore  in 
small  boats  without  danger. 

"The  skippers  of  the  transports  prob- 
ably figured  it  out  that  the  soldiers  could 
stand  a  wetting,  while  the  supplies 
could  not.  Day  after  day  went  l>y.  and 
as  no  iightirs  came  the  supplies  for  the 
Cuban  army  of  invasion  were  cast  into 
the  sea. 

"Meanwhile  the  American  soldiers 
starved  until  the  Red  Cross  people,  sent 
to  relieve  Cubans,  put  through  the  surf 
food  and  medical  supplies  for  starving 
Americans.  The  report  of  the  work  of 
the  Red  Cross  in  Cuba  will  furnish  In- 
teresting reading."

THE  ATTTHOR  OF  "QUO  VADIS." 
The  magnet  of  his  own  popularity  In 
thfs  country  is  drawing  Henry  Sienkie- 
wicz  to  revisit  America,  which  years  ago, 
in  letters  to  St.  Petersburg,  he  described 
as  a  most  disagreeable  land.  The  author 
of  "Quo  Vadfs"  and  of  "With  Fire  and 
Sword'  has  written  to  his  old  friend.  Dr. 
Marlon  de  Zaremba,  in  this  city,  saying 
that  if  his  plans  go  well  he  will  carry  out 
his  "long  cherished  project"  of  coming  to 
the  "ever  glorious  and  most  glorious 
United  States,"  says  a  New  Yoi^k  dis- 
patch. 

He  proposes  to  come  here  In  the  latter 
part  of  next  month,  bringing  with  bim  hi.s 
mseparable  companion.  Adwlga,  his 
daughter,  a  maid  of  16.  The  two  at  this 
t'rae  are  t-pending  the  summer  in  the 
village  of  Zakopane,  in  the  Tatra  moun- 
tains of  Gallcla.  a  resort  where  gathfrs 
every  year  the  cream  or  Polish  literary, 
artistic  and  "Bohem'an"  life.  There,  sur- 
rounded by  his  friends,  the  author  plays 
much  and  works  hard  on  his  ne.xi  beek 
In  his  letter  to  Dr.  de  Zaremba.  Slen- 
klewicz  makes  no  announcement  of  how 
he  expects  to  pass  his  sojourn— probably 
of  a  month  or  more— In  America.  Nor 
does  he  hint  at  collecting  material  fnr 
revised  views  of  American  life  and  man- 
ners. 

Jeremiah  Curtin,  the  translator,  who 
has  been  the  means  of  making  thi.-t  wili- 
er known  to  Americans,  will  probably  en- 
tertain him  while  he  is  in  tiiis  citv.  There 
are  a  few  of  hfs  countrym- n "  In  New 
York  whom  Slenkiewicz  knows.  3om>'  (f 
the  Polish  cfergy,  a  fee/  frien  Is  like  Dr 
de  Zaremba.  are  all  the  cong-'niul  .uplrita 
whom  the  Polish  colony  can  furnish. 


Washington.  Sept.  26.— The  commis- 
sion selected  by  the  president  to  invest- 
igate the  conduct  of  the  war  department 
held  its  first  formal  .session  today,  with 
nil  the  members  pri-sent.  The  meeting 
was  in  the  room  of  the  fortification  and 
ordnance  l»oard  of  the  army,  but  it  was 
found  to  he  too  small  for  the  purposes 
of  the  board,  and  it  was  announced  that 
future  meetings  would  be  held  in  apart- 
ments secured  in  the  Lemon  building, 
on  New  York  avenue. 

Today's  meeting  was  strictly  secret, 
no  newspaper  representatives  or  others 
not  connected  with  the  board  being  ad- 
mitted. 

Today's  session  was  confined  to  a 
meeting  of  two  hours'  duration  in  the 
forenojn,  after  which  an  adjournment 
was  taken  until  10  o'clock  tomorrjw. 
The  proceedings  were  limited  to  the  out- 
lining of  a  general  policy  and  the  for- 
mulation of  letters  of  Inquiry,  which 
will  be  made  public  tomorrow. 

The  letters  which  have  been  decided 
upon  are  to  be  addressed  to  the  secre- 
tary of  war,  the  quartermaster  general, 
the  commissary  general,  the  surgeon 
general  and  the  chief  of  the  ordnanc- 
department  of  the  army.  They  will  con- 
sist in  the  main  of  inquiries  Inten'ded  to 
bring  out  all  the  facts  that  can  be  given 
relative  to  the  organization  of  the  vol- 
unteer army.  These  officials  will  be 
asked  to  give  specific  Information  sj 
as  to  cover  each  of  the  department  in 
question,  concerning  the  condition  of 
the  army  both  at  the  beginning  and  the 
clise  of  the  war.  For  this  purpose  a 
date  in  April  has  been  selected  as  the 
one  for  the  beginning  of  the  prepara- 
ii<m  and  one  in  August  for  the  close. 

The  questions  are  so  formulated  a?  to 
call  out  answers  c  >vering  the  organiza- 
tion of  camps,  the  purchase  of  supplies 
and  the  making  of  contracts  with  th? 
transp»)rtation  companies,  and  also  to 
£"how  the  methnls  adopted  for  furnish- 
ing  supplies  to  the  various  commands 
and  for  protecting  the  health  of  the  sol- 
diers. "There  will  be  an  especial  effort 
to  develop  the  motives  that  actuated 
the  department  In  the  chDlce  of  camp 
sites,  as  th'^re  have  been  cliarges  to  the 
effect  that  they  were  located  as  a  mat- 
ter of  favoritism  to  railroad  com- 
panies. 

The  commission  also  considered  sev- 
eral letters  of  complaint  from  persons 
professing  to  have  information  Ixearing 
upon  the  subject  of  the  investigation, 
arrd  decided  to  address  replies  to  the 
writers  of  each  of  them  requesting 
them  to  put  their  charges  In  specific 
shdiJc.  and  Informing  them  of  the  scope 
of  the  inquiry.  It  is  intended  that  if 
the  replies  received  to  these  letters 
show  the  writers  to  be  in  possession  of 
real  information,  tJ  summon  them  Iie- 
fore  the  commission  when  It  Is  feaslblt 
to  do  so,  or  otherwise  to  secure  their 
affidavits.  When,  however,  it  becomes 
evident  that  their  accusations  are  mere 
idle  complaints  with  no  Information 
back  of  them,  the  writers  will  not  re- 
ceive further  attention. 

The  commi.«!slon  also  expects  to  ex- 
tend Its  Inquiries  before  it  close*  Its 
work  t3  the  extent  of  summoning  be- 
fore It  the  commanding  officers  of  the 
various  divisions  and  brigades,  and 
probably  extending  It  to  the  colonels 
of  regiments  from  which  complaints 
have  emanated.  They  are  expected  t  > 
give  full  information  as  to  the  pains 
they  may  have  taken  or  failed  to  take 
concerning  the  location  of  their  troops 
and  their  general   welfare. 

The  commission  decided  to  hold  two 
sessions  daily,  one  in  the  forenoon 
from  10  to  12:30  and  the  other  in  the 
afternoon  from  2  t  >  4  o'clock. 

Dr.  Phlneas  S.  Conner  i^at  with  the 
commission  today  for  the  first  time. 
He  arrived  from  his  home  in  Cincinnati 
early  in  the  day  and  called  upon  the 
president  for  a  brief  interview  before 
joining  his  fellow-members  In  the  war 
department.  The  president  expressed 
his  appreciation  of  the  doctor's  accept- 
ance of  the  po^'ltlon.  ami  outlined  ijriefly 
his  wishes  in  the  matter  of  the  Investl- 
gatiin.  Dr.  Conner  found  it  impossible 
to  remain  with  the  commission  for  the 
present  and  secured  a  leave  of  absence 
for  two  or  three  days  In  order  to  return 
to  Cincinnati  to  put  his  affairs  in  shape 
tJ  be  absent  as  long  as  the  work  of  the 
commission  may  require. 

In  Dr.  Conner  the  commission  secure? 
the  services  of  a  man  who  Is  not  only 
eminent  In  his  profession,  but  who  1? 
als3  familiar  with  the  conduct  of  the 
medical  department  of  the  army.  In 
which  he  served  for  four  years.  He  Is 
now  and  has  been  for  many  years  pro- 
fessor of  surgery  in  the  medical  col- 
lege of  Ohio  and  in  Dartmouth  medical 
college. 


ONLY  SAFE  CRACKERS. 

The  Men  Arrested  at  St.  Joseph  Not 
Train  Robbers. 

Kansas  City,  Mo.,  Sept.  26.— The  hopes 
of  the  local  police  received  a  dash  of 
cold  water  today  when  word  from  St. 
Joseph,  unconfirmed  but  apparently  au- 
thentic, was  received  that  three  men. 
James  Morgan.  John  Ryan  and  James 
Mclleer.  arrested  in  that  city  last  night, 
were  not  the  desired  Missouri  Pacific 
train  lobbers,  but  a  band  of  safe  crack- 
ers from  Iowa,  who  nad  just  made  a 
successful  raid  in  that  state.  The  men 
when  arrested  had  in  the^r  possession 
several  hundred  dollars  worth  of  pow- 
dei -burned  money.  which  the  police 
quickly  stamped  as  coming  from  the  Pa- 
cific Express  company's  safe,  blown  to 
pieces  with  dynamite  near  Dawson  on 
1'  rlday    night    last. 

The  statement  that  tne  men  are  Iowa 
sate  crackers  was  made  by  a  local  de- 
tective, who  went  to  St.  Joseph  last  night 
and  .saw  the  suspects  this  morning.  Chief 
of  Police  Hayes  still  hopes  that  the  men 
are  part  of  the  gang  of  train  robbers 
and  they  will  not  be  allowed  to  leave  the 
state  until  tlje  officials  are  thorouehlv 
satlslled   on   this  point.  ^ 

NOT  THE  RIGHT  MEN. 

St.  Joseph,  Mo..  Sept.  26.— James  Mc- 
Aleer,  James  Morgan  and  John  Ryan 
the  three  men  arrested  here  last  night' 
suspected  of  being  implicated  in  th«^ 
rol)bery  of  the  Missouri  Pacific  express 
train  near  Kansas  City  last  Friday 
night,  are  probably  n^t  the  men  wanted 
for  that  crime.  Chief  of  Police  Hayes 
of  Kan.sas  City,  Special  Agent  Kay  of 
the  Missouri  Pacific,  St.  Louis,  and  a 
party  of  detectives  came  to  St.  Joseph 
this  morning  to  examine  the  prisoners. 
They  do  not  believe  that  they  are  the 
train  robbers,  and  the  prisoners  will 
not  be  taken  to  Kansas  City.  It  is  al- 
most certain  that  the  men  are  the  rob- 
bers of  the  Hastings,  Iowa,  bank,  loot- 
ed of  $2000  last  Wednesday  night. 

A  special  to  the  Star  from  St.  Joseph 
says:  James  McAleer.  Morgan  and 
Ryan  have  now  practically  been  given 
up  by  the  Kansas  City  i>olice  as  not 
having  any  connection  whatever  with 
the  Missouri  Pacific  passenger  rob- 
bery, and  it  is  positive  that  they  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  hold-up,  but 
secured  their  money  In  the  robbery  of 
the  Botna  Valley  State  bank  at  Glen- 
wood,  Iowa,  on  Sept.  21,  when  that  in- 
.'■titutlon  was  robbed  cf  over  $600  in 
currency. 

Later  in  the  day  Chief  of  Police  Hayes 
claimed  to  be  on  the  track  of  the  train 
robbers,  whom  he  asserted  had  never 
left  Kansas  City.  He  refused  to  make 
any  statements  to  uphold  his  asser- 
tions.

Says  He  Does  Not  Intend   to  Ihrow 
Down  Roosevelt. 

Saratoga,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  26.— The  early 
hours  of  today  showed  little  change  in 
,the  political  situation.  The  friends  of 
Col.  Roosevelt  reiterated    their    expres- 

Isions  of  confidence  that  he  would  be 
nominated  and  elected  governor,  while 
the  managers  of  Govtrnor  Black's  cam- 
paign declared  that  he  would  not. 

The  principal  interest  centers  In  what 
Col.  Roosevelt's  attorneys  will  say  In 
their  formal  reply  to  the  charge  of  In- 
eligibility. 

Louis  F.  Payn  gave  out  this  statement 
at  noon  today:  "We  have  positive  evi- 
dence that  Mr.  Piatt  does  not  Intend  to 
name  Mr.  Roosevelt  for  the  office  of 
governor,  but  at  the  last  moment  will 
put  Stewart  L.  Woodford  on  the  slate 
and  throw  Mr.  Roosevelt  over." 

Mr.  Piatt,  when  told  cf  this,  said: 
"Such  a  story  needs  no  denial.  It  Is  a 
foolish  outpouring  from  bewildered  and 
defeated  men." 

Governor  Black  arrived  about  noon  and 
it  was  arranged  that  a  conference  of  his 
supporters  would  be  held  at  5  o'clock  this 
afternoon. 


FAVORED  EXPANSION. 

Douglas    Thought  Central    America 
Would  Be  Ours. 

St.  Louis  Republic:  Stephen  A\  Doug- 
las, on  Dec.  6,  185S.  about  one  month  after 
the  close  of  the  great  campaign  in  Illinois, 
in  which  he  defeated  Abraham  Lincoln  in 
the  contest  for  United  States  senator,  in 
the  course  of  a  speech  said: 

"It  is  our  destiny  to  have  Cuba,  and  it 
is  folly  to  debate  the  question.  It  natu- 
rally belongs  to  the  American  continent. 
It  guards  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi 
river,  which  is  the  heart  of  the  Ameri- 
can continent,  and  the  body  of  the  Ameri- 
can nation.  Its  acquisition  Is  a  matter  of 
time  only.  Our  government  should  adopt 
the  policy  of  receiving  Cuba  as  soon  as 
a  fair  and  just  opportunity  shall  be  pre- 
sented. Whetner  that  opportunity  occurs 
next  year  or  the  year  after,  whenever  the 
occasion  arises  and  the  opportunity  pre- 
sents itself  It  should  be  embraced. 

"Ihc  .same  is  true  of  Central  America 
and  Mexico.  It  will  not  do  to  say  we 
have  territory  enough.  W^hen  the  con- 
SL.tutlon  was  formed  there  was  enough, 
jet  in  a  few  years  ufterward  we  needed 
more.  We  acquired  Louisiana  and  Flor- 
ida, Texas  and  California,  just  as  the  in- 
crease In  our  population  and  our  interests 
demanded." 

In  the  same  speech  Mr.  Douglas  said: 
•'  nen  in  iSoO  the  Clayton-Bulwer  treaty 
was  sent  to  the  senate  for  ratltlcation  I 
fought  it  to  the  end.  Thev  then  asked 
what  I  wanted  with  Central  America.  I 
told  them  I  did  not  want  it  then,  but  the 
time  would  come  when  v,c  must  have  it. 
They  then  asked  what  my  objection  to  the 
treaty  was.  I  told  them  1  objected  to 
that,  among  other  clauses  of  it,  which 
.';aicl  that  neither  Great  Britain  nor  the 
United  Statfs  should  ever  buv,  annex, 
colonize  or  acquire  any  portion  of  Central 
America. 

"I  said  I  would  never  consent  to  a  treaty 
with  any  foreign  power  pledging  oui  selves 
not  to  do  in  the  future  whatever  Interest 
or  necess..'-  might  compel  us  to  do.  I 
was  then  told  by  veteran  senators,  as  my 
distinguished  friend  well  knows  (looking 
toward  Mr.  Soule).  that  Central  America 
was  so  far  off  that  we  could  never  want 
it.  I  told  them  then,  'Yes,  a  good  way 
off— half  way  to  California  and  on  the 
direct  road  to  it."  I  said  it  was  our 
right  and  duty  to  open  ml  the  highways 
between  the  Atlantic  and  the  gulf  states 
and  our  possessions  on  the  Pacific,  and 
that  1  would  enter  Into  no  treaty  with 
Great  Brlta'n  or  any  other  government 
concerning  the  affairs  of  the  American 
continent.  And  here,  without  a  breach  of 
confidence.  I  may  be  permitted  to  state 
a  conversation  which  took  place  at  that 
time  between  myself  and  the  Brltbh  min- 
ister. Sir  Henry  Lytton  Bulwer,  on  that 
po'nt.  He  took  occasion  to  remonstrate 
with  me  that  my  position  with  regard  to 
toe  ireaty  was  unjust  and  untenable:  that 
the  treaty  was  fair  because  It  was  re- 
ciprocal, and  it  was  reciprocal  because  It 
pledgfd  that  neither  Great  Britain  nor 
the  I.  lilted  States  sliould  ever  purchase, 
colonize  or  acquire  any  territory  in  Cen- 
tral America.  I  told  him  then  It  would  be 
fair  If  they  would  add  one  word  to  the 
treaty— so  that  it  would  read  that  neither 
Great  Britain  nor  the  United  States  shoud 
ever  occupy  or  hold  dominion  over  Cen- 
tral America  or  Asia.  But  he  said:  'You 
have  no  Interest  in  Asia.'  'No,'  said  I, 
'and  we  don't  mean  that  you  shall  ever 
estabjish  any  in  America.'  I  told  him  It 
would  be  just  as  respectful  for  us  to  ask 
that  pledge  in  reference  to  Asia  as  it  was 
for  Great  Britain  to  ask  it  from  us  in 
reference  to  Central  America."

New  York,  Sept.  26.-A  special  cable 
from  Naples  say.s  that  the  eruptions  of 
Vesuvius  are  causing  fear  that  the  city 
of  Naples  will  be  destroyed.  A  panic 
prevails  at  Torre  del  Greco,  on  the  coast 
three  miles  south  of  Reslna.  Old  inhab- 
itants of  Torre  del  Greco  claim  to  be 
able  to  tell  by  examining  the  quality 
of  the  ashes  that  Vesuvius  emits  tlie 
length  and  extent  of  an  eruption.  These 
old  folks  have  alarmed  the  people  by 
announcing  that  the  town  Is  in  great 
danger  of  destruction,  and,  indeed,  one 
r^  ^.K^.'^}?  streams  is  certainly  coming 
in  that  direotion.  Nor  would  It  be  a 
new  thing  for  lava  to  flow  in  the  streets 
of  -Torre  del  Greco.  The  town  will  aU 
most  wiped  out  in  1631,  and  twice 
m  the  eighteenth  century  the  lava 
crossed  the  town  limits.  In  1857  it  suf- 
fered from  one  of  the  earthquakes  that 
are  a  part  of  a  volcano's  diabolical  per- 
formances. The  eruption  of  1S61  deluged 
the  town  with  burning  ashes  and  caused 
thousands  of  dollars  in  damage  But 
the  people  smiled  and  said  it  was  part 
nfh^.^f,""  ^^\^  as  Vesuvlans,  and  then  thev 
rebuilt  and  bothered  very  little  there- 
after about  the  pall  of  black  smoke  hang- 
ing over  the  mouth   of  the  crater 

But  they  are  terrified  now  and  are  ure- 
paring  to  flee.  No  Vesuvian  mother  in 
lorre  del  Greco  puts  her  babe  to  bed 
without  prayers  more  fervent  than  usual 
and  without  an  anxious  glance  up  at  the 
crater,  from  which  roll  den.se  clouds  of 
black  smoke,  the  lower  edges  of  which 
are  stained  with  the  blood-red  reflec- 
tions of  the  molten  stuff  boiling  in  the 
caldron  below.  There  are  watchmen 
posted  on  the  hills  by  which  the  lava 
must  flow,  ready  to  give  the  alarm. 
Science  has  added  to  the  security  of  the 
Vesuvlans  by  giving  them  the  telegraph 
and  telephone.  If  this  town  is  to  be 
destroyed  there  need  be  no  loss  of  lite 
if  the  people  will  only  leave  in  time.  But 
familiarity  with  danger  has  made  the 
Vesuvlans  incredulous,  and  often  it  is 
too  late  before  they  start.  That  was 
the  case  at  Hercuianeum  and  Pompeii, 
where  no  lives  need  have  been  sacri- 
liced. 

The  Vesuvian  peasants  on  the  hillsides 
are  the  most  apathetic  people  in  the 
world.  The  temperament  that  allows 
them  to  till  the  soil  and  plant  vine- 
yards on  the  side  of  a  volcano  that  may 
destroy  them  at  any  moment  is  one  that 
is  not  easily  di.surbed.  Ordinarily  when 
old  Vesuvius— "the  chimney  of  hell  " 
they  call  it— begins  to  fume  and  fret  and 
rumble  they  do  not  go  to  the  trouble  of 
crossing  themselves.  They  go  on  rais- 
ing their  sour  wine  and  selling  It  to 
such  strangers,  as  their  accomplices  and 
relatives,  the  guides,  deliver  up  to  them. 
But  now  they  are  thoroughly  alarmed. 
They  are  not  waiting  for  the  front  of 
the  lava  stream  to  push  them  out  of 
their  homes.  They  are  moving  out  with 
whatever  they  can  save,  leaving  the  lava 
to  devour  their  cottages  and  vines.  Hun- 
dreds of  cottages,  the  sole  possessions 
of  the  peasants,   have  been   wiped   out. 

In  strange  and  awful  contrast  to  the 
spectacle  of  the  wretched,  ragged  Vesu- 
vlans fleeing  before  the  destruction,  are 
the  crowds  of  sightseers,  who  laugh  and 
revel  amid  the  magnificent  spectacles  of 
fire  and  flame.  Hundreds  of  guitar  and 
mandolin  players  wander  on  e  hillsides 
in  holiday  garb,  and  in  holiday  spirit. 
Their  songs  and  strumming  mingle  grue- 
somely  with  the  hysterical  and  despair- 
ing cries  of  the  fugitives.  But  Italian 
generosity  has  already  spoken,  and  plenty 
will  be  done  for  the  suflfcrers.  Subscrip- 
tions have  been  opened  in  the  cities. 
The  government  has  sent  50,000  lire  <$%50) 
and  the  king  has  contributed  10,000  lire 
(JlJtoO)  to  the  relief  funds.  The  damage 
to  the  orchards  and  vineyards  is  enor- 
mous. The  crop  was  not  gathered,  and 
thousands  of  acres  are  wholly  cleaned 
off.. 

The  citizens  of  the  adjoining  towns, 
which  are  entirely  safe,  are  making  so 
much  money  out  of  the  sightseers  that 
they  regard  the  eruption  as  a  iucky 
event.  Hotel  keepers  at  Resina  and 
Torre  del  Greco,  who  are  themselves 
frightened,  are  gathering  in  as  much 
money  as  they  can  before  the  lava  comes 
their  way.  ••\Ve  must  charge  big  prices.' 
said  the  keeper  of  a  pension  at  the  last 
named  town,  "for  we  may  be  destroyed, 
and  after  that  we  must  have  sometnnig 
with  which  to  rebuild.  ' 

Un  Sept.  19  occurred  In  Naples  the  mlr- 
aculoui:  ceiemony  of  the  liquefaction  of 
the  blood  of  St.  Januarlus,  the  clty'c 
patro.n  saint.  'Ihis  ceremony  takes  plac 
three  times  a  year,  and  If  the  liquefactio:i 
IS  rapid  It  is  a  good  omen  for  Naples, 
while  if  il  is  slow  misfortune  may  ht 
looked  for.  On  the  last  occasion  this 
luiuetaction  was  very  quick,  greatly  to 
the  relief  of  the  Neapolitans,  who  have 
great  faith  in  this  miracle.  St.  Francis 
oa  Paola  prophesied  that  Naples  would 
be  terrlHed  at  this  time,  fearing  that  its 
hour  of  doom  had  come,  were  u  not  for 
the  happy  result  of  the  St.  Januariu.s 
miracle.  Palmierl,  the  meteorologist, 
said  before  he  died  that  he  believed  Na- 
ples was  sate  from  Vesuvius.  It  Is  nine 
miles  away,  three  miles  further  than 
Pompeii.  Besides  that  the  prevailing 
winds  do  not  blow  from  Vesuvius  toward 
Naples,  which  is  an  important  point,  as 
the  dense  masses  of  lava  and  clouds  of 
dust  and  ashes  are  controlled  largely  in 
their  course  by  the  air  currents.  During 
the  piesent  eruption  ashes  have  been 
carried  as  far  as  Ceprano,  which  Is  In  the 
Roman  province,  about  seventy  miles 
from  Vesuvius.  Symptoms  of  subter- 
ranean disturbances,  which  It  is  believed 
are  connected  with  the  eruptions,  have 
occurred  in  several  places. 

There  has  been  an  earthquake  at  Ma- 
cerata,  near  the  Adriatic  in  Marche  prov- 
ince, directly  on  the  other  side  of  the 
peninsula.  There  are  eight  craters  in  ac- 
tive operation  on  Mount  Vesuvius.  Three 
emit  lava,  two  sulphurous  smoke  and 
steam,  and  three  ashes  and  lapllll  or 
small  stones. 

The  authorities  believe  that  Vetrana 
and  Crocelie  are  in  more  danger  than 
ever.  The  observatory  Is  menaced  an-l 
all  the  valuable  instruments  have  beei 
removed.  It  is  feared  that  the  funicular, 
or  cable  railroad,  on  the  side  of  the 
mountain,  mav  be  partly  destroyed.  It 
is  owned  by  Thomas  Cook  &  Son,  the 
tourist  agents.  Engravers  have  made 
successful  photographs  of  the  eruption 
from  a  balloon,  a  feat  that  was  attended 
with  great  danger.  Many  wells  in  the 
Vesuvius  neighborhood  have  dried  up, 
and   there  is  a  great  scarcity  of  water. 

Professor  Tacchini,  director  of  the  Ro- 
man observatory,  says  that  he  believes 
the  eruption  will  be  extremely  serlou.s, 
and  probably  will  continue  with  increas- 
ing violence.  He  believes  that  the  earth- 
quake shocks  In  different  parts  of  Italy 
and  the  eruption  are  due  to  the  same 
causes.  The  great  meteorologist,  Lulgl 
Palmierl,  whose  observatory  stood  In  the 
path  of  the  lava  streams,  and  who  bravely 
stuck  to  his  post  during 

the         fearful         and  fatal  erup- 

tion of  1872,  although  almost  roasted 
alive  and  choked  by  carbonic  acid  gas 
and  sulphur  fumes,  had  a  theory  that  the 
eruptions  and  the  phases  of  the  moon  had 
something  In  common. 

This  belief  Is  connected  with  the  old 
legend  of  the  mythological  Vesuvius,  who 
was  imprisoned  in  the  mountain  by  Jupi- 
ter because  he  had  the  temerity  to  fall 
In  love  with  the  moon,  and  which  says 
that  the  eruptfons  are  caused  by  the 
struggles  of  the  detained  lover  to  get  out 
into  the  open  and  gaze  upon  his  mistress. 
The  ancients  had  noticed  that  Vesuvius 
was  most  unruly  when  the  moon  was  in 
certain  states,  and  out  of  that  fact  prob. 
ably  grew  the  legend.  The  present  erup- 
tion began  at  the  same  time  that  a  new 
moon  arrived,  and  that  Is  in  accordance 
both  with  the  legend  and  Palmierl  theory. 
Scientists  do  not  know  what  the  moon 
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has  to  do  with  the  matter,  though  stu- 
dents of  volcanoes  say  that  the  erup- 
tions are  caused  by  inroads  of  the  sea 
into  the  redhot  bowels  of  the  earth  and 
perhaps  the  moon,  by  Its  action  on  the 
tltleK,  may  have  something  to  do  with  the 
Vesuvian   outbreaks. 

The  present  outbursts  of  the  mountain 
began  with  loud  rumblings,  that  sug- 
gested Internal  earthquake.*?.  Soon  a 
mountain  of  solid  black  smoke  hung  over 
uie  principal  cone.  Then  hissing,  .seeth- 
ing and  spluttering,  searing  the  face  ot 
nature,  burning  green  vineyarus  and  or- 
cliaids  and  swallowing  up  every  trace  of 
life  or  vegetation,  two  rivers  of  molten 
lava  descended  from  Moimt  Somma  to 
the_  north.  The  largest  of  these  streams 
is  ,;jO  feet  wide,  and  about  .'lO  feet  high 
It  advances  like  a  huge  serjjent  at  the 
rate  of  11  feet  an  hour.  The  bulk  of  this 
lava  is  enormous.  It  Is  headed  toward  the 
sea,  and  moves  steadily  onward  with  me- 
chanical regularity.  The  extent  of  It.'-: 
journey  must  dei>end  upon  the  mass  o,' 
lava  that  Vesuvius  vomits.  If  the  output 
•stops,  then  must  the  Hery  river  cease  Its 
roar,  but  as  long  as  thousands  of  tons  of 
molten  rock  pour  from  the  crater  this 
stream  will  push  Its  way  onward,  leaving 
havoc  in   its  path. 

The  red-hot  river  proceeds  with  an  aw- 
ful roar.  It  Is  a  dull  purple  bv  dav,  the 
riot  lava  cooling  rapidly  on  the  8urfa<%. 
As  it  splits  up  In  moving,  the  red-hot 
ma.ss  IS  relieved  here  and  tnere.  By 
night  the  lava  has  a  different  color.  It 
lights  up  the  country  for  twenty  miles 
around.  It  Is  so  hot,  this  burning  river 
that  one  cannot  go  nearer  than  twenly 
feet  of  It.  and,  even  at  that  distance,  the 
heat  Is  almost  unbearable.

Andrew  West,  a  deckhand  on  the  steam- 
er Spread  Eagle,  rivals  the  giant  Ursus 
of  "Quo  Vadis,"  says  the  St.  Louis  Post 
Dispatch. 

He  attempted  and  almost  succeeded  in 
conquering  a  mad  bull  by  grasping  it  by 
the  horns. 

That  he  did  not  succeed  is  due  to  an  ac- 
cident—the sllppipng  of  his  foot  at  a  criti- 
cal time.

The  stirring  encounter  between  West 
and  tho  buli,  which  is  almost  a  counter- 
part of  that  great  picture  which  has 
thrilled  all  readers  of  "Quo  Vadis,"  oc- 
curred' on  the  deck  of  the  Spread  Eagle 
at  the  Alton  wharf. 

Hundreds  witnessed  the  superb  heroism 
and  strength  of  the  man.

Ceremonies  of  the  Syrians  at  Divine 
Worship. 

The  Syrian  colony  in  New  York  have 
their  house  of  wor-ship  at  77  Washing- 
ton street,  on  ilie  second  floor  of  a  ter>e- 
rnent,  in  a  room  in  which  no  attempt 
^-as  been  made  at  costly  decoration  or 
furnishing.  On  the  left-hand  side  of 
the  room,  as  one  faces  the  altar,  there 
are  perhaps  a  couple  of  doxcn  plain 
cane-seated  cak  chairs.  There  are  no 
seats  on  the  other  side  of  the  room,  tha' 
reserved  for  the  men,  for  it  is  not  tho 
custom  for  men  to  sit  during  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Greek  church.  All  the  men 
are  on  one  side  of  the  room,  and  they 
stand:  all  the  women  are  on  the  other 
side,  and  they  sit. 

The  sanctuary  is  shut  off  from  tho 
main  part  of  the  room  by  a  changeabl,^ 
blue  and  green  silk  curtain,  upon  which 
is  Etitched  a  blue  satin  cross,  and  or. 
either  side  of  the  curtain  there  are  two 
doors  that  look  like  the  doors  of  a  stage 
setting.  There  were  no  ushers,  and  all 
the  f.eats  were  free.  Many  of  the  de- 
vout Syrians,  as  they  enured  the  little 
room,  stopped  at  the  altar  and  kis.sed 
ihe  picture  of  the  patron  saint  of  the 
church.  On  three  tall  pedestals  tallov. 
candles  were  liurning,  and  round  tho 
base  of  the  candle  nearest  thj  door 
there  were  three  little  colored  wax 
candles.  Any  one  may  have  one  oi' 
these  candles  to  light  and  burn  a.s  his 
offering  to  his  saint.  If  he  wLshes  to 
pay  for  the  candle,  he  may;  but  If  he 
cannot,  he  is  welcome  to  the  candle  any- 
Avay. 

The  priest  and  his  assistants  come  out 
of  the  sanctuary,  be  swinging  the  cen.ser 
and  they  bearing  the  cross  and  th:

responding.  After  a  time  thf  priest  and 
his  a.ssistants  again  appear  in  the  front 
room,  and  this  time  the  priest  has  the 
Gospel  in  his  hand.  The  devout  cross 
themselves,  approach  him,  and  kiss  first 
the  Gospel  and  then  the  priest's  hand. 
Among  the  devout  there  is  much  mak- 
ing of  the  sign  of  the  cross,  and  upon 
several  occasions  the  worshipper  does  it 
by  bending  forward  so  that  he  may 
touch  the  floor  with  the  Angers,  which 
first  go  to  the  forehead,  then  to  the 
floor,  then  to  the  right  shoulder,  then  to 
the  left.

THE  CREDITORS  WIN 


Enormous  Sum  of  $86,929,- 

6SI  Due  Them   From  the 

Northern  Pacific. 

Milwaukee.  Wis.,  Stp:.  26.— Special 
Master  Carey  filed  a  decision  in  the 
I'nited  Slates  court  today  of  great  im- 
portance to  the  general  creditors  of  the 
N'orthern  Pacific  railway.  Master  Carey 
finds  that  tht  re  is  still  due  from  the 
company,  although  It  has  succeeded  In 
acquiring  the  entire  property  of  the 
Northern  Pacific,  the  enormous  sum  of 
$86.'J2J*.681  with  interest  from  Sept.  1.  To 
this  must  be  added  a  further  sum  which 
will  become  dut  Jan.  1,  ll>02,  amounting 
to  1499,717. 

Tht  only  tangible  asset  of  the  North- 
ern Pacific  company  that  remains  is  the 
lands  east  of  the  Missouri  river,  in 
North  Dakota  and  Minnesota.  There' 
are  nearly  4.O00.0O0  acres,  but  there  is  a 
vast  deal  of  litigation  to  be  first  settled 
with  reference  to  taxes  that  have  not 
been  paid  and  the  holders  of  tax  certifi- 
catts  to  be  settled  with.  These  lands 
are  in  the  possession  of  Receivers  Bige- 
low  &  McHenry.  and  are  valued,  a:  not 
more  than  $18,000,000. 

The  decision,  if  upheld,  will  give  the 
company  about  SO  per  cent  of  the  pro- 
ceeds from  the  sale  of  the  lands,  with  10 
per  cent  to  the  other  general  creditors. 

The  claim  which  the  master  alU)ws  is 
founded  upon  the  deficiency  between 
the  amount  received  upon  the  bonds 
from  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  road 
and  the  amount  due.  The  railroad  was 
bid  in  by  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway 
company  for  the  nominal  sum  of  $12..'>00,- 
000.  many  times  less  than  the  property  js 
actually  worth.

CONTRACrORS  FILE  A  LIEN. 


Winston    Bros.    Nave    One    Against 
Lease  of  Sparta  Mine. 

Winston  Brothers,  the  Minneapolis 
contractors,  this  morning  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  register  of  deeds  a  claim  of 
lien  against  the  leasehold  Interest  of  the 
Sparta  Iron  company  in  the  Sparta 
mine.  The  lien  is  cla'imed  under  an

Sues  For  a  Divorce.

Regular  tariff  rates  to  Pacific  coast 
points  were  restored  yesterday  on  all 
the  railroads,  and  those  who  go  to 
Seattle,  Tacoma  and  Portland  now 
must  pay  $40  second  class  and  $50  first 
class.  Rates  have  been  greatly  demor- 
alized ever  since  last  February,  most 
of  the  time  $14.30  second  class  and  $25 
first  class,  although  early  in  the  fight 
one  could  ride  to  the  Pacific  for  $10, 
which  has  been  the  rate  from  St.  Paul 
and  Minneapolis.  Tne  Canadian  Pa- 
cific has  been  held  re^pjns'ible  by  com- 
l)eting  lines  for  the  low  rates,  it  being 
charged  that  it  made  a  practice  of  cut- 
ting the  tariCE  in  order  to  secure  busi- 
ness. Every  time  a  competing  line 
\  would  hear  of  a  recent  cut  by  the 
Canadian  it  would  make  the  same  rate 
openly.  This  would  be  followed  by  an- 
other cut,  until  finally  when  $10  was 
reached  none  was  willing  to  go  lower. 
The  officials  of  the  tranK;ontinental 
companies  held  numerDUs  meetings  in 
the  attempt  to  restore  rates,  but  they 
were  unsuccessful,  and  the  interstate 
commerce  commission  finally  took  the 
matter  in  hand  and  brought  the  war 
to  a  close.  The  railroads  have  iD.st 
heavily  as  a  result  of  the  quarrel,  the 
lowest  rate  being  in  effect  while  the 
rush  to  the  Klondike  was  at  its  height. 
Saturday,  which  was  the  last  day  of 
the  cheap  rates,  all  trains  for  the  coast 
were  'heavily  loaded.  Many  tickets 
were  sold  in  Duluth,  and  the  trains 
that  left  St.  Paul  on  all  roads  went 
out  In  double  sections.  There  wer» 
twenty  coaches  on  the  Northern  Pacific 
and  sixteen  on  the  Great  Northern. 
Passenger  agents  anticipate  a  light 
travel  to  the  West  for  the  next  few 
weeks.

NO  CHIMNLY  ALARMS 


Ordinance  to  Be  Introduced 

Preventing  Them    From 

Being  Turned  In. 

At  the  council  meeting  this  evening 
there  will  probably  be  introduced  an 
ordinance  prohibiting  the  turning  in  of 
an  alarm  for  chimney  fires,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  recommendation  of  the 
fire  commissioners.  The  ordinance  will 
probably  provide  'that  in  case  of  such 
a  fire  the  fire  department  is  to  be  no- 
tified by  telephone. 

It  is  not  though  probable  that  the  spe- 
cial committee  appointed  to  investi- 
gate the  Craig  charges  of  secretion  of 
light  and  water  plant  property  by  the 
officers  of  the  company  when  the  plant 
was  transferred  to  the  city  will  be  able 
to  report  this  evening.  It  was  stated 
this  afternoon  that  it  would  need  more 
time. 

The  claims  committee  will  report  a 
resolution  allowing  the  sums  held  back 
on  the  light  and  water  pay  roll  last 
week  to  allow  those  claiming  that  the 
men  worked  a  part  of  the  time  for  the 
electric  light  company  to  appear  and 
prove  their  statements.  It  was  stated 
this  afternoon  that  nobody  had  ap- 
peared. 

The  ordinance  authorizing  the  issue  of 
$295,000  water  and  light  bonds  to  take 
up  the  first  mortgage  bends  of  the  gas 
and  water  company  will  not,  it  is 
thought,  be  ready  for  introduction  this 
evening. 

The  committee  on  harbors  and  docks 
may  present  a  report  on  the  matter  of 
buying  a  gas  launch  for  the  canal  ferry, 
and  also  in  regard  to  the  erection  of  a 
new  ferry  wharf  at  Oak  street,  on  Park 
Point. 

The  vote  on  the  charter  will  be  can- 
vassed and  the  result  officially  de- 
clared. 

The  committee  on  light  and  water  may 
report  on  putting  gas  lamps  in  various 
parts  of  the  city. 

TRAVEL  ALLOWANCES. 

The    Assistant    Comptroller    Makes 
Some  Important  Rulings. 

Chicago,  Sept.  26.— A  Daily  News  Wash- 
ington special  says:  Assistant  Comp- 
ifl-oller  of  the  Treasury  Mitchell  has  ren- 
dered an  important  decision  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  secretary  of  the  treasury, 
that  wUl  facilitate  the  mustering  out 
of  the  volunteers  and  settling  their 
claims. 

The  assistant  comptroller  holds  that 
soldiers  are  entitled  to  travel  pay  from 
the  place  of  discharge  to  the  place  of 
enlistment  and  also  if  the  soldier  Is  dis- 
charged on  furlough,  except  in  cases 
where  the  distance  is  greater  than  the 
distance  from  where  the  soldier  was  en- 
camped to  the  point  of  enlistment.  In 
that  case  he  Is  entitled  to  travel  pay  only 
from  the  point  where  his  regiment  was 
stationed  to  the  place  of  enlistment. 

Another  matter  settled  by  the  decision 
is  that  officers  and  soldiers  discharged 
at  their  own  request  are  not  entitled  to 
travel  pay,  but  where  an  officer  or  sol- 
dier resigns  or  is  discharged  on  account 
of  sickness  or  wounds  then  he  is  entitled 
to  travel  allowance  and  such  dLscharge 
or  resignation  is  not  regarded  as  having 
been  for  the  convenience  of  the  soldier. 

It  is  also  held  that  discharge  or  resig- 
nation takes  place  only  from  the  date 
on  which  the  officer  or  soldier  receives 
otticial  notice  that  it  has  been  accepted. 
When  an  officer  or  soldier  is  discharged 
he  is  entitled  to  travel  allowance  and 
not  mileage  and  officers  on  waiting  or- 
ders are  entitled  to  full  pay.

HIS  LITTLE  SQUEAK. 


One   Alexander    the    Little 

Starts  a  Campaign  Against 

The  Herald. 

One  E.  P.  Alexander  has  declared  war 
on  The  Herald  because  it  did  not  think 
as  he  did  on  the  charter  question.  Be- 
cause The  Herald  did  not  give  the  char- 
ter Its  support,  Mr.  Alexander  has  ad- 
dressed himself  to  the  task  of  ruining 

it.  Mr.  Alexander  does  not  subscribe 
tj  the  proposition  that  all  should  be  en- 
titled to  a  free  expression  of  opinion; 
he  has  inherited  a  conception  of  civil 
liberty  to  which  that  idea  is  foreign. 
If  a  curious  investigator  shauld  suc- 
ceed in  penetrating  Mr.  Alexander's 
epidermis  and,  being  equipped  with  an 
instrument  of  sufficient  magnifying 
power  for  the  purpose,  should  examine 
Mr.  Alexander's  soul,  the  would  find 
stowed  away  therein  the  idea  that  there 
are  certain  individuals,  few  in  number, 
who  have  the  right  to  have  opinions, 
and  that  the  mass  of  men,  the  com- 
mon herd,  should  receive  their  opinions 
on  public  questions  ready  made  from 
the  favored  few,  appointed  by  an  all- 
■\vise  Providence  to  do  the  thinking  for 
all.  From  this  idea  it  is  but  a  step  to 
the  doctrine  that  a  certain  portion  of 
mankind  is  appointed  t)  be  the  hewers 
of  wood  and  drawers  of  water  for  a 
certain  other  portion.  This  doctrine 
grows  out  of  the  first  named  Idea  as 
naturally  and  inevitably  as  the  nox- 
ious swamp  rtower  from  the  slime  and 
ooze.  The  civil  war  decided  that  this 
doctrine  must  go.  but  there  are  a  few 
who,  unwittingly,  perhaps,  still  cheri.«h 
it  and  who  are  dominated  by  the  ideas 
that  germinate  from  it,  and  the  gentle- 
man who  proposes  to  run  The  Herald 
out  of  business  because  it  allowed  the 
expression  of  opinions  on  the  charter 
question  different  from  hi£  is  one  of 
that  few,  evidently. 

Mr.  Alexander  gives  the  key  to  an 
understanding  of  him  In  the  first  part 
of  his  letter  to  the  Neus  Tribune  this 
morning.  It  will  be  observed  that  the 
only  passible  hypothesis  that  his  mind 
can  entertain  as  explaining  -the  atti- 
tude of  The  Herald  is  that  The  Herald 
feared  that  it  would  be  pecuniarily 
damaged  liy  the  charter.  Mr.  Alex» 
ander  thinks  In  dollars  and  cents  ex- 
clusively—when he  thinks  at  all— and 
he  takes  it  for  granted  that  considera- 
tions of  gain  must  be  the  sole  moving 
consideration  of  all.  In  this  view  of  the 
que^'tion  Mr.  Alexander,  however,  be- 
trays that  narrowness  between  tne 
eyes  that  in  his  case  is  so  pronounced 
that  it  actually  precludes  him  from 
looking  on  two  sides  of  a  question.  He 
ignores,  in  arriving  by  hi£.  own  pe- 
culiar way  at  his  conclusions,  the  fact 
that  The  Herald  is  a  heavy  taxpayer 
and  that  a  number  of  gentlemen  con- 
nected  with  The  Herald  are  taxpayers. 
Some  of  them  are,  mayhap,  heavier 
tax^Iyers  than  Mr.  Alexander, 
thaf^s.  than  Mr.  ^Alexander  in- 
dividually, and  not  as  tn. 
Duluth  Banking  company,  the  tax  title 
concern  of  which  Mr.  Alexander  is  the 
heart  soul,  liver  and  ligh.s.  Mr.  Alex- 
ander is  so  absurdly  illogical  as  to  be- 
fie?e-at  least  he  soberly  advances  it 
as  an  argument-that  for  th^  f  ke  of 
the  perhaps  $500  a  year  difference  it 
would  make  to  The  Herald,  the  gentle- 
men owning  and  controlling  the  paper 
would  take  a  cour^  that  they  knew 
would  mean  financial  damage  to  them- 
selves in  a  very  much  greater  amount 
Conceding  that  the  dollars  and  cents 
consideration  is  the  sole  one  with  all 
men  as  Mr.  Alexander  infers  from  him- 
self that  it  must  be,  it  would  seem  as 
if  a  just  weighing  by  Mr.  Alexander  of 
all  the  facts  in  the  case  would  make 
him  less  cock  sure  of  his  conclusions. 

Little  Mr.  Alexander  has  been  en- 
gaged ever  since  the  charter  was  de- 
feated in  bobbing  about  among  the 
business  men  asking  them  to  boycott 
The  Herald  because  it  opposed  the  char- 
ter as  he  did  in  his  letter  this  morning. 
Gentlemen  whom  Mr.  Alexander  ap- 
proached with  his  suggestions  and  who 
had  no  sympathy  with  such  an  unman- 
ly and  un-American  way  of  doing  busi- 
ness refused  to  be  so  far  a  partner  in 
h's  wcrk  as  to  be  made  his  confidants, 
freely  spoke  thir  mind  of  his  methods. 
He  has  gone  about  requesting  business 
men  to  withdraw  their  patronage  from 
The  Herald  on  the  ground  that  it  had 
opposed  the  new  charter.  So  far  as 
the  results  that  the  little  gentleman 
can  accomplish  are  concerned.  The 
Herald  has  no  fear.  The  personality 
of  the  little  gentleman  and  his  ferocious 
darting  about  squeaking  fiercely  and 
showing  his  teeth  at  The  Herald  is 
suggestive  of  an  enraged  mouse;  it  is 
indeed  a  ludicrous  sight.  If  little  Mr. 
Alexander  enjoys  making  an  ass  of 
himself,  The  Herald  can  well  afford  to 
let  him.  But  the  spirit  that  animates 
him  is  suggestive  of  a  spirit  that  is 
inimical  to  free  institutions,  and  while 
there  is  not  much  danger  of  his  infiu- 
encing  anylxidy,  the  spirit  should  never- 
theless be  rebuked. 

Mr.  Alexander's  attitude  has  made  it 
fair  to  inquire  what  good  he  is  to  the 
commonity.  He  has  arraigned  The  Her- 
ald as  being  an  enemy  to  it  and  worthy 
of  extirpation,  and  it  is  therefore  not 
out  of  the  way  to  consider  in  what  way 
Mr.  Alexander  blesses  the  people  of  Du- 
luth and  St.  Louis  county. 

Mr.  Alexander,  as  stated  before.  Is 
the  whole  "Innards"  of  the  Duluth 
Banking  company,  and  that  institution 
is  the  most  extensive  dealer  in  tax  titles 
in  the  county.  This  bank  is  not  one 
of  those  institutions  where  funds  are 
advanced  to  further  the  operations  of 
trade  and  industry.  Its  funds  are  not 
for  that  purpose.  They  are  for  use  in 
profiting  by  the  misfortunes  of  others 
In  buying  up  tax  certificates  for  the 
large  percentage  there  is  in  them  and 
for  the  possibl'lity  of  getting  title  to  the 
property  in  case  the  poor  devil  is  not 
able  to  redeem  by  paying  the  pound  of 
fiesh  to  the  last  ounce  as  "noonlnated 
in  the  bond"  to  quote  the  archtype  of 
the  gentry  engaged  In  the  business  in 
which  Mr.  Alexander  finds  employ- 
ment for  his  faculties,  when'  he  is  not 
employed  in  the  useful  occupation  of 
endeavoring  to  tear  down  and  ruin  the 
business  of  his  neighbors, 

Mr.  Alexander  has  not  only  a  great 
appetite  for  tax  titles,  but  he  has  been 
engaged  In  the  even  less  laudable  busi- 
ness of  discounting  county  road  fund 
orders.  County  road  fund  orders  were 
always  good  investments  at  par.  They 
bear  7  per  cent  interest,  and  are  as 
good  as  wheat  in  the  mill.  But  this  was 
not  enough  for  Mr.  Alexander:  he  saw 
an  opportunity  to  get  a  little  more  out 
of  the  men  who  had  bent  their  backs  in 
hard  mamial  labor  on  the  road  for  their 
wages,  and  he  used  their  necessities  to 
extract  all  that  they  would  stan^.    The 


profits  of  this  sort  of  traffic  he  divided 
with  the  Southern  nabobs  who  send  their 
money  to  Mr.  Alexander  for  h'tn  to  use 
in  gambling  on  the  misfortunes  of  citi- 
zens and  taxpayers  of  St.  Louis  county. 

The  remark  has  been  made  of  Mr. 
Alexander  that  he  resembled  Artemus 
Ward's  kangaroo— that  he  is  an 
"amoosin"  little  cuss."  But  viewed  in 
the  light  of  his  occupation,  Mr.  Alexan- 
der takes  on  a  sinister  aspect,  and  the 
feeling  of  amusement  with  which  he  is 
regarded  gives  place  to  something  near 
akin  to  aversion  and  contempt. 

Mr.  Alexander  accuses  The  Herald  of 
subterfuge.  Sly  Mr.  Alexander.  Did  he 
suppose  that  no  one  had  a  memory  long 
enough  to  reach  back  to  c  Powell 
Grady's  appointment  to  his  snug  sit  in 
W^ashington  as  a  reward  for  his  ser- 
vices in  the  field  during  the  rebellion? 
Mr.  Alexander  is  too  transparent  Does 
he  think  that  no  one  can  see  through 
the  subterfuge  of  which  he  is  guilty' 
Mr.  Alexander,  true  to  his  narrow  in- 
tolerant nature,  was  worked  up  to  a 
tremendous  pitch  because  The  Herald 
afforded  the  use  of  its  columns  to  veter- 
ans of  the  Grand  Army  and  others  who 
opposed  Mr.  Grady's  appointment.  The 
Herald  believing  then,  as  it  believes 
now,  that  every  man  has  a  right  to  his 
opinions,  and  to  a  free  expression  of 
them,  and  acting  on  that,  it  granted 
space  to  those  who  wished  to  speak  to 
the  public  on  that  matter.  On  that  ac- 
count there  v.as  born  in  Mr.  Alexander 
a  hatred  towar:!  The  Herald  that  filled 
nls  narrow  soul  to  bursting.  Now  he 
seeks  t.:  -atify  hi  personal  spite 'and 
his  long  secrUiy  cherished  thirst  for  re- 
venge, under  tht  mask  of  public  spirited- 
ness. 

This  is  the  real  animus  that  has  start- 
ed this  Alexander  the  Little  on  his  cam- 
paign.

Saratoga.  N.  Y.,  Sept.  27.— The  day 
for  the  Republican  convention  to  name 
a  full  state  ticket  opened  bright  .ind 
clear.  All  of  the  leaders  were  up  and 
at  their  headquarters  early  and  all 
said  there  was  no  change  in  the  situa- 
tion. The  Black  men  still  said  their 
candidate  would  be  placed  before  the 
convention. 

Between -10  and  11  o'clock  a  number 
of  special  trains  arrived,  some  from 
Troy  bearing  Black  banners  and  with 
brass  bands  playing  patriotic  airs.

Washington,  Sept.  27.— The  president

Its  avowed  purpose  was  to  make 
depreciated  16  to  I  silver  legal  tender  In 
disiharge  for  national  obligations,  and  to 
l>ave  the  way  for  unlimited  coinaRe  of 
these  dollars.  This  resolution  pa.s.serl  the 
stnate  by  a  large  majority  and  was  de- 
featwl  In  the  house  b.v  the  Republicans. 

"It  is  unnecessai^  to  say  that  the  Dem- 
ocratic senators  and  every  Democratic 
ret>resentatlve  from  the  state  of  New 
York  were  recorde<l  In  favor  of  this  prop- 
osition, while  the  Republican  senator  and 
every  Republican  representative  was  re- 
corded aRalnst  It.  It  Is  In  vain  for  the 
Democratic  convention  which  meets  in 
Syracuse  tomorrow  to  say  that  there  are 
no  national  Issues  Involve<l.  We  propose 
to  settle  the  national  Issue  In  favor  of 
national  honor  and  honest  money. 

"From  the  very  beginnInK  of  the  pres- 
ent administration  new  questions  arsSe 
which  we  did  not  anticipate  two  years 
ago."

Wo  would  have  gladly 
postponefl  the  war  until  the  autumn,  but 
events  threw  it  upon  us.  Men  went  from 
necessit.v  where  they  were  not  accli- 
mated. We  all  knew  that  war  was  not  a 
picnic,  but  a  stern  reality.  That  there 
should  be  suffering  and  disease,  historv 
had  taught  us  to  expect.  But  when  the 
record  of  the  war  Is  made  up.  It  will  ap- 
pear that  no  great  army  was  ever  or- 
ganlze<l  and  equipped  so  well  and  so 
completely,  with  less  privation,  and  less 
suffering,  than  our  own  volunteer  army 
In  our  present  war.

Paris,  Sept.  27.— The  (Tiscussion  at  yes- 
terday's cabinet  meeting  was  practically 
confined  to  the  premier  and  the  mfnister 
of  justice,  MM.  Brisson  and  Sarrien.  Rt- 
plying  to  the  latter's  objections  to  a  re- 
vLsion  of  the  Dreyfus  case,  based  on  the 
nrgatlve  character  of  the  c:mmission's 
report  and  the  vote  of  the  chamber  of 
deputies  affirming  respect  for  a  chose 
jugee  (a  case  already  passed  upon  by 
the  courts),  M.  Brisson  pointed  out  that 
the  late  Lieut.  Col.  Henry's  confession 
of  forgery  changed  the  whole  aspect  of 
the  case.    He  concluded: 

"If  your  scruples  arise  from  personal 
considerations,  if  you  do  not  deem  your- 
self sufficiently  armed  to  undertake, 
without  hesitation,  all  your  responsi- 
bility, you  need  not  leave  us.

It  Is  the  pai>er  ailll  In- 
dnstrv.  This  Industry  In  the  East  Is 
bound  to  be  abandoned  ere  long  for  the 
want  of  material  to  manufacture  pulp. 
Minnesota  with  its  millions  of  acres  of 
spruce  and  poplar  offers  an  opening 
v/hich  cannot  be  overlooked.  The  St. 
Louis  river  which  winds  for  many  miles 
through  these  great  forests  offers  an  op- 
portunity for  the  easy  removal  of  a  vast 
amount  of  the  material  and  will  furnish 
the  power  to  manufacture  It.  Two  mills 
are  now  umier  construction  and  another 
is  to  be  coinmeticed  all  within  as  many 
months.  These  mills  arc  located  betwixt 
Thom.'^on  and  Clw|uet.  It  means,  too,  the 
commencement  of  the  improvement  of 
the  St.  Louis  river  from  Cloquet  to  Fond 
du  Lac.  It  also  means  that  Minnesota 
will  soon  be  the  most  prominent  paper 
producing  state  in  the  Un'on  and  a  large 
percentage  of  the  paper  will  be  manufac- 
tured In  Carlton  county. 


Secretary  Long  Approves  His  Action

Washington,  Sept.  27.— The  official

Manilla,  Sept.  27.— Having  received 
information  that  the  American  steamer 
Abbey  left  Macao  Sept.  21  with  a  cargo 
rxf  arms  for  Batangas,  I  sent  the  Me- 
Cullough.  She  arrived  at  Bantangas 
on  Sept.  23  and  found  her  In  the  har- 
bor, having  arrived  three  days  earlier 
and  landed  cargo.  There  were  only  Fil- 
ipinos on  lx»ar.  They  refused  to  give 
any  information  and  had  no  papers 
whatever.  Seized  and  brought  her 
here,  where  we  are  now  holding  her. 
The  steamer  was  formerly  the  Pasig, 
and  Is  registered  as  an  American  ves- 
sel. The  United  States  consul  at  Can- 
ton has  information  that  she  made  one 
voyage  of  the  same  kind  already.

Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  27.— A  special  to 
the  News  from  Niagara  Falls,  Ont., 
says:  The  most  appalling  storm  in  the 
Niagara  peninsula  passed  over  the  strip 
of  land  between  Lake  Erie  and  Ontario, 
passing  almost  parallel  with  the  Wel- 
land  canal,  cutting  a  swath  300  feet  wide 
through  the  peninsula  and  cuttiivg  off  a 
portion  of  it,  went  almost  at  right 
angles  with  the  main  path  of  the 
cyclone  and  took  in  Tonawanda.  It 
struck  St.  Catharines,  Merriton  and 
Grantham,  Ont.,  hardest.  At  an  early 
hour  this  morning  the  number  of  lives 
lost  is  estimated  at  six.  However,  at 
least  six  more  are  fatally  injured.  The 
death  list  may  reach  fifteen.

MIRACULOUS  ESCAPE. 


The  Columbia  Encounters  a   Terrible 
Storm  Off  China's  Coast. 

Tacoma,  Wash.,  Sept.  27.— Fresh  from  an 
encounter  with  a  terrific  typhoon  of  the 
Chinese  sea,  the  Northern  Pacific  liner 
Columbia  steamed  Into  port  last  night. 
The  vessel  was  tossed  like  a  shingle  for 
twelve  hours,  being  driven  many  miles 
out  of  her  course  and  carried  so  near  the 
coast  of  Japan  that  the  seas  shipped  by 
the  vessel  left  deposits  of  sand  on  the 
decks.

ENGLAND  AND  AMERICA. 

One    of    the    earliest    champions     of 
Anglo-American   union   was  Albert   V. 
Dicey,   who  first   publicly  advocated  a 
common  citizenship  for  the  whole  Eng- 
lish-speaking people.     In    the   Atlantic 
for  October  he  reviews  from  the  Eng- 
lish standpoint  the     relations    of     the 
countries,  the  needs  of  a  good  common 
understanding,  the  dangers  to  be  avoid- 
ed, and  the  good  to  be  gained  for  Chris- 
tianity   and    civilization,    when    in    the 
distant  future  the  expectation  shall  be 
realized  that  a  growing  sense  of  essen- 
tial   unity    may    ultimately   give    birth 
to  some  scheme  of  common  citizenship. 
Mr.   Dicey  says: 

"If      it        were       once       understood 
that       war       between       Great       Brit- 
ain and  the  United  States  had  become 
a    moral    impossibility,    the    power   for 
good  of  each  country  would  be  doubled. 
If  it  were  seen  that  each  nation  hab- 
itually supported  throughout  the  world 
the  just  claims  of  the  other,  few  are  the 
powers  which  would  care  to  come  into 
conflict    with    either   state.     If   It   were 
known  than  England  would  in  no  case 
abet  or  tolerate  any  coalition  between 
the  continental  powers  for  Interference 
with  the  United  States  throughout  the 
American    continent:    if    in    short,    the 
Monroe  doctrine  were  extended  and  ac- 
cepted  by   Englishmen   and   Americans 
alike  as  protecting  from   the  interfer- 
ence of  the  great  military  states  every 
part    of    the    American    continent    and 
the  islands  l>elonging  thereto,  the  con- 
tinental   powers    would   not   dream     of 
any    interference    with    countries     pro- 
tected by  the  two  greatest  of  maritime 
powers.    If.  lastly,  it  were  certain  that

The  people  are  anxious  to  hear  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  commission,  and  they 
will   not   be  satisfied   with  a  secret  in- 
quiry.     The    president    should,    for   the 
sake    of   his   admlnistratl>n.    urge    the 
commission    to    throw    open    its    doors 
"When  the  taking  of  testimony  is  begun. 
The  fact  that  at  least  two  members  of 
the  commission   had,   previous   to   their 
appointment,    expressed    very    positive 
opinions    in    favor   of  SecreUry    Alger 
and    the    war   department   should    be   a 
strong  reason  for  making  all  the  com- 
mission's proceedings  public. 

In  any  event,  the  action  of  the  com- 
mission can  hardly  be  the  end  of  the 
scandals  which  now  surrouiKl  the  war 
department.  It  se^ms  strange  that 
President  McKinley  did  not  institute  a 
military  court  of  inquiry,  as  he  had 
the  power  to  do.  instead  of  appointing 
this  commission,  which  is  actually  with- 
out any  official  standing,  cannot  com- 
pel the  attendance  of  witnesses  and 
cannot  compel  a  witness  to  answer  ques- 
tions put  to  him  unless  he  is  inclined  to 
do  it  on  his  own  motion.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  no  one  in  the  service  of  the 
government  would  be  inclined  to  go 
before  such  a  commission  and  tell  all  he 
knew  about  the  abuses,  mismanage- 
ment and  incompetency  shown  by  those 
in  power,  for  the  simple  reason  that  he 
would  be  without  protection  against 
their  ill-will  when  he  left  the  witness 
stand. 

On   the  other  hand,   a  military  court 
of   inquiry   would     have   the   power   to 
compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and 
receive  their  testimony  under  oath  and 
compel    them   to   answer     any   and   all 
questions   relevant     to     the    matter  at 
issue.     There   would    he   no   trouble    in 
finding  the  proper  material  for  such  a 
court  among  the  army  officers,  and  there 
■would  be  no  trouble  either  in  securing 
the  attendance  of  the  witnesses  desired. 
Such  a  court  could  hardly  be  influenced 
to  make  a  whitewashing  report,  and  the 
administration  should  understand    that 
the  people  will  not  be  satisfied  with  any 
report    prepared    to    shield    the    guilty. 
Criminal  neglect  and  incompetency  have 
existed.    The  question  is,  who  is  respon- 
sible?   Unless  the  truth  be  brought  out 
and  the  guilty  ones  exposed.  It  will  be 
extremely    difficult    to    raise     another

BLAME  MIST  BE  FIXED. 

New   York    Preacher    Talks    of  the 
War's  Dark  Side. 

New  York.  Sept.  27.7— The  Rev.  Dr. 
Cortland  Myers,  of  the  Baptist  temple, 
'preached  Sunday  night  on  "The  Dark 
Side  of  the  War."    He  said  In  part: 

"Sixth  months  ago  the  boldest 
prophecy  could  not  have  foretold  this 
hour.  This  has  been  an  unparelleled 
''\^^- ,  ^11  earth  and  heaven  has  been 
startled  at  the  triumphant  victory  and 
the  miraculous  events  of  these  days 

JButt  here  Is  a  dark  cloud  in  the  sap- 
phire glory  of  our  sky.  He  is  neither 
'^'■oPo'^'t  nor  patriot  w.-oo  closjs  his  eyes 
and  his  lips  in  such  ;in  hour  as  this.  On" 
of  the  supreme  neru.s  of  this  moment  is 
the  swing  of  our  de.nocratic  principle 
like  a  mighty  specter  until  investigation 
shall  declare  who  is  to  blame. 

"We  have  won  a  magnificent  victory, 
but  It  may  be  our  last  if  we  have  disre- 
gard for  the  health,  comfort  and  life  of 
our  soldiers.  Honor  your  returning 
heroes,  but  honor  without  rights  and 
protection  is  hypocrisy.  The  facts  are 
everywhere  known,  now  let  their  cause 
.be  known.  Three  hundred  die  in  the 
v.ar  and  the  fact  that  2000  die  in  camps 
and  hospitals  is  criminal.  I  was  preach- 
ing in  Tremont  temple,  Boston,  next 
door  to  the  Parker  house,  when  they 
sent  for  some  one  to  come  and  pray  for 
young  Tiffany,  who  was  dying.  1  was 
there  when  the  doctors  wrote  that  black 
word  on  his  death  certificate,  'Died  of 
starvation.'  It  was  true  and  ought  never 
to  have  been  true.  Some  one  had  blun- 
dered and  a  hero  had  been  murdered. 
You  can  kill  a  man  with  red  tape  as  well 
as  with  a  bullet. 

"For  the  safety  of  the  nation's  future 
whoever  Is  guilty  ought  to  be  discovered. 
If  the  war  department  had  had  less 
politics  in  it  like  the  navy  It  would  have 
been  less  guilty.  Some  one  is  to  blame 
for  this  unquestioned  condition.  Let 
;every  man  say  'find  him  out.'  Let  no 
man  say  who  he  is  until  he  has  been 
found  out."

An  ordinance  abolifhing  the  light  and 
water  commission  was  intrjduced  by 
Alderman  Duren,  and  after  l>eing  given 
its  first  reading,  was  referred  to  the 
committee  on  ordinances  and  resolu- 
tions. If  passed,  this  will  sweep  the 
water  board  and  Superintendent  Van 
Berg-en  off  the  tible  at  ore  clatter. 

The  vote  on  the  propo;?ed  charter  waa 
canvassed  and  a  resolution  passed  %tt- 
ting  forth  that  there  had  beta  ca>c  lL'4.'; 
votes  in  favor  of  the  charter  and  ISUS 
against  it,  and  declaring  that  the  char- 
ter had  been  rejected,  this  being  the  oth- 
cial  announcement  that  the  charter  is 
defunct.  The  pay  roll  of  the  judrjes 
and  clerks  of  the  charter  election  and 
I  the  bills  for  rental  of  all  but  five  of  the 
I  polling  places  were  passed,  the  amouat 
oeing  $;>074.0r..  With  the  rental  for  the 
remaining  polling  places  the  expenses 
will  amount  to  J3174.0.'). 

The   committee   appointed    t)   investi- 
gate   the    Craig     charges    against    the 
officers  of  the  gas  and   water  company 
reported    that    it    had    not    fini.«he<l    its 
labors',    and    asked    for    another    week, 
which   was  granted.

were     allowed.        Alderman     Jefferson. 
I  haimian    of   the   committee   on   claims, 
stated    that    no    one    had    appeared    lo 
.-'how  cause  why  the  amounts  should  not 
be  paid,  and  that  he  had  n)t  been  able 
to   find   out  anything. 

On  the  r»  commendation  of  the  fire  de- 
partment committee  the  board  of  pub- 
lic works  was  directed  to  procure  an 
estimate  of  the  cist  of  repairing  the 
fire  cistern  at  New  Duluth.  in  case  the 
board  thought  that  it  couM  be  made 
serviceable.  Chairman  Trevilllon  of  the 
committee  reporte-l  that  it  was  found 
that  the  cistern  was  holding  some 
water  and  that  it  locked  as  if  it  cr>ulfl 
possibly  be  fixed  up. 

Superintendent  Crawford  reported 
that  it  will  take  from  two  to  four  weeks 
longer  to  complete  the  pumping  en- 
gines. The  communicati  in  was  re- 
ferred. 

An  estimate  to  P.  McDonnell,  amount- 
ing to  $S641.84,  for  work  on  the  reservoir 
was  reported  from  the  l)oard  of  public 
uorks  and  passed  under  su5"pen.sion 
of  the  rulcA 

The  mayor  reported  the  appointment 
of  W.  H.  Bassett  and  T.  M.  Smith  as 
special  police  officers  for  duty  in  the 
Northern  Pacific  yards. 

An  informal  report  from  the  mayor 
as  chairman  of  the  special  committee 
on  street  lighting  was  received,  to  the 
effect  that  the  committee  had  fiund 
that  sixty-eight  gas  lamps  could  be  put 
in  in  place  of  electric  lighti'  to  good  ad- 
vantage, in  its  opinion. 

Alderman  Sang  moved  that  the  board 
of  public  works  be  instructed  to  carry 
out  the  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee as  to  the  gas  lamps,  but  before 
his  motion  had  received  a  second  a 
mition  to  adjourn  was  interposed  and 
carried. 


Managers  are  Not  Discour- 
aged and  Will  Start  Early 
Next  Year. 

The  baseball  season  which-  has  just 
closed  has  not  t)een  a  particularly 
profitable  one  to  the  men  who  have  had 
the  Duluth  club  under  their  control,  but 
they  are  not  discouraged.  On  the  con- 
trary they  are  fairly  well  pleased,  and 
will  be  on  hand  early  in  the  season  next 
year.  The  club  was  started  too  late  in 
the  season,  but  Duluth  would  have  gone 
the  entire  season  without  a  club  if  these 
men  had  not  come  forward.  They  raised 
a  subscription  fund  among  a  number  of 
nien  who  enjoy  the  national  game.  Willi 
the  amount  thus  obtained  the  grounds 
were  fixed  up,  the  club  was  uniformed, 
and  a  start  was  made.  A  fine  c;ub  was 
gathered  together,  considering  the  late- 
ness of  the  season,  and  some  excellent 
games  were  seen.  The  patronage  was 
fairly  good,  and  the  club  finds  at  the 
close  of  the  season  that  the  receipts 
have  just  about  paid  the  salaries  of  the 
men  and  the  general  expenses  of  the 
uame.s.  The  subscriptions  which  were 
to  have  Lieen  returned  out  of  the  profits 
must  be  retained,  for  there  were  no 
profits. 

The  Sunday  patronage  at  the  games 
was  all  that  could  be  asked.  Itut  at  the 
Saturday  games  it  was  always  light. 
Had  it  been  the  same  on  Saturdays  as 
on  Sundays  the  club  would  have  paid 
Very  well.  The  club  must  piay  on  week 
days,  however,  and  it  is  hoped  ntxt  sea- 
son to  work  up  the  patronage  to  a  pay- 
ing basis. 

The  club  will  start  in  early  next  year. 
Already  plans  are  lielng  made  for  It,  and 
seme  good  men  are  being  tngaged.  With 
an  early  start,  the  club  getting  to  work 
when  the  days  are  warm,  it  ought  to  do 
well.  At  any  rate  the  managers  of  the 
club  deserve  credit  for  tryins:  to  give 
Duluth  a  ball  club.

In  the  numberless  lakes  handy  to  the 
new  line  there  are  said  to  be  ducks  so 
thick  that  there  is  apparently  no  end  to 
the  hunting  that  will  be  offered.  Of 
course  there  is  an  end  to  it,  because  the 
same  thing  might  have  been  said  one 
day  of  many  places  in  this  state  now 
barren  of  game.  But  there  is  enough 
game  to  last  a  good  while,  and  a  great 
many  Duluth  hunters  will  go  out  as 
soon  as  the  coid  weather  sets  in  to  do 
what  they  can.  Not  only  is  it  a  great 
country  for  hunting  that  is  opened  up, 
but  this  Is  an  especially  good  year  for 
ducks.  Last  year  the  hi^h  water 
drowned  Out  the  rice  on  which  the  ducks 
fetd,  and  they  were  somewhat  scarc^. 
This  year  there  waa  plenty  of  rice,  and, 
therefore,  plenty  of  ducks. 

The  partridge  season  opens  up  Satur- 
day, and  this  will  give  some  hunting 
nearer  home.  Partridges  are  not  plenty 
in  this  section,  however,  anrl  they  have 
not  been  plenty  since  the  heavy  drafts 
made  on  the  supply  several  years  ago. 
when  40,000  partridges  were  shipped  out 
from  Tower.

The  Fosston  branch  has  also  opened  a 
new  field  for  logging  operations,  and 
many  million  feet  will  be  brought  out 
over  that  line  during  the  next  six 
months.  Mr.  Getty  said  that  a  great 
many  logs  would  be  cut  in  the  northern 
part  of  St.  Louis  and  Itasca  county  next 
winter,  v.hich  will  be  banked  on  Rainy 
river  and  sent  to  the  mills  at  Rat 
Portage  to  supply  the  rapidly  growing 
lumber  trade  in  V.'estern  Ontario  and 
Eastern  Manitoba.  Supplies  for  all  of 
thfse  operations,  which  for  the  most 
part  are  in  new  territory,  and  are  ex- 
clusive of  those  which  will  l)e  carried  on 
on  the  north  and  south  shores  to  supply 
the  mills  at  thehead  of  the  lake,  wiil 
come  from  Duluth  and  will  furnish  an 
immense  volume  of  business  to  the 
wholesale  and  supply  merchants  in  all 
branches  of  trade.  More  men  will  be 
employed  than  last  year  or  two  years 
ngo,  and  wages  will  average  almost 
double  what  they  did  in  the  winters  of 
IStte  and  '97.

UPPER  MICHIGAN. 


The  o  itiook  for  .a  p  •o»f  erous  winter 
in  the  logging  industry  in  Northern 
Minnesota  was  never  better  than  now. 
Several  firms  are  already  preparing  their 
camps  for  the  approaching  season,  and 
the  output  will  only  be  limited  by  the 
number  of  men  who  can  be  found  to  do 
the  work. 

William  Getty,  surveyor  general  of 
logs  and  lumber,  in  talking  to  a  Herald 
reporter,  said  he  expected  thai  there 
will  be  fully  as  many  and  probably  mote 
logs  cut  in  the  Duluth  district  next  win- 
ter than  last.  Logging  contractors,  he 
raid,  anticipate  trouble  in  finding  all  the 
men  needed  to  work  in  the  woods,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  wages  will 
l)e  much  hightr  than  they  have  been  be- 
fore for  many  years.  It  is  believed  now 
that  they  will  range  from  $24  to  $40  a 
month,  which  is  more  than  was  paid 
even  in  ISS'). 

The  lumbermen  have  been  gradually 
cutting  the  pine  from  near  the  streajns, 
until  now  it  is  necessary  to  build  rail- 
roads to  the  large  tracts,  and  a  great 
deal  of  logging  railroad  construction  is 
now  under  way.  Alger.  Smith  &  Co.'s 
road,  the  Duluth  &  Northern  Minnesota, 
is  Iteing  pushed  back  from  Knife  river  as 
fast  as  possible,  with  the  ftw  meq  who 
can  be  found  to  work  on  it,  and  logging 
operations  will  be  carried  on  by  the  firm 
on  an  extensive  scale  during  the  winter. 
The  Cloquet  Lumber  company  has 
thirty-six  miles  of  road  in  course  of  con- 
struction, from  the  52-mile  post  on  the 
Duluth  &  Iron  Range  railroad  to  Island 
lake  on  the  Cloquet  river,  which  will 
form  an  outlet  for  a  large  amount  of 
logs  that  will  be  cut  l)etween  now  and 
spring.  The  Tower  I..ogging  company 
will  operate  its  road  and  build  consider- 
able new  track,  to  fill  a  large  contract 
for  logs  for  the  Howe  Lumber  company. 
Mitchell  &  McClure  have  begun  work  on 
six  miles  of  road  to  connect  with  the 
Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern,  over  which 
a  great  many  logs  will  be  brought  to 
Duluth.  Wright  &  Davis  have  extended 
their  road  north  from  Hibbing,  about 
eighteen  miles  to  a  big  tract  of  excellent 
pine,  which  is  to  be  the  scene  of  exten- 
sive operations. 

While  all  of  these  new  roads  are  being 
built,  it  is  impossible  to  find  men  enough 
to  operate  the  logging  roads  already  in 
existence.  The  Cranberry  Lumber  com- 
pany's road  is  still  idle,  although  it  is 
expected  that  enough  nifn  will  be  se- 
cured to  start  it  within  a  few  days. 
Mitchell  &  McClure  are  also  in  need  of 
more  men  to  operate  their  logging  road, 
which  has  l)een  lying  idle  a  great  deal  of

ROSING'S  SLOGAN. 


Rousing  Address  By  Demo- 
cratic State  Chairman  in 
Chisago  County. 

Chairman  Rosing  of  the  Democratic 
state  committee  and  Judge  Willis,  Dem- 
ocratic candidate  for  congress  In  the 
Fourth  dislrict.  atfdrcsted  »  rolJtical 
meeting  at  Lindstrom,  Chisago  county, 
last  Saturday  evening.

Professor  Henry  Savage,  the  eminent 
metalurgist,  of  Denver,  Col.,  settled 
back  in  a  big  chair  In  the  Cadillac  last 
night,  and  allowed  his  mind  to  run  back 
over  the  great  things  he  had  seen  in  the 
upper  peninsula,  says  the  Detroit  Jour- 
nal. He  had  just  returned  from  an  in- 
spection of  some  of  the  big  mines  there, 
having  been  employed  by  an  English 
syndicate  to  gather  exhaustive  informa- 
tion. Why  the  information  was  desired, 
he  declared  that  he  did  not  know.  He 
said   enthusiastically: 

"The  greatest  thing  in  Michigan  and 
one  of  the  wonders  of  the  world  is  the 
Calumet  and  Hecla  mine.  Just  think  o;' 
going  down  in  the  Ijowels  of  the  earth 
nearly  a  mile.  It's  glorious!  Far  beyond 
what  you  could  imagine.  Shooting  down 
and  down  and  down  until  you  linr.lly  be- 
lieve that  you  are  on  the  verge  of  ente'> 
ing  that  place  so  geographically  described 
by  Dante. 

•Why,  our  Comstock  mine  and  every 
other  mine  in  the  world  are  mud  holes 
compared  with  it.  Talk  about  engineer- 
ing feats!  There  is  one  for  you  that 
dwarfs  the  Suez  and  Panama  canals,  and 
makes  the  Kade^s  and  Brooklyn  bridges 
look  like  child's  "work. 

"There  are  some  .^()0  jtowerful  drills 
working  down  there  night  and  day,  doing 
the  work  of  1800  men.  Every  drift  Is  un- 
der the  watchful  eye  of  the  engineer  in 
his  office  on  the  surface,  and  he  knows 
the  result  of  ewry  blast  a  mile  beneath 
as  soon  as  the  smoke  rises.  Every  pound 
of  ore  hoisted  is  automatically  registered 
in  the  olHce,  and  telephones  connect  var- 
ious parts  of  the  mine  with  it. 

"The  air  at   the  extreme  bottom  seems 


officers  are  merely  the  executors  of  the

Childs.  who  prosecuted  the  case;  they 
alfo  turned  down  A.  Y.  Merrill.  wh> 
was  a  candidate  for  nominati  in  f»»r 
the  office  of  attorney  general,  because 
he  was  one  of  those  most  inslruaienlal 
in  pu.shlng  the  Anderson  bill,  which 
provides  taxation  for  railroad  lands  in 
the  state." 

Concluding,  Mr,  Rosing  mentioned  the 
nomination  of  John  Lind: 

"The  Democratic  convention  used  nt 
money;  it  met  while  Lind  was-  at  the 
front,  serving  his  country,  having

8,  1898.— To  the  President:  I  have  the 
hoiwr  to  ask  that  a  board,  consisting  of 
from  five  to  seven  members  of  the  most 
distinguished  soldiers  and  civilians  that 
can  be  selected,  be  appointed  bv  you, 
with  full  power  to  investigate"  tho- 
roughly every  bureau  of  the  war  de- 
partment in  connection  with  the  muster- 
ing, clothing,  supplying  and  arming  of 
troops,  transportation,  the  letting  of 
contracts  and  chartering  vessels,  and  all 
expenditures  of  every  kind,  as  well  as  of 
orders  issued  by  this  department,  to  the 
end  that  everything  connected  with  the 
army  be  thoroughly  investigated  for 
your  information.

Secretary  of  War. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  morning  ses- 
siun  of  the  war.  investigation  commis- 
sion, the  following  letter  to  Secretary 
Alger,  outlining  the  scope  of  the  work, 
was  given  out: 

Office  of  commission  appointed 
by  the  president  to  investigate  the  con- 
duct of  the  war  department  in  the  war 
with  Spain;  Lemon  building,  Washin--- 
ton,  D.  C.  Sept.  27.— To  the  Secretary 
of  war.  Sir:  Pursuant  to  authority 
conferred  upon  us  by  the  president,  we 
have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  di- 
rect the  adjutant  general,  the  quarter- 
master general,  the  commissary  gen- 
eral, the  surgeon  general,  the  chief  of 
ordnance  and  the  chief  of  engineers 
to  furnish  us  as  soon  as  practicable 
information  as  to  the  condition  of  their 
several  departments  at  the  time  of  the 
declaration  of  the  war  with  Spain,  and 
the  operations  of  those  departments 
from  that  time  until  the  present.  We 
desire  the  information  to  include  th-^ 
following,  viz: 

1.  The  times  and  places  of  the  mobili- 
zation of  the  regular  and  volunteer 
troops. 

2.  The  organization  of  these  troops 
into  the  various  subdivisions  of  the 
army,  the  personnel  of  the  brigade  di- 
vision, corps  and  army  commandc'-s 
and  of  their  staffs,  whether  appointed 
from  the  permanent  establishment, 
from  the  National  Guard  or  from  c'vii 
life. 

3— The  amount  and  kind  of  camp  and 
garrison  equipage  and  other  supplies 
that  were  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of 
the  war,  t'he  amount  subsequently  pur- 
chased, when  and  where  nurchased 
v.hen  and  where  delivered  to  your  de- 
partment, and  v.-hen  and  where  actually 
issued  to  the  troops.

11— Such  information  relative  to  the 
conditions  and  operations  of  the  ord- 
nance and  engineering  departments  as 
will  be  of  value  to  us  in  our  investiga- 
tions. 

We  have  outlined  briefly  a  portion 
only  of  the  information  that  we  trust 
you  will  be  able  to  give  us.  It  will 
be  satisfactory  to  have  it  communicated 
to  us  in  writing,  or  by  the  chiefs  of  the 
.several  bureaus  in  person,  with  the 
."ubmission  of  such  records  confirming 
their  statements  as  they  may  be  pleased 
to  hand  to  u.'. 

To  aid  you  in  complying  with  this 
request  there  is  sul)mitted  herewith  a 
list  of  special  questions  to  which  as  far 
as  is  possible  answers  are  itesh'ed.  Veri

.-liinulants  to  him. 

"  'Why  wasn't  he  taken  to  the  hospi- 
tal?' 1  asked.

.md  surgeons  believeel  liim,  despite  the 
fact  that  we  had  to  carry  him  to  the 
tent,'  was  the  reply. 
"  "And  why  have  you  no  cots?'

If  it 
were  not  for  his  voice  I  would  not  have 
rc>cognizod  him  as  he  lay  wrapped  uj)  in 
an  old  .irmy  blanket  on  that  hard  tent 
floor.  He  is  wasted  to  a  mere  skeleton. 
'Ihe  exposure  to  heat  seems  to  have  af- 
fected his  brain.  He  was  obliged  to  hes- 
itate and  think  for  some  time  before 
answering  my  questions.  He  had  all  the 
ye»arning  of  a  sick  child  for  delicacies  and 
.sympathy.  His  stomach  turned  agiiinsc 
the  hardtack,  and  his  condition  was 
scarcely  less  pitiable  than  that  of  many 
of  his  companions. 

"  "1  will  see  that  you  boys  have  cots 
'oefore  I  leave  this  place,'  1  said. 
They  smiled  Increduously. 
"  'No  use  asking,'  .said  one,  'They  are 
good  at  promisi:ig,  but  there  it  ends.  The 
world  moves  slow  here.  It's  kingdom 
come  before  anything  is  done.' 

"1  made  my  way  to  Gen.  Wheeler's 
headquarters,  and  I  gave  him  a  graphic 
account  of  my  brothers  condition.  He 
called  ui)  the  officer  in  char.ge. 

"  'Do   you    mean    to    tell    hie,*    said   the 
ge.-eral— he  is  a  daning— 'that   these  men 
have  no  cots?' 
"  'Yes,  sir." 

"  'And  why  have  they  not  been  pro- 
vided? Are  there  not  plenty  of  cots  in  th-^ 
warehouse?' 

"  'Yes.  sir;  but  I  could  not  get  a  requi- 
sition for  their  delivery.' 

■"ihe  general— bless  him!— he  wrote  out 
an  order  at  once  that  everv  tent  should 
be  supplied  with  cots. 

"  'Your  brother  shall  have  a  cot  before 
night,'  he  assured   me. 

"Fancy  those  poor,  exhausted  fellows 
lying  on  a  floor  for  eight  days  when  in 
close  proximity  was  a  warehouse  filled 
with  cots!  Oh,  how  mothers  did  plead 
I'ermlssion  to  take  their  boys  home!

QUEEREST  HOUSE  IN  ENGLAND. 

The  most  peculiar  houpe  in  the  United 
Kingdom  is  a  small  triangular  build- 
ing erected  about  300  years  ago  at  Rush- 
ton,  in  Northamptonshire,  by '  Sir 
Thomas  Tresham.  a  fervent  Roman 
Catholic,  who  is  supjwsed  to  have 
wished  by  his  design  to  typify  th^ 
Trinity. 

The  house  is  all  threes,  each  of  its 
three  sides  being  exactly  .33  feet  4  inche.s 
—that  is.  33  1-3  feet  in  length.  There  are 
three  stories,  each  has  three  window."* 
on  each  of  the  three  sides,  and  each  of 
the  windows  in  two  of  the  three  stories 
Is  in  the  shape  of  a  trefoil— the  3-leaved 
shamrock.  The  panes  of  glju?s  are  all 
triangles,  or  three-sided.  In  each  of  the 
other  windov.s  there  are  twelve  panes 
'  of  glass,  in  three  fo-jrs.  There  are 
three  gables  on  each  side  rising  frjm 
the  eave.«>,  and  from  the  center,  where; 
their  roofs  meet,  rises  a  three-sided 
chimney,  surmounted  by  a  three-sided 
pyramid,  terminating  in  a  large  trefoil. 
The  smoke  escapes  from  this  chimney 
by  three  round  holes  on  each  of  the 
three  sidea  On  the  top  of  each  gabb? 
is  a  three-sided  pyramid  covered  with 
a  trefoil.  The  building  is  almeost  cov- 
ered with  inscriptions  and  carvingjs. 
Three  Latin  Inscriptions,  one  on  each 
of  the  three  sides,  have  thirty-three  let- 
ter.^  in  each.  'Kiree  angles  on  each  side 
bear  shields.  Over  the  dfoor  is  a  Latin 
inscription  of  three  words,  meaning 
"There  are  three  that  bear  record." 
Inside  the  house  each  corner  is  cut  off 
from  each  of  the  three  main  rooms,  so 
that  on  each  floor  there  are  three  three- 
sided  apartments.

Owing  to  the  strong  animus  shown  by 
by  the  archbishop  of  Santiago  during 
the  war.  more  than  100  prominent 
Cubans  today  presented  a  petition  to 
(Jen.  Wood  praying  that  representation 
be  made  to  the  Vatican  for  his  removal 
and  for  the  appointment  of  Father  Luis 
iMustelUer.  canon  of  the  church,  as  his 
successor. 

Father  Mustellitr  has  sympathized 
witn  the  Cubans,  and  is  well  lik,d  in  the 
I  nited  States  '>y  Cardinal  Gibbons  and 
Archbishop  Ireland.  Strong  represen- 
tations have  l>een  made  by  Father  Mus- 
telher  to  Gen.  Wood  regdiding  the 
status  of  the  chunh  in  the  province^  He 
stated  that  the  property  held  amounted 
to  more  than  sutficient  to  cover  all  the 
ecclesiastical  expenses,  and  even  to  con- 
tribute to  the  state  besides.  He  has 
also  proposed  a  scheme  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  jtarochial  primary  schools 
under  church  managtment. 

Little  doubt  Is  expressed  here  that  the 
archbishop  will  be  removed  as.  with  his 
clnnivame,  much  church  property  has 
been  removed  surreptitiously  since  the 
American  occupation. 

Gen.  Wood  has  formally  completed  the 
organization  of  a  rural  police  force  for 
Santiago  province.  It  is  based  on  th- 
Mexican  rural  system,  half  civil  and 
naif  military.  There  will  be  mounted 
privates  with  non-commissioned  officers 
and  the  lower  grades  of  officers.  Culians 
an-l  ofHcers  of  the  higher  grades.  Ameri- 
cans. P'or  arms  they  will  have  ma- 
chetes, carbines  and  revolvers.  Uecruits 
must  pass  a  strict  physical  and  mental 
examination,  and  must  be  of  good  char- 
acter and  take  the  oath  acknowledging 
tht.  supremacy  of  the  Cnited  States. 
Soldiers  of  the  Cuban  army  who  volun- 
tarily surrender  their  arm.s.  take  the 
oath  and  pass  the  examination,  will 
have  the  preference. 

The  force  is  to  be  broken  up  in  de- 
tachments, stationed  in  the  central  part 
of  each  district  of  the  jirovince.  Kach 
detac.Mment  will  be  under  the  command 
of  an  American  officer.  Pay  of  privates 
will  Iv^  the  same  as  that  of  soldiers  in 
the  American  army.  Officers'  pay  has 
not  yet  been  fixed.

The  Quebec  Commission  Ex- 
pected to  IVIake  a  Gener- 
ally  Satisfactory  Treaty. 

Quebec.  Sept.  27.— Xo  joint  session  of 
the  conference  commissioners  has  been 
held  today,  but  the  sub-commissions 
have  lieen  very  l)usy  and  a  great 
amount  of  work  has  been  done. 

It  now  seems  to  l^e  the  general  i)e- 
lief  that  a  treaty  embodying  a  gen- 
eral adjustment  of  all  questions  will  be 
made  and  that  the  trbaty  will  be  such  as 
to  meet  the  approval  of  both  the  I'nited 
States  and  British  governments.  In  all 
probability  the  conference  will  adj.mrn 
alKiut  Oct.  8  to  meet  again  in  Wash- 
ington In  November,  when  the  work  of 
the  commission  will  be  completed  and 
the  treaty  presented  for  the  approval 
of  the  senate. 

The  twelve  original  questions  In  the 
protocol  have  all  been  thoroughly  can- 
vassed by  the  commission  and  the  re- 
sult is  that  they  have  arrived  at  a  basi.-! 
of  agreement  upon  nearly  all  of  them. 
In  the  matter  of  the  fur  seals  of  Ber- 
ing Sea,  It  is  probable  that  the  Amer- 
ican government  will  purchase  the  ships 
and  equipment  of  the  Canadian  sealeiv, 
on  the  condition  that  the  Canadian 
rights  to  the  seal  flsheries  in  Bering 
sea   be   suriendered. 

Few.  if  any,  changes  will  probably  be 
made  in  the  laws  governing  the  fish- 
eries of  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts 
In  the  inland  fisheries  it  is  likely  that 
both  governments  will  agree  to  adopt 
uniform  laws  for  the  bcler  protection 
of  the  fish. 

The  question  of  the  delimitation  and 
establishment  of  the  Alaskan-Canadian 
boundary  will  probably  be  left  to  an 
outside  commission. 

I..ittle  if  any  change  will  be  made  in 
the  present  bonding  privileges.  Both 
countries  seem  to  be  satisfied  with  the 
laws  as  thev  are.  But  the  Canadian 
railways  may  bo  required  to  operate  un- 
der limitations  similar  to  those  of  the 
I'nited  States. 

In  the  matter  of  the  alien  labor  ques- 
tion it  is  likely  that  the  Canadian  gov- 
ernment will  adopt  laws  similar  to 
those  of  the  I'nited  States,  with  a 
view  to  checking  the  importaticjn  of  ob- 
jectionable European  cheap  labor. 

The  question  of  the  mining  rights  of 
the  citizens  or  subjects  of  each  coun- 
try within  the  territory  of  the  other 
has  not  been  fully  settled,  but  it  con- 
cerns the  gold  fields  of  Alaska  princi- 
pally and  will  no  doubt  be  settled  sat- 
isfactorily to  both  gvernments. 

The  treaty  of  1817,  which  prohibited 
the  building  and  maintaining  of  war 
vessels  on  the  great  lakes  l>eyond  one 
revenue  cutter  for  each  government,' 
will  probably  be  modified  to  the  extent 
of  permitting  lake  ship  builders  to 
compete  with  Atlantic  and  Pacific  ship 
builders  in  supplying  the  government 
with  naval  craft. 

The  other  minor  questions.  It  Is  said, 
have  been  thoroughly  gone  over  and 
will  be  satisfactorily  settled. 

The  great  question  of  commercial 
reciprocity  seems  to  have  forced  it.self 
before  the  commission  and.  according 
to  the  beat  information  obtainable,  is 
in  a  fair  way  ty  adjustment.  The 
I'nited  States  lumber  Industry  will  no 
doubt  secure  practically  what  it  has 
demanded  of  the  joint  high  commis- 
sion. The  %■>  rate  on  Canadian  sawed 
lumiier  will  remain,  except  that  the 
best  grade  of  Canadian  pine  lumber 
will  be  admitted  free  or  at  a  reduced 
rate.  In  return  for  this  the  Ontario 
law  prohibiting  exportation  of  Cana- 
dian saw  logs  to  the  ITnited  States  will 
be  repealed.  It  is  understood  that  this 
adjustment  of  tho  question  is  entirely 
satisfactory  to  the  United  States  lum-

"Ta.j 
latest  information  received  wos  that  i 
meeting  of  the  Western  Intercollegiate 
association  is  to  be  held  on  Wednesday 
next  :ii  which  the  whole  subject  wPl 
again  be  considered. 

It  is  expected  that  action  will  be  tak-n 
rescinding  the  expulsion  of  the  unlver- 
Ritie.s  of  Chicago.  Michigan  and  Jllinois 
and  the  dl.squalilicatlon  of  the  athletes 
ot  tho.se  nniveis.ties.  It  was  also  said 
with  authority  that  the  university  of 
\\isconsi.n  in  disqualifying  Maybury  am 
Lochems  would  be  ;tpproved  by  the  a.s- 
sodation  and  that  the  universities  of  Chi- 
cago, Michigan  and  Illinois  would  resume 
their  membership  in   the  association.

President   HiU    Has  One    In 

Contemplation     To    Be 

Built  Here. 


The  Eastern  Minnesota  railway's 
cut  off  which  will  shorten  the  distance 
between  Duluth  and  Minneapolis  thirty 
miles  will  be  built  this  year.  AH  of 
the  preliminary  plans  have  been  com- 
pleted and  tha  contract  will  be  let 
within  a  few  weeks,  when  work  will 
actually  begrin.  It  will  start  at  some 
point  near  Mora  and  g-o  south  through 
Kanabec,  Isanti  and  Anoka  counties, 
meeting:  the  main  line  of  the  Great 
Northern  at  Coon  Creek,  a  distance  of 
about  sixty  miles.  It  will  pass  through 
a  Country  which  is  now  without  rail- 
road facilities  from  which  it  will  be 
able  to  build  up  a  large  local  business, 
besides  shortening  the  line  to  Duluth. 

President  Hill  of  the  Great  Northern 
road  has  only  just  begun  the  extensive 
Improvements  which  he  has  planned 
for  the  lake  terminus  of  his  system 
Among  other  things,  he  said  while  in 
Duluth  that  he  proposed  to  build  up  a 
big  corn  market  in  this  city.  One  of  the 
first  steps  to  be  taken  for  the  accom- 
plishment of  this  end  will  be  the  erec- 
tion .*if  a  corn  elevator  and  this  will  be 
on  the  Minnesota  side  of  the  bay. 
There  is  a  lai-ge  corn  growing  country 
which  is  reached  by  Mr.  Hill's  south- 
western line  that  has  always  found  a 
market  for  its  product  in  Chicago.  In 
future  much  of  this  grain  will  be  sent 
to  Duluth.  for  Mr.  Hill  will  offer  rates 
which  make  it  advantageous  to  farm- 
ers to  ship  it  this  way.  Next  year  the 
Great  Northern  lines  will  invade  the  ter- 
ritory south  of  Minneapolis,  which  will 
l)ring  that  part  of  the  state  into  the 
most  direct  communication  with  Du- 
luth by  way  of  the  shortened  Eastern 
Minnesota. 


PROCEEDINGS  IN  BANKRUPTCY. 

Judge     Lochren     Specifies     Some 
Powers  of  Trustees. 

Judge  Lochren  has  made  the  following 
order  in  reference  to  bankruptcy  mat- 
ters under  the  new  United  States  law: 

Ordered,  that  referees  in  bankruptcy 
in  this  district  shall  exercise  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  of  courts  of 
't«an.kruptcy,  in  Causing  the  estates  of 
bankrupts  to  be  collected,  reduced  to 
money  and  distributed;  and  in  closing 
estates,  whenever  it  appears  that  they 
have  been  fully  administered,  by  ap- 
proving the  final  accounts  and  discharg- 
ing the  trustees,  and  may  reopen  them 
whenever  it  appears  that  they  were  not 
fully  closed  before  being  administered. 
Estates  should  be  closed  as  promptly  as 
full  administration  of  them  will  permit; 
and  when  the  duties  of  trustees  are 
fully  performed,  they  should  be  re- 
quired to  make  their  final  reports  and 
file  their  final  accounts,  so  that  the  final 
vmeeting  of  creditors  may  be  called,  the 
cases  closed  and  the  trustees  dis- 
charged. This  need  not  await  any  appli- 
cation on  the  part  of  the  bankrupt  for 
his  discharge. 

In  case  of  Voluntary  bankruptcy,  un- 
less there  be  special  reason  for  earlier 
action,  no  application  of  the  bankrupt 
for  his  discharge  will  be  granted  until 
after  the  case  is  closed,  unless  unexempt 
assets  come  into  the  hands  of  the  trus- 
tees for  administration  and  distribution 
among  the  creditors. 


TO  PAY  OFF  THE  INDIANS. 

Agent  Campbell  Is  on  His  Way  to 
Net  Lake. 

S.  W.  Campbell,  agent  of  La  Polnte 
Indian  agency,  passed  through  the  city 
today  on  his  way  from  As-hland  to  Net 
Lake.  He  was  accompanied  by  his  gac- 
retary.  R.  G.  Rodman,  and  four  other 
employes  of  the  agency,  besides  a  num- 
ber of  thousand  dollars  with  which  to 
make  the  annual  payment  to  the  Net 
Lake  Indians.  There  are  now  810  names 
on  the  pay  roll  of  this  reservation  and 
a  trifle  less  than  $5  will  be  paid  to  each. 
The  government  ha^  retained  about 
one-half  the  gum  due  these  Indians  to 
be  used  in  educating  the  children,  for 
which  purpose  a  splendid  boarding 
school  is  now  being  built  on  the  gov- 
ernment reserve  on  Lake  Vermilion. 
This  is  Mr.  Campbell's  first  trip  to  Net 
Lake.  Next  month  he  will  go  t3  Grand 
Portage  to  pay  the  Indians  on  that  res- 
ervation, and  will  then  visit  the  other 
reservations  under  his  charge  in  turn.

New   York  Democrats  Open 

Their  State  Convention 

In  This  Way. 

Syracuse,  X.  Y.,  Sept.  28.— The  Demo- 
cratic state  convention  met  here  at 
noon  today  absolutely  without  a  slaie 
or  program  other  than  the  temporary 
organization  agreed  ui>on  in  the  state 
committee  last  night.  It  is  in  many 
respects  the  most  remarkable  political 
convention  ever  held.  Never  before  have 
all  the  prominent  leaders  of  the  Demo- 
cratic party  appeared  in  convention 
and  consulted  as  to  a  program  without 
result. 

Richard  Croker.  David  B.  Hill.  Sena- 
tor Murphy  and  Senator  McCaren. 
representing  Hugh  McLaughlin,  have 
had"  frequent  conferences,  but  no 
agreement  has  been  reached  a.?,  to  can- 
didates. These  conferences  have  been 
fonducted  upon  apparently  friendly 
lines  and  under  the  leadership  of  Sena- 
tor Murphy  there  is  an  evident  dispo- 
sition for  harmony,  but  upon  what 
lines  it  is  difficult  to  determine.  Abso- 
lutely nothing  is  known  of  the  different 
prop«^«itions  discussed,  but  there  are 
rumors  of  all  kinds.  Because  of  the 
delay  in  reaching  an  agreement  it  is 
generally  believed  that  there  is  trouble 
of  some  sort  and  many  think  the  ttght 
Avill  develop  in  the  convention.  The 
leaders,  however,  confidently  assert 
that  all  differences  will  be  settled  dur- 
ing the  day  and  a  complete  understand- 
ing reached  before  tomorrow  morn- 
ing when  the  actual  work  of  the  con- 
vention will  begin. 

The  crowd  gathered  here  i.^  un- 
doubtedly the  largest  ever  seen  at  a 
state  convention.  The  great  conven- 
tion hall  is  thronged.  Tammany  has 
2000  men  present. 

The  silver  adherents  are  well  repre- 
sented here.  They  have  had  numerous 
conferences,  the  results  of  which  have 
been  conveyed  to  the  party  leaders. 
Their  demands  have  not  as  yet  been 
formally  presented,  but  it  is  understood 
that  they  will  demand  some  place  up- 
on the  ticket  for  one  of  their  repre- 
sentatives, probably  Wilber  F.  Porter, 
the  party's  candidate  for  governor  two 
years   ago. 

When  Mr.  Croker  entered  the  con- 
vention hall  his  appearance  caused  a 
tremendous  demonstration.  A  few- 
minutes  later  Mayor  McGuire  of  Syra- 
cuse entered  and  he  also  was  given  an 
ovation,  especially  from  the  galleries. 
Senator  Murphy  also  was  liberally  ap- 


I  ward  political  servants  and  that  laws 
had  been  passed  under  the  RepublicaH 
party  lash  having  for  their  sole  object 
the  protection  and  fostering  of  monopo- 
lies and  trust,  tl^ereby  suffering  the 
people  to  be  robbed  by  practices  and 
methoils  which,  said  the  speaker,  had 
irequently  been  decided  by  the  court 
of  appeals  to  be  criminal.

AN  EASY  WINNER. 


St.  Louis,  Sept.  28.— An  explosion  of 
powder  in  the  rear  of  the  4-story  build- 
ing at  GIO  N.irth  Fourth  street,  occupied 
by  C.  &  W.  McClain,  fishing  tackle  and 
sporting  goods,  set  the  store  on  fire, 
cau.sed  its  destruction  and  resulted  In 
serious  injury  to  a  number  of  people, 
several  of  whom  will  die.

The  first  explosion  occurred  in  tlu 
basement  of  the  McCiain  building, 
where  a  quantity  of  powder  and  shells 
had  been  stored.  It  set  lire  to  the 
building  and  shattertd  the  glass  In 
store  fronts  for  some  distance  along 
Fourth  street.

bOOO  sick  who  must  be  taken  care  of  and 
cannot  be  left  behind. 

"The  problem  of  the  future  of  the 
island  is  a  ditficult  one.  I  have  studied 
it  without  prejudice,  and  as  a  result  of 
thiS  .study  of  eyars  I  believe  that  It 
is  a  social  problem  and  not  a  political 
one.  Of  course  politics  will  enter  into 
tne  question,  but  the  great  question  is 
how  to  bring  the  mo.st  prosperity  and 
the  greatest  happiness  to  the  people  of 
Cuba.  It  is  prol)able  that  there  will  be 
a  large  immigration  to  the  island,  and 
this  immigration  may  assist  in  solving 
the  problems.  Of  course  a  difficulty  will 
lie  met  In  view  of  the  dangers  of  fever 
and  the  climate." 

Er.  Congosto  was  a.sked  as  to  the 
conditio.^  of  the  reconcentrados. 

"There  arc  no  reconeentrados  now," 
he  answered  with  a  smile.

The  first  section  carried  seventy- 
two  sick,  twenty-two  of  whom  had 
typhoid  fever.  Coffee  and  sandwiches 
were  served  the  soldiers  by  the  citizens, 
and  later  the  regiment,  commanded  by 
Col.  Fitch,  marched  through  the  streets 
to  camp  reviewed  by  thousands.  School 
ci-;ildren,  bearing  flags,  lined  the  streets 
for  several  blocks.  The  sick  will  be 
taken  to  Topeka  and  sent  to  their  homes 
from  there  as  fast  as  they  become  con- 
valescent.

»hare"iu»lder9.  There  is  no  IcKerdomain  in 
corporate  business  methods  by  which  bad 
iTauncierinK  in  individual  manag«ment  be- 
comes good   in  corporate.    And.   tlierefore, 
when   the  corix^ration  man   exacts  of  the 
in.^urance    ci'mpany    and    the    bank    pay- 
ment    for    ine    privilege    of     transacting 
his    Insurance   and    bank'np    business    for 
him.     instead    of    evincing    a    willingness 
to  pay  for  the  same,  he  introduces  meth- 
ods   which    are    contrary    to   ail    the    rules 
that    he  would,    if  a   safe   man.    appiv    to 
the  conduct  of  his  own  affairs. 

"The  business  of  bankmg  and  of  Insur- 
ing against  loss  oughr  not  to  be  an  ex- 
perimental business,  and  to  the  extent 
that  the  commercial  world  aids  and  abets 
those  who  would  make  it  such,  it  threat- 
ens its  own  good  and  creates  unceriain- 
tv  where  certainty  should  prevail.  1  can 
conceive  of  nothing  worse  than  the  estab- 
lishing of  banks  and  insurance  compa- 
nies without  regard  to  the  commercial 
need  for  their  e.xlstence.  but  solely  for 
the  purpose  of  giving  place  and  saiaV\  to 
those  who  are  to  othcer  them.

An  interesting  letter  is  published  in 
another  column  from  M.  A.  Hays,  for- 
merly a  well  known  newspaper  man  of 
this  city,  who  is  temporarily  sojourninij 
at  Pittsburg.  Mr.  Hays  speaks  of  the 
new  era  in  railroad  management  -^nd 
railroai  investment  which  has  come  in 
this  country— the  running  of  railroads 
for  dividends  for  their  stockholders  In- 
stead of  for  stock  jobbing  purposes 
and  refers  to  President  James  J.  Hill's 
success  by  following  this  idea,  which  is 
now  being  duplicated  by  President 
Samuel  Spencer  of  the  Southern  rail- 
way. 

Towards  the  close  of  his  letter.  Mr. 
Hays  refers  with  some  feeling,  as  a  for- 
mer Duluthlan.  to  the  attitude  of  Gov- 
ernor Clough  and  the  Twin  City  poli- 
ticians in  having  the  Fourteenth  regi- 
ment mustered  out  at  St.  Paul  instead 
of  at  Duluth.  as  originally  proposed  by 
the  w^ar  department,  and  he  urges  that 
this  incident  emphasizes  the  necesity 
of  Duluth  fighting  St.  Paul  and  Minne- 
aFk)lis.  and  particularly  St.  Paul,  on  all 
occasions.  As  he  says,  the  Twin  City 
papers  slander  Duluth  on  every  pos- 
sible occasion  and  never  say  a  good 
word  about  this  city.  When  Duluth 
asks  for  anything,  the  Twin  Cities  ri.se 
in  opposition.  It  is  their  chief  aim  to 
keep  Duluth  down,  commercially,  polit- 
ically and  otherwise,  and,  as  Mr.  Hays 
says.  Duluth  should  treat  this  un- 
friendly feeling  in  the  only  proper  way 
by  hitting  a  Twin  City  head  every  time 
it  appears  in  sight.

ROOSEVELT'S    NOMINATION. 

Col.  Roosevelt  of  the  "Uough  Riders" 
has  been  nominated  by  the  Republican 
convention  for  governor  of  New  York. 
despite  the  claim  thai  he  is  ineligible 
on  account  of  having  lost  his  residence 
in  that  state.  At  yesterday's  corjven- 
tion  Elihu  Root.  a  well-known  Ne.v 
York  lawyer,  made  a  carefully  prepared 
speech  in  support  of  the  contention  that 
Roi  sevelt  never  ce.-.sed  to  be  a  resident 
of  New  York.  The  point  is  vital,  be- 
cause the  state  constitution  provides 
that  no  man  can  be  governor  who  has 
no:  resided  within  the  state  during  the 
Ave  consecutive  years  previous  to  his 
election. 

Yet.  despite    the      careful      argument 
made  by  Lawyer  Root,   the  case  seems 
to    be    very    clear    that    Col.    Roosevelt 
abandoned  his  legal  residence  in     New 
York.     He  was  assessed   for  $50,000     of 
personal  property   in      that       ?ity  and. 
under  the  advice  of  his  lawyer  "swore 
off"  the  tax  in  an  affidavit  by  which  he 
declared  that  he  had  ceastd  to  l>e  a  resi- 
dent of  New  York  and  had  become  a  resi- 
dent  of  Washington,   giving  his  street 
and  number  in  that  city.     This  affidavit 
is  now  produced  to  show  that  he  is  in- 
eligible for  the      governorship  of      the 
state  in  which   he  had   renounced  resi- 
dence for  the  purpose  of  evading  a  tax. 
The  machine  lawyers  are  trying  in  every 
way  and   suggesting   every   fallacy     to 
show  that  Roosevelt  is  still  a  resident 
of  New  York,  although  he  swears  he  i.t 
not.     "Residence  is  a  matter  of  intenc," 
they  truly  say.    Roosevelt    made     affi- 
davit of  his  intent;  that  Is  the  l>€st  evi- 
dence; not  his  afterthough:  and  declara- 
tion now.  in  view  of  an  office,  that  he 
had  no  intention  of  renouncing  citizen- 
.<;hip.     If  he  should  be  elected,  and   the 
courts     should     then  decide   that  he  is 
ineligible,  the  RepuMicans  would  be  in 
a  bad  fix. 

Senator  Piatt  was  for  Roosevelt  be- 
cause he  considered  his  war  record 
would  create  enthusia.sm  and  make 
votes,  and  because  Roosevelt  made  sat- 
isfactory terms  with  him  in  the  interest 
of  the  machine.  The  renomination  of 
Governor  Black  also  seemed  to  invite 
certain  deftti:.  because  numerous  scan- 
dals are  attached  to  his  administration. 
The  alleged  ineligibility  of  Roosevelt 
will  naturally  prove  strong  campaign 
imaterial  to  the  Democrats.  Taking  the 
view  that  Roosevelt  did  not.  by  making 
the  affidavit,  lose  his  residence  in  the 
state,  the  incident  places  him  in  a  very 
Itad  light,  because  it  shows  that  he  must 
have  committed  perjury  to  escape  the 
payment  of  his  persona!  property  tax.

Attorney  General  Childs 
supported  the  legality  of  the  selection 
and  deed  with  a  legal  opinion  contain- 
ing the  decision  of  the  suprnne  court 
Governor  Nelson  v.-as  reluctantly  com- 
pelled to  sign  tile  deed,  and  on  Oct  •"> 
i;';y4.  the  deed,  duly  attested,  wa.^  re- 
corded in  the  secretary  of  state's  office. 

Tins  docu.ment  has  i.ecome  a  skeleton 
m  the  state  clo.set  and  an  Lssue  in  the 
puatical  arena,  l.ecau.«e  of  the  refusal  of 
James  J.  Hill  to  accept  it,  the  failure  of 
s^tate  Auditor  Dunn  to  have  it  listed  fo- 
taxation,  and  the  attempts  of  the  Great 
Northern  and  its  political  workers  to 
have  it  annulled.  That  attempt  wis 
made  in  the  last  legislative  session,  and 
tr.ay  be  repeated  in  the  cominiT  session 
t;nis  winter.  The  ground  named  by  the 
Great  Northern  for  attempting  to  und.i 
the  deed  and  get  another  selection  is 
that  the  271, .-iSS  acres  selected  »  for  th- 
company  by  Auditor  Bierrnann  are  not 
good  enough  an.l  that  the  company 
wants  to  make  other  and  better  selec- 
tions for  it.self. 

The  so-called  Craig  hill  of  1893  required 
that  all  railwaj-s  entitled  to  make  selec- 
tions from  state  swamp  lands  should 
file  I'heir  .selections  with  the  state  audi- 
tor inside  of  two  years.  The  Gr<=at 
Northern,  in  the  summer  of  '94  prestnt- 
td  a  list  of  271.0(10  acres  filing  its  St 
Cloud  grant.  State  Auditor  Biermanr^ 
l'f'?«Qn  ^?  i-^*"  supretne  court  deci.sion 
of  1890.  relative  to  that  very  grant,  and 
declined  to  accept  the  company's  selec- 
tion. The  supreme  court  decision  in 
question  denied  the  power  of  the  Great 
Northern  under  the  terms  of  its  grant 
to  make  Its  own  selections,  ard  dele- 
rated  that  power  to  the  state 

Auditor  Bierrnann  thereupon  made 
the  selection  him.self,  a.s  directed  bv  the 
law  and  the  attorney  general.  He  wrote 
out  a  deed  covering  the  selections  he 
had  made  and  handed  the  deed  to  Gov- 
ernor Nelson  to  sign,  which  after  delav 
was  signed  in  accord  with  the  written 
opinion  of  Attorney  General  ChMd-; 
That  deed  has  been  in  the  £-tato  aud- 
itor's  office  ever  since  and  is  there  to- 
day. 

The  last  legislature,  in  chapter  34  of 
the  general  laws  of  1897.  instructed  all 
railroads  t)  file  in  the  office  of  the  state 
auditor,  on  or  before  April  1,  1897,  a  list 
of  their  lands  for  taxation  under  the 
operations  of  the  Merrill  law.  Section  2 
)f  this  act  requires  the  state  auditor,  in 
case  of  the  refusal  of  any  railroad  com- 
pany to  thus  file  its  lands  for  taxation, 
to  notify  the  attorney  general  of  the 
fact  and  secure  a  writ  of  mandamu.s 
t'jmpelling  the  company  to  file.  Section 
4  instructs  the  auditor  that  if  he  has 
reason  to  believe  that  any  railway  lands 
subject  to  taxation  are  not  filed  by  the 
company,  he  if  empowered  to  examine 
books  and  obtain  aral  testimony  to  es- 
tablish the  fact.   ' 

The  Great  Northern  has  not  filed  the 
271.565  acres  in  swamp  land  deed  No.  22 
for  taxation.  The  deed  is  in  State 
Auditor  Dunn's  office  vault,  and  that 
official  has  not  certified  the  fact  t^  the 
attorney  general  to  secure  the  writ  of 
mandamus. 

April  1.  1897,  was  the  las-t  day  of  grace 
for  filing  the  railway  land  lists.  On 
that  day  Auditor  Dunn  and  Attorney 
Campbell  of  the  Great  Northern  rail- 
way were  before  the  senate  land  com- 
mittee presenting  an  argument  in  be- 
half of  a  bill  ti  annul  the  Great  North- 
t-rn  deed.  Instead  of  certifying  to  the 
attorney  general  the  fact  that  271000 
acres  of  Great  Northern  lands  had  not 
been  listed  for  taxation,  the  auditjr  was 
assisting  the  representatives  of  the 
Great  Northern  to  get  the  bill  set  aside 
in  the  interests  of  a  better  selection  of 
state  lands  for  the  Great  Northern. 

M.  D.  Grover,  general  .solicit:>r  of  the 
Great  Northern,  drew  the  first  bill  to 
annul  the  Blermann  deed.  Grover's  bill 
turned  over  the  alleged  "adja^tment  of 
claims"  between  the  Great  Northern 
and  the  state  in  relation  to  this  deed 
to  a  commi-ssljn  of  three  consisting  of 
Governor  Clough.  Auditor  Dunn  and 
Attorney  General  Childs.  annulling  the 
deed  by  indirection,  instead  of  by  direct 
act. 

Grover's  bill  was  not  acceptable  at 
the  capitol,  the  state  officials  not  caring 
to  stand  the  responsibility  of  annulling 
the  Biermann  deed.  Attorney  Campbell, 
special  counsel  for  the  Great  Northern 
i'n  land  grant  and  charter  matters,  then 
dfew  a  bill  which  was  introduced  sim- 
ultuneously  in  both  houses,  being  H.  F. 
S96  and  S.  F.  586.  Mr.  McDonald,  of 
Ramsey,  introduced  the  bill  in  the  haus-? 
on  March  26,  and  Mr.  Greer  introduced 
it  in  the  senate  on  March  29.  In  both 
houses  the  bills  were  referred  to  the 
land  committee. 

The  members  who  introduced  the  bills 
disclaim  any  interest  in  them.  They 
introduced  the  bills  "by  request."  The 
G.-eat  Northern  general  office  being  in 
Ramsey  county,  it  requested  a  Ramsey 
man  to  introduce  the  bill  In  the  house, 
and   Attorney   Campbell    being  a   resi-

A  blessing  by  the  priest  concluded  the 
ceremony,  which  lasted  about  ten  min- 
utes and  was  meant  to  include  all  the 
bodies  put  down  that  day.  as  well  as  the 
occupant  of  grave  ninety-two.  It  was 
ten  minutes  of  reverence  against  ten 
hours  of  irreverence.  It  was  good  as  far 
as  it  went,  but  priest  and  chapla'n  would 
be  the  (irsf  to  maintain  that  it  goes 
not  far  enough.  Scarcelj  were  our  backs 
turned  when  the  shovel  gang  were  at  It 
as  before  cm  ihe  newlv-broughl  l>odies; 
lhe.se  would  get  their  blessintr  twentv- 
four  hours  later.  1  believe  there  a"re 
many  people  in  this  countrv  who  will 
cry  out  "Shame!"  when  thev  learn  that 
a  hundred  of  our  dead  soldiers,  mere  than 
a  hundred,  have  been  mauled  about  and 
dumiK-d  into  the  ground  bv  a  cursing 
spiting,    acid-.sduirting   shovel   gang. 

1  believe  there  are  many  people  in  this 
country  who  would  have  demanded  bet- 
ter trealinent  for  these  poor  troo])ers 
and  infantrymen;  1  believe  there  are 
tb.inkful  mnihers  and  sisters  «nd  wives 
who  would  have  jilucked  liowers  from 
their  gardens  and  sent  them  here  with 
blessings  (New  York  is  onlv  four  hours 
awa\):  I  believe  there  are  rich  men  who 
would  have  furnished  decent  coHins  for 
these  boys  in  blue,  not  painted  iiack'ng 
boxes.  Yes  and  clean  hearses  with 
springs  to  bear  them,  instead  of  jolting 
army  w;igons;  and  solid  atones  to  mark 
their  graves,  instead  of  boards.  And 
shigers  would  have  joi,rneyed  lo  this 
camp  with  joy  and  asked  no  jiav  for  the 
privilege  of  chanting  "Abide  With  Mt" 
and  "Lead  Kindly  Light"  where  the.se 
boys  lay.  1  am  sure  that  gentlemen  would 
have  come  and  organized  this  burying 
iiuslness  properly,  and  ladie.s  would  have 
come  ;;nd  done  what  they  could,  and 
the  whole  thing  would  have  been  better 
So  much  heller,  if  they  had  onlv  known 
ii   they  had  only  known! 

But  those  who  did  know,  or  should 
liave  known,  what  have  th.ev  been  doing 
these  df.ysV  How  comes  u  "that  the  offi- 
cers and  generals  whose  triumph  was 
aided  by  these  dead  soldiers  have  left 
llie  handling  of  this  honored  clay  to 
hirelings  from  a  city's  slums?  \\as  il 
not  right  that  soldiers  should  be  burled 
by    soidiers? 

Where  was  the  keen-eyed  quick-think- 
ing Col.  Roo.sevelt  while  one  of  his  Rough 
Rulers  was  being  shovel-ganged  to  resf 
Where  were  the  officers  of  the  gallant 
Seventy-first,  which  has  more  than  one 
man  buried  on  that  hill?  Where  were 
all  the  benevolent  women?  Wh\  did  not 
President  McRinley  visit  the"  dead  of 
(  amp  Wiko.ff  us  well  as  the  living?  What 
has  been  tlie  matter  with  all  these  high- 
ly-placed  people?  Were  thev  too  busv">

The  most  unhappy  woman  In  all  Eu- 
rope, and  probably  in  the  world,  is  said 
to  be  the  Princess  Stephanie,  widow  of 
the  frown  Prince  Rudolith  of  Austria, 
and  daughter  of  Leopold  11.  king  of  Bel- 
gium. For  seventeen  >ears  the  princess 
has  known  nothing  but  trouble,  and  now 
she  bends  h.er  head  in  deeper  grief  over 
the  horrible  death  of  her  mother-in-law, 
the  late  Kmpre.ss  Elizabeth.  Although 
the  late  empress  declined  to  hold  any  in- 
tercourse with  Princess  Stephanie  afier 
the  death  of  Crown  Prince  Rudolph  on 
the  ground  that  the  princess  caused  the 
prince  to  seek  affection  elsewhere  bv  her 
violent  temper,  it  is  said  that  through  It 
all  Princess  Stenhanie  was  constant  in 
her  devotion  to  the  empress. 

Princess  Stephanie  is  M  vears  of  age, 
having  been  born  in  1S64.  She  was  mar- 
ried to  Crown  Prince  Rudolph  of  Austria 
in  1881  and  Is  the  mother  of  little  Arch- 
duchess iOiizabeth.  now  15  years  of  age, 
and  who  was  named  for  the  late  empress.

Work    of    Widening    the     Superior 
Tracks  Progressing  Rapidly. 

The  w...;k  of  la>ing  liie  iitw  ami  wider 
track  on  the  Superior  street  railway  line 
is  progressing  rapkily.  and  large  gangs 
of  men  are  engaged  on  Connor's  Point 
and  Third  street,  tilling  in  and  ballast- 
ing the  tracks.

I 
regular  motion  of  the  cars  running  over 
the  new  line.  The  great  length  of  the 
new  rail.s  will  be  an  important  adviintrige 
over  the  old  rails,  and  will  prevent  the 
Creation  of  hollows  along  the  line.  whLh 
gives  a  disagreeable  nxkinir  motion  ti> 
the  cars  at  present.  Between  the  rails 
at  certain  distances,  strong  Iron  bars 
cross  from  one  rail  to  the  other,  the 
ends  of  the  bars  ^H'ing  bolted  to  each 
rail,  and  giving  to  the  whole  line  gre.it 
suHjility.

Along  this  line  a  Duluth  man  who  is 
pretty  well  p,j>ted  made  some  comment-i 
today  He  declared  that  there  is  i.i 
Duluth  a  copy  of  a  letter  written  'oy 
t.ie  officers  of  the  Fourteenth  regimen* 
to  the  department  at  Washington  stat- 
ing that  the  men  in  the  Fourteenth  had 

•  hanged  their  mindp  and  want*^  to 
stay  in  the  service.  Thev  al.so  stated 
that  a  couple  of  Duluth  men  wen  re~ 
sponsible  for  all  the  trouble  that  had 
been  stine«l  up.  This  letter  was  dated 
Sort.  6  and  sent  to  Washington.  Thi- 
gentleman  also  prifcsses  to  know  thai 
the  officers  have  been  doing  all.  they  can 
l>i  get  the  mustering  out  order  revoked 
and  point. to  this  article  in  the  Journal 
as  a  corroboration  of  the  statements. 

He  outlines  a  scheme  which  may  or 
may  not  have  some  weight.  He  says 
that  the  men  are  iiow  l)eing  given  tli" 
)pportuniiy  of  being  immediately  mus- 
tered out  or  of  getting  furloughs  ',)f 
thirty  days.  Naturally  most  of  them 
are  taking  the  furloughr.  Their  pay 
will  go  on.  also  their  allowance  f-)r 
ratijns  and  clothes,  and  they  will  be 
about  $20  or  J^.'i  ahead.  But.  says  this 
man,  the  fact  that  nearly  all  the  boys 
take  furloughs  instead  of  an  immediate 
muster  out  will  be  used  tj  prove  the 
assertion  that  they  wanted  to  stay  in  the 
.service. 

It  is  true  that  nearly  every  regiment 
which  is  being  retained  by  the  depart- 
ment is  anxious  to  quit,  and  if  any  are 
found  which  are  anxious  to  stay  they 
will  be  readily  accommodated.  So  if 
the  department  was  peiiuaJed  that  tiic 
Fourteenth  was  willing  tJ  slay,  the 
order  might  be  made. 

The  St.  Paul  Dispatch  also  presented 
the  same  feature  of  the  case  last  even- 
ing— that  a  new  regiment  might  be 
formed.     It  said: 

"In  answer  lo  the  request  of  Lieut. 
Steele,  mustering-out  officer  for  the 
Fourteenth  Minnesota,  the  first  ser- 
geants of  each  company  today  made  a 
canvass  of  the  men  to  ascertain  th.- 
number  of  men  who  desire  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  a  recent  order  of  the  war- 
department,  allowing  men  living  at  a 
distance  fro;ii  St.  Paul  to  secure  im- 
mediate final  discharges.  Not  msrc- 
than  one-fifth  of  the  men  desire  to  he 
immediately  discharged.  The  oth,&is 
prefer  to  go  home  on  furloughs  and  re- 
turn in  thirty  days  to  be  muHtered  out 
if  the  government  wi.shes.  or  to  remain 
in  service  longer  if  the  government  de- 
sires that.  There  is  a  growing  fuel- 
ing in  camp,  whether  there  is  basis  for 
it  or  not.  that  a  new  regiment  will  be 
formed  from  the  Twelfth  and  Four- 
teenth regiments,  as  there  are  enough 
men  and  officers  in  the  two  omniands 
who  want  to  remain  in  the  service  to 
make  a  full   regiment." 

The  canvass  showed  that  the  follow- 
ing members  in  each  company  wanted 
final  diix-harges:

Henry  E.  Harris,  of  Dulu  htv.isittd 
Ca.Tip  Van  Duzee  at  St.  Paul  yesterdav. 
He  was  formerly  a  nieml)er  of  Company 
(J,  but  was  discharged  at  his  own  re- 
quest. Last  night  he  was  escorted  out 
of  the  camp  under  a  guard  by  direction 
of  Maj.  Schaeflfer. 

The  Pioneer  Press  said  of  the  incident: 
"At  the  time  of  the  incident  Haris  wad 
standing  at  the  further  end  of  Company 
(}  street  talking  to  the  cook,  Sam  John- 
son. He  had  passed  through  the  street.^, 
shaking  hands  with  his  friends,  who  ac- 
corded him  a  rousing  reception.  A  cor- 
poral and  a  guard,  detailed  for  the  pur- 
po.se,  came  up  iRhind  him.  and  without 
further  preiiminarie.s.  told  him  that  he 
must  go  at  once.  They  had  bayonets 
iixed  to  their  ritles  to  enforce  ihe  order 
if  necesary. 

"Harris  made,  no  attempt  at  resist- 
ance, but  left  the  camj),  the  guards  fol- 
lowing him  until  he  wa.s  well  outside  thi^ 
gate.  The  members  of  Company  G  were 
greatly  surprised  at  such  a  inove,  and 
Were  inclined  to  (juestion  it,  but  aeqai- 
e.s;ed  when  th^-y  found  that  the  order 
came  from  Maj.  Scliaeffer,  who  saw 
Harris  come  into  the  (amp.  The  major 
was  standing  near  the  comml.ssary's 
tent  at  the  time,  and  h;  watched  Harris 
until  he  entered  Company  G  street. 
Then  he  went  over  to  the  guard  house 
and  gave  the  order  th.it  the  man  be  re- 
moved and  not  alloweil  to  retui-n. 

•Some  of  the  men  w  re  liitter  in  their 
denunciation  of  the  tieatment  of  the 
tx-corporal,  and  they  vowed  that  they 
would  make  trouble  when  they  were 
.mustered  out  of  the  service.  Some  even 
went  so  far  as  to  say  that  they  wouid 
lay  in  a  supply  of  agt-d  eggs  aiid  pres- 
ent them  to  certain  officers,  one  at  x 
time,  when  the  opportunity  was  offered. 
The  commissioned  officers  tcok  an  en- 
tirely opposite  view  of  the  silu.^tion,  and 
blamed  Harris  for  a  large  am  junt  of  the 
discontent  that  had  cropped  out  among 
the  m  n.  They  assert  that  he  expected 
a  commissior-,  and  when  he  failed  to  re- 
ceive it,  started  in  at  once  to  make 
trouble.  . 

"Maj.  Schaeffer  said  that  personality 
w;;s  not  taken  into  a -(ount  when  he  or- 
dered that  Harris  be  removed  from  the 
•  amp.  He  had  heard  that,  the  ex-c  ir- 
:iiral  intended  to  sleep  there  last  night, 
hj  «aid,  and  as  he  is  now  a  ci\  ilian,  tiii^ 
cold  not  be  permitte.l.  The*  major  in- 
si:ted  that  the  Chickamauga  incident 
had  no  bearing  on  the  ease."

Who  Succeeds  Dr.  Huma- 

son  In  Duluth. 

The  Pittsburg  Conmifrci.il  Gnzette  of 
Jbmday  contains  llie  following:  Rev. 
SaniutI  P.  Long  preached  last  night  the 
concluding  sermon  ot  his  pastorate  at 
tiie  Liiicolni  Avenue  Methodist  Episcopal 
church.  Shortly  after  the  meeting  of  the 
I'llisburg  annual  conference  he  will  go 
to  Duluth.  Minn.,  to  take  chiirge  of  ;i 
large  and  Inlluential  church  in  that  city. 
Hi.s  departure  i.'^  regrettetl  not  only  by 
the  members  of  his  conference  and  con- 
gtegatiiic  to  which  he  has  ministered  and 
under  whose  direction  it  has  firmly  es- 
t.i))lisbed  itseli.  but  al.-io  by  the  entile 
<  hiistian  community  in  which  he  has 
bc-eii  a  power  for  giiod. 

The  church  was  appropriately  decorated 
last  nigiii  and  the  sealing  capacity  of  ilu- 
gr  Mt  auditorium  was  taxe<l  to  Its  utmost 
capacity.  Many  members  of  the  Eigh- 
teenth rcginieiit.  IVnnsylvania  volun- 
teers, of  which  Mr.  Long  was  cluii)lain. 
testified  their  respect  for  him  by  tht  ;r 
presenc-e.  PalMoiic  h.vmns  were  sung 
and  touching  prayers  offered.  The  chai)- 
'.■;i:i  formally  said  fareweil  to  the  soldiers 
and   the  congregation. 

As  a  prelude  lo  the  sermon  of  the  even- 
ing the  pastor  mentioned  .several  thlng.s 
that  mide  it  bard  for  him  to  leave  Pitts- 
burg.

•'It  is  fitting  that  1  should  at  lliis  lime, 
v.-lu'ii  1  occupi,-  this  pulpit  as  your  pastor 
lor  the  last  time,  give  expres.sion  lo  some 
of  the  feeli:igs  that  are  tugging  at  my 
heart  for  utterance.  I  desire  first  to  ex- 
pii  ss  on  behalf  of  Mrs.  Long  and  myself 
our  regret  that  the  lime  has  arriveil  to 
.'.ewr  our  connection  with  tiiis  church. 
For  six  \ears  we  have  lived  for  this  cn- 
teri>rise.  Its  .successes  as  well  as  its 
burdens  have  been  ours  until  we  have 
felt  that  it  was  a  part  of  our  lives.  It 
rioes  not  seem  long  since  with  faith  in 
(jod  we  began  to  plan  for  this  w"ork,  but 
in  this  time  tliis  property,  vulued  at  ttw,- 
'>!>(!,  has  been  developed.  Standing  at 
:he  altars  of  this  churcli  I  have  been  per- 
mitted to  give  the  hand  of  welcome  and 
fellow:<hip  to  over  b'M}  people  who  have 
.ioined  us  either  by  letter  or  on  probation. 
Of  this  number  460  are  now  connecttHl 
with  tlds  church.  I  have  had  the  sacred 
honor  conferred  on  me  of  baptizing  172 
)ier.»ons.  nearly  all  of  whom  were  chil- 
dren from  our  homes  and  Sabbath  school. 

"I  h;ive  been  in  your  homes  on  days  of 
great  happiness,  and  1  have  also  been  in 
your  homes  whenr  sadness  was  there— 
when  days  were  darkest,  and  there  did 
not  appear  to  be  a  star  of  hope  to  bright- 
en the  long  black  night.  I  have  seen  you 
sacrifice  and  deny  yourselves  thni  you 
might   make  this  church  a  possibiiitv. 

••Being  with  you  at  such  times  I  "have 
become  very  much  attached  to  you  and 
wish  you,  personally,  your  church  and 
.\our  rww  i>astor  godspeed.  1  regret  ex- 
ceedingly that  having  in  the  past  five 
months  made  the  aciiuainlance  of  the  of- 
liccrs  and  men  of  the  Eighteenth  regi- 
ment, I  am  now  obliged  to  bid  them  gooil- 
hye.  It  is  no  small  honor  for  a  minister 
to  be  placed  in  a  position  where  he  be- 
comes, to  some  extent  at  least,  the  spir- 
itual adviser  of  WK)  men.  I  much  ap- 
preciated my  privilege  and  was  glad  to 
l>e  chaplain  of  this  regiment.

LOOKS  BAD  EOR  MclNTYRE. 

Two  More  Witnesses  Give  Damaging 
Testimony  Against  Him. 

Denver,  Col.,  Sept.  28.— The  court- 
martial  trial  of  Chaplain  Josepa  P.  Mc- 
Intyre  of  the  battleship  Oregon  was 
resumed  today.  Charles  H.  Sage,  a  real 
estate  agent,  who  heard  Mr.  Mclntyre's 
lecture  on  Aug.  8,  testified  that  the  re- 
port of  the  lecture  which  appeared  in 
the  Rocky  Mountain  News,  extracts 
from  which  are  used  in  the  specifica- 
tions to  support  the  charges  against  the 
accustd.  was  substantially  correct.

"Fighting  Bob." 

Harry  S.  Babcock,  of  Denver,  testfled 
that  Chaplain  Mclntyre  stated  tha:

Oregon,  were  "hull  down"  behind  which, 
he  explained,  meant  at  least  eight  miles 
away,  and  that  Admiral  Sampson  re- 
ported himself  within  four  miles  of  the 
place  at  the  time,  and  would  thus  re- 
ceive $10,000  of  prize  money.  U<^  verified 
the  testimony  of  other  witnesses  in  re- 
gard to  the  contemptuous  reference  to 
Capt.  Evans  by  the  chaplain.

When  the  nugget  was  exhibited  and 
the  place  indicated  the  crowd  made  a 
wild  rush  for  the  spot  in  buggies, 
horseback  and  on  foot.

Interesting  to  Farmers — 

Some  Good  Races. 


The   CarU.)n   lounty   fair,    which   has 
for  the  past  eight  years  or  so  l>een  >\n- 
nually  held  at  Barnum,  was  opened  yes- 
terday and  will  he  kept  open  until   to- 
morrow.      It  is  the  best  Carlton  eoun- 
ty  has  ever  had,  and   that  in  spite  of 
the  faet  that  the  county  fairs  of      that 
county  have  been  steadily  gaining  for 
several  years.      Each  year  many  more 
acres  of  ground  are  wrested   from   the 
clinging  embrace  of  the  stumps  that  ;ire 
all   that  remain  of  a  vanishing  forost, 
and  are  placed  under  cultivation  by  as 
gritty  and   intelligent  a  set  of  farmers 
as  ever  turned  a  s>xi.      The  farmer  who 
finds   a   level    stretch    of   ground    fairly 
aching  for  the  cares?  of  a  plow  is      a 
differf-nt  man  from  the  one  who  has  to 
grub  away  a  lot  of  roots  before  he  can 
get  his  plow  through,  and  that  is  whit 
some  of  the  old-time  farmers  of  Carl- 
ton county   had   to  do.    That   they   are 
reaping  their  reward  is  evident       from 
the  displays  of  the  products  of  that  soil 
made  at  the  county  fair  this  year. 

The  growth  of  the  county  and  of  the 
town  of   Barnum   has  been   steady   and 
large  during  the  past  few  years.      Bar- 
num   is   putting   up   a    number   of   new 
and  large  buildings  now.  and  a  number 
have  been   built   since  last   year.    Many 
more  acres  are   under  cultivation   now 
than  there  were  last  year.  too.  and  the 
growth  is  still  in  progress.       The  town 
is   favorably    .situated    on    the   St.    Paul 
&  Duluth  road,  and  as  soon  as  it  boasts 
u  creamer.v  and  other  enterprises   thit 
are  sure  to  come  there  will   not  be      a 
l>etter  town  of  its  size  in  the  northern 
part   of   the  state.       And   from    the  ex- 
hibits of  cattle   made  at    the   fair   this 
year   it    Is   surprising    that    a    creamery 
.  has  not  already   been   starttnl   there. 
But    the    fair.       It    is   commonly    said 
that   one  county   fair  is  much   like  an- 
other, and  that  when  one  has  seen  one 
of   them    he   has   seen    all    of   them.    To 
some  this  may  be  true,   but  to  the  ob- 
server it  is  a  long  way  separated  from 
the  truth.      Perhaps  vegetables  as  large 
as   those   of  Carlton   county   have   been 
grown  elsewhere,  and  perhaps  some  as 
excellent  in  every   way  have  been  dis- 
played at  other  county  fairs.      But  they 
will  not  be  found  at  a  very  large  pro- 
portion of  the  county  fairs  of  this  coun- 
try.       It    sometimes    seems    as    though 
there  was  no  soil  so  suited  to  the  j)ro- 
duction  of  fine  vegetables  as  that  of  this 
northern   country   that    has  one      time 
been    covered    with    trees    and       forest 
growths    that    during    ages    have    made 
the   soil    fertile    with    decaying   vegeta- 
tion.      In  every  way  the  display  made 
at  Barnum  this  week  will  compare  with 
similar  displays  anywhere,  and  compe- 
tent judges  would  award  it  prizes  in  an 
exhibit    composed    of    the    pick    of    the 
county  fair  the  country  over. 

In  several  departments  the  Carlton 
county  fair  is  peculiarly  interesting. 
There  is  a  splendid  display  of  cattle, 
notably  the  fine  Jersey  cows  and  bull 
displayed  by  Secretary  C.  L.  Goodell.  J. 
S.  Ooodell,  John  Brett  and  W.  M.  Cain 
also  have  excellent  displays  of  horses 
and  cattle.  The  growth  of  the  dairy 
Interests  of  the  county  has  been  note- 
worthy, and  as  stated  before  it  should 
not  be  long  before  a  cream- 
ery brings  for  the  farmers  of  the 
county  the  opportunity  of  realizing  all 
of  the  sure  and  steady  profits  there  are 
in  the  dairy  business.  During  recent 
years  there  have  settled  in  the  county 
a  number  of  men  from  Iowa.  Southern 
Minnesota  and  Wisconsin,  who  have 
brought  excellent  lines  of  stock 
of  various  kinds  and  who  have  done  a 
good  deal  to  help  the  county  along  m 
its    agricultural    and    dairy    interests. 

Among  the  horses  on  exhibition  by 
W.  M.  Cain,  president  of  the  fair  associ- 
ation, is  a  splendid  colt  out  of  Nellie 
Bly,  who  was  a  Duluth  favorite  am  >ng 
the  racers  a  number  of  years  ago.  Nel- 
lie Bly.  by  the  way,  ran  away  the 
other  day  and  cut  a  hamstring,  and  she 
had  to  be  killed. 

Another  interesting  feature  of  the 
fair  is  the  fruit.  One  side  of  one  of  the 
wings  of  the  fair  building  is  devote!  to 
this  branch,  and  the  counters  are  cov- 
ered with  a  luscious  display  of  the 
fruit  products  of  the  county.  The  ex- 
.hiblt  Is  surprising.  Surely  no  apples 
rver  grew  with  a  better,  brighter  and 
handsomer  color  and  a  Juicier  and 
more  palatable  fruit  than  these.  The 
crab  apples  are  particularly  fine,  and 
the  plums  are  excellent.  Something  new 
to  most  people  is  the  discovery  th-it 
grapes  may  be  successfully  grown 
here.  That  statement  is  made  by  the 
roan  who  had  a  plate  of  grapes  from  his 
arbor  in  the  fruit  display,  and  it  was 
borne  out  by  ihe  display  itself.  The 
grapes  are  richly  Havored.  large  and 
full  of  juice  and  apparently  as  good  as 
those  from  more  Southern  latitudes. 
The  grapes  were  raised  by  G.  A.  Kirt- 
land. 

The  department t  of  fancy  work  and 
family  stores  was  an  interesting  one. 
Some  of  the  needlework  was  beautiful, 
and  the  family  stores,  with  their  gold- 
en butter,  their  dainty  preserves,  their 
wholesome  bread  and  other  evidence  of 
the  attainments  along  the  lines  of  do- 
jnestie  science  that  have  been  made  by 
the  Carlton  county  hou.sewives  were 
nuch  as  to  make  one's  mouth  water.  In 
the  department  of  fancy  work  there  was 
one  exhibit  that  was  especially  inter- 
esting not  only  because  it   was  among 


of  unlimited  pie.  The  .squashes  are 
monsters  and  they  are  formed  in  a 
very  tempting  manner.  The  potatoes 
are  large  and  succulent,  and  there  are 
all  varieties  grown  in  the  very  best 
manner.  The  other  vegetables  are  all 
m  proportion  and  the  display  Is  a  pleas- 
ing one. 

The  fair  was  formally  opened  yester- 
day by  President  \V.  M.  Cain,  of  the 
Car  ton  County  Agricutural  and  Indus- 
trial as.sociation.  He  made  a  si>ee(h 
that  was  to  the  point,  though  brief,  and 
b.ide  the  visitors  enjoy  themselves  and 
come  agam  next  year. 

In  the  afternoon  there  were  some 
pretty  races,  including  a  bicycle  race, 
a  green  horse  running  race  and  a  free- 
for-all  trotting  race.  Today  there  was 
to  he  a  ball  game,  a  trotting  race  and 
two  runnmg  races  with  good  hor.ses 
entereil.  There  was  also  to  l.e  an  ad- 
dress upon  "Small  FYuit  Growing"  by 
Professor  S.  B.  Green  of  the  state  uni- 
versity, a  paper  on  "The  tJeneral  Pur- 
pose Cow-  by  Profes.<.or  Thomas  Shaw 
of  the  state  university,  and  a  paper  by 
u.  .\.  Kirtland.  a  horticulturalist.  who 
has  lately  located  in  Barnum.  Tomor- 
row Professor  Shaw  will  judge  the 
stock,  and  he  will  explain  the  points 
of  each  animal,  showing  wherein  each 
excels  or  i.s  lacking.

the  land  department  of  the  Northern 
Pacific.  It  works  with  the  local  people 
along  the  road,  and  has  been  the  Instru- 
ment of  a  marked  growth  in  Southern 
industries.  L.ast  year— the  railroad 
year.  July  1.  1897.  to  June  30.  1898— there 
were  established  along  the  line  of  the 
Southern  railway,  and  in  many  cases 
directly  through  the  industrial  depart- 
ment of  the  road,  2.50  new  manufactur- 
ing plants,  cotton  mills,  furniture  fac- 
tories, tanneries,  iron  mills,  sawmills, 
canning  establishments,  etc.  The 
amount  of  money  invested  in  the.se  new 
establishments  and  in  addition  to  old 
ones  is  nearly  $6,000,000.  Settlers  from 
the  North  have  purchased  350,000  acres 
of  land.  The  resoilt  of  work  of  this  kind 
is  showing  in  the  increased  prosperity 
of  the  Southern  states  and  In  the  growth 
of  the  business  of  the  railway.  It  might 
be  added  that  the  people  from  the  Nortn 
who  are  .settling  in  the  South  are  gen- 
erally  satisfied    with    their  change. 

For  the  past  ten  years    the    Western 
Pennsylvania    exposition    at    Pittsburg 
has  been  an  established  success.      Year 
after   year    it   has    run    its   even    tenor, 
cordially  supported  by  the  people,     and 
doing  the  cities  <if  Pittsburg  and  Alle- 
gheny much  good.    The      crowds      this 
year  would  do  credit  to  the  more  preten- 
tious exhibition  at  Omaha.  It  is  mainly 
an  interesting  exhiliit  of  the  industries 
and   products  of   this  wohderful   West- 
ern Pennsylvania    country,  with  whose 
immense  industry  1  have  never  been    so 
impressed  as  upun      the      present  visit. 
For   three   years   the    Southern    railwaj 
has  bem  making     exhibits      h-re.    This 
year  it  has  probably  the  finest  exhibit 
ever  made  by  a  railroad  company  any- 
where.    It   consists   entirely  of  the     i-e- 
sources  and  products  of      the      country 
.along  the  railway,      of      manufacturing, 
agricultural,    hortii  ultural,    forest,  min- 
ing and  quarry  products  and  of  miner- 
als.    It  occupies   a   space  of  about  4000 
square    feet.     The    fruit    country,      the 
hardwood  and  pine  forests  of  the  South, 
the  great  mineral  deposits  and  wealth, 
the  granites,  the  marble,  the  clays  and 
kaolins,  the  grains,  cotton,  truck     and 
tobacco  wealth  are  all  in  evidence,     and 
the  display  is    attracting    great    atten- 
tion.    This   is  one  of  the  things  the  in- 
dustrial department  is  doing. 

At  Monessen,  a  new  manufacturing 
suburb  of  Pittsburg,  a  $1,000,000  steel 
plant  Is  to  be  erected  at  once.  Toclay's 
papejrs  contain  the  news  that  at 
Sharon,  Pa.,  the  Bessemer  cogipany  is 
to  erect  a  $2,000,000  plant.  Both  these 
plants  will  use  Lake  Superior  ore,  and 
still  no  Lake  Superior  point  gets  steel 
works.     It's  too  bad. 

We  wonder  why  there  is  overproduc- 
tion, or  so  much  of  it  in  this  i^ountry.  A 
day  or  two  ago  a  worker  in  the  Carnegie 
works  at  Homestead  said  to  me:  "I 
have  worked  at  Homestead  for  fourteen 
years.  When  I  went  there  the  plant  had 
only  three  mills.  Now  there  are  a  great 
many  more,  but  there  are  no  more  men 
on  the  pay  rolls."  Perhaps  he  exagger- 
ated a  little,  but  the  point  of  his  re- 
marks is  true.  Very  little  more  labor, 
comparatively,  is  needed  in  the  great 
mills  of  the  country  than  ten  years  ago, 
and  fewer  men  work  for  themselves.  Is 
any  better  argunieiu  needed  for  the  ad- 
vocates of  an  8-hour  day? 

Pittsliurg     is     preparing     for  a  great 
time  next   week,       when       the  Knigh's 
Templar  come  herf.     The  people  expect 
the  grandest  display  of     recent     years 
and   crowds   running   into   the   hundred 
thousands.     A  visit  to  the  great  Shenley 
park,   one  of  the   finest   city   parks     in 
America,  yesterday    showed     that  even 
the  plants  had  been  sowed  so  as  co  bid 
welcome  to     the     knights.     When     Du- 
luth's    knights    are    here    they    should 
open  their  eyes  to  some  of  Duluth's  in- 
dustries,   and    may    be    they    can    learn 
something  that  will  help  the  town  along. 
The  last  copies  of  The  Herald  I  saw. 
two  weeks  ago,  had  much  to  say  about 
the  arrangements  Duluth    was    making 
to  celebrate  the  opening  of  the  Fosslon 
branch.  The  Associated  Press  noted  the 
fact   that   great    crowds    were    in    West 
ISuperior  to  celelirate  the  occasion,     and 
that   President   Hiil   was   there.    I   saw 
nothing   about   any   celebration   at   Du- 
luth.    As   I    haven't     seen      the   Duluth 
papers.   1    wonder   if  you   had   one?       1 
suppose  you  did.     Now    really.    Duluth. 
w^hat's  the  use  of  having  a  celebration 
of  that  kind  if  you  don't  get  the  crowds 
—I  imagine  you  did — or  get  a  little  ad- 
vertising out  of  it. 

One  of  the  last  papers  I  had  from  Du- 
luth gave  the      news      that      Governor 
Clough  had  won  in  his  contest  with  Du- 
luth   as    to    the    mustering    out    of    the 
Fourteenth  regiment.    Long  ago  I  made 
up  my  mind  that  Duluth  might  as  well 
make  up  her      mind  to      fight  the  Twin 
Cities  on  all  occasions.    She  may   help 
St.  Paul  or  Minneapolis  politicians  time 
and  again,  Imt  when  will  they  help  Du- 
luth?   The  St.    Paul    and    Minneapolis 
newspapers  will  slander  the  town  on  all 
occasions— they  never,  even  Ijy  mistai;e, 
have  a  good   wholesouled   word    to   say 
about   Duluth,  and  if  Duluth  asks     fjV 
anything  it  is  generally  the  signal     for 
Twin  City  opposition.   Governor  Clough 
was  saved   two  years  ago  by  the  favor 
of  St.  Louis    county    Republicans,     who 
stood  by  him  In  the  face  of  strenuous  op- 
position at  home,  yet  what  favors  has 
he  shown  the  city  or  county?    It  would 
seem  that  he  went  out  of  his  way  to 
oppose   the   mustering  out  of  the  regi- 
ment at  Duluth,  and  to  hurt  the   place 
even  published  a  slander  on  the  climate 
of  the  place.     My  advice  to  Duluth  peo- 
ple is  to  hit  a  St.  Paul  or  Minneapolis 
head  every  time  they  see  it,  and  espe- 
cially a  St.  Paul  head.

Even    a  small 
consular  position  was  beyond  any  man 
from  Duluth  or  the  Sixth  district  in  this 
administration,  and  C.  K,  Davis  is  chair- 
man of  the  senate  committee  on  foreign 
relations   and   a   power   in    foreign   ap- 
pointments!    If  any  man  in   the  Twin 
Cities  would  act  fairly  with  Duluth    it 
would  be  William      Henry      Eustls,  but 
would  even  he,  when  the  selfish  spirit 
which  seems  to  prompt  TAvin  Cityites  to 
knock  every  little  aspiration  of  Duluth 
and  St.  Louis  county  In  the  head    when 
they   can,    makes    demands  of  him,   be 
able  to  resist?
